Which he 
hath performed with fuch an acute Dexterity, 
that by a rare happinefs, his Perfpicuity goes 
hand in hand with his Brevity j and the accu- 
rate fiourifli of his Language, is a perpetu4 
Adjundl, that raoft delightfully doth attend 
upon them both. 
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The beginnings of fo many Nations^and the 
Diftributions of ^hem into fo many Plantati- 
ons^ which gradually did fill the World with 
People, and faHiiiykbe courfe of Providence^ 
are iicre induftrioufly^if not exaftly reprefent- 
ed. A miftal^ indeed therein his tiK and thir* 
ticth gooki cpnceming the .Original of the 
Jcws^ in which our Wonder may ^excufe his 
Erroiir. For the Jews being the pecuEal Peo- 
ple of God, and holding no Commerce with 
other Nations^either in their Religion,or their 
Alliance ; it is at the leaft^no little marvel,tbat 
he fhoLild know To much,as to miftake no more.

As for his Name 
Anu ArmUus calls him Jufiinus Prontbmi % but in the 
Mannfinripc in the Mc£cem Library, he is named iM^ 
Jyaiams juftims, and this is liketo be the tnieft, be* 
caufe of the Antiquity of the Book, which is ftrofigjy 
evinced by its being written in the old Lmbard Ch»» 
rafters. Then for the Age wherein he Wd^ Walter 
Burghley an Englifliman in his Bode de Vit. FlMof. pub* 
lUhed by Amm Teffsrntn^ An. 1472. writes diat he was 
Son to t\MtYogm whofe Hiftory he Epitomiz'd. A 
pardonable miftake, and to be afcriVd to the ignorance

felves, but glory for their peoale :^aiii being contented

He being 
llaitL Kini»^ hinifelf deceafed, his Ton Unifs whom he 
had by Semiramts hein|; not yet of age -, (lie not daring 
to deliver up the Enipirc to a boy, npr Openly to exer- 
cife the command of it her fcif, {o many ^nd fo great 
Nations being fcarcely obedient to a man , mucli 
lefs unto a woman, did counterfeit her fdf to be the 
fon infleadof the«,wife of IjJims^ and a boy inftead of 
a woman. They were botii of a middle flaturC) their 
Toice bttt.foft) their complexion and features of face, 
and the lineaments pf their bodies were alike both in 
the mother and the (on : the therefore with ravment co- 
hered her arms and thighs, and put a tire on ner head ^ 
and» that fhe might not feem to conceal any thing by her 
newhabicy (he commanded the. people tobecloathed in 
t lie fame attire, which tliat whole Nation have ever fince 
obferved : Having' thus cpunteirfeited her Sex, fhe was 
believed to be a ydubg man,.

She builded Bahylony and en- 
BompafTed it with a wall of Brick, being interlined with 
Rozet^Sand and Pitch, which in thofe places the earth 
doth every where caft up : There were many other fa*- 
mous adh of this Queen ; for, not content to defend the 
Boundaries of the Empire pbtained by her husbsind, 
Ihe not only zdAcd j^hiofia to it, but fhe tarried the ^ 
war into Indht^ which befides her and Alexander the 
Great, never any invaded. At lail when flie defired to 
lii! with her own fon, (he was killed by him, having 
reigued two knd forty years after Kbms* Her totiNimH 
being contented with tne Empire purcliafed by his Pa-* 
rents, did abandon the ftudy of war, and as it he had 
changed his fex with his mother, he grew old in the 
company of Ladies, being feldom at any time feen by 
iiien*, his Succeifors alfb following his example, gave 
jaofwers to the Nations by their Agents.

{(nrer die Medesy ArhaBm by nanie, after creat (blicica- 
fkm could hardly Be admitted into his pretence, which 
Wasvottchfafed unto none beforehim, he found him 
unongft a throng of Concubines fpinning Purple on a 
{iiilaf^ and diftributin^ their tasks unto them, and ex- 
ceeding them all both m the effeminacy of his habici 
pe (bnnefs of his body, and the wanton glances of his 
ye: Which things obferved, Arba^uf being pofleft 
idi indignation, that fo many men Ihould be lubjeA 
fttch a woman, and that thofe who did bear Arms 
uld obey a Spinfter *, repairing to his companions, 
' communicate to them what he beheld y he denyed 
: he could pay Homage unto him who lud rather be 
Oman than a man.

of the Shepherd did alf a^ree^ he acknot^ledged him- 
to be his Grand-child $ and becaufe he tliought he was 
dear of his dredm , the domination oi Cyrui being 
^rctfed^ amongft the Sheperds^he only dtihuftd hiin 
with a check ; but being angry with liMfpai»r in. ro- 
iwngeof htspreferved Grand-cnild, he (lew his own 
ion, and delivered him to his father to feaft on y Hsrr 
P&5i(x the prefcnt having diffembled his grief* defer- 
eed his^ hatred of the aft co an .(^portuuitybE revenge,

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Some years after this, when Cyrus grew into years, 
Mirpagur being admonijfhed by his grief chat be wai 
childlefs, did wrice unco Qrus how he was made ov^ei 
by his Grand-fiither to the Ptrfians^ how he commandi 
cd 1)1 m to be (lain being a little one,how he was preferrJ 
ed by hisbenefit, how he had ofFended the King by id 
and loft his own fon : He exhorted him to prepare an 
Army and advance the readieft way into theKingdom, 
promifing that theAfe^fx Aould turn yncohtnH the Let- 
ter becaufe it could not he carried openly, ( the Kings 
Garrifons guarding all the avenues ^ was put into cnc 
belly of adif-entraird Hare, and the Hare wai delivcr- 
led to a faithful fervant to be carried to Cyrm into Peffid: 
Nets were alfo given to him, that under the pretence of 
huntii^, the deceit might be the more conceaPd. The 
Letters being read, he was commanded in a dream cq 
take the fame coarfei and was forewarned, that whom 
he firft fliould meet with on the next morning,he fliould 
*take him as a companion in his enterprizes, B^innifls 
his journey about the break of day, he met with the 
lervantof a Akdian^ Qharis by name, who lately had 
efeaped out of prifon;his pedigree being demanded,. he 
no feoner underftood that he was a Perfum^ bat his 
chains being knocked off, he took him as his companiou, 
and returned to the Cky of Perftpolis, The People being 
there called together, he conunanded ail of them to be 
ready with their Hatchets to cut down the wood that did 
Aut up the way ^ which when they had cheerfully per- 
formed, he invited them on the next day to a dinner i 
and when he obfervM them to become more cheerful) 
he demanded of them, that if a condition were pro- 
poundtd to them. Which courfe of life they would make 
choice of, whether of yefterdays labour, or of this days 
<iinner ) as they all cryed out, Of this davs dinner : You 
fhall live all your lives, faid he, like to yeuerdays labouf) 
as long as you obey the Medes^ but if you will follovr 
nie, you (hall lead a life like to your prefent/feaftiog. 
All of them rejoicing thereat, he made war upon the 
Medians. J^agcs forgetting what Marfagits had defer- 

ved 
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ved p£ him, 4ld eomimc che chief command of the. war 
unco him •, he no fooner received the Array, but t)re- 
fcndy did betray it unto C^rni^ revenging the cruelty of 
the King with the perfidioufnefs of his revolt ; which 
when ^yages underAood, having from all jplaces drawn 
together new forces, he advanced in perfon againft the 
Ferfiaasyznd the fight being begun agaiii with great re- 
ibludou, whiles his men were m,^he heicht of the con- 
fii^, he plac^ a parf of his. Army op their Rear, and 
commasoed itjeni to fall on ttie flying fouldiers with 
dieir fwordS] as. on enemies^ and proclaimed to thofe 
in the Van with him, that uhlefs they overcame, they 
(hauld find no le(s refolute men on their Rear than 
in their £ront, therefore he advifcd them to look to it, 
whether his Ari^y: was to be broken by them flying, 
OP tlrat byriiem fightic^^f. AamQn|flied»oy this neceffi- 
t3{,his Arniy.didjfight withijeat^rerdl^^ •, therefore 
when the Army erf the Fej^^ni jfbeing forced^ began to 
giTe ground a fittlei t^^lr rop^Jiefs and'thHir wives did - 
meet them, and denred them tb return into the battel. ; 
the jR>uldiers delay iiig ^ ra^y and to charge again, the 
women pulling up /their ploths did fhew thfe^hi the na- 
k^dttcfs of, thefr bodies, and asked them if they would 
fljr^^uk into ^c^^om^>s^f their mctifllers or their wives i 
heing teftxainpd ?wj thjs'c{?ccfc ^^ into the 

battel^' and.hayi^|.ma4c a^ipjeiit tikprefnon upon tlieir 
caen^es^ they enforced thole to fly, from whom before 
theyflcd, '^.;' .■ ' 

In this fight Aflyagej was taken, from whom'cyrw took 
npthine but his Kingdom,, and deported himfelf to him- 
wther Tike a^randrc^'hild than a Conquerour s and be- 
c^ufe he woiifd not return again utito the Medians^ he 
mad^ him .Gpvernpur of the ppjjtilous Nation of the 
ff/rcaniaps.. .I^his was the chd 6( the Empire of the 
Mdes, which continued three hundred and fifty years. 
CyriH in.the beginning of hi$ Reign made Cybarn Go- 
vernour of Fer/w, and jgave him his iifter to marriage, 
bavipg according ^o his vifjpn in the night delivered 
him Icomhis cSins, and made him his companion in 
./ V '* '" BV aU 
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all his cnterprifcs. But tbe Cities of tlie Medians which 
w.cri, tributary/ tKinRing their condtthh changed with 
t^ejr Empire, did revolt from Cjr^A^, which was ^p 
c^ufe aod original of itiimy wars unto him i but the 
greateft part of them being af laft fubdued, when he 
made war againft the Babylonians^ Cmfiis the King of the 
Lydlans^ who iri thofe days was femous for his trcafere 
and rich moveables,. dsA diarch to their sffllftance,; but 
bisine overcome; and folicitons'fof his' own fafety, he 
tfed oacK into his kin^JomJ ' {J'niraftettHis vift6i7 
vihg fetled'the affairs ,ih Sabylofiy did cai*ry'the War inta 
Lyaia^ wher^ he eafily ovefcitme tKi Army bftrof/ij j 
tney being difcoUraged at the fortune of the tofmcr i^r. - 
Croejus himfelf was taken 5 but by how much tbe^r was 
of the lefs danger, by To much niie milder was the rifto-* 
ry. Crcejks, had liis life^ and'fode jwrti of Vk Patrjnao-^ 
ny^and the City B^if^^e fi'f3nte4ta^rm,ihwhifch al^houeK^ 
he lived not;^,i}n^y ijfel yttU was ttesft iijntoSiligij 
Majefiyi Ttdi ctemencywai bo 'fefe profitable to thci 
Conquerouf, than the Cbtiijucred^, for it being knowti 
that war was made againft him, AttxHiiriesc^e in fucK 
great numbers to him out of aH GreecCyM tci.extii^ifbs^ 
common fire j fo great was the Jove which the Citiei in 
general did p'rpfe^ ^0 trjiefik^th^tCyTiffiivtMd teVe piflrJl 
a. heavy war from all (/rc^^tf' upon iiimfelt^ 
termined any thing 'tcbcrifefit4g^i*^^c^i^^ -. 
" In the prcceft of tini^, (fj'f^ being tfmjiidy^^ ih dther 
wars, the LyMans again rebelled, who hcjing .again over-- ^ 
come, their horfeS and arms were' taken from them, 
and they were commanded to ibccrcife^ vobj)tttous aiw 
effeniin|ite arts and employhrefits, by- which means that? 
iridiiftriQus and hcretotore gowierfcf and warlike Na-^ 
tibn, being weakened by flpth and riot, ^id Ibfe dieir' 
ancient virtue vaAd'Whom, befo^ef CyriH no waris could' 
niaftef, being fallen into luxury, eafe and excels, did* 
overcome. The Lydians h^d itiany Ktngs brfore Cnefit^ 
fimous for many adventurer y but the fortune df Can* 
dauks is to 1)e comj5ared unto 'none, who, when he 
made his wife the (ubjcft 6ti]X Hjs fifftoutft,' triioln*he- 



too miich !dved fdr the excelK^iicy of her Bdliiey •, ahd 
("as if fllcncc were the enemy of beauty^ being nofe coii- 
tent v^ith the tacit confcieneeof his pleafures, nitle^ Ytc 
revealed the fccfets of wedlock, to add at laft a froof tb 
his aifeTeratioti, he (hewed her naked to his compoiiioii 
C/le/a by \<rhich feft he made both his friend his enemy, 
being allured to commit adultery with his wif<^, and her - 
love oeing thus betrayed to another, he ellranged hh 
tvife frbm hiraifclf 5 for not long after, the murder df 
CitAdaulei was the rewarJ of the marriage. The wife be- 
lli^ Endowed with the blood of her husband, delivered 
both her felf and the kinjidom of her husband to h^r- 
adulterer : C/rw, 4//^ bemg overcome, a=nd all the Eafl 
brought ifu6 his power, did make war upon the i^nM^- 
ans.^ In that time 7i&d/^rk was Qoeetl ofthe 5'c7^]kiimi, . 
who being not C like a woman 1 affrighted at me ap- 
proach of her enemies, fhe fufllcrcd , oiera to |ia& over 
the river ofAraxes when fhe mkht have hitidred theni, 
ooftcciving that the event of the battel would prove more 
iuci^efsful to her within the bounds of her 6wn King* 
ddm, and that the flight ^ould be more difiieuk to her 
enea&ie^ by rcafbn of the intcrpofitibri df the River. ^- 
rw thei'efbire when he had paflfed over his (orcfcSj halving 
advanced a little further into Scytbhiydid there pieeh his > 
Tents ^ on the next day difTembfing a fteir, as ff he fljf- 
ing^hack had forfaken^His Camp, he left behind hifii. 
grealt flore of wine, and of all dttng^ necefbi^y fbr a Bail- > 
Quet, which when it was declared to theC^eeOy flfe' 
tent her young Ton to purfue him wieh the third port 6€ 
the Afmy. When he catoe to (yruft Oimp, the youi^ 
mao being unestpei'ieDcdd iti the^ffitfrs ofWr, rorget* 
ting hi$ enemies, and as if he came to feafl and -not co 
fight, did ^tmt the Barbariahs^ unaccuftonred to wine, 
to bver-buf ttieil theitifelves with k^ and the Scj/iUahs 
iwcrcQvereotfie with wine before they wefeovercomelh 
war 5 fSr, this being difc6vered,c>rw returning by nigh^ 
did defeat them, tiot tliidking eft hiiH^ iind put all the 
$cyihiah^ t6 tht fword , together i*ith/ die fbn ;<)£ 
tiicir Qtt^fi. ^d/^jtiSrCfogt^t 4|l Atttiy'bcft^ioi^ «ad 
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which is more to be lamented, her only fon ) cli4 not 
pour forth her grief into tears that (be waschildnefs^ut' 
«id rcferve it unto the comfort of revenge, and with 
the like policy of deceit circumvented her enemies in- 
falting at their late viftory •, for counterfeiting a diflruft 
I of lier ftrength, and rearing in fome diforder, by rea- 

fon of the lofs received, fhe brought C>n« mto a flreight 
betwixt two hills, where her Ambufcado being lodged 
(he killed two hundred thoufandof the Perfitms^ with 
the King himfel!^ In which Vidory, this alfo was me- 
morable. That there remained not a roeifenger of lb 
. great an overthrow. The head of Cyrus being cut oflF, 
the Queen commanded it to be caft into a tub fjlled wkh 
the blood of men, with this exprobration of his cruelty, 
" Satlsfie thy felfmtb klood which then thirftedeft after^ and 
cf which thou tjAfl always been infatiable. Cyrus did reign 
thirty. ]^ears, bein^ admirably riemarkable not only in 
the bi^inning of his reign, but by a continual fuccefs qf 
Fortune through all his life. His fon Cambyfes did fuc- 
. cded him, who ^idde^l Egypt to his Fathers Empire ^ but 
l)eing offended with the luperflitions of the Egyptums^ ' 
he commanded the Temples of ifpir, and of others of 
their Gods to be demolifhed : He ient alfo his Army to 
deflroy the moft famous Temple of Ammon, which Ar- 
. my was loft, being overwhelmed with temp^fts, and 
With hills of iands. After this, he faw in his lleep that 
his hsothcr Aierffdes Otiould reign » being affrighted at 
which yifion, he delayed not to commit fratricide after 
&cfilege 'y for it' wasnet eaiie for him to fpare his own 
brother, who had committed violence againft the Gods. 
. 7o thisfo cruel an execution he feleaed one of hh 
friends, a Magician called ComarisAn the mean time, he 
tiimfiqu being grievoufly wounded in the thi&h with his 
own fword,dropping by diance out of his fcaboard, dyed 
of that wound, and endured the punifhment either of 
fratricide commanded, or of facrilege committed. Hia 
being made known by a raeilen^,the Mtgus conuiiicted 
thenllainybeforethe death of theRing wasreported,and 
Mrpdts bdbgkilleda to whom the Kingdom was dHc»

he fubdicutcd his own brother Oropafles m hts room ^ 
£6r he was like unco him in the favour of face, arid la 
^c lineaments of biody, itnd, no man fufpefting the 
deceit, Oropafies was made King in the (lead of Mergi*

amongft the ?erjjans/the perfon of the King under the 
awful pretextofMajeAy is always concealed : Therefore 
the Mag} ta win unto them the favour of the people, did 
forbear the Tributes, and granted a vacation from wars 
for three years, that they might confirm the govern* 
inemto them by favours and UrgeiTes which they had . 
obtaiheclby decek^which was fir ft fufpefted by Orwaner^' 
one of the NoUlity^ a man of a moft acute appreheniion^ 
therefore by his Agents he enquired of his aaufi;hter,who 
was one of the King's Concubines, whether the Son of 
QrHt were King or not *, who returned anfwer, that (he 
did not knowit her felf, nor could (earn it of any other* 
becadf^ every one of them were (hut up by themfelves* 
He thto conimaiided her to feel his head^ being aileep/or ^ 
Ciim^^had'cttt off both €he ear&o£'i9ftf^/. Being then 
afTttfed by hh daughter that the King was without ears, ■ 
. he declared it t» the Nobility, and by the Religion of as ^ ^ 
Oadi, ^dbKgethem tothellaughcer of this counceifeic 
King. Thferl! w^re only feven that were confcious of this 
tcm^d^&f, who imm^diacelr,that they might not hate

cerning the Antiquity of their Nations. Tnc E^tiins 
alledging that tn the beginning of all shings, when other 
lands did burn widi the immoderate heat of the 6mi» 
or were frozen with the extremity 'of ooldv ^nid^jwocf 
hot only incapaUe to produce natives^butcoiM neither 
receive or entertain Af angers^before habUimentscfor riieir 
bodies were found out,todefend them from the violence 
of the heat or cold -, or the intra(6biblenefs of the places 
were made more tolerable by remedies procured by Arc: 
jSjy^r was sil ways fo temperate, thit neither the heat of 
the Slimmer, nor the cold of the Winter, didopprefs 
her inhabitants. The foil was alfo rofniitful,that no place 
did morcabound with nourifhmest for theufe of man- 
kind ^therefore it, in reafon, may appear that men 
were firfl born there, whece they could -mod ea^y be 
brought up. On the other fide, the Scytbitms conceived 
the temper of the Heavens to be an Argument of n<:^* 
fo/ce to prove Antiquity \ for when Iteurc didiirft ds- 

fir&ttce 
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ilribute the beginnings either of heat or cold unto Coun- ] 
tries, fhe ftraightways, not only produced creatures to \ 
endure the conilitution of that Ciune, but divers kinds . ' 
of Fruits and Trees, aptly qualified and fuitable to the 
condition of the Countries. And by how much the 
Climate of the Scythians is more fharp than the Egyfti* 
ans^ by fo much their bodies and their underfhfndmgs 
are more foHd. But if the world was ever entire inone 
piece, as it is now divided into many ': or if in the be- 
giimmg of things the Delujje of waters did overwhelm 
the earth, or if the fire which begot the world did pof- 
fefs ail things j the Scythians in evcrv rcfpeft were mofl 
ancient in their original : for if the m'e firil pofleiled ;^11 
things, which by degrees being extinguifhea gave place 
unto the earth j there was no place that was fooner fe- 
vered from the fire than the North, by reafon of the 
cold y as to this day it is to be (&n, that no Clime is 
more ftifp with Winter ; but E^pt and all the Eaft re- 
ceived long afterwards their temper, feeing it doth flill 
burn with the violent heat of the Sun, On die other 
fide,ifali Lands were heretofore drowned in the Deeps, 
no doubt but every highefl part ^ the waters flowing 
down ) was firfl uncovered, and that the water flayed 
for a long time in the lower Countries ; and the fooner 
that any part of the earth became dry before the other, 
the fooner it began to bring forth creatures. But 5cy- 
thia is fo high in her fituation above all other linch, 
that all Rivers which have their beginnings there, do 
flow down firfl unto the Mototicl^^ then into the Fontich^ 
and afterwards into the E^tian Sea : but Egypt ^ whofe 
fences have been made at the care and charges of fuch 
great Rings, and fo many ages, and provioed with fo 
many Banks, againfl the force of the falling Rivers, and 
cut into fo many Ditches,that when the waters are drain- 
ed from one place they are received into another \ and 
yet for all this cannotoe inhabited, unlefi Jiilnstoo be 
excluded ) cannot appear to pretend to any antiquirjr, 
which botn by the exaggeration of heir King^, and of ^ 
tor drawing fo much mud after tc^doth feem ot all Landi 
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to be the laft inhabited. The t^yytUns being overcome - 
with thefe Arguments,thc SiythUhs were always efteem- 
ed the more Ancient. Scythia being extended towards 
the Ea(t» is enclosed on one fide with toniksj^ and on 
.the Qther with thcilrj)i^<e4amoantains,on the back theie- 
of with 4fia^ and the River Phacis or Tanak. The-men 
have no limits to their poflcfnons, they TilFdot the 
ground, nor have any houfe of flidter, or place of Rcr 
i]dence.r being accuuomed to wander through wafld 
and. unfrequented places, as they drive and feed theif 
€attel : 'f hey carry their wives and'chilcfren with them 
ni Waggons, which ( being covered with the Hides of 
Bea^s to defend them from the fhowers andtempefk ^' 
liity do ufe in the, Head <it houfes. Hie Juflice of the 
Nation is more beautified by the {vfnpUcity of their 
^onveifation^ thaii by t^eirXaws. There is no crime 
smongft them, more capital- than Tifck ^.for having 
ffodcs and droves without ady houfe or fence, vyhac. 
would be. fait amoii^ them, if it were lawful for tnera 
to (iezU They defpife Gola and Silver as much as othev 
tnen do covetit. They feed on milk and honey. The^ 
ufe of Wooll andof. Apprel is unknown unto them ^ 
and, becaufe they are pinched with continual cotd , 
they are cloathed with the skins of wHd beafts^ great 
and fmall. Tliis their continence hath endued them^with. 
fach a righteoiifnefs of Cbnvtr(ation,that they covet not 
iay thing which is their neighbours^ for there is the der 
fire of riches where Is the ufe of it^nd it were to be wiffth* 
ed t4iat in other men there were the like moderation and ' 
abAinefice^ furely notfo m^y wars (hould be continue- 
ed though all ag^s;; almost in all lands, neither- (h6uI^>L 
the Sword devocrr more mcfn than the natural conditidti 
of Fate. It k wonderful indeed!^ that Mature hatH grant;V- 
edihat to thefe, >phich the-.Grec/4nx could not atcaih un- 
to by t^ repeated in/lrudions of their wife men^ an^ . 
the Precepts of uxpr Philoippbers, and that their refin- 
ed Manners (hould (loop, in the comparifonV tounren- 
iKsd.Haffb^ri^m ^ fo much die Ignorance of Vices hath 
Pfofited morcioL uiem; tfian ioth, in others'. the khowir 
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ledge of Vcrtue. The Serbians thrice attempted the 
chief command ofAfia^ they themfclvcs did always re- 
main eitlier uiitouched or Vi^cotiquered by the Armies 
of others. By a fhamcfal flight they removed firom^c/- 
thia^ Darm King of the Perjrans. They dcftroyed Cfruf 
with all his Army, and in the fame manner they over- 
threw Zofyron one of the Conimanders of Ak^amkr the 
Gre^t, with aJl his power : They heard of, but not fcltj 
the Arms of the Romans. Tliey erefted'thc Parthian 
and BaSrian Kingdom, a Natron proud of war and la^- 
bour. ^ The ftrcngch of their bodies is great, they lay 
tip nothing which thely are afraid to lofe, and where 
t^ey are Conquerduri, iliey defire nothing but glory. 
Vexorer Khig d'Egjfpt^ Was the firft diat made war upoti 
the Scythians^ having firft by Ambafladors fetota'Sumf 
liiofas to them to obey him $ But the StyMans being be^ 
fere adVcrtlfed by tneir Neighbouf s of the coming of 
tiieKifig;, mad|? anfWfcr, We Wonder that the Com* 
iliartderorfo rirdi^ People flionldfo-ftx^rrfhly maJcewaf 
a^inil pQ6T men^ )»vidg more reafon to loofc to his Af^ 
fairs ^nohiej for here the e^ehcof the war is unceri3iiii( 
the rewards of chjeConqueft arcnontvand the foflesari 
srppar^nt } the^i^ifplr^ they would nbcattcnd^ill he fhdulj 
cSom^ to ihegi*' When in fo great afid rich^an'fehcmy 
there mil^btt by^che^n to.beexp^fl^dVand'thcrcfore of 
their ttwti accord* they Were refdved 'to meet him.' 
Their deeds' did )ump atid overtake their words 5 and 
the Kiilg utidi^rftahdlhg diat they advanced tmvards htrti 
yiflth fo much ipccd^ lie tamed his back upon them^ 
and>,hj$ Army wkUJflr.thc.Bag and Baggage being left 
bdiiijd5.he;'ciinoEoU(i.y efcapetriifcd hfs^ingdom. The 
MarihesUid" hinder >hc. SCyWUiis from the^urftnt. Be- 
ihg returned from thence th^if'fu'bdcled^jKr, andmade 
it tributary, a (ball tribute oeing imppfed rather to 
(hew their titular Coiiimattd, .than for any reward of 
their viftory. Having flayed ttfteei^ years in eftablifhing 
the Af&irs ofAfia^ they were Called back by the impor- 
tunity of their wives, it beiftg' afTiired them by their'' 
Ariibafiadour^, that urilefi di^y did recttrrf with mor^ 

fpeed. 
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fpecd, they would icek for iffue^.from their Ncij^-r 
hours, nor ever fuffer, through their default, thacv the 
Nations of die Scythians fhould have no name in pofte- 
rity. Afia was tributary to the Scythians for the fpace of 
onethoufand and five hundred years f/Nimn King oT 
the AJJyrians did put a period to the t^Siut^.: But in 
this interval of time, two young men of Royal blood 
amongfl the Scythians^ Plims and Scolopythus being dri?. 
ven from their own Country by the fi^ipn of the Nobi- 
lity, did draw with.them a gallant and numerous. cirain 
of young men, and fitting down in the coafl of Capfa^^ 
dociaync9x \mto the River of T^erwoi^ow, they did inhaSic 
the Themifcyrian Plains which they had Conquered to; 
obedience : Being unaccuflomed therefor the fpace o£ 
niany years to plunder tfieir Neighbours, they were at. 
laft flain through treachery, by the confpir^cy of the 
people. Their wives whcfi, they obfervefi, the. f>,u- 
niflunentrabjfj^without children, to be idd^d to thelT: 
^niihment, <m put oti arms*, and firft b)^ removing^ 
and afterwards by comniencing wars, they did defend 
their own. Territories. They alfo did forbear (hj^ de- 
iire of i^arris^e wii^ th^ir. Neighbours, calling it Sla« 
very, nof Matrimony i a fihgular example to pofterity,' 
They did increafe their Commonwealth tvithput lyfen,. 
^t the fame time when .diey did defend (h<ihifdYei with ' 
the contempt of them ; And led fome womeii fhould 
feem.more happy than others, tbey kyied. thofe men^ 
whodidrenum alive amQn^ft:th0m, and. afterwards, 
profecuted the revenge of th^rr flaugnteredtiusbands on. 
the deflruftion.ofrthetr Neighbours. . Peace then beings 
pbtainedby war, left their Nadph fhould fiiil, they*- 
mingled in copulatlQ^^: with tbclt Neighbour^ y If atiy. 
mrfe-rchildretk were ^rp» they weire kflled j Theyexr 
crcifed .their Virgins in the fwp way of education as 
they wcre.bred up themfelvcs, not in flotii, or the ma^. 
Iiufa^urei. of wo»Il, but inarms, horfes and hunting j 
the right breaflsof every In&nt Virgin being burned offi. 
chat afterward^ by not drawing of it. honie,. it fhould 
©pt; Ivnd^C ilbc forcfe of th^ artpw from Ae Bpw ^froni 
* whence 
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whence they are caHcd Mnua^ms. They had two Qnecfis 
Martbefia and Lampedo, who, their forces being divided 
into two parts, being now renowned for their weaithy 
did make war by turns, carefuUv defending their Terri- 
tories \ and becaufe anthority mould not be wanting to 
their fuccefles, they declared iYoli they were begotten 
of Mars. The greateft part of Exriffe being conquered, 
they feized on fereral Cities in Afia alfo, and having 
there builded Ephefitt anc^ihaoy other Towns, they £:nc 
home one part of their Army laden with a mighty 
booty 9 the reft who ftayed bdimd to defend what they 
had got in Afia, were overcome by the concourfe of the 
Barbarians^ afad were killed with their (^een Marthefia\ 
in whofe place her daughter Oritbuya fucceeded in the 
KiAgdom,.who, befides her fingular induftry in the war, 
hath been admirable through all Ages for the prefer- 
vation of her Virginity. By her prowefs fo much bmt 
and ^lory was derived to the AnutTimSf that thfi Hioe 
who tmpofed the twelve labours upon Hercidesy iXk 
command him as a task impofllble, to bring him the 
Arms of the Queen of theiiir/iiQvii) therefore he failine, 
thither with nine loo^ flii|» did unexpeftedly aiTaulc 
them, the yoath of the Princes of GrtM accompanv- 
ing him. Two fifters <£ die four did then govern tnc 
fiiilgdom of die Amdmms^ Antiapa and Oritbuya $ OritbHya 
was then employed ia the wars id>road« When Hercut^ 
UsisA fleet towards the /m^^onf ^ flior^ there were 
bat a On^l and unufual mimbcr widi Amcfa the Queen, 
fearing no invaiion olaa^ciiemy -j wherefore itcame to 
pafs^ that a few being^wakened by the fudden Alarm 
nad recourie to Anns, atid became an eafie vi(tory to 
their £nemies; many were (lain and ' taken prifoners, 
kmongft whom were the twp fifters of Amapa -, Mcnalip* 

Cwho was taken by Hercules^ Hippolyte by thefeuiy who 
ving made his pnfoner his reward,^ aid afterwards 
take her into marriage, by whom he begat Hippdytm. 

Hercules after the viftory reftored Aienalippe to her 
iifler, and took for his reward the Armour of the Qucea:

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. but above belief^ and becaufe the Acchievemencs of cbc 
Athenians were greater in effeft, and higher than cKeir 
wilhes, I will in a few words give you the Original of 
them : and the rather becaufe they rofe not as ocher 
Nations from fmalt beginnings to^ their height of glory ; 
for they ( befides thofe additions which by degrees 
they purchafed by^their valour ) did alio much boafl of 
their Qriginal*, for they were not Aliens ^ neither did 
a coilefted Refufe of people give an Original to this 
City, but they were born m the fame Soil which they 
did inhabit, and where was their feat there was alio 
their Original. They iirA taught the manufafture of 
Wooll,and the ufe of Oil and Wme,and fhewed to thofe 
who fed on Acorns^ how to plow and fow. Without all 
doubt good Letters and Eloquence, and the order of 
civil Difcipline have Athent as their Temple. Before 
^ the days of Dew:alm they had Cearopskr their Kingf 
whom Antiquity did feign to be of two forms, he beir g 
th^ iiril who in marriage joined the male unto the fe- 
male. CranoHt fucceeded him, whofe daughter Atbk 
did give a name to the whole Country. After him Am* 
.pbytrion reigned, who firfl of all did confecrate the City 
CO AfwervayW^kd called it by the name of Athens. In hi$ 
timeaDelugeof wateroverwhelmed the greatefl part of 
Greece ^ thoie only were preferved alive whom the tops 
of the mountains received into protedion, or wlio were 
tranfported m flujps to Deucaltm Kinjj of Theffaly^ for 
whicQcaufe he is uid to reftore manland. By order of 
Socceffion the Kingdom defcended to £ri^ibrMf, in whole 
Reign the fowing of Com was found out by Triptoletmu at 
Eleufmumy^t the honour of which gift were the nightly 
devotions celebrated bv women,called Eleufina facta. M" 
geut^ thefocher of neyei«r,po0eired alfo the^Kingdom of 
Athens^ from whom Media being divorcea and dqiart- 
ing from him, by reafon of the full age of her Step* 
fon, (he (Ud return to Cokhos with her fon Medu9y he- 
gotten by Mgem. After Mgeisiy Tbefem ^ and after 
Ihefem^ Vempbotm ( who affifted the Greeks againft the 
Trym) did poticis die Kingdom of Arhtm. Ther^ 

were 
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were (bme old grudges betwixt the Athemma aad the 
Dorians, which the Dorians intending to revenge, asked 
counfel of the Orade concerning theerent of the war i 
It, wasaniwered, that the Dorians ihmdd hare thebetter 
if they killed not in the Battel the King of the Athm^ 
ans : When the Armies therefore were to join in Battel, 
the Dorian Souldiers received Orders, above all things 
to be careful of the perfon of the Athenian King 5 Codrtis 
at that time vtziVLxngoi xhc Athenians^ who ("thean- 
fwer of the Gods, and inftrudions of the enemies being 
unAerfioodJI having put off his Royal habiliments came 
all in rags (^carrying on his neck a bundle of Vines ) 
into the Camp ot the Dorians, where in the throng of 
tliofe that did oppofe hite, he was flain by a Sonldier 
whom he purpolely wounded with his hook. The bo- 
dy of the King being known, the Dorians marched back 
without any engagement at all : By this means the Athf* 
m^m^w^rcaeliver'dfrom the war by the, virtue of their 
King, wl^o, for the fafety of his Country, did devote 
himfelf to deftrudton. After Codrm there was lib^Kitig 
of Athens^ which is added to the memory oiCodrw his 
name. The adminiftration of the Commonwealth was 
tranfmitted ^o yearly Magiftrates \ but the City had 
then no Laws at all, becauie the will of the Rulers did 
J)ars for Laws. Solon, therefore was chofen, a man fa- 
mbtts for Juftice, who with his Laws did as it were ereft 
a new City, and did deport himfelf with fo great a tem- 
per between the Senate and the People, that when he 
•propounded fomething for one order, which might feeoi 
to difpleafe the other, he received equal thanks fro n 
loth, Amongil many excellent things of this man,this 
doth mdft prefer it felf to obfervation. The Athenians 
and the Megarans did contend with Arms for the pro<^ 
priety of the Ifle oiMegara^ almoil to the utter deitru- 
raou of both parties. After many overthrows, it b^n 
to be a capital offence amongflthe Athenians,Vi zn^ one 
had but propounded the vindication of their right to the 
Ifland^iSo/niDeing therefore perplexed,left by his filence 

he (hottld be unprofitable to the Commonwealth, or by 
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his ipeedv he lliould endanger his life Jie diiguifed him« 
ielf intoa madnefs^b^ chelibercy whereof be could ^oc 
jmly fpeaky buc do things chat were prohibited. In t 
^r|i iliqfailiioJiKd habic, ;uft Hke amad-mao, became 
loco die publicky where a greac aflembly being drawa 
SQgeeher, chat the better he might diflemble his counfel, 
he began cp perfwade the people ia Verfes, unaccufto- 
med to him, to diat which was forbidden, and fo pof- 
feiTed the minds of them all, th^t immediately war was 
decreed agaiufl tbcMegarans. In the mean tim^, the 
Mef4rms hieing mindml of the war which was n&de 
ag!unft them by the Atbemans ^ and £earmg left diey 
Ibottld feem in vain so have attempted war againft 
fhem, did repair , to their fliipe, haviqg a defign to op^^ 
prefs by i\ight the Atheman Matrons at their Eteufine 
devodons. Which being underftood, Piftfiratus^ Captain 
General .<^ the Afhmans^ did lay an ambufli for tnem, 
tud commanded the Matrons to celebrate their Peyoti* 
tHis wiith their accuilomed noi£e and damour on the Very 
' approach <^ their enemies, that they might not perceive 
theytwere difcovered j and Fi/?/"^^"^- having unex^ 
peaedly fet upon them, as chey came down from tlieit 
(hi|xs,he eaiily oyercame them s their Fleet being taken, 
he immediately did fet (ails for MegarOy the women a* 
hove the Decksbeing mixt with the men,diat they migh^ 
pretend a (hew of the capdve Matrons. The Megarans 
when diey obferved the form and building of the (hips, 
and the booty that was purchafed,ran down tothe flior^ 
to meet them, where being all (lain, Fififtrntus became 
almoft Mafter of the City it fclf. Thus the Jjfegarans by 
thek own deceit did give a vi&ory to their enemies \ ' 
but PififiratHSy as if he overcame tor himfelf, an<t^oc 
for his Country, did by fubtilt)r invade the foveraigti 
Aj^thoricY) for having afflid^ himfelf ai;^home widi vo^ 
hnitary {tripes, his Ixxiy being torn with rods, he came 
'forth into the Market-place, and, an AiTembly being cal-* 
led, he (hewed his wounds unto the people,^ he com« 
plained of the cruelty of the Rulers,by whom he di(rem- 
.Ued that he differed d^s ogpcobrkm^ injury^ tears were 

added 
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\ *dded to his complaints, and by his envious words the 
\ ^rtdulous people were incenfcd j he affirmed that he 



was hated by theSenate for his love unto thepeoplej^and 
obtained a Guard for the prefervation of, his perfon ; 
by the powecof whom being eilablifhed in his Tyranny, 
he*reigned three and thirty years. After his deam, 
Diocles^ one oi his Sons, having raviflied a Virg^l, was 
killed by the Brother of the Maid. His othel* Brother 
Nippiat oeing fetled in his Fathers Government, did 
command the killer of his Brother to be apprehended, 
who when b^ torments he was enforced to name thofe 
who were guilty with him of the murder, he named all 
the friends of tne Tyrant : who being put to death, the 
Tyrant demanded if there were any yet remaining of 
them 9 He anfwere^, there are no more whom I now 
delire fhould fuffer death, but the Tyrant himfelf •, by 
which words, after the revenge of his Sifters chaftity, 
he (hewed hincifeif to be a Conqucrour of the Tyrant him- 
felf. Byhisvertue theCity being admonifhed of her li- 
berty, Nippiat at lafl was driven &om his Kingdom into ' 
banifhment, who repairing to the PerfianSy did offer 
himfelf as a Guide unto Darit4i in his War'againd his. 
Countrv. Therefore the Athtnians ( the approach of 
Dariui oeinc underfloodl defired aid of the LacecUmoni' 
My a City ^eu in friencuhip with them,and finding that 
by reafbii or fome Religion they demanded the refpite of 
four days, their afliflance being not regarded, wich ten 
thoufand of their own Citizens,and a thoufand Auxilia- 
ries of the PlatenpanSy they advanced unto the fields of 
Maraihony againfl.fix hundred thoufand of their Ene- 
mies ', Miltiades was Captain General of the War, and 
the General of the Athenians not expe^ing the LacecUmo- 
nians aid ^ who was armed with fo great a confidence,that 
he believed there was more advantage in the fwiftnefs^f 
themarch,than in theaffiflance of his friends.Grea( there- 
fore was the cheerfulnefs & courage of their minds,which 
. they fhewedln theireager running to'thebattel,infomuch 
that .when there was the fpace ofamile betwixt both Ar- 
mies, in full fpee4,and before the fligbfroC their arrows, 
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they camcupjunto the faces of their eneniies;neitfaer was 
fuccefe wanting to their boldnefs : for they fought with 
fo much courage, that you would take theie to be Men, 
and the other Sheep. 

The Verfians being overcome, did fly into their (hips ; 
many of which were funk, and many uken. * 

In this Fight fo great was the prowefs of every one, 
that it is hard to judge whofe praifc was the greatefV : 
But the glory of young Thermftocles did apparently fhine 
- forth amongft the reit, in whom his Imperatoridw Ho-* 
Hours to ceme, were then eafily to be feen. The glory 
alfo oiCynegirppSy an Athenian Stouldieri is celebrated by 
the praifes of many Writers 5 who after innumerable 
llaughters in the fi^ht, when he had driven the flying 
enemies to their fhips, he took hold of a (hip laden with 
men with his right hand, nor did he let loofe his hold 
till he loft that hand : His right hand being cut QfF,^he 
£iftened upon the fhip with his left hand : And having 
loft that alfo, he took hold of the ftiip with his mouth ^ 
fo great was his courage, that being not wearied with fo 
many flaughters, nor ( both his hands being loft } being 
yet overcome ^ at the laft, thus difmembred as he was, 
and like an inraged wild beaft, he fought even with his 
teeth. In that battel thcPerfians loft two hundred thou- 
fand men, befides thofe that ^ierifhed at Sea. ffippiar 
the Athenian Tyrant was alfo flain, the Author and Pro- 
moter of the War j the Gods th^ revengers of his Coun- 
try, taking punilhment of his treachery. In the mean 
time, Darius y whtn he would renew the War, died in 
the very prepartltipn of it, many children being lefr, be- 
gotten both before and after his being King. Artobaxanes 
being the eldeft^ by the privilege of his ace did chal- 
lenge the Kingdom,which the right, and order of birth, 
and Nature her felf, prefcribeth unto Nations: but 
Xerxes did make his plea not in relation to the order, 
but to the happinefs.of his birth. It was true indeed, he 
faid, that ArtobaTianes was the firft-born, but when Da- 
riw was a private man ; But he was born when Darius 
yisks a King ^ therefore his brothers who were born to 

DariiH 
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DariiH being but a private man, could not challenge to 
themfelv^s the Rinedoni, but only that private For- 
tune which P^riw had before he was a King. He was 
the firft whom his Father, being a Ring, did beget and 
brought up to inherit the Kingdom., To this it was ad- 
ded, that Artohaxanes was born when not only his Father 
but his Mother alio were of a private Fortune : But he 
was born, his Mother being a Queen, and that he ne- 
ver faw his Father but when a King : Moreover, that 
Ring Cyrui on hils Mothers fide was his Grandfather, not 
only the heir,xbut the ereffor of fo creat an Empire : 
Therefore if the Father had left both Brothers endued 
with equal right, yet he fhould carry it,both bv the right 
of bis Mother, and his Grand-father. This ftrife, with 
concordingaffedions, they did refer to their Uncle Ar- 
taphemesy as to a Domeftick Judge, who, the cauftf be- 
ing examined, hiade Xeroixs^King \ and fo brotherly was 
the contention, that neither the Conquerour did infult, 
nor the conquered repine ; and in the very h'eighth of 
the conteftation they lenrprefents to one another, and 
had not only undiftruflful, bur delightful fcaftings to- 
gether. The Judgment it felf was alfo given without 
arbitrators, and without reproaches ^ fo much more 
moderately did Brothers then divide great Kingdoms ^ 
amongft themfelves, than they do now fhare but fmall 
Patrimonies. Xerxes made preparations iSve years t(^e- 
ther for die War againfl the Grecians 5 which when 
Vemaratus King of the LacecUmontanSj who lived as a ba- 
niilied man in the Court of Xerxes^ nnderftood, being 
more friendly to his Countrv after his flight, than to 
the Ring after his benefits^ left they (hOuld be opprcffed 
by an unexpcfted War, did cercifie the particulars to 
the Magiftrates in Tables of wood, and covered the Let- 
ters with wax fpread over them, that neither the Cha- 
rafters might be read, which would have been, if they 
had nothing to cover theih, nor the frefli waif betray 
the deceit s he then gave them to a faithful ftrvant to 
be carried, and did command him to deliver them to 
die Magiftrates of '5j>iirr4, which being bro^igtit unto 
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them, k held them long in fufpenfe at Lacedsmmy 
for they faw nothing wrucen, and yet believed that 
they were not fent m vain, • and that the bufinefs was 
, fo much the greater,by how much it was the more con- 
cealed. The men not knowing what to conjefture, the 
Sifter of King Leonid^s found out the defign of the wri- 
ter 'y the wax therefore being taken off, the Advertife- 
ments of tlie War were difcovered, Xerxes h2id by thh 
time armedfeven hundred thoufand men out of his own 
Dommions,and had three hundred thoufand fent to his 
aifTiftance •, that it is not uadefervedly recorded that 
Rivers were drank up, and that all Greece was harcMy 
able to contain his Armjr^ he.was alfo faid to have 
one hundred thoufand Ships. To this To great an Ar- 
, my a General was wanting-, for if you look upon die 
King, you will not extol his condud but iiis wealth, of 
which there was fuch abundance in his Kingdom, that 
when Rivers were confumed with his multitudes, yet 
his Exchequer was ftill full. He was always feen ^c laft 
in the fight, and the firfl in the flight y humble in dan- 
gers, and when the occafion of fear was over, cxtreamly 
hlgh^ndedt Before the tryal o( the War,asif he were. 
Lord of Nature her felf, by the confidence of his num- 
^httj he levelled mountains and raifed the vallies un- 
t© one height j fome Seas he covered with Bridges , 
and contra^ed others, for the advantage of the Saifors. 
His entrance into Greece as it was terrible, fo was his de- 
parting (hameful and difhonqurable. For when Leoni-- 
des King of the Lacedjimonians had fecured theStreights 
of thermopylt with four thoufand men,' Xerxes in con- 
tempt of their powers, commanded thofe of his Soul^ 
diers to encounter them, whofe kinfmen were llain in 
the Marathonian Plains : who whiles they began to re- 
venge their friends, were the beginning of the over- 
throw \ and thefe being followed by an unprofitable 
multitude, a greater flaughter was occafioned. Three 
days tpgeiher there they fought, to the great grief and 
indignation of the Perjtans ^ on the fourth, when ic 
W4S reported to Leonidesy that the tops of the Streights 
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were poffelTed by twenty thouland of the eHemy, he 
exhorted his aflbciates to draw Ixick, and to refenre 
thcmfelves for fome better fervice for their Coantry j 
He would try his own fortune, he faid, widi the Lace- 
iUmomans^ lieing more indebted to his Country than 
to his life 5 the refidue were to be preferred for the ge- 
neral defence of Greece* The command of the Ring 
being heard, the re(J were difmifled, and the Laceda-- 
monians only remained. In the beginning of the War» 
counfel being asked at the Oracle ofDelpbos^ it was an- 
fwered, Tliat either the King of the LaceiUmmanr^ or 
the City mud fall ^ therefore when King Leotddes did fee 
forth to the War, hefo confirmed the refolution of his 
own ^ouldiers, that they, all knew he advanced with a 
mind reiolvgd to die. He therefore did poflefs himfelf 
of the Streights,that he might overcome with a few with 
greater glory, or fall with lefs dapage to the Com* 
nion-wealth. His companions therefore being difmif- 
fed, he exhorted the Spartans to remember, that, how- 
foever they did fight,they mud fall ^'and that they (hould 
cike hcfed left they might feem to have more couragi- 
oufly ilood to it, than to have fought it out \ therefore; 
he laid, they were not to attend to be invironed by their 
enemies, but, as foon as night fhould adminifler the op» 
portunity, they (hould fsdl nnexpcdedly upon them (e« 
cure, and hugging an abufing joy. The Conquerours, 
he faid, could never die more honourably than in the 
Tents of their enemies. It was no hard task to perfwade 
thofe who were rcfolved to die : they prefently buckled 
on their Arms, and fix. hundred men did beat up the 
quarters of five hundred tboufand ; immediatclv they ad- 
vanced to the Pavilion of the King to die witn him, or 
if they were over-powred to die, efpecially in his Tent 
and Sight. The Alarm v^as heard all over the Camp, 
The Laceddtmmi4ns7ihcv they could not fmd out the King, 
did fly up and down as Conquerours all over the Camp, 
and killed or overthrew whatfoevcr did oppofe them, 
as knowing that -they did not (ight in hopeot vidocy,bttt 
to revenge their own death$^.The %ht wasconcinued from 
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the beginniog of night unto the greateft ^art of the next 
day 5 at the laft not overcome, but being weary with 
overcoming, they fclj upon the great heaps of the ctr- 
JcaiTes of their enemies. Xerxesy having received two 
Overthrows by l^nd, was determined to try his fortune 
x>n the Sea. But themifiocles the General of the Atheni- 
ans^ when he underilpod that the lonms^ for whom 
the King of the Perfians had undert^en this war, had 
fet forth to Sea with a Navy to his*aniftance,herefoIved 
to folicite them to take part with him \ and becaufe he 
could not have the opportunity to confer with them, he 
provide4 that Symbols fliould be provided, and left writ- 
ten on the ftojies, by which they were to fail, in thefc 
words : What madnefs hath poffeffed you, O Imanf ? 
What crime is this which you Undertake? Didyou before 
make War upon us your Founders, and do^ou now in- 
tend it again upon us your Defenders ? Did we therefore 
build your ^alls, that they fliouId be thofe who muil 
overthrow our own ? What, was not this the caufe thac 
at firft made parm^ and now Xsrxes^ to make Wa^r 
againfi us, becaufe we would not fbriake you rebelling ? 
Come away from. Aat Siege into our Teni;i^,. or, if you 
think thisCounfel not (ate, the battels being joined^ 
wkhdraw you feives by de^ees, keep back your Oars, 
and depart from the W^r. Before the Battel at Sea was 
fought, Xerxes had fent four thouiand men to plunder: 
the Temple of /palh at Delpbos^ as if he would wage 
War not with men only,bqt alfo with the inimortal Gods: 
but thefe men were all deftroyed with tempefk anddiun^ 
decs, that he might underdand that by how much the 
greater the' anger of the Gods and the' trefpafs againft 
them is, by fo much there is. no power of men that i^ 
able to (land againft them» After this, he fet on fire 
ThefpU and Platea^ and Athens^ deftitute of inhabitants ^ 
and iaeca jie with his fword he could not deflroy the 
men, he did devour tfieir Ittufes with fire v for the i4^Ae- 
nians after the Battel o( Marathon (Tlsemiflocles^orcv/wcn'' 
ing them that the viftory over the Perfians would not be 
theend^^but the.caufc.of a greater War} did build two 
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handred Ships, and having asked counfcl of the Oracle 
on the approadi of Xerxes^ the dnfwer was, that they 
(hottld defend chemfelves wich walls of wood. Themifin' 
clesy conceiving that by the Oracle, a defence of Ship- 
ping was implicitely underftood, did perfwade them 
all ^ that their Country was their confines, and not 
their Walls, and that the City did confift not in the 
hotties but the Citizens ^ therefor^ they fliould bet- 
ter commit their fafety to their Ships, than to their 
City, and chat God was the Author of this Counfd. 
This Counfel being approved of, and the City ber 
21^ abandoned, fhe3r locked their wives and children 
with their moll precious moveables in the clofe lOands ; 
they themfdves being arnicd,did repair unto their Ships. 
There were other Cities alfo that followed the -example 
of the Atbemam. When all. their Fleet was united and 
refolved fora Sea-fight, and had pofleSed themfelves of 
the Streights of Salamu^ that they might not be circum- 
rented by the multitude o(Xerxes\ Flect,there did arife 
a diffeo&Mi amongfl the Princes, who having called a^' 
Council to retreat from theWar to defend their own pof- 
feflions, The/mjioelei fearina that by the departure ot his 
confederates his (irei^^h tnonld be diminjfhed, did ac- 
^int Xerpces by a faithful fervant, that he might now 
witheaiefiurpriteaUCrreec^ being drawn up into one 
place* But if the flren^h of the Cities, which were now 
aarchiBghomcward, UvMiId be fcactered he muil purfue 
after them one by one with greater labour. 
. By this artifice, he prevaifed upon the King to .give a 
f^n %nd to (bbnd to tne Battd : The Greeks alfe being 
bttfied at the advance of thdr enemies, did prepare for 
the Fight with tlifir united power. The King m the mean 
time {one part of his Ships not for from him) did ftand 
upon the Snore as fpcftator of the Fight •, but Artemifia, 
j3^cen oiHalkarn^es^ who came to the aid oi Xerxes 
in her own perfon, did fight mod gallantly amoDgfi the 
forempfl of the Comir.andcrt \' for as yon might here 
behold a womanifh fear in a man, fo in a woman you 
mig??t fee a manly courage. When the fight was doubr- 
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ful, the Imunf according to th^ inftruftibtis. of Thtm- 
Jiodes, did by degrees withdraw themfelvcs from the 
fight, whofe revolt did alter the refolution of their com- 
panions ; therefore looking round about them where to 
riy, they were at a (land, and 'prefently after being 
overcome, they were all put to' flight. In the violence 
of this fear,many §hips were drowncd^and many taken, 
and many dreading as much the anger of their King, as 
the fury of their Enemies, did fteal away into Perjia. 
Xerxes oeing amazed at this overthrow, and uncertain 
what to refolve iM^on^Mardonius came unto him, and did 
exhort him that he would return into his own Kingdom, 
left the report of the unprofperous war might occafion 
fome Sedition at home j and, as the cuflom is, making 
the; bed ©f all things, he defired that he would leave to 
him the Command of three hundred thoufand of fe- 
Jeftcd Men, with which he would either to his glory 
overcome all Qreece^ or, if the event did ftamp it other- 
wife, he fliould fall before his Enemies without the in- 
famy of his Matter. This counfel being applauded, the 
Army was delivered to Mardonm^znd the King himfelf 
intended to lead back the remainder of them into his 
own Kingdom. But the Grecians having notice of the 
Kings recreatsdidtakeCounfel to break down the^bridge, 
which Xerxesy as if he had been Conquerour of the Sea, 
had made at Mythic that his pallage being hindred,1ie 
fliottld either be deftroyed with his Army, or through 
defperatiou of fuccefs, be inforced to fue for Peace. 
But Thendftocks fearing left the enemies being fliut up ia 
Greece^ it might raife their defperation into refolocion, 
and enforce them with their Swords to open that way 
which was obftrufted to thcm^e decIA^d that there al- 
ready were too many Enemies left vaGreece behind,and 
that their numbers ought not to be encrcafedby obftru- 
fting them in their return. When he could not prevail 
by his counfel, he fcnt the fame fervant toXerxefy and 
did thoroughly inform hiift of it,and peHwaded him by 
a fwift flight to make fure his Paflage.He being amazed 
at the information uf the MefTengerjleftall his Soldiers 
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to be commanded by his Captains, and himfelf with a 
fm^ll retinue did make all hafle unto Abydos : where 
when he found the bridge to be loofe and broken by the 
Winter ilorms,in a great fear he pafled over in a Fifhers 
ScifF: it was a fi^ht worthy Obiervation, and in the 
eftimation of affairs to be admired, for jlie uncer* 
caintv of humane Condition, to behold him hiding 
himielf in a(mallVe(rel,whom not long before fcarce au 
the Sea was able to contain:and that he (hbuld be with- 
out the attendance of Servants, whofe Armies by rea- 
fon of their multitudes were a burden grievous to the 
Earth to bear them. Neither liad his Armies by Land, 
which he afTigncd to his Captainsyi more happy expe- 
dicion'yfor to their daily cravel(chere being no celt to the. 
fearfuQ fkmine was joined^ and the want continuing 
many days did bring the Plague upon them-yand Co great 
was the noifomnefs of the dying Men, that the hijgh- 
wa.ys were filled' with Carkaflfes ^ and beads, and Birds 
of Prey did follow theArmy, being tempted to it by 
the multicude of the Carkafles. In the mean t\mt Mot" 
dottius did fack Olynthiu in Greece, and did folicite the 
Atbeuianf to the hope of Peace,and to the friendfhtp of 
• the King, promifing them to build again their City that 
was burned, and to make it greater than before-, when 
he found that they would fell their liberty at no price, 
having burned what he began to rebuild, he marched 
with his Army into Bjeotia -j thicher the^ forces of the 
Greeks did follow him, which cohfifled of one hun- 
dred thoufand Men. 

The battel there b^ing fought, the fortune of the King 
was not changed with the General^ Mardonius being 
overcoij^e, did.ttynsoutofawrackac Sea, with a few 
Men^his Tents full of Princely wealch were takei\, and, 
the Ferfian Gold being divided amongft them, the luxu- 
ry of Riches did there firft (ieze upon the Grecians » On 
that day in which the Forces of Marionm were over- 
.thrown,thcre was a Fight aifo at Scaagainft the Perfia^s 
under the Mountain of Mycale in Apa. There, before 
the engagement,wnen tW two Fleets flood oppofite to 
one another, it was with Confidence reported to 
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both Armies, that the Xjr<ecMi!x on land had obainedthc. 
Viftory, and that the Army of iJforic^ww was utterly 
overthrown ; fo great in this was the celerity of Fame,^ 
that when in the morning the Battel was foti^ht vckBm*' 
iia\ in a few hours through (o many Seas^ and fo many 
Itills and vallies, it was brought by noon into Afia, 

Yhe War. being ended, there was a Council called^ 
tonceruing the rewards of the Cities 5 and by the judg- 
ment of all, the virtue and the prowefs of the AthemanSf 
was preferred above the reft •, and, by the atteftation of 
all the CitieS) ThcmftocUs being judged to be the moft- 
meritorioi s^amongft the Commanders, did incrcafe the 
glory of his Country. 

The Athenians therefore being enlarged both by the 
rewards, of the War, and by the glcwry of it, did begin 
again to build their City ^ and becaufe thctr Walk were 
ftrongierj and of a greater compafs than they were be- 
fore, they b^an to be fufpefted to the Lactddmmfoa^ 
wifely fore-feeing that ifthe Ruines of their City could. 
^ve them fo gre^|additions,what would they now pur* 
.chafe, the City being enlarged and walled "about? Tncy/ 
therefore did (end Ambanidours to admonifli them, 
not to build again Fortifications for their Enemies, and« 
the Receptacles of a War to come. . Tbemiftocles obfer- 
ving that they envied the increafing glory of the City* 
)^et determining not to deal afaEFuptly with them, did. 
anfwer the Ambaffadours that they would fend meflen* 
gers of their own to Laceddtmn, who (hould debate widi . 
them concerning the fame fub je^. The Spartans being . 
diihiifred, he exhorted tho Athenians td make hafte of 
the work, and, not long after he. did go himielf as an . 
Ambaffadour to Lacedamon ^and (braetimes in bis jour-. 
niey councerfeiting aU; indi^ofition -in his body, and « ; 
fomecime accufing the floth of his fellow Ambaffa-* 
dours, without whom nothing couId.be concluded ^. 
he fromr day to day fo long delayed the time, that he 
£ave them at Athens the leifure to accoippliih the work. . 
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-In the mean time it was told the Spartatif that the 
buildings at Athens. viett almofl finifhcd, whereupon 
they fent Ambaffadoufs again, to look upoa the work. 
.Jftfmi^oc/e/ hearing of it, did write unto, the Magiftrates 
SIC Athens to keep the Amhaffidours of Laced^mon in fafe 
xaftody^ and'to detain them as a pledge, led any tiling 
(hould be determined too cruelly, againil himfelf. He 
:then addrefTed himfelf to the Senate of the Lacedimoui^ 
ani^ where he declared that Athens was fenced round 
about and that they were able now to fuflaiQ a War, 
not oqly by their Walls, but by their Armies ; And if 
for that they would make him fuffer, he told them that 
their Ambaf&dours were detained at Athens as a pledge 
of hisfafety. He then did fharply reprehend them, 
for that they fought to increafe theg own power,not for 
the ihrengthening but for the weakening of their Affoci- 
ates. Being difmiffcd to Athens^ he w^received by thq 
Xitizens^ as if Sparta had been triumphed over. After 
this, the Spartans (^ that, their Army niight not be cor- 
, rupted with floth, and to revenge the War which the 
Perfians had made on their City and on Greece ) did of 
•their own accord m^ke incurnons into, and pfundred 
the Confines of Perfia, They chofe ^aufmat to be Ge- 
neral both for their own Array, and the Army of their 
AfTociates ; who for his Condudt affe^ed tti^ whole 
Kingdom ckGreetCt as the Reward of his treach^y ^and 
pontra^ed with Xerxes for the marriage of his daughtjr, 
to which purpofe he reftored the pri&ners,that by fonie 
benefit he might oblige unto him the belief of the King. 
He alfo wrote to Xerxes, that whatfoever Meflengers he 
Cent unto him, he (hould put them to death, left the 
.negotiation betwixt themjhould be betrayed by their 
tongues s but Ariftides the Captain of the Athenians^ be- 
ing chofen his companion in the War, by croffing the 
deiigns of his Collegue, and wifely providing for the 
imminent danger, did find out the Treafon ^ and not 
tong after Pai^aniat- being accufed was condemned. 

Xerxes when he found the Plot difcovered j made 
Wara^in upon the Grecians^ who elefted for their 

Captain 
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Capuin timtm thCi4/ie«<m,thcSori of ArtWAfer,ayoang 
Gentleman, the eTcanapIc of whofe piety did declareiiis 
^reatnefs to come. For to give it Funeral Rites, he re- 
deemed the body of his Father out of prifon, where he 
died, being accufed to have purloined from the pub- 
lick Treafury, and took his Fathers bonds and fetters 
on himfelf. Neither did he deceive in War the ex- 
pectation of his Friends ', for being not inferiour to the 
valour of his Father, he enforced Xerxes to fly back with 
fear into his Kingdom, having overcome him both by 
Sea and Land. 
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XErxes the King of the Perftans, the terrour before 
of the Nations, the Wars being unfortunately 
managed abroad, began at lafl to be de^ifed at home 5 
for the Majefly of the King daily diminifhin^ , his 
Lieutenant Artabanm having nattered himfelf with the 
hope of the Kingdom, did come in an evening with 
fcven of the ftouceft of his Sons into the Court, which 
by the intereft of friendfhip lay always open to him, 
. where having flain the King, he by policy did attempt 
te take away his two Tons who oppofed his defign ', and 
not much miflrufting i4rftfa:erxeT,Deing very young, he 
reported that the King was flain by his own fon Darwf. 
That he might the fooner enjoy the Kingdom : He per- 
f waded Art oxer xes by fratricide to revenge parricide, 
and coming to the houfe oiBariui^ they killed him, as 
jf» being guilty, he had counterfeited himfelf to beafleep 
on purpofe. 

Afcerthls, when Artabahw fzv9 thatoneof the Royal 
iffue was yet remaining,and did out-live his vlllany, and 
withal feared the contention of the Nobility concerning 
the pofTempn of the Kingdom, he affumed BaccMbafffH 
into the fociety of his cotmlels^wfao being coBtc&fied with 

faz* 
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his prefent condicioQ, did reyc^I to Artaxtrxes by 
what means his Father was flatn> and his Bro- 
ther murdered upon a falfe fufpicion of Parricide, and 
diat Treafon was plotted againA. himfelf. 

This being underdood, ^rr^xfrxex fearing the- Bum* 
ber of the Sons of Artabams^ did command that . his 
Armyfhouid be muftered on the next day, dut he * 
might ake into his Obfervation the number of his 
&|ldiers, and their pardcuiar induftry and expcrienoe 
iiRheir exercife of Arms: Therefore w^n among the 
reft Anabamis was prefent and in Arms, .the Ring di(- 
fembledr that his COac of Mail was not fit for him, and 
defired Artabanns to mafe an exchange, who being bir* 
iie to dilarm himfelf, and unprepared for dcfence^the 
King did run him through with his Sword. 

After this he commanded the Sons of Artabanus to 
be apprehended-,and at once this excellent young Man 
did revenge the flaughter of his Father, andxhe death 
of his Brother, and delirered himfelf from treachery. 
Whilft thefe things were thus managed in Ferfia^ all 
Greece being divided into two. parts by the LaccddnKh 
nians and Athmnns^ they from tcM'eign Wars did con- 
vert their Swords into their own Bowels : Therefore 
of (Hie People* there were conflicuted two bodies j, 
and Men heretofore jof one and the fame Camp, 
were now divided into two hoftile Armies. The Lace- 
djumnidns did draw into their Party the common Au* 
xili^ries heretofore of both Cities ^ but the Athenians 
being as renowned for their Anqquicy as their atchiev- 
nients,did truft in their own ftrength^and fo thefe two 
moll powerful People of Greece^ equal by the Inftitu- 
tions of Sohn^ and by the Laws of Lycwrgm^dAA throw 
thcmfehes into a War through the emulation of grcat- 
nefs. LycHYgm when he foccecded his Brother Polybites 
Ring of Spartay*znd could challenge the Ringdom for 
himlelf.did with great fidelity rcftore it to his Son Cha- 
rilaus (born after his Father^ death^ when he came 
unto age, to give an example to Pofterity, how much 
the Rights of fi€ty ^uaopg all good Men fhould pre* 

vail 
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▼ail abore the tcmpution of Riches, therefi»re iii the 
Parenchcfis of time, whiift the Infant grew up, he be- 
ing his. Prpteftor, made Laws for the Spartans \ Laws 
not more iEamons for their Juflice^than forthe example 
of the Law^giyer^for he otdafoed nothing in any Law 
for otherssof which he iirft of all had not made a miectf 
it in himfelf. He confirmed the People in their obedi- 
ence to their Gorernours^and the GoTcrnours to Juftice 
in the execution of their places of Command. H<;^r- 
iwaded Parfimony to all, believing that the Laboorfbf 
the War would become more eafy by the ^ily exercife 
of frugality^ he commanded all things to be lx>aghc,noc 
withMoney, but with exchange of Wares ; w took, 
away dii^fe of Gold and Siirer as the occasion of all 
wickednefsibe divided the adminiflration of the Com-^ 
monwesfkh by orders v he gave to their Kings the Power 
of the Wars ; to the Magiftrates the Seats oi Judgment 
and annual Succ^flions^o the Senate the cuftody of the 
Laws ) tO! the People diefnivftitutingof the Senate^nd 
the power of creating fudi Magtilrates whom they plea- 
fed s he made an equal divifioo of Land to all, that their 
Patrimonies being alike, no Man might be made more 
Powerful than has Neighbour, he commanded all Men 
to keep theirFeails in publick^ that nO'Man's riches or' 
Juxury fhould be concealed. It was permitted to young 
Men to wear but one fuit of 'apparel during the fpace 
of one whdle Year,and that no Man fhould be cloathed 
better than another, nor feaft more voluptuoufLy,. left 
the imiticion fhould be turned inta Luxury. He indi- 
Cttted<that boys of fourteen years of Age, (hould not be 
brought up in the City^but in the Field,that they might 
lay forth their firfl Years not in not, but in Labour : 
They were permitted neither Bed nor Pillows to lie up- 
on, nor to eat any warm things, nor to return into the 
City until they were at Mans Eflate. Irle ordained that 
the Virgins fhould be married without Portions. He 
commanded that Wives fhould not be chofen for their 
KasLtys for he faid that Husbands would more feverety 
obiervetheXaws of Matrimony when th^y were oblig'd< 

by 
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by no refpeft of Hovrrj. He ordained thac the greacefl - 
FeYcrence (hould nocbe given to Men rich or powerful, 
but to chofe who were ot the greatcft agc^ and to fpeak 
the truth, Age had no where in the World a more. 
yencrable relped; and4>ecau£e their manners before be- 
ing diiJTolute, thefe Laws at firft might appear to be 
harib and^hard) he diifembledthat ApoSo otDelphos was- 
the Author of them, and. that he received them from 
his Inftruftions, that To the fear of Religion might uke . 
asvay all tedioofnefs^om the obedience of them^Lafl. 
ly, that he nii£ht give eternity to his Laws, he* did. 
ooiig^theCity by Oath, that they fliould change no* 
tfaiog in their Laws till he retarned, and counterfeited 
thac he would go to the Oracle at Deiphos^ to confulc 
whiK (houidbe taken away, or added to them. But 
he^cravelled JiDt to Delpbos^ but to Creet^nd lived these 
ill perpetual Baniflunent, and dying he commanded 
thatihis bones fhould-becaft into the Sea, left being 
brought to LacetUnm^ they (hould^ think themfelves 
difefaargedof the Religion of their Oath, and dilTolve 
their Laws.^ Witbthefe Laws the City fo flourifhed in 
a litde time, that, when they made war with the Mef- 
femamtor defiling their Virgmsin a folemn facnfice of 
die Ateffmans^^thby bound themfelves by a great Oath, 
tittc they would never return until theyh^i levelled 
Akffema to the ground, fo much did they prOmife to 
fhemlelves either by their (Irength or by their fbrtune. 
llierefbre when, contrary to their confidence, they 
were deuined ten years in the (iege of the City, and 
after fo long a Widow-hood, were called back by the 
complaihts of their Wives, they fearing that by this 
oontinuatioQ of the War, they Jnould endamage them*- 
felves more, than the Mtffenians -j for what young men 
the Afeffmans lofl in the War^ could be rupplyecfagain 
by the fruitfulnefs of the Women ; but unto them their . , 
lofliesiii^e War wejre daily, and the Husbands being 
abfent, diere could *not be any fruit^lnefs of their 
Wives 5 therefore they did chufe young men out of 
dbac number of thcSouldiers^ who after theadmini/lra- 

- tior 
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tion of the Oath, did come as Recruits unto the Armyj 
vrho being fent back to Sparta, a promifcuous copalati- 
on with all women wiis permitted, thinking that the 
Coiiception would be the more perfeft, if the women 
did defcrve for it by the tryal and ufc of fevcral Men. 
The Children born from thefe were called Farthemans^ 
in refleftion on their Mothers Chaftipy, who when dicy 
arrived to thirty years of 'Age, for the fear of Penury 
(having no FatKer, into whofe Patrimony a SuccefHon 
might be hoped^ did chufe for their Captain Phalantu^ ■ 
the Son of AratM, who was Aathor to me Spartans of 
fending home theyoun^ Men for the propagation "of 
Children-,that as they had his Father the Author of their 
OriginaI,fo they might have his Son the Original of their 
Hopes and Dimity. Not taking leave of their Mothers, 
by whofe loofnefs they thought they had oontradled in- 
famy, they travelled to fdek out new habitations, and 
through many adventures having been tolled long upon 
the Seas, they arrived at laft, in Italy ^ where the Tower \ 
of Tarentum being taken, and the ancient Inhabitants 
forced from it, they there made a Plantation for them- 
relves.6ut after many years, their Cipuin Phalantus be- , 
rng by Sedition driven inco Bani(bment,did repair unto I 
Brmdufium^io which place the ancient Tarentines retired^ 
boing (zs I have faid^forced fh)m their own habitations. ' 
He dyi^g, did perfwade them that they fliould beat his 
bones and lad Relioues into dud, and privately ftrow 
them on the publicfe plape of meetii^ of the Tarentincsj 
for Apollo at Delpbof did by this means promife that they 
fhould recover their City and Country again : they, 
conceiving that to fulfil his revenge, he had revealed the 
fate of the Citizens, did obey his Infirudions. But the < 
fence of the Oracle was contrary : for it promifed by 
this deed, a perpetuity to them, and not an amiOion of 
their City. Thus bv tnc Counfel of the banifht Captain, ^ 
and the offjcioufnefs of its Enemi^,theCity oP7iratfK/» 
was through all ages poffefTed by the P4irth€manf'j In the 
memory of which benefit, divine honours were decreed 
to Fhalantusdti the mean uine,the Mejfenians ynhen they 

g>ald 
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could not be Overcome by prowefs, were cir^mventcd 

by deceit, and having for. fourfcore years endured the 

grievous fcourges,and for the moft part the bands, and 

other calamities of a conquered City 5 after a tedious 

patience of punifhments they renewed the War, and the 

Lacedemonians did fo much the more eagerly combine 

themfelves unto Arms, becaufe they were to fight againfl 

their own captives : therefore when injury on this fide, 

and indignity on the other fide,.did exafperate their 

fwords, the Oracle at DelpboT being confulted, the La- 

cedjcmmans were commanded to fetch a Captain for 

their War from Athens, 

The Athenians when they underftood the A^nfwcr of 

the Oracle, in the difgrace of the Laceddmomans^ did 

fend Tjnrt£kfs the Poet, a man lame Jn feet, who being 

• overthrown in three battels, did bring down the Spar- 

tans, to fo much defperation, that they fet free their fer- 

vants for recruits of their Army •, and the Widows of the* 

flain were pi-omifcd to them in marriage , that they 

night facceed not only in the number, but alfb iit 

the dignity of the Citizens that were loft, •But the Kings 

of the Laceddmomans, left by fighting againft Fortune, 

they fliould briiu; more difadvantages to their City , 

would have marched back with theirArmy ,had notTrrr^- 

fCf intenrenied,w1io at a full Affembly recited to the Army 

fome Verfes he had made, by whicn he mfpired fo great 

a heat of courage into the breads of the SouldierS) that, 

more mindful <n their burial than of their fafety,they fa- 

ftenedMedalsbn their right Arms,in which their own and 

thcirFathersNames were engraven, that if the fury of the 

battel (hould have devoured them all, and bythe length 

•of time the lineaments of their bodies fhould lay confu- 

fedly together 5get by the obfervation pf their Titles they 

mignt be difcovered, and delivered unto burial. 

When the Kings percdved the Army to be thus en* 
couraged, they lent a Meffenger to inform the Enemy 
with their Refolutbns,which poffeffed the Meffenians not 
with any fear but a mutual emulation*, they fought there- 
fore with fuch height of Courage that there wfc fcarcc 

ever 
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ever fecn a bloody battel ^the LacciUnmians atlafE 
did obtain the viftory. 

In the procefs of time ^ the Mjfenians commenced 
the tliird War , at which time the LaceddmonianSy 
amongfl their other AfTociates did call the Athenians to 
fil^ir aid \ but fuipefting their fidelity, and pretending 
their affiilance to be i^pcrvacaneous, they ^i^mifled 
them from the fervice, which left fe deep an impreffion 
in the hearts of the Athenians^ that they tranflated the 
money ( which was colledted over all Greecis for the 
Perfion War} from Up/ox unto Atk$ns^ left it ihouldbe a 
prey to the Lacedemonians : But the Lacedemonians were 
fiot contented with it^ for being engaged themfelves in 
the Meffinian War, they fent to the Peloponneftans to in-. 
vade the Athemansy whofe Forces at that grefent were 
but fmall, their Fleet being commanded into ^gypt -y 
thcrefiare fighting at Sea,they were camy 6vercome,buc 
b)r the return of their Anociatqs,being increafed both ia 
(hips andmen^ they renewed the War^ and now the 
t^ced^mmaris giving fome refpite to the Akffenians^ did 
turn themfekes and their arms againft the Athemans \ 
the Vidory was a long time doabtfuI,ai: laft-they^ left off 
with equal iofs > and the Lacedsmopims being called 
(lack to the War again of the Me^entanr, left in thenaem 
time they (hould leav^ the Athenians idle, dt^y bargain'd ' 
with the rie^rfn/tarcftore unto them the Goverament 
©ftoflfw, which they loft in the times of their troubles 
iwith the Perfiansy if they would undertake tlie War 
againft the Athenians j fo great was the. fury of the Spar" 
tanSy that being involved in two Wars, they refufcd not 
to undertake the third, if they could get any to afTifc 
them that was an enemy to their Enemies; therefore the » 
Athenians zgzinU fb great a tempeft of the War did chufe 
tlvo Captains, Permes a man of approved verciie, and 
Sophocles xht Writer of Tragedies j who havinc divided 
their Army, did wafte the Fields of the LaceaAmonianSy. ' 
and added many Cities of Achaia to their Government^ 
with which mistortunes thcLacedemonians being diijcoura* 
gedjdid^niake peace with the Athenians for thirty years: 

but 
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buc their enemies cQuld not endure fo tedious a truce ; 
therefore in the fpace of lefs than fifteen years they in- 
vaded the borders of Athens^ and plandred the Coun- 
trey-in defpite both of the gods and men. And that 
they might not feem to-deiire a prey rather than an en- 
counter, they challenged the Athtnums to battel , but 
by. the counfel of TericUs^iht Athenians deferred the in- . 
jury of the lofs fuftain^d to'an apt time of revenge,think- 
ing it not good dilcretioo, to join in Battel with the 
£nemies,wnen without danger they could be revenged 
of them. Certain days being paiied, diey went aboard 
their Shi|)s, and, the LacetUmomanf not thinking of it, 
they plunder'd all Sfartd^ and brought away hr more 
than before they loft, and in reference to tms booty ta- 
ken, the revenge was above the anger. This Expediti- 
on of Pericles was &mous, but much more fitmous was 
the contempt of his private Patrimony: for the Enemies 
when they made havock of the reft, did leave his Fields 
ttQtouched,hopiQgby that means to pluck upon him ei« 
ther danger by envy^r the infamy oftreachery by fiifpi- 
€100$ which Ferir/Ar forefeeing, did both declare it un-* 
to the People, and« to decline the aflault of £nvy,did 
|ive away thofe Fields to the Common»wcalth, and fo 
from his greateft danger he produced his greateftGlory. 
Not long a(ter,there was another Battel at Sea^n which, 
the Laceddmmmu being overcome, were put to iliglu : 
neither did thc^ afterwards deftft^nit by various fortune 
of the War, either by Sea pr Land, they deftroycd one 
another.. At the taft, being wearied i)y fomany calami-^ 
ues, they made a Peace for fifty years, which they ob*^ 
ferved buc fix Year&:for the Artides which they figned 
in their own names^ they did break in the Perfous of 
dieir AlTcciates, as.if they were guiky of lefs Per)ury by 
bringing aid to their Confederates,than if they had pro- 
claimed open War themfclves. The War was hence 
traiflated mto Sicily : which before I (hall declare,fome 
few things are to be firft tp^en concerQiag the fcicua- 
tion of chat l£Und« 

The 
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TT is reported, that Sicily hy fome narrow necks of 
-■• Land was heretofore joined to Italy ^ and that it was 
t3rn from it as from the greater Body by the impetuouf- 
nefs of the upper Sea, which is carried that way "with 
all the weight and eddy of • the Waves. The Earth ic 
felf is fi^ht and brittle, and fo full of holes and flaws, 
that it lies almoft all open to the gufts of the Winds ; 
and there is a natural virtue and faculty in it^ both 
• for the begetting and nourifhingof Fire 5 fof it is re*, 
ported that within, it is full of the veins of Pitch and 
Rozen, which is the caufe that the wind in the Bowels 
of the Earth wrafUins with the Fh*c,it often and in fc- 
▼erai places doth belch forth fometimcs Fire,fometimes 
vapours and fometifoes fmoak'^and from hence,throagh 
fo many Ages the fire of Etna doch continue ^ and 
where the winds do work more ftrong through the fpi- 
ramentsof theCaves^ heaps of Sands are cafl forth. 
The Promontory next to Italy is called Rbesaony which 
Cthe Greeks having given ic a name aceoAling to the (i- 
tuarion of the placej^ doth (ignifie Abrupt. Neither is 
it a wonder, that the Andquity of thk place Oiould be 
fo fabuIous,in which fo many wonderful things do meet 
together. Firft,' there is no where a more violent Ststy 
and not only with a rapid i^nta cruel force, and terrible 
not only to the Saylors but to the Spedhtor&afar otF : fo 
great aliib is the combate of the Waves tilting one againft 
another, chat you may behold fome of them, as it wecp 
turning their backs to dive into the bottom of the Gulph 
and others in foaming triumph to ride aloft as Conque- 
rors over them ; you may hear the roar of their rage in 
the height,& the groans again of their ^1 into the deeps. 

To 
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To this may be added,che neighbouring and perpetual 
fires of the Hill oiMtna and of cheu£o/i^ Iflands:which 
arc fuch, that you would think tjie very fire is nourifli- 
ed by the water 5 for otherwife in lb narrow a com- 
pafs,u> great a fire could nerer continue fo many Ages, 
if it were not fed by the nutricure of the moifture : 
From hence the Fables did produce Sc/Oa and Caryb^' 
dis ^ from hence were thofc* fuppofed barkings heard ^ 
iconi hence were thofe ftrange fliapcs of the Mon- 
ftcr believed,when the Sailors by being affrighted with 
ihe gre^t noifeatid fwallows of the Whirl Pools,did con- 
ceive thofe Waves did bark, which the voraginouffiels 
of the devouring Sea did commit and clafh together.The 
fsunc caufe makes the fire of the Mountain /^na to be 
erpetuatifor, this concourfe and ^^railling of the water 
och take down with it into the bottom of the deeps the 
enforced fpiric, and there fuffocates and keeps it down 
fo long, until diffufed through the pores of the Earth, 
it kindles the "nutriment of the Fire. The nearnefs of 
Italy and Sicily^ and the height of their Promontories 
is (b equal, thgt it gives no lefs admiration to us,than it 
did cerrour to Atfti^uity,who did believefthe Promon- 
tories Teeming both to meet,atfd to unite themfelves in- 
t6 one, and by and by again to divide themfelves) that 
Ships oftentimes were bj^ them intercepted and confu- 
rncd» ' Neither was this invented by the Ancients for 
any delightfulnefs of the Story ,but by the fear and the 
wonder of the Sailors ^ for iuch is the condition of the 
place to thofe who at diflance do obfeire it, chat they 
would believe it to be rather a Harbour than .a thorow 
Paffage,to which when you are arfivcd,you would think 
that the Promontoriet did cleave afunder and divide 
themfelves, which before were joined into one* Sicily 
was firft called TmacrtM^ and afterwards Sicania: At the 
beginninc it was the Country of the Cydtpes^ who bcin6 
extinguifhedj^o/Mf pofTelTed himfelf of the command cl 
thelfland^afrer whom every one did ftoop to theGovern- 
roentof Tyrants,there being never any Land more fruit- 
ful of them« In the number of whom when Anaxilans 

with 
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with Jufticc and Mercy contended with, the cruelty of 
others, his moderacion gained him no fmall advantage y 
fpt when dying he left many Children, and committed 
the Tutelage of them to Mcythus a Servant of his of ap« 
proved Fidelity ,fo great was the love which they did all 
bear' unto his Mcmory,that they choTe rather to obey a 
Servant, than to abandon theChildren of theRing: and 
the Gov^nours of the City forgetting their dignity,did 
permit that the Majefty of the Kingdom fhould bead- 
minidred by a Servant. 

The Government of Sicjly was heretofore attempted 
by the Gtrthagmans, and with various fuccefs they tor a 
long time»did fight with the Tyrant ^ but their General 
Hamilcar being loft a{ lad with his whole Ariny,the con- 
Quered were quiet for a Seafon: In the mean time, when 
tne Inhabitants of Khegiwndid labour with difcord, and 
the City was divided into two p^rts, the old Soldiers 
who combined all together bein^ called by the Inhabi* 
tants of the City of Imera to their aid, having relieved 
the City, did fall upon their Friends whom Siey came 
to aflift, and not only feized upon their City^ but took 
their Wives and Children Captives, their Fathers and 
Husbands being flain who did oppofe them : Avilkioy 
by no Tyrants to be parallel [*d. How much more ho- 
nourable were it for thofe of Imeroy in this caufe.to be 
conquered than to^conquer ? For although by the Laws 
of War they had (crved the Authors of their Captivity^ 
or, their Country being loft, they were neceflitated to 
be bani(}ied, yet they (hould never havfc left their City 
nor theur*Wives and Children as a Prey to the molt 
barbarous of Tyrants, nor befacrificed th^mfelves a- 
mongft their own Altars, and in the IJrefence of the 
gods of their Count ry. 

The Catartians zlTOy when they found the Syracufians 
too heavily to opprbfs them, diftrufting their own 
Strength, defired aid of the Athenians^ who whether 
out of tho deiire to encreafe their Dominions,being ma- 
fters already of Greece and Afiayox whether for fear that 
the iMcedamidtt Forces fliould be added to the SyracH- 
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jian Navy, CcntLampoms their Captain with a Fleet in- 
to Sicily y that under pretence of affiftilig the Catumans^ 
they ihould endeayourtopoflefsthtmiehresof the whole 
Ifland. And bccaufe theirfirft beginnings were profpe- 
rous enough, their Enemies being often (lain or routed, 
with a great Navy and a (Ironger Arn)y,they canoe again 
to 5ia$,under tne Command of LMchetes and Cariaaes s 
But the Cataniaiis either through fear of the Athenians^ 
[or the tcdioufnefs of the War,made Peace with the 5> 
raaifiansy the Auxiliaries of die ^ribem^M^ being difoiir- 
led : Not *lbng after, when this Covenant of Peace wasi 
ill obferved by the Syracuftans^ they fent their Ambafla- 
dors again to Athens^ who in old and ragged Habili- 
ments, their Hair both of Head and Beard being of an 
uniightly length, and in a mofl flovenly and deformed 
Pofture, to move CompaiTton,did addrefs themfelvesto 
the Affembly. Tears were added to their Prayers, and 
4heir fupplications fo prevaird upon the People inclin'd 
to Pity, that they condemned their Captains, wha 
brought hack t^eir Auxiliaries from them. Hereupon' 
a great Navy was^prepared ; Kiciasy and Alcibiades and 
litm^M^/ 'were made Captains, and fo formidable an 
Arnty was fent into Sicily^ that they became a terrour 
to thofe unto whofe aid they^arched. Not long after 
Alcibiades being called back to anfwer to a Chaise thac 
was brought againll him, Nicias znd Lamachus did ob- 
tain two Viftories by Land, and withadofc fiegc ha- 
ving begirt their Enemies, they blocked up all the paf- 
feges, which brought them their relief from Sea. The 
Syracuftans labouring under the burden of thefe necefli- 
ties, deiired aid of the Lacedsmmtans^ .which was dif- 
atched to them but widi oneCaptain,Gj'/fjfij>«x by namr, 
ut fuch a one that no affiAance could be comparable to 
lis. He ("the nature and courfe of the War being under- 
ftood, and that, almod in a loA Condidon, they had 
drawn together fome few inconfiderable Forces out of 
Greece and Sicily) did in the firft place poffefs himfclf 
of fome places of referve flt for ftie carrying on of iht 
War:After^hU being twice routed^in the third encoun- 
' . tcr 
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ter>he flew Lcmachnt one of the Contmanders of the A^ 
l[j(>eitmr,andhavipg put his Enemies to flight^he relieved 
^ bdieged Friends^ On this the Athenians transferred 
the War from Land to Sea, which being. fuddenly 
knowfi, Gylippus fent to Lacid^imn for the Fleet to his 
aHinance^nd for'fome recruits, if need were,for fervicc 
of the Land. The Athenians alfo (cm Demofthenes and 
Euremedon in the place of their Captain that was killed, 
with fupplies both of Men and Money. And by the Coni- 
mon decree of the Cities, the Felopynnefian^ fent Auxi- 
liaries in great numbers to the Sj^racufiansy and as if thac 
thcWar of Greece wa^raaflated into5tt:i/y,they did fight 
on both fides in the height of refolution with all the 
Powers they could make. In the firfl encounter at Sea 
the Athenians were overcome^ wholoflall, and all their 
Moneys both publick and private : This diftrefs at Sea 
was feconded by a-diflrefsat Land, and being routed 
there al(b,it was the counfel of DemoJlbeneSy um they 
fliould remove themfolves^and theWar from Sicily yVihWn 
their afiairs,though Qiaken and ruinous^ were not quite 
lo(t,and that they ought not to perfevere any longer in 
a War unluckily oegun ; he alledged that there may be 
more grievous and ;nore unfortunate Wars at homc,f<»r 
which they ought to refewre the Forces of their City. 
Bixt.Niciasj whether through fhame of the ill fuccels^or 
through fear to leave deftitute the hopes by abandoning 
the caufe of his A(rociates,or fate fo ordaining it,was re- 
vived not to ftir. Therefore the Fight again at Sea was 
Fenewed,and they were called back from the jlprm of 
their former misK)rtune,to fome hope of Viftory-jBut by 
unexperience of their Captains who affaulted mcSyra- 
cufians^dcknding themfelves in the Streights of the Se^^ 
they were eaiily overcome. Euremedon their. Captain 
fighting mod bravely amongil the foremofl,was the firfl 
that was flain ^ the thirty Ships which he commanded 
were all immediately devoured by ¥irc. Demofthenes and 
Nicias being themfelves alfo overcome,did convey their 
Army to the Shoar,thiiiking iheir flight would be more 
(kfe by Land^whereupon Gylippus feizcd ^on one hun- 
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drcd and thirrr of their Ships which they had abandon- 
ed, and pariuhg the Atkf mans in their flight, he took 
many Prifoners, and put many to the Sword. Demoflhc^ 
nts (the Army being loft) did with his Sword by a vo- 
luntary death redeem hinifelf from Captivity : 
Bttc Kicias^ who would not be admonifhed by the 
Connfel of Dermjihenes to pcoTide for himfelf,' did 
encreafe his overthrow with the difhonour of Cap- 
tivity.

WHilesrtCilri&eirwwfiwr twa years together did 
make War in S'tcity more eagerly than happily; 
one of their Generals, and a contriver of that War,i4/- 
cWiadef by name, being abfent, was accnfed at Athertf*^ 
for having divulged the Myfteries of Ceres^ which were 
folemnized by nothing more than (ilence; and being 
called back from the War to hisTryal, either not en-- 
during the confcioufnefs , or the indignity of the' 
Charge^onveycd himfelf away into private Bahiflwnent 
at £///,where he perfwaded tne King of the Lactiamy- 
'awn/Cthe State of die A^enww being forely fhakcn by- 
the adverfe War in Stciiy)to invade their Territories at ' 
home-, whereupon all the Cities of Greece did come of; 
their own accord to his afTiftance, as'to put ojt adommon 
fire; fo general a hatred the Athenians had cotrtrafted^by 
their cruelty jthroueh their immoderate defire of S^iv- 
raignty. Darius alfo King of the Perftans^ being not 
unmindful of the ancient enmity of this City to them, 
(a league being made with the Lacedjtmmans by Tiffa" 
fernef Governour of Ly£a)dtd promifc to aflift tlie Ore* 
dans in all' the chaises of the War.This was his preteore 
to comply with the Grecians ; but he feared in ctrncft, 
left, the i4ribe«wff/ being overthrown, th^ Lnccd^wmi- 
im (hould transfer the War on him. Who would tliere* 
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'fore wonder that fo flour ifhing an Eftatc as was this 
oi Athens^ fhould fall to die groirnd, when, tooppofir 
4r alone all the Powers of the Eafi did umcc th^mlelves 
togcdier? But they fell not in a fluggifhor an unbloody 
War, t>utfoiight to the laft Man; antl being (bmerimt^ 
Coriqucrorv they wefe not overcome but rattier wefff 
.Que l>y the variety of their 'Fortune, In the beginning 
of the WarV'atf theii- Con federates fevofced^from them; 
as commonly it is feen, that where fortune, thither alft' 
the favour of Men does'incline ; Akibixdes alfo did 
help on the War nicde againfl his Counrry,not widi the 
induftry of a cQmmpn Soldier, but with the power of 
.a ComtnanUe^ ; Fop having received U fqiiadron of five 
Ships, he failed into Afia-^ and by the Authority of his 
Na?ne,compeUed thc^^iwcs which paul tribute there, to 
^AtberayXxytthdzgdiTm dicm ', for they khcW that' hfe 
was famous at home, and faw him not made lefs by ba- 
niAunent^ndJie bein^aCaptain not fo much tiken trom 
-the Athenians, as offered to the Lacedjtm&nuns^ thejr 
weJfejM^d the<jovcrnracht he had gotten vvich that which 
liekadrloft: But his , Valour contra ffed '^nlotigft- ri^c* 
J^fdmmavs more Envy dan Favour: v th^refbre Whetf 
'.thelVuldrs hadxommandcd that by^tFcaClt'cry'rte flitoftlrf 
be flain,bcing'one that did emulate tliclr Gl(iry,ic being 
4nade known to Alcibiades by the Wife of King A^ii^ ^ 
'With wheni he was too fomiiiar,^ he fled to TiJJ^ifernef

When many were of judgment that the very name of i 
the Athenians vfzi to be extinguifhed, and the City ut- 
terly to be deftroyed with fire 5 the Lacedemonians iC'^ 
nying that of the two eyes of Grreffce,one of them was to 
be plucked out, did promife peace unto them, if they 
woiild puTl down their walls towardsFjT^jfWjand furreh- 
der the fhips unto them which were Ieft,and withal, re- 
ceive thirty of their Delegates to govern their Common- 
wealthrTheCity being delivered upon thcfe conditions, 
- the Lacedmonians did commit unto Lyfander the charge 
of it. 

This year was remarkable for the befieging andtaking 
of Athens^ and for the death of Dorm King of the Fer- 
fians^ and for the banifhment of iHonyfiHt the great Ty* 
rant in Sicily. The State of Mbensicixif altered, the 
condition of the Citizens was changed with it : Thirty 
Rulers were fet over theCommon-we^thy who became 
all Tyrants. For at their entrance into their Govern- 
ment, they did take unto th'emfelves a Guard of three 
hundred men^ there fcarce remaining fo many Citizens 
by reafori of fo many overthrows ; and asif this number 
were too little t6 fccvire the City, it received a Garri- 
fdn of feven .hundred SouIdiers*of the Lacedjtnmiani $ 
after this, they began the flaughter of the Citizens with 
a defign upon AlcibiaJesy lefthethould invade the Com- 
mon-wealth again under a pretence to ddiver iu WheA 
they found that he was fled to Artaxerxes the King of 
* the Perfiansy they fen t in full fpeed to intercept nim 
in the' way^and haying found wlierehe was, when they 
could not openly put him «o death, they burned him 
ilive in the chamber where he flept. "Th^ Tyrants be- 
ing delivered from this fear of their Revenger^ did fill 
the wretched Reliques of the City with (laughters tod ra* 
jpines ^ which cruelty when they found it did di(plea(e 
Jheramenesj who was one of their number, they did put > 
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bim' co'dei(tb to bc.a cerrour to the rcil : whereupon they 
Pici^irout of .the CjtY, An4 Greece was filled with the 
Afreaioi fcxilcs i which bciilgall the (ecurity they had, 
chat s^(q'w^$ taken from th^ie'miferable men : for by ati 
t^4iA of xhtXaceimonianSy the Cities were prohibited 
i» receive" tnc baBiflied j on thi>i they all conveyed 
themfelves to Ar^s and Toebes \ where they not only 
lived in bani/hmentybut entertained Ibme thriving hopes : 
to b< reilored to their Country., Amongft the number of 
th^ banifhed, there was one TknrafibuUn^ a man of great : 
vigour both m body and in mind, and of noble Pa- 
rentage^ who pro()ounding to himfelf, that fomething^ 
although with danger, ought to be undertaken for the 
publick fafety^having drawn the banifhed men together, 
ne fcizcd upon Thyle a Caftle on the Borders oi Athens^ 
nehher was the £ivour and affiflance of fome other of the 
Cities wanting, who had in companion the extremity of 
their fad condition : Therefore Hifinenias the Pnncc 
.of the Tbebans did aflifl them with private, although 
tie could not with publick helps : And Lyfias the 
Syracufian Orator , b«ing alio a banifhed man, did > 
Tend at his own charge five hundred Spuldiers te^^ 
aflift them in this recovery of the Country, of the. 
common Eloquence. The encounter was flurp, the^ 
Athenians exercifmg' all therr courage for the recover 
ry of their own Country, and theLAre^&emoni^ii/fifihting 
mprefecurdy for the poifeffions which beten^'dtoo- 
thers^the Tyrants at la A were overcome,who flying into 
the City, haying in revenge filled it with flau^ter^ 
they did- al(b difpoil it of Arms $ and fufpeding. 
air the Athenians to ht guilty of treachery, they com- 
manded them to depart out of the City, and to live in 
the ruins of the Suburbs, which. were pulled 'down^ , 
and in the mean time thpy defended themfelves with 
foreign Souldiers. ' After diis, they attempted to cor- 
.rupt TbrafihulHs^' znd to promife hima iharein.thd . 
Government, which he refiffing to accept,; they de- 
fired aid of the Lacedemonians^ wluch beii^ fenr wi- 
to'tbcm they renewed the encountery in wmcln Critioi :

ipaffion, did reAore the baniihed uitizens to their City^ 
and commanded the ten Tyrants to abandon the City,

made, not many days after, the Tvrants oh a ^ikddeti \ 
ffd(entingwithmdignation,that the oanifhed were reflo* 
rjed»and that they were condeamed to banlfhmeor, as if 
tl«;lil?^tyoftheCiti2ensjBvere their flavcry, thjty diet •..

tiQn(being in thf^way byjpcdif^jateripcptcd^ithey were 
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all fHi( to death, aodinadethe facrificc^ofchc pubijck 
Mace. The ]>^pk whom bcfdfe tJicy comtxKinded to 
Ihc about die ruioes of the remotefl walls, were called - 
back iaco the City \ and the City, di^rfed into maiiy 
n^-nibers, wg$ ^eauced again into one body ) and, that 
fiodifiefitioh (hould arife cancerning any thing commit- 
ted m the time ofWar,thcy all did ^lige themlclves by 
«ath,tha€ there fliauld be an oblivion of all former dif- 
ferences. In the mean time the Tfxebans and Corinthians 
did (end Ambafiadors to Sparta; to demand their pro- 
p«rcion in the fjK>ils of the commoti War and danger : 
whjch being deiiied,they did not openly declare a War 
againft the Zifrei<cm9ni4iu:,bttt with lileiice did conceive * 
(cr great an indignation, that all might underflahd thic a 
War was deiigned. Much about that time, Darm the 
Mkig pf the Perjfons dyed, leaving behind him two 
Sons, At taxerxes and Cyrm. His Ki ngdom he bequeathed 
to Artaxerxes, and to Qrw, die Cities of which he waa--^ 
before lieutenant : ThfsLeg^y Of the Parb<r»d|d feem - 
toQrwtobe uncqtial j he thcrefofc privily prepared- 
War againfl his Brother, which when it was told to ' 
JbtaxePmu he knt for his Srodicr ^ who pretending 
koocene^, did come untahiKi, and was by him bound ^ 
wach chaiss of gpid \ and had been put to death, if his "^ 
Modier had noi comnwuided him to the contrary* t>rj## --^ 
beinf difiiii0ed,did bow begin to nurice Wara^amft his ^• 
Brother ,aDt cdvenly, but openly, not diilembhngly,buc ^ 
profdiedi^s and from all places did^raw Auxilianesto > 
mm. The Ltced^mmans hiing mindful of the afliA'ance ' 
be fenc ttiem in their War againft the Athtniunr^id de^* - 
<#ree to fend help unto him, but in fuch a way, as if diey 
did not take wtticc a^tnft whom the W^T was mades •^ 
that^if tlicf oeca£ion fo required, they might procure 
iHico themfelres the favour of Cyruf : and tt Artax" - 
wmes had oi^erconie, thefy miriit hQ|)e for his Patronage/ ' 
aodhis pardon,becaufe they determined nothing open- • 
ly againft him. Bu/c in the encounter^ the chance of the ^^ 
i^z having brought both Brothers dtredlly oopofite - 
onoiigaiBft asiocfaer,. AMs^xi^ wa^.firft wouaoed by ^ 
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his Bfochei^ but was delivered from farther danger by 
the fwiftnefs of his hoffe j €yrHs being over-powred 
by the King's Llfe-Guard, was flain out-right. Artaxcf' 
ves being Conqaerour, enjoyed the Army , and the 
fpoils of his Brothers War. In that Battel Cyrus kad 
ten chou&nd Greeks that came toh\s affiftance, who in 
that part of tlic field where they flood did o vercome^and 
after the death of Cyrus^ could nejther'be conquered by 
the power of fb great an Army, nor yet be furprifed by 
treachery, but returning in fo great a March; through 
fo many unconquered Nations,"^ and barbarous people, 
they wrth fine valour did fecure themfelvcSj even unca 
tl)e Confines xA their own Country. 
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THe tacedmmhmsy after the common ccmdition of 
men, who the more they have, the more they da 
defire^bchtg not content that their ilrenith was donDlcii 
by the accew of the Athtniati power, did begin to at 
feO the Government of all Afta :■ The greateft part 
'Tivhereof bein^ under f he command of the Ring of the 
Perftansy Dercttlides who was choien General for thar 
War,when he found that he was to fightagainft two of the 
Lieutenants of Artaxerxes^ Fhamabafiss and Tijfafirnes^ 
who were attended with the powers of formidable 
Nations, he refolved to make a peaee^ with one of 
them. 7?j(/^/i^ne^ feemed moft ficror his defign^ be- 
in^more rematkable for his induflry, and more pow-- 
ernil by the Souldiers of the late King Cymty who 
being treated wkh, and ronditions being agreed upon, 
becwixt them, he was difmilied v whereupon he was 
accufed by Fhatnahafui before the King, that he re- 
f ulfed noit^ the ij^oetUmmm who bad, invaded Afia^ 

but 
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but maintajneil them ac the King's charge, and coo- 
tradted with them for money to delay the Wars, as 
if all the lofs of the Empire (hould not be put up^ 
on one fcore. He alieoged it to be an unv^ortny 
thing, that the War flxHiul be bought, and not car* 
ried on with re(61ation> apd that the Enemy flioulcl 
be removed with money, and not mth Arth^ : Jj£ar 
femts being eftranged from the King by thefe complaints* 
i^barndbafm did perfwade him, for the managing of the 
Wars at Sea, to iiibAittite Cuffoa the Jfhcni^ny Ajdmiral 
in his pbce ; who> his Country being loA by War, did 
lead a banifhed life in Oprw ^ for the Abmans^ al* 
though they were broken in their fortunes,i^ad yet (bme 
ftrengthat Sea % and if one were to be chpfen, he zU 
ledged that they conid not find amongfl them afl anabler 
man. Having received five hundred Talents, hewa^ 
commanded to make Conos Admiral of the Fleet : This 
beinfi known at Lactddtntmy they by their Ambafladours 
did defire aid of the King oiJEijpt^ and that they might 
have Nerdmoncs. The King, for the earryihig on of th^ 
War at Sea, did fend^ them co^ hundred (hips, and fix 
httndredthoii(and m«ifures.of cori^^ and very great ai4 
wasalfo fent untO them from the reft of theirAifociates; . 
* But a wonhy Commander was wanting tp/lo great an 
Army, and afiainft io great a Captain.. Therefore theic 
Affociatesddrring4j^fj?/4Mf^ King oi the LacedjtmmanSy 
to lead.fortb chcir Armies ^ was:a long time debated, 
whetherthey fiiould make him their General or no, by 
reafon of the anfwer of the Oracle ot Delphos^ which.de-

Having plunderedthe Country of his Enemies^ 
he marched to Arhent^ where he was. entertained with 
great )oy of ail the Citizens^ but he himfelf wasmore pof-- 
mcd with grief to fee the City burued^and pulled down 
by the LacecUmmians^hiAn he .wa$ with j^y to iec it reftor 
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red to its freedom 2 Therefore what places were burned 
he repaired;and what plades were puHed doWn^he re*o- 
dified out of the profit of the booty,8r of the Army of the 
Perjtanf: This was the ftte of Atbens^xhtt^ being nercto- 
fore bum*d by the Ferfians^ k was butlded up again with 
their fpoils-, and being now deftrdyed by the Lai^nmh 
icn/,it was rcilored again with that trcamre whitftwas w- 
ken from them;and,nie condition of the War being chan- 
ged, they had bow thofe for their Aflbciates who were 
then their Enemies; 2ind they were now their Enemies, 
to whom they were then united in the lieareft obiigair- 
ons of fociet^. Whiles thefe thiitgs were thus managed, 
Artaxerxes Ring of the Perfianf fent Ambafladours^ inc» 
Greecey by whom he commanded jkfi'to lay down their 
Anns, and whofoever (hould ft^afe fa to ao, he would 
eftcem them tpr his Enemies. He reftored liberty ,and 
all that belonged to them to the Cities : which he did not 
to gire redreis thereby to the labours and the Wars of 
Greece^ cccafioned by the growing hatred of the Citi- 
zens, but that he hiinrelf being whdly i mployed in the 
'Bgypnan War, his Armiciby reafon of the Auxiltaries 
fent to the IjictdmmimyimokA not ai^f longer be de^ 
tained in (ittece : The Greciani being Wearied with mai- 
ny Wars, did' readily obey him. - 

This year was remarkal)le, not only that » fuddeii 
peace was made over all Grffr e,bttt that at i^e fiime.time 
alfo OieCkj^Kme wafi tstJcwi by th# ^auU^ 'But th^ 
LaciitUmMMis bejng fec^tre, anahaving trmikeroafly 
obfrff^d the abfccnce ofHic :«4rwrf<iittv did 3av» k vt- 
gorous 'fiege*'Uiit6 theifCaftle, and^ firaving taken it, 
they did put* Garrifon intb it.

federal pcrfons through feveral .Kingdoms and moft 
floarifhing Cities, to plant a belief amongftthcmt that 
King Philip had laid up a great bank of money for the e- 
rcfting of new walls through their Cities, and for the 
building of Fanes and Temples •, and nvide Proclamati- 
dns by Heralds, to the end that Workmen might come 
in to undertake the building : wh© when they came to 
Mtcedoma, bcfng fruftrated by long delays, they depr- 
tcd home in iilence,fearing the anger of the King. After 
this, he irtvaded the Olynthians, who after the ftaughter 
of one of his Brothers, did in companion entertain the 
two other, whom Philip refolved to put to death, pre- 
tending they defired to partake with him in die King- 
dom, being the children of his Mother-in-law, for thi$^ 
only caufe, he utterly deftroyed this ancient and noble 
City^ and his Brothers being delivered to their deftined ^ 
dcitruftion, he enjoyed a great booty, together with 
die dcfires of his parricide. After this, as if all things

{>eing 4 gallant Referre both by Sea and Land, he laid a 
Siege unto ir, fhutting her Gates againft him : This City 
was firft builded by Fair/Jwwr King of thCsSpartans^ and 
pofTefTed by him for the fpace of fevcn years. AU 
terwards, by the feveral inclinations of Viftory, it was 
fometimes m the power of the Laceddmmam^ and 
fbh^ecimes of the Athenians* r which uncertain ym^U 
on was the caufe, that neither of them helping itj 
witA their Auyiliaries, (he did" more con(Vani|f main- 
tarn her own liberty : Philip therefore bclti^ weary, 
and his ftock exhauued with the long delay of the 
Sicfge , made ufe of Phracy for the purchafe of mo- 
nies s and havinjg taken one hundred and (eventy ihips, 
he refrdhed his * Arnry diAraded , and languiihing 
through wdit. And that fo great a power might not 
be held in a Leaguer before one Tbwn, taking with 
him the mod valiant of his Soldiers, he befieged ma- 
ny Cities oithcCherfonenJianf^ZTid fent for his Son Alex-i 
andefy being then eighteen years of age, to ' come unto

He marched alfo intd Scythia^ to fee what plunder 
he could get there, and like a Merchant he tmain- 
tained one War by the profits of another. At that time 
Matthjitt was King oUhe Scjthians.^ who being opprefled 
by the War of the Ijtrians^ did dcfire the afTiftance of 
Fbitip by the ApoUoniansyfromiCmg to adopt him into the^ 
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fa^ctrflfott, of the Ktngdom of ^cyrW^. In the mean tine 
vat King of thc^T/Jn^n/ dying, delivered tHe SlfrtffiuiT 
both from the fear of the War, and the need of af- 
fiftancc; Thercfee Afan/jumf bjivingtdifaiiifed the Ma-

While 
thefe things i^ere thus managed, he underflood b^ one 
of hisCapcives,that a trcafon was plotted againll him by 
Mexanderoitht Lynceft^ythe Son-in-law of AntipaterjVtho 
was tbe Rings Lieutenant in Macedonia^ and fearing that 
if he fhould put him to Death, it might occasion fome 
tumult in Macedonia^ he only confined him to impri- 
fpiiment and Bonds. After this,hc advanced to the City 
of G)r^/iiw, which is fituated between both the Phrygia!s^ 
which City he de(ir'd to be mafter of,not fo much for 
the Boocy^ as for that he underflood that in that City, 
in the Temple of Jumery there was confecraeed the 
Plough of (7o>vfi«x„the knots of whofe cords if anv could 
unloofe^the oracle did preCige^of old that he fhould reigo 
over ail Afta.T}^c caufeand original was firom this,when 
Cordim was ploughing in his Country with his Oxen, 
great flights of Birds of all forts did fly round about him^ 
and repairing to the Augur i of the next City to know the 
reafon of ic,he met in the Gate of the City a Virgin of 
an excellent Beauty, and having demanded of her co 
what Augur he fhould more particularly addrefs himfelf: 
(he having underflood the occaiion, and having fome 
knowledge her felf Jn the . Art,by the inflrudtions of her 
Parents, did make anfwer that the Kingdom was pref^^ 
gedtohim,& did offer her felfthe companion of his hope, 
& to be his companion in Marriage.So fiiir a condition 
did fccm to be the firft felicitj of the Kingdom. Af^r the 
Marriage^there did arifea fedition amongfl xYi'^Phrygtans\ 
& Counfel being asked,what period (hould be put unto 
their differences:and when the Oracle did anfwer, that 
to end the difcord there was need of a King-,It being de- 
manded a§ain,who fhould beKing'they were'commanded 
to make himKing, whona they mould find with a Plough 
entringinto the Temple of fupiter.Gordm was the man 
•whom prefently they faluted as their King. He confecra- 
ted to regal Majefty,in the Temple of 7«/>/fer,the Plough 
by which the Kingdom was conferred on hini.Afcer him 

F tliere 
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4:herc reigfted his Son Midtts, wfrp \atm% ioftrufted by 
Orpheuf in the folcmnicies bcloDgingtb the Worfhip of 
their Gods, did till ail l^hryi'tamth ReH^on, and Ce- 
remonies 5 by which, during the vHttdk •cowrfc qf h^ 
Life, he^ was Mer tliaaii by his Anns< 

Alexander therefore, tne Gity being taken, wh^B he 
.came into the Tem])le of ^ker^ he demanded where 
the Plough was, which being fhewed unto frtm, when 
.he could not difcover the ends of the Cords^yfogltfd 
amon^ft the inultipUdty of flie "folfings, hc-garea ^ 
olenc inrerprecation to diefenfe of *mc Oracle^ ^n4 
cutting the JCords affunder -with his Sword ihe feiots 
rwere undone, and \ic found die ends lying undiico-" 
A yered in the myflrery of the Twills. Whilff this was 
in agitation, he was informed that Dari«/ was ap- 
proaching togiveltim Battel with a ibrmidable i^- 
my. Therefore fearn^die danger of the ftrejghts, 
hein aTwfft Warch did read his Army over the foun- 
tain of Taurus^ in vi^hich expedition, his infantry witli- '' 
vout . ai}y refpfte did run five hundred Furlongs. When 
he caiiieuute Tarfus^ being t^en with the pleafantnefs 
pf the riverX>/nKx,running through the midft of the Ci- 
rty, having uribuokled his Armour, and being covered 
vyich fweat^nd daft, he threw Wmfelf into the River 
which was extj;eamly cold. Gnafudderi, & greatand 
Jo chilling a benummednefs did jjcffefs every joint, that 
■Ijeing fpeechlefe, tlie danger could neither be deferred, 
.nor any hope of remedy admitted. There was one 
of his Phyficiins^M/;) by name, who.promifed to give 
a redrefs unto hiseviUbnt fome Letters fentthe day be- 
fore by Vamenio from Ckfpudocia did render him fufpe- 
Ifted.to the King,who not Knowirjg ofi^te/OTdferV ficknefs 
did .write unto him to have a careful Eye on 'Wnlip his 
iPhyfician, becaufthe was corrupted by Drfrfaj- with a 
^^at^fiim of money .Howfoever thinking ^itfafer to. com- 
iJirat hfnifcif in the doubtful truft of his Fhyfician, than 
^ undoubtedly to perifh byhis difeafe, having received 
the Cup,he delivered the letters to him, and (ledfefHy 
jdjrf Jbchold him as he drank. thePhyfickJJaYin^ obfervU 

iiin 
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hiiQ CO be bo|: moyed ac the fenfe of the letter,he became 
mc^'e (^cctfaiy and on the fourth day a&erwards was 
recover'd. Inche mean time^ D/niir/'advanced cowards 
hiih widi an Army of three hundred choufand Footjand 
Che hundred choufand Horfe.The multitude of his num- 
bers did crouble Alexander in reibeft of the fewnefs of 
his Soldiers, but computing widi nimfelf whac great at- 
chievmcnts he had performed by that paucity ^nd how 
ti}anyt>)acjonshehadover^owii,hb hopedid overcome 
his fear, and chitting it dangerous to aelay che Baccel, 
left fome defperacion IhHUld grow upon the Minds of his 
$oldiers, being he did ride ;^ouc his^Army, and by fe* 
reral exhortations did ibflame the courage of the leve- 
ral Nations^ he ftirred np the Illyfians and the Toraci' 
ans with che oAencation df the wealth of the Ferfians : 
che Grecians J wich the. memory of their former Wafs, 
and wich cheir perpetual hatred agaiuft the PerfiansiHc 
puc ch« JHacedomans in Mind of Eur^e over<;ome^d of 
Ajia defircd by chem^ and chat the World had not any 
^diers that were comparable unto them: This Bactef, 
he faid, would put an end unco their labours,but no end 
CO chdf Glory. As he delivered thefewords^he did once 
& again command his Ariny co ftand,chac by chac delay 
chey mighc che better pbferveand fuftain cne unwieldy 
numbers of che EnemiesV neicher was iDarm lefs indu- 
ftrious in the marfhaOing of his Army$^ for, omitting no 
c^c of a General, he in his own perfoadid ride about 
the Army,^nd did exhort every one,and adihoniih chem 
of che ancienc Glory of che Verfian Empire, and of 
cheir everlafting pofleflion of ic, which was granced c5 
chem by the immortal Gods. After chis, the Battel was 
fought wich great refolution,m which both Kin^ were 
wounded, and the Fighc wasdoubcfiil uncil Daruu fled, 
whereupon chere followed i. greac (laughcerof che Fer^ 
ftans'jthcre were flain of cheiif Fooc chreelcoreand ccn 
€hottiand,and cen choufand of their Horfe,^ and- forcy 
choufand were caken Prifoners. Of che J/^f </(»»/ there 
were flain one hundred and chircy Fooc,and a hundred 
and fifty Horfe Jn che Camp of we Ferj?iiii/» there was

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found m^diGold> and other rich l^vables.. Amoogft 
the Captives there vvere the Motherland the Wife>wno 
.was alfo the Sifter of barmy and his two Daughters^To 
vific and to comfort whom, when Alexander came in 
i^erfon with fome Men In Arms^they, imbracitig one 
another,as if immcdaitely they were to die^M make a 
skreekbgLamentationicnen humUing themfelv^ s at tlic 
Knees of i4/exWer,they defired not lifif, but only are- 
fpite from Deatli fo long, until they h^d buried the bb- 
.dy of Darm, Alexander bein^moTed ac their To^eat 
a Piety, did both give them an aifurancc of the Life of 
Darinsy and withal took from them the fear of Death, 
and did •command that they (hould be efleemed, Jand 
laiuted as C^aqens, and commanded the Daughters of 
' Dnvwfy to look for Hust^nds fuicable to the dignity 
,of their Father. After tnis, taking into his obferyatioh, 
. -the riches and precious Furniture of pariia^ He was 
:pofreifed with admiration at it ^ he then firft oegan ,to 
delight himfelf with luxurious Ekmquets^and the magni- 
ficence of Feafts, and to be tempted by the beauties of 
Bar fine his Captive^ on whom having afterwards begot'a 
Son, he did call him Hercules, £ut remembring thac 
Varm was yet alive^ he commanded Parwenio to fcize 
upon the Perfmn Fleet, and fend fome others of his 
friends to lake pofleffion of fome Cities in Afia, which, 
the fame of his vViftory being under(lbod,came prefently 
into the hands of the Conquerors ^ the Lieutenants of D^- 
mj delivering themfelvc^ with vafl Turns of gold u^nto 
*them. After this, he advanced.iqto 5)rw, where many 
. -KiQgs of the Eaft with Fillets and Miters did meet him; 
of- whom/ome he received into the fociety of his friend- 
ship according to their merits,. and from otiiers he took 
their Kingdoms , new Kings being chofen in their 
traces. Amongft ' othcrSt Abdolomenes chofen King 
,oiSi(hma by Alexander ^vm remarkable, who living but 
mlferaBly oefore (^ ^1 his imployment being either to 
IcourcHtches, or to Water gardens} was ordained King 
i>y him,. the Nobility of that Kingdom being rejefted, 
jbul .ttey fliould impate their royalty to their birth, 
^^ \ and 



and not to tlie benefit of the.givcr. When }^.p^^y ©^ 
Tyre, had fentto Alexander by their Ambaffidoars a 
Crown of Gold of great weight in pretcnrc of gratuU- 
lion*, the gift being gratefully accepted, ArexanSerdtd 
. declare untothem that he would rcjpair himfelf unto Tyre 
to pay^his Vows to/J^rcuiestThe Ambaffad^urs replying^ 
that lie might perform that bettcrin the old Town <* 
7rre,and in the mdrc ancient Churchjanddefiring with- 
al, that he would forbear to enter into their new Cityv 
Alexander was fo incenfedat it^at hethreatnedttterly 
to deffroy their City : and immediately drawing hk 
Army to the Ifland^ he was not Icfs refolutely rcceiircd 
by the7>ri»ny,thro''the confidence they had of being 
affifled by the Cartbt^inianf.Tht example aifo of Di<fodid 
confirm them in their refolution^ who, Carthage bemg 
builded, were Mafters of the third part of the World, 
tJiinkingit diflionourable, if their Womcnjhad more rc- 
folution to fubduc fore^n Kinfedoms, than they had to 
defend their own liberty :Thofc therefore who were un- 
fk for the fenFiec of the War,being removed to Carthage^ 
and the aidof thacCity defired tobchaftencd,tliejr were 
vot{ong after furprized by treachery: After this^he took 
Bhodes^ J^gjftj and Citkm upon compofition^ tid was 
reiblved to go to fi^^er-Hamnm to ask connfel of him 
cbncerning the event of things to comc,and concerning 
his own Original 5 for his Mother Olyrn^ had confeifed 
to his Father FW%that Alexander was not begot by htm, 
l>ttt by a Serpent of a vaft extent and b«lk,and Fbilip not 
long before nis death did openly confcfs that Alexander 
i*as not his Sfein, and caufed Olymfiat to be divorced 
from him, as being guflty of inconttricnce ^Alexander 
therefore definng to knowthedrvinity of hhoriginal,and 
to deliver his Mother from iflfomy,dtd fend foroebfcfore 
hand to fuborn the Prieils what anfwers they ftwuld give 
unto him.' Entring into the Temple, the Priefts imnie- 
diately did felute him as the Son of Amrmn 5 He beings 
joyful of thi^ his adoption by the god,di<i command that 
^Hfiter-Hammon fliould be eftcemcd as his Father : After 
this l^e demanded, whether he had taken foil revenge our 
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all the Murtherers of his Father : Ic was afiCwered, that 
his Father could Qeicher be Killed, nor die y fouc the 
revenge for King Fi&i/i/» was fally performed^ fterwhidi 
having propottG^ed a third demand unto them : It was 
anfwered. That tibth Vi^ory in all \yars, and the pof- 
feifion of all Lands Was sranted' to him. His Qfm^x* 
oils alfo were enjoined oy the Prieft to wbrfhip hiiri as 
a God, and not as a King.FFom heiice lie xvaspoiTefled, 
with a ftrange infolefice,and a wonderfol pride of mind 
being altogether eftranged from that familiarity which 
he hadiearbed By the Letters of the Greciansy and the 
indications of the Ma&edmsiEtmg returned from ffam^ 
mortjtit buiided Alexandria^ and cominanded that a Co« ; 
lony of the Mdced^s (houldbe^the chief, Seat of Bgnt^ [ 
Datiiit flyii^ imo Btihylmy dtfired Alexander by let-. . 
ters,that ht niight liarethe Liberty co redeem the Cap^^ 
tive ladies, and promifed hinaa vafl Sum ot Money. 
But Alexander retiirned anfwer, That to redeem thofe. 
Captives, he mnil not oAly have his Money, but all his 
Empire. Not lon^after, D4riMf did write s^in to A* 
lexahder^ arid in hia Letter be offered pia^ die Marrirt 
age of his Danghter, and a.greac ]yart pf che Empire^ 
but Alexofuler did write back onto him,that he gave hisi . 
but that which was his own bc£>re,and comipanded him« 
to come as a fuppljant to him, and to permit the Con-; 
queror to difpofe of the Kingdom at his own pleafure. < 
Wherefore having abandoned all hope of ?€SiCcJ)arutS' 
did prepare again for the War, and advanced againftr 
Alexdnalir Yfith four hundred ThoUfand Foot, and one 
hundred thoufand Horfe. In his March he was in*, 
formed that his Wife was itad in her extremity of 
pain by an abortive birth, and that Alexander did, 
lamenbner death, andaflifted sit her burial 9 lyhich 
C}vilicie&4iejired towards her, notoutof any heat of 
vain love, but by the obligations of hun^anityj for he 
was tfltired that Alexander did never fi^e her but once, 
v^hen he oftentimes repaired to cpmfolt hisMotber,and 
hia Daughters ; Jiarhs thus confefGng chat he.w^s truly.; 
conquered,^ when after fo m^iiy Battels, his Enemy in 
* courtelies 
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conrtefies did ov^ifeome him, and that ic was^^i&oc alco- 
gethcr miplcaiiiig to hin;» that hiii'ifelf was hoc vif^ori-^ 
CMis^eibcckll J when ^ was conquered by fuch an Eiie- 
my, did write the third time unto AlexandePy and gave 
kim duHiios for his civil refpefts unto hir Family, and 
offered him bis other Daughter to Wife,and the greater 
' "his Kingdom even to the River of Euphrates^^nd 

- ^ dion&nd Tales t$ for the other Captives. Alexdn^ 
i^r retarned anfwer, That the giving tlumks of an £- 
ncmy Mas fupcrfiuous, neither had he done any thing^^ 
in fntteryof him, or in the diArufl of the eyehc 
of the War, oc^ to complement for conditions of 
Peace V but out of the greatnefs of his Mind by which 
he l^d learned to contend i^aioA the Forces,but not the. 
Calamities of his Enemies ; he promifed that lie would 
allow the fame Grams to Varm^ if he would be his Se- 
cond^nd. not his' Equal: But as the World could not 
be govemedby two Suns^no more could it endur^ the 
Ooyemmetit of two fuch great Empires in a (afe con^ 
iUtioniThcrefere he fhould^come, he iaid, and make a- 
fiurendarofhimfelf on diatprefent day, or prepare for 
UieBattelon the nexcjnor promife to himfelf any other > 
Fbrtime,thati of what before he had the EKperience. 

On the nex^day thek Arnjes ftood both in Battel 
aray ; Immediately bdore the fight began,a deep deep 
invaded Alexander^ yofk^ci with too much care*, who 
being only wanting in the Battel, he was with much a- 
do awakened by FtfTTtenio: All Men^ demanding the caufe 
of fo iband a ueep in fuch apparent daager, when 
in his greaj^ leifures \\e was olvtzys out little 
iaciioed to it ^ He made ^fwer, that being.delivered 
from a great fear, the. fuddenneis of his fcpurity was 
the occafion of it, for he might now %htat once with 
all the Forces of Darim^ beifig afraid hrfore, tl»t the 
Wars wotdd be delayed, iitttcPerJums fhould have 
divided dieir Army. Before the Battel did begin, bodi 
the Annies made a ftand,and did lodk onooe another. 
Jh^AkpedNis did wonder at the multitudes of their E- ^ 
nemies,ac«hc .'gfeatnefs of tbeir&odies^and die Beauty of 
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their Armour : The Verfians were anulKed^chat (b many 
thoufarid of their Soldiers had 4b ofr^n by fo few been 
overcome. The two Kin« did-ndc rouad about their 
Armies \ Darim aflured his, that if the divip(Hi were 
made throushout his Army, he had ten men in Arms to 
fight againft bttcone of bisEnemies.il/eaciiiM^er admonifii- 
ed the Macedonians not to be troubled with the ihulti- 
tudes of their Enemies, nor with the greatncfsef their^ 
bodicsjor the novelty of their complexion j he comman- 
ded them only to remember that this is the third tinde 
they fought with them, aftd to conirder that they were 
become nevci; the better men by their fo often tlying 
away, but carried always' with them the fed remem- 
brance of their former overthrows,and of fo much blood 
they had lofl before in the two other battels. He affured 
them that as Dorm did exceed in men, fo did he ia 
(Irength : He perfwaded them to defpife that Army 
fhining with Gold and Silver \ in which there was more 
booty than danger ^ Oie Vidlory beios not to be parcha- 
fed by the glittering of ornaments, but by the edge of 
the Sword. - 

A&er this, both Armies were joined in battel ^ The 
Macedomans in contempt of the ^nemy fo often over- 
come^ did throw themfelves upon the fwordsof the Fer- 
fians. And the Perjians defired rather manfully to die,, 
than to be ove>come -y feldom more blood in any &hc 
was fhed. Darita when he faw his Army overthrown, 
would willingly have died himfelf: But thole who flood 
next unto Kim, did compcll him to fly : Some, perfwa* 
dine him to break down the Bridge ot the River QM&i«r, 
to ftbp die paiTage of his Enemies i he made anfwer. 
That he would not fo diHionourably provide for his own 
£ifety, by expofing fo many thoufands of his Soldiers 
tp the furv 6f their Enemies, and that the fame way o£ 
tight fhould lie open to others, which lay open-to him- 
feif. Alexander injiis own perfon was always prefent in 
the greatefl difficulties, and where he faw his Enemies 
in their thickeA fquadrons to fight mod bravely ,he c\zf& 
^din xkfQU them, and would have all the daAgers to 
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ht wholly Kis own, and hoc hi^ Soldiers. In this bat- 
tel he gained unco hiinfelf the whole Empire o( Afia^xn 
the fifai year pf his reign,and fo great was his felicity 
thac.afcer this no roan dttrft to rtbdj and the Perfians 
after the Empire which continued fo many years, did 
patiently endure the yoke of Servitude. His Soldiers be-: 
Ifig .rewarded and refrefhedjfo great was the Booty,thac 
it took up three and thirty da^s to receive the full ac- 
count of ityhe found hid in the City eleven thoufandTa- 
lents^fcer this, he took Fer/e/^o/ix the. clifef feat of the 
Ferjian .Empire^ a City that had been renowned for 
many yi?ars, and full of the fpoik of the World,, 
'which nowfirft appeared at the deftruftion of it. 

As: thefe things thus palTcd, rght hundred Qree^s 
did come unto him, who with difmembred Bodies did 
.endure the punifhnient of their Captivity, bcfeeching 
him,that as he had delivered Grr^^cf,fo he would deliver 
jchem alfo from the cruelty of their Enemies. The King.; 
havinggranted them leave to return to their own 
. Country,, they made choice to be feated rather in a 
Plaat^tion abroad, Icftinfteadof Joy they (hoddpre- 
fent unto their Parents the lamentable and loath^dfpe- 
^iacle of chemfelves.In the mean time, Darhts^ to pur- 
chafe favour of the Conquerour , was bound by his 
Kinfmaain gplden Chains in a Town of the FarthinnSy 
called Tanias. I believe the immortal gods fo ordained * 
jt,that the Empire of ihtPirJians fliouldhave ks end in 
iheir Land who were afterwards to fucceed in the Go- - 
vernnient. i4/ex^/iierpurfuingthe chafe in afull gjillop, 
came to the fame town on the next day. He there under- 
ftoodthat Duriusya^ dofe Waggon was carried away by 
night', his Army therefore being commanded to follow^ 
he purfued him with only feven thoufand H6r(e,and iat 
the w^y h^d many and dangerous encounters^ and h^^ 
ving in the chafe numbred many Miles, when heconld '. 
not receive the lead notice of D^iriiif, h^refpited a little . 
to breath and bait his Hcifes. As one . of v his $bldicrs^ 
did go unto thb nest Spring, he found VMur bleed-v- 
ing^ through many Wound, but yet 'alive % ■ where^

upon he made' . -trie of his Captive tb bt his Inter- 
preter, whomwhea D^t/w^ found byhisVoicic to be 
a ?er fiance raid,that this brought fome comfort to hlai 
in his prefent misfortunes, that hefhoufd fpeaktoone 
who ucderdood him, and fhould tiot in vain Breath 
forth his lafl words. He defired that it might be re- 
prcfented t0i4/exWer thathc died much iti hisdcbt3J)e- 
mg obliged to him for maliy feVours, haring never 
tbc happinefs to return any :' he was much to * 
triank him that he deported hinifelf c6ward$ hh Mother 
and his Children, not like aft Eftcmy, but a Ring-, and ' 
was more happy in his AdYcrfiry,th^n in his owh Kin* 
cjred ; for the lives of his M6tlief and his Children . 
were ^ivcti to them (he (aid) by his tliemy, but his 
own Life wis taken away by HisKinfmen, to >hom ht 
h^ ^iven both Life and Kingdoms, fbr Vvhich he fliOnld 
i-eceivc that rec6mpehce,wnich he, beih^ Ji Cottque- 
rour, fliould be pleafed himfclf t6 tAe; AU the'Aaiifc- 
f;Inef6whichhe,bc!nga dying Mafi,fcOuidVcturnutttt> 
him, was to befeech the powers aW)ve and the pd^i^ers 
beIow,and the Gods that difpofe of Scepters, that the^ 
would grant him the Empire of afl the WbrM ; iFot 
himfclf he defired to have rathel: a folemn than k . 
f^mptuous Funeral. . As for what peruincd to the i^e- 
vengc of his Deatli, it ought, he faid, to be piad^ 
Exemplar, it being not onrjr Alex^nderX but the corti- ~ 
njoncaufeof allKmgs; which to ftegleft, wouM bfc 
as difhonourable as it were daftgerous h for as in the 
one, theexamplepf his Juftice, fo in the other, thfe. 
care of his future fafety would be declared ; for which . 
purpofe he gave him his Right Band,, the. only pledgje 
oi the Faith of a King. 

Haviflgfooken thefc words, and ftf etched .forth his 
hand,iie ayed, which when it was reported unto Alex* 
mler^ haying beheld him, he with (e^rs profccuted his '-^ 
d^thfoi^nworthyof that height wherein he lived jand ; 
cprnmanded that.)iis Body fliQuld be .buried after the, 
manner of tt]^ir Kings, aodbeconyeycd totheTombs 
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ALexander 9ktt ihhy with gr«K Funeral Expeiic^s, 
cHd honour rhofe Soldiers whom he loft id 
thepnrfiik of Dofim^ttA divMed fifteen cho«fand Ta- 
leiics amofi|ft their Fenows,who did' accompany him in 
that Ex^icbn. The g^ateft part of tneir Horfes 
were loft by the cuccflRvc heat, and thofe which re- 
mained aKve, wet^ nude unfenriceaUe^ The treafure 
coniifHog of one hundf^ and ^y i)ttr Thonfahd ' 
Talents, was broi^ht all inio one Exdieqaer ^ and f ^- 
nttm was made Chance}16r cff it* In the mean timt) 
Letters were received from Antift^er in MiiKeihmaj,'m 
which the War of Agis King of the LaeeidmmitHs ia' 
Crrrera, the War of Alexander (King olEfms ) in Itdty^ 
and the War of 'Zopfr&H his Lieutcnafit in ScythU were 
contained : with whfch news-he was diverfly affeded^ 
but received more joy by the death of the two Kings 
that did enfmktc his Gloryv thah he^cxprefled grief for 
the kffstJf • 2r*^r(»i with his'Army : For after the depaf- 
ture of Alexander, almofl uli (heecey taking advamage 
of his ab(hice^ did combine to ' take Arms ior the-' 
recoreryof their Liberty j in which, they followed- 
the zmibtiiyoi tYvelMeddmmans who alone derpifed 
the Peace with' Vhilip and Alexander y and rcfufed the ;

mtkqt th^jr Captain Dimedes ^ renowned for his at- 
-chicvemefits at the fiege of rro/J;did build. Kit being 
forced ajvay by the Apulians, it vsras told them . by the 
Oracle, that perpetually they (hould poffefs the. place 
which they firft found out;whcrcfore by their AmbalB- 
doursthey demanded of the ApuUans, that their City 
Ihould.bereftorcdto them, and threatned to bring. a.. 
War upon them, if they fhould detail it, ^t the 4p«- - 
Ihans having notice of the Oracle,did put the Ambafla- 
dours to death, and ^id bury them la their City, to 
have there their perpetual refidence. And being 
thusdifchargcd of the Oracle, they for a long time did 
ppffefs. the. City, whteh when i4A?«tfnrfer of Epiria- 
underftood, in reverence to the Antiquity of tKc,

After dik) 
ii^jiir</er fllTfimed tne na^itatid che^ifldemof theEiop 
of Ferfid^ before not ufed by the Kitin of Miceiuu as if 
he hid trairfUted himfelf toto die oimoms and Mhions 
of ihofe whom he had overcome vwhich that icnn^ 
09C more enrioidly foe beheld hi hhn abne, he com^ 
masded his friends alfo co take anto chetn dte long robe - 
of |Old and purple. And that he might imkate as writ 
iheir riot as thenr habit^ he drrided the nights by tvras 
amonpft the flocks of his Concubines, as remarkable for 
their birth, as for their beauty s 10 wfaich^e added, ihe 
mi^nifeence of banquets , left otherwife his luxarv 
flloukl not feiem comj^eat;.

In^the mean tipie^ BeJJkiy opcol 
the friends of DdrtMfy was broughrbouad^in chains^who 
had not only betraved; batidforkiHed the KiRg, whom 
^fxtfii^rdelhncrea to the Brother erf Darmto be tor^ 
mented, in revenge of his Treafon, thinking D4riMf> was. 
not fo an Enemy to himfelf, 'as he had been a friend ca 
Mm by whom he was '{biw: And that he might give a . 
iKime to thoie' Lands^ he builded the City o^AUscandrU 
ontheRiverof72rn«v; within feteiQie^^daySt^ having 
made a Wall about it fix mifes-mcompa^yand cranflatca • 
thither the people of three Cides .which i^^r^had ere- 
^ed. He builded alfo twelve Ckies ampnigft the Ba^ri" 
ans and the Sogdians^ having diflributcd thofe amongft 
them Whomlbever he had found to be fedicious in his . 
Army;- After this upon a holy day,hecaUed his friends - 
Ic^etner to a Banquet, werei mentioQ^ beinfi-made by 
^em in their Wine, of thcd^eds-performcd-by Fhilip^ . 
Alexander preferr*d himrelf above his Father, and ex- 
toird unto'the Skies the fipeatticis of his own atchievcr 
iiients^ the greatefl partot hi&Guefts afTentiRg to. him : . 
Therefore when Cl)riH one of che old rmen tempted by 
the confidencr-of his friendship wi«h the King, didi. 
advance the memory aV^Aihft fnd the Battels jovhich. 
he fought^ hefo \nn9soicA, Mexirndtr^ that a fpear be- 
}ng-(haechedfrom one of the Guard, he killed him ac - 
the Banquet, and^in&ljdmg over him, he,ob)e^ed to. 
tiim, being dead, how bk^vely he defended his Fa^ 
ther Philips and how highly he pmifed his V^ars. A& 
tcrhis.paffioa was. blown over^ and Jie was fatisfied^. 
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with his blood, the confidenition of his repiitatioflr 
fiicceeded into the room of his an^r^and he pondered 
with hifflfelf fomecimes the perfon of him who was 
(lain, and ibmetimes the canfe of his being flain ^ in- 
femuich that he began truly to repeiit of what he had 
done and that he gave (6 dhcontented an ear to the 
praifes of his Father, which he ought to have given to 
hb reproaches, and lamented that his old friend^ and 
onefo innocent, was (lain by htm, being foU of Wine 
and Meats v and by the fame fury being hurried tnco re- 
pcntance, as he was hito paffion, he would have kill *d 
ntmfeli: Melthig tnto tears, he did iaibrace die body o£ 
the dead, he du handle his wounds, and did confefs^. 
his madnefs to him, as if he had heard him $ aod» 
taking the Spear again inta his hand, he turned thci 
point of it to himfelf, and had done a thronfih execud-*. 
on with ici if hb friends had not prevented him* i This 
refolucion to die^coatkiaed with him certain davs after* 
warcb* The remembrance of hb Narre'( Sifter ,vnto 
Cl/tui ) was an addition to his repentance, for whom 
he was greatly afliamed, that he recnrtied lier fo fioui » 
rccompence tor th^ nonrifbrnents (he had given him, 
ahd oiac being a yonqg man, aad a Conquerour, he 
(bould with Funerus requite her in wliofe Arms he was 
brought up. He then confidered what reports, whac 
difgraces M had by this^ violent aft paU*d upod himfelf^ 
not only in hb Army, but amonsft tne Conqner'd Nati«» 
•ns, how much fear and hatred he liad contrafted a« 
mongft his friends, how fad he had made bis Feaft, fit? 
ting more terriblcir at his Ban<}uet with hb firiends, than» 
being armed, in the face of his Enemies. XhenParmeni^ 
^ndPbilotat^ then Amyntat his kinfnian, then his Step- 
mother and his Brothers being killed, dicn Attaiui^ Eu^ 
rikcbm and Fiwfkmasiznd fonie others of the flaughter'd 
^nncct of Mgcedoniay did prefent themfelves unto his 
memory. For this, he four davs perfcvered in an abfti- 
nence m>m all meat, until at lafthe was intreated by the 
prayers of all the Army, dcAring that he; would not la- 
mcpt fo much thcdcam of.Qnc,as to define^ chemall,nos 
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fbt£ikeehrm whom he had brought into the forcheft 
pare of the £aft anton^ barbafotis? and cmcl Mations, 
and provdccd by the War# The perfwaiions of Ca&' 
fiheaeir the Pbihfif^r^ did prcTaii much iipo» him^ 
i*ho was his fimitiar acqoaineance, and war bred up 
wkh himiir the School mAriJiotlty and was at that time 
rent for by him to consn^t hit atchicvements unto 
tttftorV. 

HaTing therefore called back his mind to the War^be- 
rooiriotX) his proteAion the Dracans and ChcrafmianSf 
vrho did fiibmit unto him. Not long after, to make him-^ 
feif yet more hateful, he commanded that he fliould not 
only be i^brAipped, but Adored, which was the only 
ahlflj^ he hid forDOrn iti the proud imntation of the Ferji» 
an Kings. CaMhines was the moft eager and mod re<* 
fduee of all thatt cfid contradift it, which brought a 
defiruftion both on him and many others of the Pnopes 
of die MacidMS, for they were all put to death under 
the pretence of Treafon. Nevertbelefs the Afaceddnr 
would not admit of Adoration, but retained their ancU 
cntCuflomofraltttingAeirRing. ' 

After thiS) he marched into ItuBa to bound hia^ 
Empire with the Ocean and the fiirtheft Ea<l» to which 
glory, that the ornaments of his Army might be agreea^^ 
Dle,he conver'd with Silver the trapoingsof their Horfes^ 
and the Arms of his Soldiers ^ ana from their Silver 
Buciders he called his Army Argjraftid^* When he came*: 
nnto ilie City of Afr^, the Inhabitants not reiiHUie hioi 
by retrfbn of their religious conftdenpe in tht aOiftancc 
of their God Bacchm^ by whom th^ City was buitdedy 
he commanded that it flkxild be fpaitd;heiiig glad ttha& 
he followed not only the Militia,. bnfi^-'the toot-fteps of 
the God. • 

After this he did lead his^Army t& the fight of the ho- 
ly Hill, which was cloathed^ith Vines and Ivy, fonatu* 
mlly, and feelegantly,^as if:it had. been adorned by 
the ArtaQd Induftpy of the hand of the Planter* Bat hit 
Army was no feonev mardkd to the Hill, but, tram 
fported with a fuddenrapttire) they did break forthuiby 
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itilinA into, ttie Qcrcd ullulations of the God,aiidto the 
amazemencofthcking^chey did run up and down with-, 
oat the leaft prejudice, that he might underftand, that 
by fpajring the Inhabitants, he provided as well for his^ 
own Army, as for diem^. 

~ : I^rbm tnenceMie marched to the flills of D^tuiy and 
to the Ri,^^om of Q^ee^ Cle^pBkf who having yielded 
Her (elf unto him, ihe received back her Kingdom^ ha-«. 
ving redeemed it by granting him the u(e of net body ; 
obtaining that by wantonnefs which (he could never, 
have purcha(ed by the force of Arms ; She called her 
Sony Alexander m who was begotten by him, who after- 
wards ^n^yed. the Kingdom tp( (he hidiitns. (S^eex^ 
Cleophkbv reafon of this yiolatipn of her chaftity, wa& 
alterwair^^^lled by the InJtariSy The royal Harlot* Ha^] 
vingjnar^ned almoft tUr^h\ India^ when he cam^ 
to a Rock as wonderful in its fc^ne&, ai in the di£<^ 
ficulty of its afcenc, into whkh many Nations fled 
for tneir £ifety, he underdooa that Hercules was by; 
apEartfaquake prohibited from the taking of it. Beii^ 
therefore praiifpQrted with a defire to overcome t^ieAdi 
aud^ Labours. o{ fiercuks^ witiv infinite difficulcy andf 
danger, he bpcaqif .^fBfter of it, and took into, his pro« 
teftion ail the Nations thereabpuls» One of the Kings» 
of thc,Indians was called Poruty as admirable by^ the 
ftrength of his bod y^ as by the greatnefs of his mind ^ 
who having underftood before of the advance otAlexan^- 
deTy had prepared an Army to entertain him, The^ 
Battels being joined) he comnuinded his Army to in-, 
vade the /HacedonSi and demanded for their King , being 
re(ji^lve4 ( a^a private ^oemy } to fi^t with hmi hand 
to hand -, Alexander made no delay to anfwer him, and 
in the firii encounter havit^ falfen head:Iong to the. 
ground, his Horfc being killedj, under him,^ he was pre- 
ferveid by the concourfe ol Tiis Guard. Porm being- 
almoft Covered with blood, from many wounds which 
he received, lyas taken PiC-i^ner, an4 with fuch indi|[^ 
nation firieycd that he vtzs overcomef that after his 
En^my h^d given hun quarter, he would neither take. 

any 



any fufienance, nor fufferhis VH;6unds to be drdTed, and 
with much difficulty was jpcnwadcd tcx be contented 
to live, 

Alexander in the honour rf his Taloui", did fend hira 
hack fafc into his own Kingdom : He ere^d there two 
<;ities, one called Jifirf/i^ the ottihrBucephale^^tcT Ait 

^ liame 6f his Hoipfe : After tTiat having bverthrown their 
Armies, he took the lAdreftrians* Strdthenians^ Faffidamry, 
and Ganiaritants when lie came tis the Buphitanr he 
f3und that they attended his coming with an Army 
pf two hundred thoufandHorfe, and all his Army be- 
ing tired as well by the numbers of their Viftbnes as 
by their lahkmrs did bcfeech hhn with tears^ that he 
tvouW put at lart a period to the War, and once think 
upon a return into his Country : they befought hini:" 
tQ kx)k upon the years of his Soldiers whofe age 
would fcarce fuf&e to their neturn \ fome (hewed him- 
their gray hairs, others their wounds, fom^. their bo- 
dies conlumed with ficknefs, and others with the lofs 
of blood. Thejr only (they faidli were the men who en- 
dured the continual War-fare of two Kings, Pkilipy and 
dlexanier. They did entreat him that h< would ndflore 
their RefiAs, and what was left of them to the graves^^of 
their Fatheii, their being no defed i^ their zeal, fnit in 
their ace : Howfoercr, if he would not fpare his Sol- 
dier, that he would fpare himfclf, and not weary his 
good Fortune by too much opprcding it s Being mo- 
Ted with thefe fo )uft necitions, he commanded his 
Camp C as to give an end to his Vi^ories ) to be made- 
more magnificent than was ulual, that by the large ex- 
tents thereof, both the Enemy (|iottl4 be terriii- 

' cd, and an sdmiration of him^ (hould be left u.titO' 
poflerity. His Soldiers did never undertake any> 
work more readily, and their adjacent Enemies bet- 
ing (lain , with a great joy they retnmed« to- their* 
<^artcrs. 

From. thence he marched to the , River Acefines on 
which he failed tathe Ocean vThe Gefond there and the 
vlj^^wwA^twoNauonsof wliofii jtfprc«i^x was;the Fouii-

Defendants, he leaped 4own ;wichout any of his Guard, 
\ Into ic 5 The Epeiny when they did behold hilDr^atpne, 
; with a great (hone from every place ran cowards hiiii to 
try if in one n^an they could end the War&^of theWofld, . 
and give a revenge to (b many Nations. Alexander did 
'. asrefolucely refm them, and did fight alone aeaind Co 
inany thouUnds : It is incredible to be fpoken^uiat, not 
' the multitude pf his Enemies, nor the pointea force of 
, their weapons, nor the cries and fhouts they made pro- 
voking one another could any ways affright him,^ he a- 
lone did kill and put to flight fo many thou&nds of them 9 
but when he oerceiv'^dthat hebegan tobeqver-pbwercd 
by their hunipers, he applied himfelf to the body of a 
Tree that dood clofe unto the Wall, by which defence 
lie along time did fuflain their muklcudes : His friends 
at length (the danger being underfloodp did leap down 
unto him, of which many were (lain, ancl the Battel con - 
tinued doubtful, until all his Army ( the Walk being 
thrown down) did come to liis afTtftance : In thi& Fight 
being (hot with an arrow under the breafl, he faihted 
through the lofs of blood, yet he fought fo long , with 
one knee on the ground, until he had killed hini who 
wounded him. The cure of the wound was more grie- 
vous than the wound it felf ; but being at lafl reflored 
from almoft a defperation of recovery, he fent Fo/j'/^er- 
con witli his Army unto Babylon. He himfelf with a fe- 
lefted number of Soldiers did go aboard his Fleet tp 
make fome further difcovery on the Ocean. When he 
Landed at the City of King AmbiiernSythc Inhabitants un- 
derftanding that hewas not to be overcome by the fword, 
did arm their Darts with poifon, and with a double 
irvound of death, forcing their Enemies to retreat from

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their WalU, they killed many <if them. When amonjgft 

' odiers, Ftnlemy was 4c9£y woiindjeii, atid was evearea- 
dy to expire, an herb wasfkpwn to )the Ring in his deep 
' as a remedy for die poifon -, which heine found out and 
ftceped in Fhlemy^ drink,^ he wa§ fuddenly delivered 
firooi the danger, and by tms remedy die greater part of 
the Army )vasprefer?ed. The City being taken, he re- 
turned to his5raps apd iacrificed^to the Ocean, implo- 

• ring a happy return into'hisCo^tptry. Atid^as aCharioc 

'driven ^out the ^oal) having put bounds unto his ^m- 
'pjr^V Jvhere the qreek?, or the iolitiides of the Land did 
luffer him't6 pafs, or the Sea was navigable, he was 
at laft brought by afkvoprable tide into the mouth of 

' the River of /nifef. There, as a Monument of what he 
had done, he butlded tHe City of Barce^ and ereAed 
AltanL having left on/e of his triends as his Lieutenant 

" over theMaritim Zw^^^iy? Being afterwards to march sri- 
togetl^erby Land, having underftood^ that the places 
were dry, about the middle of his way he caufed Wells 
to be dfgged, and great ilore of ftefh wai^r being found 
he came to Bahjflon. Many of the con^ered Nations 
did thereby their Ambafladorsaccufe his Lieutenants, 
whom Alexander without any refpedt of friendfhip did 
caufe to be put to deafh in the fight of the Ambaflk- 
dors. 
Aft^r this he took to marriage Sm^/ty the daughter 

. of Ring Pariutj and gave in marriage to the Princes of 
the MacedmSy the moft noble^ of the Virgins chofen out 
of all Nations, that by the community of the fidt, the 
faultofthe King might appear the lefs. He then cal- 
led his Army together, and promifed at iiis own charges 
to pay .all. their dd>ts, tliat indrcly they might carry 
home wich them bpth their booty and their pay. This 

munificcQce was reiparkable, not only for the roundnefs 

of the fum^ but alfo for the tide of the Gift ; nor was ic

In their ^enrnyCwerw was appointed to j)e their 
cMef, who was ^ITo to be theKii|g'& Lieutenant in Aface" 
' donia in the i>lace of 4nnpateYy who was called out of 
. Macedmfa to orinfi fomeReciruics unto the Army and to 
be in the place ot Crateriff: Their pay was given to them 
returning home, as if they had continued flill in the 
Army. Whiles th<;re things were thus managed, Ephefii- 
tn died, one of the KingVfriends, and moft dear un- 
to him both by the endowments qf his beautvs and by 
the obfequioumefsof his youth^wliomi4/^x^ndJer contra- 
ry to the dignity of a King, did a long time lament, 
and ere^ed hiin ^ .Tomb on whiqh he laid forth 
twelve thousand Talents, and commanded after He was 
dead, that he fhould be woHhip'd as a god. 
Returning to Babylon from the furchdl Coa(h of the 
. Ocean, he was informed that AmbalTadors from Car^ 
• thage and other Cities of Afrkf^^ as alio from Spairiy Sid" 
fyy France alid SArdinia^ and from divers Cities of Italy ^ 
did attend his.arrival. The terror of his name had lb 
poflefTed the whole World, that all Nations fubmitted 
to him as to their deflined King : For this caufe ap- 
proaching to Bii5;/d/i to keep as it were a Parliament 
of the World s fome of the Magicians did ^d^fit him 
not to enter into the City, af!irniing that it wwB be 
fatal to him : wherefore B4^>/o/9 being omitted,he turned 
afide to Byrfia a City heretofore unpeopled^on the other 
ilde o^ Euphrates ; He was there again importuned by An^ 
Mxarchm the Philofopher to defpife the prefages of die 
Magicians zs things fahe and uncertain, and unknown 
to men ^ and, if proceeding either from Deftinyv or 
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from Nature ^ npt to be prevented. Being returned 
therefore to Babylon^ after the Icifures of many days, he- 
again prepared a foletnn Feaft, which fon)etime8 licfore 
he had intermicted; where having devoted himfclf alto- 
gether to mirthjin the excefs of drinking he added ni|^t 
unto the day, and Tbejfati^a Phyftcian afcerwards] to a* 
new bouze did invite both hini'and his Corapamoris. 
Having taken the Cup into his hand, in the middle of 
his draught^he groaned as if he had been flruck through 
with a Sword *, and being carried half dead from the 
Banquet,, he was tormented with (6 great a pain*, that 
to free himfclf of it, he demanded for a Sword, and 
his body became foextreamly tender, that he complain* 
ed at the touches of his friends, as if he hid received 
fo many wouiids. His friends divulged the caufc of his 
difeafe to be a diftemper by the excefs of Wifte, when 
indeed it was Trcafon,thclB(amy wlicreof the powerful - 
nefs of his Succeffours did fupprefs. The Author of the 
Treafon was Antifatery who when he beheld the^deareit 
of his friends commanded to death,his Son^n- jawi4/ex- ' 
aniUr Lynceties flain-, and hirtifelf,having performed con- 
fiderable fervice in Greece^ not to become dif-refpe^ed 
only^, but alfo to be made diftaftful to the King, and 
moreover to be accufed by his Mother Otympias- 
\ ^ for divers infolencies : when he confidered akb, 
' what were the punifhments which the Lieutnants of 
the conquered Nations not long before too cruelly 
indured, and conjectured that he himfelf was called 
' out of Afacedoniay not to the fociety of the War, but 
to be a partaker of their puniHnjents : Therefore to 
make fure work with the Ring, he with poifon fu- 
born'd his Son CaJfanderyWhomzh his Brother Philip irnd 
JoUa were accuAomed to minifter unto him : So great 
was the ilrength of this poifon, that it could not be 
contained either m Iron or in Braft, or in any Shell, 
and could' no way be carried, but in- the hoof of an 
liOT(t;'CHffatid€r was inftru^ed that he (hould not com^ 
niit the truIVof his fecrecy unto any but toTheJpilUf and 
his Brothers. For this caufe therefore theFeaft was prc- 
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pared and renewed in the houfe ofTbeffaliif. Philip 
and 7o!!a who were accuitomed to take an cf&y of the 
KingsCoji, had the ppifon ready in cold wacgrrand ha- 
V iiig tafted of the Wine they put the polfoa afterwards 
ibtp it. Four days afterwards v Alexander finding, 
that deiuih andouboedly was approaching^ he faid, that 
he acknowl edg^d the face of the f '^ly of his A nceftprs,^ 
. for raoftof the ^^cidans d^edabput the thirjcieth year 
of their ^ge : After this he pacified the Soldiers grow- 
ing into tuTiuLcs, apd fufp^ing that; he poriOied by 
Treafon j ai^d being, brought, inp .tfie higfieft and the. 
mod coi^picupus place of tne.City/hc did admit them^ 
ail into hi^ prefepce, and gave chem his right .hi^ul to. 
kifs. When they all wept, he was feen to be not only 
without tear? himfelfj but without the Icaft fhow of a 
troubled mind, and comforted,^ fome who impatiently 
did lanient j he gaye to oth,ers liis inflruftoos to dcjiivet 
from him to their Parents, fo invincible was his courage 
now againil death, as it was.before ag^indhis Eneniies^ 
The Solfiicrs beiftg difmif&d, he denvmded. of his 
friends wUo.ftood ronnd about him>it they thought they 
(hould find anqchei- King that was like: unto him I They 
all holding their peace, he faid, that as he himfelf was 
ignorant of that, fo he was confident of this,, and did 
prefage it, and did almoA with his eyes behold how . 
much blood MaceJom fliould lofe in this contentioXL,aad 
wich how many flaughters (he would parencate to him, 
beiiigdead : At thelaft, he commanded his body to be 
buried in the Temple o(Nammw, When his friends be- 
held him to £3int awa^jthey demanded whom he would 
conftitute to be the heir of his Empire? He made anfwer^ 
The molV worth y. So grtfat was the magnitude of his 
mind,that,when he had left behind him his Son HercultSy 
his Brother Arid^us^ and his wife Roxarie was great with . 
Child 9 Kt forgetting thofe obligations, he did nomii^ace . . 
the mou wordiy to be his Heir ^ as it it were a fiq, tlwt 
any but a Valiant man (hould fucceed a Yaliant ihao, or. 
thatthe Power of fo great an Empire (houldbe left tx> any . 
but to approved ccfolucions : With Ujefc words, as if lie

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M founded mtQ the ears of his friends a^ charge unco 
the E^ccei, or liad feuc ctie evil fpiric of difcord amongd

On thcjiixth dav;, being fpeecli- 
ledj having^ taken his Ring from his finger he delivered 
It to Perittecafy which for the prefcnt did pacify a little 
the growing difTention of his friends -j for although he 
was not named Heir by voice , yet by choice he 
fcemedtoijc cicftcd. Akxander tieccafed, being three -. 
and thirty years of age and one Mdnth', i man endu- 
ed witbamigl^cinfifsof fptritabove the capacity of men. 
OnthJitiii|;ltcwhen his Mother Olyfnpias did conceive 
him, (he feemed in her deep to have commerce with 
^ great Serpent, neither was (he deceived in her

cuUs the Son of Alexander^ who was, now £oiurtieen : 
years of Age, in the favour pf his Father^s Name ftiould 
be called into th^ Kingdom of Macedonia he coqi- 
manded him privately to be killed with his Mother 
Arfme^ and that their Bodies ftiould be covered with 
Earth, led the murther of them fhould be betrayed by 
their Sepulcher 4 and, as if he had committed but « 
fftiall Crime, firft in thcpoyibning of the King^ af- 
terwards in the murther of his Mother Olympiofi and 
then in the Murther of his Wtic Arfmeyind h^r Son, he 
killed alfo by the fame deceit the other Son of Alex- 
dndervnth i^ox^e his Mother; as if he could not 
otherwife than by villany obuin the Kingdom of Mact- 
dtmia which he fo inordinately affeded.

ry to his Enemy, he fled into M^pt* Dtmetrm feitt 
back Lexticm the Son oiPtolemy^nd his Brother Mene-^ 
lausznd their Friends, with all that did belong unto 
them, being provoked before to the fame remu- 
neration l^F^a/emjr : And that it might appear that .

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they were ttot inflamed with hatred, but the glory of 
Dignity add Domination, they^ did coptend wh^ 
fhould exceed each other iagUts arid pnefentsinthef heat' 
of. the Warsjfo much more honourable were Warsraan- 
n^ged then, thaa Friendfliips are profcflt*d now : Anri* 
ggms being pittfc up with the Viiftory, commanded

willing to affift one another, as if the Viftory were 
only for. one, and not for all 5 confirming themfelvcs' 
)oiady by Letters,they did appoint a time and place to ^ 
meet together, and provide for the War with uni- 
fted Forces. At whicn, when Caffander covAd not be* 
prefent b^ reafon of the War with his Neighbours, he

ty o£ hisdeicent, but more fomous b^ his Virtue thaa 
his Nobility, which was To eminent in him,that in the 
gceatneisor hbMind, in the knowledge of Philolbphy, 
and in the glory of Strength, he excelled all by whom 
the Eaft was overcome j For when Alexamer. the 
Great did ialfely accufe C^/i/J^^nex the Philofopher of 
the Treafon.. that was contriv'd agatnft him (l>e- 
ing indeed, angry becaufe he did forbear to 
worQiip.him according to the cuftbmof Perfia) and* 
had rendred him a lamentable and deformed fpe- 

ftacle 
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^^Ic by cruelty, difmembring his body, and cutting 
off liis nofe and lips^and carrying him mut up in a ken- 
nel with.a dog to be a terror to the Tefi'jLyftmacjfHs would 
then repair unto/him, arid hear and take Injlrudlions 
from hiai^nd iH compafTion offo great a inar^, fuffering 
for his.' Liberty, and not fox any Cr|me,he gayehiih ppy- 
fon to put a Period to his Miferies, to which Alexander 
cfid give fo hainous an interpretation, that he com- 
manded him to be objected to a hungry and an enraged 
Ejron,who when at the firft fight widi a fwift and eager 
i^okncehe did inm upon Kiji to devour hi{i\yLyfim<nch,M 
having, wrapt his hand.in.a plotti, did thruft it into the 
ixjonmof tlie Beaft, anU plucked. out at once both the 
tongue and theXiFeof ttKLJf6n,vvbich when it was re- 
ported to Akmndery the admiration was turned into 
racisfadion,and always afterwards he had^ him jn a high- 
er refped fojr the conftancy offo great a Virtue.

reafon of the {wiftncfs of his Horfe, he only was his 
Companion through .the v^ft deiarts 6i the Sands •, which 
when his Brother Fhiiip did before endeavour to per- 
form, be expired in the Arms of , the King-, but Alexan* 
</er alighting from his ijbrfe, did wound Lyfimachus in 
the Forehead fo deepl); with the pbiht 6fhisSpear,thac 
his Blood could not be ftanchcd, before the King ha- 
ving taken the Diadem froii his own head, did 
iiTipofe it on his Head to bind the wound^which was an 
Earneft toI.>,//w/c^/«f of the.Royal Majefly to come 5 
And after the death of ^/exWfi', when the Provinces 
were divided aiilongfl his Succeflors, the moft fierce of 
all the Nations vyere affign^d to him as the mod vali- 
ant, of them^alf, fo niuch he did exced the reft by 
tfic ifpprobatibnoftllem;all. But before' the War was 
carried on betwixt Ppplemyy and his Affociates againfl 
Antigmffi S^leucw matched d6wn ixomAfia the grea-

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ter, being a newEnemy onto Kim: Famous alfo was 
che virtue of .Seleucusy and his original admirable 5 for 
his 'Mother Ldodice being married to Anriochus a great 
Commander in the Army of Philipy did feem in her 
flec^tohave conceived with child by Apolh, and to 
have received a Ring from him, the reward for the ufe 
of her Body^ in this Ring, there was a Gem, alad an An- 
chor engraven on it , .which (he dreamed Qie was com- 
manded at her delivery to give to her Son for a gift.This 
apparirijon Was truly wonderful, for on the next day,the 
Ring with the Anciior engraven on it was found in the 
Bedy and the figure of an Anchor was apparently to 
be feen pn the Thigh ofSeleuct^when he was born 5*^- 
leuci4f going afterwards into the Perfian War with^/ex- 
tf«^r tne Great, £4a^/ce did give that Ring umo him, 
haying firft taught him the Original of his Pedigree. 
After the death oH Alexander^ having poifeffed him - 
feii 6f, t^^ Kingdom of the Eafl, he did build a Ci- 
ty* and corifecrated it to the niemory of the Gem of 
his Original 3 for he called the City Anthchia after 
the memory of Antiochuf his FatKer y and confccra-' 
ted tQ Appolloy the Fields adjoining to it. The ar- 
gument of his Original did remain to his Pofterity v 
for his Sons and Grand-Sons, had all of them the im- 
grcfllonpf an 'Anchor on dieir Thighs as a natural 
mark of the Fatnfl}'. Be made niaiiy Wars in the £aft, 
after the divifion o^.the Macedonian Empire betwixt 
him and his Companions, 

In the firft place, he furprized B^J^/jn, and having 
inci:ear<?d his Strength by the Viftory, he overcame the. 
BaBriartfy and niarched into India^ which, after tlie' 
death oiAlexandefy had killed his Lieutenants, and flia- 
ken off from their necks the-yoak of Servitude, Snndro-' 
cottus was the Author of this hberty,which afterwards he 
turned into flaveryj for having polTcffed himfelf of the 
Kingdom, he by Tyranny oppreffcd the peopled whom 
hfphad deliver a from foreign domination, he was bo:n 
of noble Parentage, but enforced to take upon him the 
Govcrnment.of this Kingdom by the Majefty and pro- 

. . H vide nee 
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vidence of God* For having offended Alexander by 
his peculance, and being commanded to be killed^ b^ 
pttrchafed his fafety by the f\viftQc6 of his Feet 5 
And being droufy and weary by the length of his 
Travel, a Lyon of great bignefs did approach unto 
liira in his fleep, and with his Tongue wiped away the 
Sweat which had run down his Face, and did gently 
leave him being awakened. Being, by this Prodigy ad- 
vanced to the hope of tlie Eingdom, he fbjliclced the 
Indians to Rebellion, having drawn a Compaoy of 
Thieves to his aififtance. 

In the beginning of the War agaiaft the Lieute- 
nants of Alexander^ an Elepliant of aa infinite Bulk, 
did of his own accord draw hear unto him, and, as 
if he had been tame by Pifciplinc, did receive him 
.^on his Back i Sandrocottw became afterwards a great 
Leader, and a famous Mafter of the War ; and ha- 
ving thus gained theTiingdomj.he had polfefTed hiin- 
.felt of all fndia fit that time, when Seleucus did hy 
the Foundation of his future greatnefs, who having; 
^ade Peace with SandrocomiSy and fettled his a^ 
fairs in the Eaft, did march down to the War againft 
Antigonks 5 and the Armies of all the Affociates being 
united, the Battel was fought ; in which Antigwus 
was flain, and Demetrm Hh Sou put to flight. But 
Jthe Affociates, the ' War with AnttgoniH being ended, 
rdid again turn thctr Arms upon thenifelves, and not 
^a^reeing upon the Booty, were divided again into Fa- 
'ftlons. Seleucus was joyned with DemctritUj and Fr«- 
lemy with Ufimnchps^ and Caffander being dead, his Sbn 
i'^//?/>didfuccecdhim:i and thus new Wars did atife 
in AUccdmuu 
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AFcer the death of King Cajfander and his Son Philif 
Queen Tbeffalonica the wife of Cajfander was fiaia 
hot long afterwards by her Son Antipaterjhc having be- 
foughc, and conjured him by her Breads that gave him 
fuck, to fparc her Life. The raufe of the Parricide 
was, that afcerthe death of her Husband, (he Teem- 
ed to be more inclined to Alexander in the diyi/ion of 
the Kingdom amongft the Brothers. This wicked 
a^ appeared to all Men to be (b much the more grie- 
vous,tnere being not the lead Evidence of any de- 
ceit in the Mother, although in Parricide no caufe 
can be i^retended to be )u(t enough to defend the 
wickednirrs. Alexander^ refolving to make War with his 
Blather in the revenge of his Mother's death, defired 
aid of DemetrtHij and Demetrius^ in hope to obtain 
the Kingdom, made no delay to advance to liis af- 
fiftance, and Lyfimachus fearing his coming, did per- 
fwade his Son-in-Law Antip/iter to be reconciled to. his 
Brother, and hot jjermit die Enemy of his Father to 
enter into Macedma^ when Demetrius had underflocd 
tli^t there was an agreement made betwixt the Brothers 
he killed Alexander by Treacheries, and having pofftf^ 
led himfelfof the Kingdom of ^^ce<fonw, he called the 
Army to an affembly to excufe the Murthen He ai- . 
ledgcd that AlexancferfixAoi all had a dcfign upon him, 
ana that for his own part, he rather prevented, than 
committed Treachery. As for thcKingdom oiMacedoma^ 
he faid, it was more due to him, wth for the experi- 
ence of his age, and alfo for other Confiderations ; for 
his Father was Companion to King Philips and to Alex- 
under the Great in all their Wars^and he was afterwards 
Qovcrn^iMr of the Children of i4/ex/jn<^«rr, and a general in 

' H 2 thck 
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their Wars to profecute thofe who revolted from them. 

On the other fide, i4/tfip/irirr the Grand-father of thefc 

young Men, was always a more inexorable Miiiifter of 

theKip^dom, than the Kings themfeives-,andC/iJptn<ifer 

cfaeir Father was the deftroyer of the Royal Eamily,who 

put to death both the Wives and Cliildren jof Alexander ^ 

and ceafed not till he had utterly deflroyed the whole 

Progeny of him : and becaufe he^ could not light upon 

Cajpmder^ the revenge of thefe horrid Murthers was 

trandated to his Sons, for which caufe Philip and A- 

lexander (if the Spirits of the departed have any Scnfe^ 

had rather that their Revengers^ than the Murtherers 

. of them and their Pofterity, ftiould enjoy the Kingdom 

of Macedopia, 

The people being pacified with thefe words, he was 
faluted King of Macedonia. But Lyftmachnf yV/hcn he was 
opprcfled with the War of Dromiches King of the Thra^ 
cians^ left at the fame time he might be enforced to 
fight vyith Demetriitfy he made a Peace with him," having 
delivered to him the other ^^noi Macedonia which be- 
longed to his Son-in-Law Antipater. Therefore Demetri" 
ui being poffeffed with all the ftrength of the Kingdom 
of Macedonia^did tefolve to feize upon Afia^vfhen Ftole- 
my^ SeleucMy and Lyfimachw liaving made proof before, 
of what force was concord,did enter into a League toge- 
ther, and having amailed their Forces into one Body, 
they trandated the War againft Pewemw into Europe, 
Pyrrhufy King of £/)?rw,d!d join him felf unto them as 
their Companion in the War, hoping that Demetriw 
would loft Macedonia as ea(ily,and fuddenly as he obtain- 
ed if, neither was he deceived in his expeftation.For his 
Army being corruptedjand himfelf put to flight,he left 
his Kingdom to the Conquerours. In the mean time, 
Lyfmachus killed liis Son-in-Law AnttpateY^ Qomplakiing 
that the Kingdom was taken from" him by- his deceit, 
and committed into Ciiftddy his own Daughter ^Enry* 
&f,the companion of his complaints^ And thus all tke 
Familybf Antipater ^^zn\y by fla ugh ter, partly by pun\fh« 
ment,became fe many facriffccs to fatisfy the revenge of 

the 
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thc'Ghoil: of Alexakder, bach for his own death, and for 
the .definition of all his off-fpringiDeTwcrrtt^aho being 
furrounded by fo many Arnlies, when it was in his 
Power to dye honourably, chofe ftumefuUy rather to 
deliver himfelf to Seleucus, 

The War being ended, Ptjlemjf dyed full of the glo- 
ry of hisatchievments .' Heagainft the Law of Nations 
delivered the Kingdom to his youngeft Son,not long be- 
fore the lafl infirmity of his Age, and afterwards did 
give a reafon of it to the people ^ the favour which the 
voting man gained, was nolefsin receiving, than was 
his Fathers in delivering the Scepter. Amongft other ex- 
amples of mutual piety betwixt the Father and the Son, 
it procured the young man many rcfpefts of love a- 
mongd the People, that his Father, having publickly 
delivered his Kingdom to him.did privately attend up- 
on him amongft the Guardyi^rming, that to be the Fa- 
ther of a King, was more honourable,than to en)oy any 
Kingdom whatfoever. But difcord (slti afiukous evil a- 
mongfl e^uals^ had moved a new war betwixt Lyfima- 
cht^ and King Pyrribw, Affociates not long before againft 
Demetrint. Lyfimachw being the Conquerour, having 
routed Fyrrhnf^ did poffeis himfelf of Macedonia : He 
afterwards did make War againft the thradan^yZnd not 
loiu; after againft the Herachanf^ the beginning and the 
ending of whofe City was admirable \ For the Pefti- 
Icnce raging in Boeotia^ the Oracle "at Df/)>*(if anfwered, 
that they (fould plant a Colony in the Country of jPoff- 
tusy which they fliould dedicate to HercuUs. When it 
was ouTiicced by the reafon of the.feartof the long and 
dangeroiu voydge :by Stiy evef y Mmdelirisig rather to 
d^reinhiS'Own Cptmtrt, thePia:«i/M»wfliaiie War a- 
gainft them,andbeing after vinquiOied by thcfD> they a* 
gain had recourfe to theOracIe;whichaDfwerM,thtt the 
remedy was the fame both for the War and the Peftir- 
Icnc^.Therefore a confiderable Colony being drawn to- 
gcf her,and brouflht ^o Metapomus^thcy builddd the City 
^^^HoTMsie^ and becaufe they were brought thAchctTiby^ 
the Ordinance of dieDeftiiites in a fkort tunetb^^QJ^- 
tatnedgreatpoflefTions. , H3 This 
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This CiQr afterwif ds maintiin^ nuiny Wars a- 
gainil their Neighbours, and much they fufiered by dtf* 
fentionsachome : Amoagft Other pafE^es of magnifi- 
ceiice, this one is memorSile.^heii the Atbmofa were 
Maftcrs of all^and the Pmrfiant were ovcrcome,it was or- 
dered hj thei4r^emimj,thacthe tribute of 4^aiid Qtetcc 
fhould oe for the maintenanee of the Navy; all odier 
Cities readily fabmitting for their own fafety ^ the HC" 
rxclianf only refufed by reafon of thdr ancient Friend* 
(hip with'the Kings of Ferfia^ MaiaBus therefore being 
fent with an Army to force them to CpntribadonyWhidi 
they were refolved not to pay; whiles he was frfvindring 
their Country, having left his Ships in their llarboiir, 
there did arife on a iudden fo great a Tempe(l,thac he 
loft all his Fleet with the greateft part of his Army ; 
therefore when^tliey could not return by Sea,ha:ving loft 
ail their Ships, nor durft adventure to return by Land 
with fo fmaU an Army anK)ng(l fo many warlike Nad- 
onsythe UkraeHans thinking it more faonburabie to con- 
fer aBenefit. t han to revenge a difcourtefie^did fend chem 
home furni.'hcd both with Seamen and Proviiiohs^belie^ 
vine that herein they had provided well for thendelvcs^ 
& for their Fieids^having by this Aft confirmed cbofe to 
be their Friends, who were before their Enemies. A- 
mongft many other Calamities, theyalfo endwcd the 
heavy burthen of Tyranny jfor when the common peo^ 
did too impotently demand new Tables, and a levcliing 
proportion to be mdred amongft them in the Fields <x 
thofe who were richsdiebuiinefs being often debated in* 
theSenate,when it could nbt be deternnned^the Senate 
defired aid of Ttkiytbens General of the Atbemansfic not 
long after of iS^ionnian^Gencral of the T^e^^nnbu t both* 
of themrefiififig itytheyl^ad recoorfe to C/e^rcbttr^whoin 
they themfdrcs had forced into Baniflinftent : Socreat 
was the neceiTity of their Calamities,that they called him 
back to the defence of their Country^ whom they had 
commanded never to return unto it. Bat CUarchus re- 
turning more wicked fronr his Baniflun^t, conceiting 
this difiCQiioQ of. the people to. be a prompt ocoffioa

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oflcrcd CO him to CKcrcifc bis Tyranny, he had fir ft a* 
conference with Mitkndates the Enemy of his Citizens^- 
and having encred inco.a League, he compounded with 
• hfm tp be made his Ueucenant, and to betray the City 
to hhn as foon as he w^s called back into his Country. 
Afterwards he turned the Treachery which he had 
prepared for the Citizens agaiaft Mthridates himfelf;For 
Vting returfied from Banimment, as the Arbitrator of 
civil difcord, the time being appointed in which he 
ftiould deliver the Cjty to Mithridates ^hciodk him Pri- 
ipQii^rj with his Friet|^s,and having received a vaftfum - 
of rnqncy for JiiS; raniimi, he delivered him being ta- 
iie}it,Anai$tf>Mitbridares^l]e{\xddculy made himfelf . 
an Enemy of a "riend, fo being called back to defend^ 
tfacf cauTe of tlie -Senate^he immediatejy became the Pa- 
tron of the Peojrfe^nd not only inccnfed the People a- 
Kinft the. AudiCMfs of the Power,by whom J^e. was called; 
ck into hH Cpiifftryi 4c tl^l^nvhe was placed at thev 
helm, of Govert99ent,^t- ii|C<H*^ h^i pf^fvA ?ovi,ct, ii^j 
thehigheil dcin©.B[fti^nsof CruelgrJ^tynMiny.^^^^ 
jicople therefore beiiig;Canedto .an a&inbly,he decia*-

tb th^ Tower to the King, as two injgreat conteftation,' 
being' admitted by the right of Familiarity, whiles' the. 
/Tyrant intentively heard the former of them pleading' 
his caufc, he was killed by the other, but their Fnends* 
ceming in not timely enough to their afliftance, they 
were both cut in pieces by the Guard : ^ by which it. 
came copafs that the Tyrant indeed was kSled^but their' 
Country was not delivered. Fot'Satyruf'thc Brotherbf , 
Clearchmdid tlie fame way invade the Tyritiriy •, apd,| 
J/eraclea JFor many years, by degrees of ficcefrioh> was' 
poffelfed by tylrants. . '/<....' 
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Mlich about the fame time, tlierc was a teirrible 
Earthquake in the Countries of Hellefponty and. 
Ch^rfonefta : in which though they trembled all over, 
yet the City only oi Lyftmachta; ereft^d by Lyfimachm. 
two and twenty years before, was utterly over- 
thrown^i which portended difnial thipgs to come both 
to Lyfimachaiy and Co his Giencration; and the fuine ot 
the Kiqgdomj with the.defolation of'the afBifted Coun* 
tries round about him. Neither* was belief wanting to 
the Prodigy: For not long after, he killed his Son !!l^/<- 
th&cUf by poyfon, having ufcd therein the afTiHance of 
his Step-mother Arfyrice^ behig the more^ horribly re-. 
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nwkahle; fcr Shaving ordained hitil into the fticccfli^n 
oTthe Kingdoni., and nSade matijr pfofperdtfs W^re un- 
aerhi$conduft)hc now hated hmi notottly beyttbd the^ 
oMigatipn of a Fathcr,but beyond the Exaidple of Hunia- 
luty. Th's was his firft Stain, and the beginniag^ of his., 
growing Ruinej For this parricide was attended with th^ 
flanghter of che Princes,who were punifhed to death,be- 
«ufc they lamented the death of che young ffian.Thcre- 
rore rhofe who were Commandets-Jft his Arlhy, did 10 
great numbers 'fell away fifom him to Sihacusy afid en- 
fprce him {ttcing prone enough before out of the etm^ 
lation ofgtory) to make War asainll LyftmdchUi* 

This was the lad conteftacion betwixt the fellow SoU 
diers oi Alexander y and ( as it were ) referred by For- . 
wne to m^ ciic example of their 4>araUel the more ad-^ 
ipirable. f^yfimachn was (cventy aad four years of age,^ 
and Seteitcmicvfhty and feven : but in this old age,they 
had both .of ihem the refoktions of youth, and an inlaci* 
able dcfire to incrcale Soveraignty of Command ; fiar 
when but chefe two did feem as it were to beMaftcrs of 
the whole World, they were (hut up into too narrow 
botm?f5, and'ffleaftrgd ilie ciiil of their ii » es,w/t by il i c* 
Ipace of years, but by this limit of their Empire. In that 
War Ly^rmchHf i»ving loft before in, djv/ers ch»^e$ ry- 
5bn^, dyln^noc incouragioufty, did- defcend -inftor the 
Grave himielf being the laft Hearfe of all his Family. 5e- 
/^/Tc/^r^^oicirg jn^w Areata Viftory, and^which be coor 
ceived to be grlater'^man the Viftory, that he wds.the 
Lift tliac lived of the cohort of AlexanderyZnd a Conque- 
ror of tlie Coriquerors , did vaunt of his fortune, as if it 
had been a w^rk'^gf Divjnity,and above the condiciot) of

But becaufe we are come to the mention of Epirus^ 
we muil deliver a few things toncerning the Original of * 
that Kingdom* In^ that Country was firfl of all the 
Kingdom of the M'iloflitmr: Afterwards^ Fjrr^K/ the Son 
oiiAfkiHes . having. lou his Fathers Kingdom by his long 
jrirfence in the Trajan Wars, did plant himfelf in this 
Country, the People being firft called Fyrrhidji^ after*- ; 
wards Epim£ : But FyrrhmyNhcn he came to ask Coun- * 
fielia the Tjunj^e oi jMfmv of VoJmt^hc there iaw and ^

Peot>le^ lie was more learned than all his Prede- 
oe(ror8.Hefirft made Lavirs and ordained a Senate- and 
yeaurly Magiftfates, and the form of a Common-^^^galth ^ 
and as the Gbumny became more fimious ^fiyfrhtti^fo k 
was reduced t04Uore homanicy under the Government 
of Arymbm. His Son was named A^^o^fo^M^frora whom 
Olympias was immediately defcended, who was tKt HKkv 
therof ^Ifx/in^f^ theGreat^and Alexandir wiK^afterhim 
enjoyed the Kingdom of Ephrus^ and haying made Wat 
in irn/jr^'he was (lain among the Bmumisi Afteir ^hi& 
death, his Brother >£<ic«i&rTucceeded1n the Kingdom, 
who by his daily.

unto the Sea, where they builded a City and called it 
Sidon^ from the abundance that was there of Fifhes ; for 
t)^ Fhn^mdatu catt a. FiQLStfoo ) Affer the procefs of ma«'- 
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VN years, berog overcome by Riog Afcalm^ the}^ took 
Shipping again, andi did bUild the City x>f 2>rc in the 
year betore the deflrudion of Troy \ and bein^ long and 
variourfy wearied \yith the Wars of the Perjiansy they 
were Conquerors at thelaft.^but their Forces being 
cxhaufted, they endured unworthy punifliments by their 
own fecvants at. that time abounding in their multitudes, 
who having made a confpiracy, did kill all the free Peo- 
ple and their Maflfh with them^ and pofTefTing them- 
lelyes of the CitVj they enjoyed the houfcs and the 
gods of their Mafters, they invaded the Commonwealth, 
d^ey married Wiir^ ajQd/begai Children. 
' One.amoDgft fo many, thoufands of the ^aves, being 
of a better difpofition, and prompted to take com- 
pafHon on the old man his Mafter and hrs little Son» 
did no^ ](iUl them with cruelty^ but looked upon them 
with gious pity and humanity \ Therefore when he had 
rcniovl?d diem out of Hie way as if they had tieeri (Iain;, 
the flares takiiig into coniideratiofi the prei4^ht condition 
of their Repumick, they thought it expedient to have 
a King created out'pf their own Corporation,and to make 
clioice of him as moft acceptable to the gods, who firft 
could difcover the rifing Sim. Thisdengn he acquain- 
ted iS/r^ra with ( for fo his Mafters name was called ^ 
wliomhe had privately conceaPd: and being by him 
ihftrarfed of the place of the Rendezvouz, when at 
midnight they came all forth into one field, the others 
looking towards the Eaft, he alone did turn himfelf to- 
wards theWelfcIt appeared unto them a madnefs to look 
for ^he rifing of jcjie Stfn in the Hemifphere of the Weft : 
Butwhen the day brake 'forth,and the Sun began to fhine 
o.n the higheft tops of alt their Cities ^ others expe^ing 
that they mould in the Eaft behold the rifing of the Sun, 
he fhewed them in the Weft the fulgor of it,where it did 
gild the Pinnacles of their Temples.

culty or travel for the improvement of their Country^to 
which, if neccflflty did requtre,they did owe their lives, 
they delivered to the Qtieen,the mandates of the Ring, 
ailedgingithat ifflie intended well t6 her:own City, mei 
muft do fihatl. hev felf which (ke prefcrlbed onto others. 
Being circumvented by this deceit, having.with^otany 
tears and great lamentation iftvoked the nan]etof'9a:j&^ 
Mr, (he at lail made anfwer, That (he would go w:hither 
her own ilul^aom fortunes and the defOnies of her City 
did caU her. For which having taken the fpdce of three 
Months^ (he atithejciKlthetieofi ete^ed.a.huge pile oif 1 
wood in the Subo^ of ^-her Cicy^and asif (ke,: woukLi 
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appeafe the Ghoft of her Husband, (he flew many fit- 
crifices -, and having a drawn Sword in her Hand, flie 
did afcend the funeral Pile, and looking back on her 
.People,fhe told them chat (he would go to her Husband 
accordingly as he had enjoined her, and ended her life 
with the Sword. As long as Carthage was unconquered^ 
Oie was afterward honoured for a goddefs. This City 
was builded before Rome threefcore and twelve years % 
Sc as it was famous for War, fo the ftace thereof at home 
was troubled with much contention. When amongA 
many other Calamities, they were affii^ed alfo with 
The Plague,they ufed the Religion of a moft bloody de- 
Vodon,afld an abomination, for their remedy : for they 
offered men in Sacrifice,and laid their Children on their 
bloodyAlcars,who(e infancy would have provok'd there- 
by Enemies to compafVton, and with their Blood they 
deHred Peace of the gods,for whofe life the gods were 
accuftoitied by other nations to be devoutly im^cun*d« 
The'gods therefore being averfe to fo horrid an impiety, 
when a long time they had fbught unfortunately in Sicily^ 
<he War being tranflaced into Sardiniaj they were ovei:- 
thrown in a great Battel,having toft the bcft pan of their 
Army; for which they commancfed Mitchz'4i Cundcr ' 
whofe Conduct they had fubdued a part of Sicily^ and 
perfohned great atchievements againft the Africans) to 
he banilhcd with the part of the Army which remained: 
Which the Soldiers took fo heavily, tnat they fent Am- 
baiTadofs to Carthage^ who in the iirft place were to 
defire the liberty to return into their Counti'y, and a 
pardon for their unhappy Warfare *, and if not, to de- 
clare unco them, That if they could not obtain it by 
entreaties, they would command ic by Arms. When 
the treacnings as well as die Petitions of the Am- 
baffadours were defpifed, they not long after having 
embarked chemfelves, did advance in Arms unto tlie 
City. There having called both the gods and Men 
to Witneft, that they came not to ruine, but to be 
reftored to their Country 5 and to manifcft to the Ci- 
tizens, chat in managing of the former War,' they 

wanted 
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Kvasced not Valour, but Forcible ; havii^ befieged the 
City, aod cue off all provilloas from comiog to icjChcy 
brought the. Cartb^manf to the loweft defpecation. la 
the. mean time, Ca^tah the Son of the baniihed Mt^ 
elkOHyiffhco. he was feht for by his Father, as he pailed 
by the Leaguer in his return from Tjnre (^to which plaoe 
he was fent by the Cartbag^anf to carry the Tenths 
to IferaUes out of the Sicilian prey, which his Father 
cook)he returned anfwer, That he would firft difeharge 
the obligations of pabiick Religion before the duties of 
private Piety ^ This anfwer, although it much 
troubled his Father, yet he durft notdferany tio- 
ieoce to Religion. Not long after, the People navit^ 
made Cartab their Agent, to defire that Muclnm 
would fuficr ProYiiions to be brou^t with fafety to the 
City, when he came uotahis FsKl^r, being cloatlied in 
Purple,and the Fillets of the Priellhood hanging down 
from his Mitre, his. Father tailing him afide did -fpeak 
unto him^and how dared thott,wretch as thou art,to ap- 
proach into the.prefence of fo many miferable Citizens 
cloached in Purple,and gliftering witbGcld?How daieft 
thou,as it were m triumph to enter into our fad moarn- 
ful Tents in fuch a flowinsliabit and ornament of qui- 
et felicity ?Couldfl: thou find none elfe to whom to vaunt 
thy felf? Was there no place fo fit for thee as this Camp, 
^here there is nodiing to be reprefented^but the fordid 
condition of thy Father,& the reproaches of this unhap- 
py banifliment? Not many da)s fince being fent for by 
me, thoudidft not only proudly defpifeCl will not (ayj 
thy .Father, but I am confident, tne General of thy 
own Citizens^ and what iheweft thou more in that Pur« 
pie, and thofe Crowns, thjin the titles of my Yiftory? 
Since therefore, thou wilt acknowledge nothing of a 
Father, but the title only of a baniflied man, I am re- 
folded to ffaew my felf not like a Father but a Soldier, 
and I will make thee an Example that none hereafter 
(hall be fo bold as to fcorn the unhappy mifcries of his 
Father. Having (aid this>he commanded him to be hfi* 
ned to a mofl high Crof%iQ his Goi^eous habiliments in 

the 
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the fight of the whole City. Some few days afterwards 
he fiirprizcd Cmhd^e^ and haying called for thepcQplc 
CO an Affcn^bly, he complained of the Injury of nts oa- 
Hifhmcnt, he excufcd the neccffity of the War, he for* 
gave the contempt of his former Viftorics, and having 
fmniflied the chief Authors of the injurious Banifhment 
of the miferable Citizens,he pardoned all the reft-, and 
having put to death ten of the Senators,he reftorcd the 
City to ner former laws: And- not long after ,bcing accus'd 
:Co^have af&fted the Rtngdom^he fuffered double puni(h« 
iticntjboth for the murtner of his Son^and for the viola- 
,tion of the liberties of hk Country. In his place Mago 
^as chofen General, by whofe induftry and courage 
the wealth of the Carthaginians^ and the limits of 
gheir Empire, and their glory in the affairs of War in- 
creafcd.

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MAgi the General of the Carthaginians having e- 
Aablifhed their government by an orderly 
trourfe of military I)irclpline,and confirmed the ilrenjgtli 
of that City, as well by the Art of War as by his Policy^ 
dcceafed, having left behind him two Sons, Afiirubal and 
Amilcavy who treading in the paths of their Father's Vir- 
tue,did fucceedas well^in thegreatnefs^as in the Genea- 
logy of tlieir Fatiier. Under their condudt War was made 
againilthe lUyrians : They fought alfo againft the>4/ri- 
c^/if, demandiog,the Tribute for the ground of their Ci- 
ty,che payment whereof for many years was neglefted : 
But as the caufe oithcAfricans was more iuft,fo their for- 
tune was better ^ And the War was concluded widi them 
notJby Arms,but with the payifient of the monies: And 
Afdnibjdl being grievoufly wounded,died in Sardinia^ ha- 
ving delivered up the Government to his brother Amil-^ 
wr; The general lamentatbn in tlieCity, and his eleven 

Didtatoc- 
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Diftacorihlps, and four Triumphs did make his death 
the more remarkable. The courage alTo of the Elnemy 
idid encreafe, as if the Cartbaj^irdanshsid loft the^r Army 
ynixh their Captain: The people therefore oiStcilia ha- 
;Vingaddrefr«d themfelves to Umdas brother of the 
Hiagoi the Spartans ^y reafon of the daily injuries 
committed by the Carthagmans) the War between 
them continued long with various fuccefs. Whiles 
jthefe thit^s were in aaion, Ambafiadours came ta Cat' 
t\agt from Dar'm Kinjg of the Perfians^ fringing an.E- 
.dift with them,in which the Carthaginians were torbid- 
den to (acrifice men upon their Altars^as alfo to eat the 
'.flefh of dogS) they were alfo commanded to burn, and 
not to bury in the ground the bodies of the dead \ they 
defired alio aid of the Cartbaginianr againft the Gre- 
cians^ on vihom Darius was refolved to make War. But 
the Carthaginians refufing to fend Auxiliaries by reafon 
jof the daily Wars with their Neighbo]yurs, did rea- 
dily obey him in the reft , left that they might 
feem to be obftinate altogether. Amilcar in the mean 
time was killed in the Sicilian War» having lef& be- 
hipd him three Sons, Hamlco^ Hanno , and Gifco ; 
Afdrubal alfo had the fame number of Sons, Amd" 
bdli Afdrubaly and Sapho^ by whom the affairs of the 
Cartha^nians were governed in thofe times j they in- 
vaded the Afauritanians, and fought againft the Nu- 
nadiansy and the Africans were compelled to remit 
the Tribute which was demanded for riieir City 5 Af- 
terwards, when fo great a Family of the chief com- 
manders began to be heavy to .the City, becaiife they 
did aft and determine all things of themfelves, the 
City made choice of one Hundred of the Senaton, 
unco whom the Generals (returning from the War) 
%vere to give an account of what they had done for the 
pubiick &rvice, that being under tnc power of this 
fupream Court, they might fo in Wardifpofe of their 
commands, that they might have a regard to Juftice, 
and to the Laws athome. Amilco fuccce&d General in 
Sicily in the place of Amilcar^ who when he made 

many 
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many faccefsful ^ncoanters, boch by Sea and Land, d?d 
ac lafl an a fudden, lofe all his Army by the rage of a 
Peftilential Planet. Which when it was reported at 
Carthage^ the City was fo full of forrow and lamen- 
tation,as if it had been taken it felfiThe Shops and Hou- 
fcs were fhut up, fo were the Temples of the gods, no 
publick duties of Religion were performed, and all. 
Offices intermitted which belonged, to the adminiftra- 
tion of Juftice. They all flocked in throngs cb the 
Haven, and asked thofe few who came out of the (hips 
Qvhb efcaped the fury of the mortality} how their - 
Sons add Kinfmen did ; «nd when they were alTured 
of their deaths, of which before they were uncertain, 
and wejre in fome hopes that the Reports were falfe j 
they filled all the fhqre with their lamentations: nothing 
was heard but fighs and throbs, and the fad complaints 
of the unhappy Parents.In the mean time,the diflrelfed 
General Jimilco came down out of his own fhip,ragged- 
ly cloathed, and in the habit of a Servant j the mul- 
titudes of the Mourners preffed round about him to 
behold him-, and he amongfl the reft lifting up his hands 
to Heaven, fometimcs bewailed his own, and fome- 
»mes the publick Fortune -, fometimes he accufed the 
gods who took from them fo many ornaments and 
Trophies of the War, and of the Viftories which they 
had given them, and had deftroyed the vidtorious Ar- 
my not by War but Peftilence, fo many Cities being 
taken, and the Enemies fo often overcome in the Bat- 
tels both by Sea and LapdjHowfoeverj^ie {aid,he brou^ic 
(bnie comfort to the Cidzeps, that the Enemies 
though they might rqoice, yet they could not glory 
in their Calamity, for they could neither fay, tlut 
thofe who were dead, were killed ; or that thofe who 
returned, were routed by them. The booty he faid, 
\vhich the Enemy found in their abandoned Tents,wa$ 
not fuch as they could boaft to be the fpoils of a con- 
quered Enemy, b^it fuch as by the cafuat deaths of 
aieir Mafters, they had fcized upon. Wing poor ani 
tranfitory things, which no body was left behind to 

■ I ' ' own 
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own ; and that in relation totlidr enemies, they de- 
parted Conquerours, but tn^ relation to the Plague, they 
departed conqnercdrHowfoirerjhc affirmed that he took 
nothing more near unto his heart, than that he could not 
die himfelf amoDgftfo many valiant men \zxi6, was pre- 
ferved not for any delight Which he took in.lifc,bat9n- 
ly to be the fport of cdamity : yet ncverrfielefi, having 
brought the ntiferaUc rclifts of nis Anny to Carthage^ 
woufi follow alfo himfelf his deceafed Soldiers and 
v/ould make it apparent to his Country, that he did not 
continue to that day,becaufe he had a mind to live, but 
that he would not by his dcat#, betray thofe whom, the 
direful peftilence had fpared, by leavmg them amongft 
Che Armies of their Enemies. With thisrefohxtioii and 
complaint, havifig entred the City, as he' came to 
the fhrcfhold of his own door, he aifmifTed the multi- 
tude that followed him with his laftfarewel unto them4 
and having locked the door, with his Sword he put a 
period to his own life, not admitting any, not fo much 
as his own Sons, to come unto him.

In the mean time, the Ambafladours of the ^omIt^ 
svho not aiMny Months before had burned Rome^y did 
•ddrefsdieinKlTestD Dixg^ut maiiiag Wars in Italy, 
and defired to join in League and Friendfhip with himt - 
they affirmed that their Nation was now feared be* 
tQCCoJib Enemies, aad woiildbe of great concern- 
ment to hiiji, both to attend him in the Van, or to de- 
fend him^ if his Enemies fliould take the advantage to . 
pcefs upon him in the Rear. 

Thi»£mhiflie was acceptable to DlTnyfit^ ^ where- 
fore havxns entered into a League with them^ and re- 
hdbrced his Army widi Auxilkrtes Yrom t^em, kc did 
begin thb War sigain. The caufe which brought thefe 
GrtKi^to'feek new Habftations m Paly, wa&oivil difcord^ 
atnd daily diflention at home, being weary wicii the 
eedioufoels 'thereof. When they came in multitudes 
into Ifafy, they did drive the lUfcanrfcom their Poffefli- 
ons, and builded Mffain, Omium; Ertxia, Vtrma, Bef^ 
g'imwriy Tridentnm, and Vmcei^a. The Tk^ans at the 
fime time under the command of Rbepm, having loft 
theilr ancient Habitations, ^d /poffefs ehemfclves of 
ihe Alps, and called the Countrey which they com- 
manded Rhftia, after the name- cS their CMtman- 
der. 

Not. long afterwards, ^imyfys was' caUeiLbacfe»into

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icily by the Carthaginians^ who having recovered 
lemfelves by the aggregation of new Forces, did begin 
ic War again which they had abandoned by reafbn of 
le Peftilence. Manno was chofen General of the War^ 
rhofc Enemy Suvkatortht moA powerAil »;'th'ac time 
fall the Cdrthagmians^ when in hatred to him he had 
equently in the Greek Tongiie acquaitited'DidA;^M^ of 
ie approach of the Army, atid of mc temper and floch 
f the General, the Letccrs being intercepted, he was 
cCufed of Treafon, and condemned for it, and an 
.ft was paifed by the Senate,. that no Carthaginian 
lould afterwards either fpeak or write in the Greek 
'ongue, that they might hold no difcourfe, nof write j 
nto the Enemy wichouc an interpreter : Not loM after 
iionyfin^^ whom neither Sicily not haly coxkli con- 
lin, being overcome and wearied out with^aily en<> 
ountcrs in. the War, was flain by treachery of his qwii 
oidiers. 
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\I&nyfm the Tyrant being flainin Skilj^ the Soldiers 

J didfubftitute in his place his eldeft Son, ^ho wa« 

lied after his Eathen Name , both for the maturity of 

> age,' and that the Kingdom might be more firmly 

ited,if it continued in the power of one man, than if 

houM be by parts divided amongft many of his ChiU 

?n. BvLtDionyfrny in the beginning of his raign, had a 

ire to takeaway his Uncles,as thofe who would be par« 

ers with. him in his Kingdom, and be the pcrfwadcrs 

lis Brothers to have it <flvided amoiigfl 4:hem. And, 

better; xo.diifcmble his de(jgn,he thought it requifite 

hefirft pl^^ to affure himfclf of the good opinion of 

people, being more excufedly to perform what he.

them all. He delirered therefore out of prifon three 
thoufand, that lay there in cliains together, and for

Then re&'lving to put in-praftice his contrived villai- 
ny, he puttothefvvord'notonly the kinfmen ©f his- 
Brothers, but even his Brothers thcmfelvei, beginnings 
his^Tyranny "firft in his own family, before he cxercifed 
icln others, Aodleft not fo much as the fpirit of fratcr- 
t^I coaforcment to tho(c to whom-he owed a confort- - 
ttvciipih hu Kingdom* His emulatofs^bein^ thus taken 
away, and falling into flbth, he became unvveildy in his 
body by top much ri6t,and contrafted fo great a weakneis ^ 
in his eyes,.that He could not endure theSunor Du(l,or 
any ft)Iendor or light, r. By re^on of whicn^ believing,, 
that he began to become defpicable : he committed out— 
ragipus cruelties, and filled not as his" Father the pri- - 
fbns with enchained Cibi^^ens, but filled the City with 
the murthers of them, bV which' he grew both contem- 
ptible and hateful unto alLTherefore when the Syramfi' 
ans had determined Waf againfl'him, he was in a greats 
ftfpence whether he fhould lay down his royal Autho*-- 
rjty, or makerefiftance by War againft them ^ but his 
Sdldiers propounding to themfeivcs a great booty and^ 
^e plundering . of the- City , he was enforced by- 
them to try it^out ia battel, with them. Being over-come^ 
when not long aicer he had the fame ill fortune in the- 
fight again, he fent Ambafladors to Syracufe^ promifing* 
to lay down his Kingdom, if they would fend to him to. 
agree upon Articles for a peace. 

The 5'jkrA:«//tfnj' fending fome of the meft emincnCr- 
in the City to him j he commanded them to prifon^ 
ao^d brought 1)U Army to overthrow their City, which- 
at that prefent feared no alfault, nor the approach of 
any Enemy at all : The fight was a long time doubtful ^ 
in the City, but the Citizens overcoming with their 
multitudes, Vionypt^ was routed .and bftten out of it.; 
.AJid fcaringto be befieged in theTower, hefied pri-

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>^atcly into/M//, with 2M his Princeljr furniture irfiringi 
there as a banifhed Man, he was ceceivcdby the Lacren'^- 
jhfif^ who were in Friendfhip. with him^ indhcpof-- 
feffed himfclf of their Tower, -where he exerafcd his, 
accuilomed Crueltics:He commanded the Wives of the 
chiefeft'of the City to be dSlbured 5' He took away the 
Virgins by force,and having ravifhed chem,Ke returned, 
thefn to thofe who were to efpoure them : The moft 
wealthy of all the Cicy he commanded. to be expelled, . 
or to be lUi(i>and did coi^catethe)^ Goods 3 ana whca 
there was the" lead occj^oh fair aiiy further rapine, he 
drcumvenced the whole City bj this ftudicd pVojcft. 
When the Locrehjtani.yfctc opprenedby the War of Leo- 
lAro«vTyrant of Rfiegtum^thcy vo.wcd it they were Con-> 
^erors,they would proftitutt cneir virgii^ on a day dc— 
dieated to. Keiiw* This Vow being unperformed, ^en 
they made unforttmate Wars agamil the iMcanians^ Dia- 
ft^yi/if called tbei^ to a pubiiek afionHy^and did exhort 
tllem to (end theirWivcs ai^d Dauglfiters into thcTemple 
ofVenWy, drjtfled in the ri'chcildotfe they coy}d put on, 
and .that one hundred. of them^ (3i6len by Lot, mighc 
fNfrform the publjck vo>v5andxhatf^rMigJon^s filre^they 
nvi^ht ftand one whoIeMonth in the open Stewyll nieo.. 
having bef^^re taken an Oath not to dcffle any of them : . 
St th^c the Virgins might not.be deceiv*d,pcrformiijg the 
vows of the City^ he ordain'dtKat not a Maidfhoula tje 
mapf led until husbands were firifl provided for thcmrtWs 
Counfel beJRg approved (in which provifion was made 
both for the fiipcrftition and.the chartity of the vii^gins^' 
the women adornM in the inofl: (iimptuovis mannei* did 
come in throngs to the Temple of Venwy every one of 
whom 'Dionyfi^tf defpoiled,. having fent in SoI4icrs: to 
the Temple, and converted the ornamentsof the Ma- 
trons into his own Wardrobe, He. killed alfo ipme of ' 
the Husbands of the richeft of themi andfomc wo- 
men he. tormented to betray their Husbands wealth ;►- 
when by thefc^rts he had reigned fix years^ being dri- - 
ven from the City by the Contederacy of the Ciciiens^ 
hejrecorned into Sicily^^vd after a long peace, all Men 

beiog.. 
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i Jig fecare, he became Maftcf of SyracuJA by Treachery. 
Whiles thefe things were thas managed in SUtiy 
Jbtm the Gencrd of the Carthaptmans in Africa em- 
ployed his ownTrcafure,hitvh!ch he exceeded the bank 
of the Commofr-v^eakh, to become abfolute Sovereign 
of aH, and ^rtempted,.favrfig firft killed the Seftace, to 
ttfurp the Kingdom* For the afting of this wickednefs. 
He fet apart a iblemn day for rii^ marriage of hisDaugh- 
ter,that oy the religion of his Vows, he might both the 
betrer commit and conceal his abominable defi^fi. He 
prepared a Feaft for the people iti the publick pfiees, & . 
tor the iSetiate in his own houfe,that with Cups infected : 
with Poyfoii, he might more fecretly and \VithOut any 
wienelles deftroy tnem,ami the more ea^ invade the 
Commofi^weahn deprived ok herMagifltates. This be* 
ittf betrayed to the Senators by his Servants,the wicked 
Vm was declin'd but notreveng'd'leilin a man fo pow- 
erful thePbt fhottki prove more prejudicial being known 
than concealed. Bemg therefore contented by a decree - 
to put a' meaTure co the charges of marriages,they com- 
maflded it not to be obfervcd by one, or fome £ew,buc. . 
by all in general,that the prrfon misht not feem to be - 
pointed at, but the vice corrcfted. Being prevented by 
this Coanfet, he again ineiccd the Slaves to a Rebellion^, . 
snd hffvidg appoimed another day for the Daughter ot 
the Senators, when he found that he was the fecond t 
time prevented fearing to be called into Tudgmenty hd.. 
pofTened himfelf of a fortified CafUe naviag. armed ^ 
twenty thou&nd Slaves. 

There, whiles he incited the i4/rfc4ff;' and the King ;^ 
of Mmrttanta to make war on the Catthagim^ns^ he was . 
taken, and being fcourged with Rods^ his Eyes pulled 
our^ and his Hands and Legs broken,that a duepuni(h«^ • 
ment might be cKadkd of everyone of his members^, 
he was put to death in- the (ighc of the People v and his 
body torn with Rods, was fanned on a Grois. His Sons 
alfo, and all his Kindred though innocent were delijr . 
Vercd to the Executioner, that not one of fonefiri-; 
dus a Family fhould remain, either tojmicate liis wick- 
cdnefs, or to revenge his Death, . in; 
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In the mean time, T>i:n)fm being received by the: 
5>r4c«/7/i/2/,wlien he grew every day more grievous and 
cruel to thjC Cicy,was befieged oy a. new confpiracy^and. 
having at lad laid down both his Kingdom and his 
Army, he delivered the Tower to the Syracufidns^ and-. 
taking wich him fome neceflaries for a private fortune, 
he betook binifeJf to a baniflied Jife in C^r'tntby^xid there 
conceivingthings mofl low to be moft fafe,he defccnded. 
into a moft fordid condition of life.: for. being not con-- 
tented to foot ic up and down in pubiick, but to drink 
alfo, and npt only to be feen jn Taverns and Floufes of 
wantonnefs, but to continue in tbem many days toge-- 
ther, he would quarrel with the Vileft fcumjupon the Sa- - 
fcft fubjeft, and be feen all in raga and fquallid>awd ra-. 
ther give aa occafion of laughter to others than receive ic. 
from them j he would ftand in the Shambles and devour 
with his eyes what he was not able to buy j he would, 
complain of the Bawd§ and Whores before t\\c j^dtlesy. 
and do all things in fuchan importunate rudenefs, thac. 
he feemed rather to be defpifed thanjo be feared. Ac. 
Taftj heprofeffed himfelf.tobe a SchooUmafter, and. 
'taught children in opdn places, that he might either be 
' feen always in pubiick bv thofe that feaced nira, or more. 
readil'y be defpifed by tnofe .that feared him not. And 
although 1.^2 abounded with che vices of a Tyrant, yec 
thi«i dmembling of Jiis vices was aot by nature^but by art^. 
he counterfeited to have loft all royal flume, being not 
ignorant how hateful was .the very name of Tyrants witli^. 
08t their Revenues: He endeavoured alfo to takeaway^ 
ttie epvy of things paft by the contempt of things prefent 
and made ufe not of honqft, but of fafe counfel. Never-. 
r-lielefs, aniongft tholf arts of his diffimulacion,. he was. 
thrice accufed to affeft the Tyranny a^ain, and -liis bed. 
proteftion was tie defpiqablenefs of fus p^rfon and. his 
fortunes. 

In the mean time the Cmhaginhns beiug amazed at^ 
rt^e- great fuccefs oi Alexander xhc Great, fearing that he, 
w,ou|d add Afyica to the Empire of Afia % fent Amilcar- 
Hxmxfi/^ K^darmX^ man fampus^hovethcreft for elo- 
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quence and policy^ to difcover his intents : Their fear. 
was encreafed by the taking of the City of 7>rf, the Mo- 
ther to their City, and by the building at Alexandria, a 
City emulous of Carthage on the bounds of ^/rio^ and. 
^gyfty and by the perpetual felicity of the King, whofe 
defiresand whofe fortune couldnot any ways be bound- 
ed : Amllcar having obtained iaccefs to the King by the 
means of P.armenio^hc diffembled to the King chat he . 
fled unto hiai, being. banifhed from his. own Country,, 
and offered himfelf to ferve him in his expeditionagainft 
it. And having dived into his Counfels, he wrote alH 
things to the Carthaginians in wooden Tables, the Eet- 

, tcrs being covered with Wax. Howfoever, afcer*^che 
death of Alexandery the Carthaginians did put him to . 
death being returned into his own Country, not only by 
an ungrateful but with a cruel fentence,alledging that he 

, would have betrayed their City unto Alexander the Great..

(a City always at enmity with the Carthaiinians^ni the 
Rival oiCartha^iox the command of 5icr(r}and nowac 
laft by delivering Up the Cides of their confederates to • 
tjie fame AgathocUs under the title of a friendfhip, the.3r> 
di4 declare that thofe things would fuddenlv redound -v^ 
to the C^rf^/i^initfn^ themfeives.and they fhouid fudden- 
ly perceive how much cvH they brought not only to 5i-^ 
cUia but aJfo to Africa it felt With thefe complaints the. 
Senate was incenfed agaiiiil Amikarhvn becaufehe had ^ 
the command.ot the V Army, they paffed filent, Suf- 
fr^^es on him, and commanded that before they:- 
wcr^ reported jjL they fhouid .be cajl into an Urn fealed^ 
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up, until another Amkar^ rSac Son of Qifa^ Qiould re- 
turn from Skily : But die death of AmUcar preventcui. 
thefe clofe contrivances, and. the dumb ijif&agesof the. 
Cartb^mansy who, being in^uripufly condemned bj 
his own Citizeus, his .caufe unheard, was delivered, 
from them by the friendship of deatli. Thisadminl- 
fired a fubjeft to Agatbocles to make War againfl the 
Carthaginian'^, 

The firij encounter of the War was v^ich Amlcar the 
SonofG(/fo, bywhoqi being overcome, I^ retreated, 
to Syracufi to renew the War with greater Force », 
But the fortune of the. fecond Battel was the (ame 
as of the formery wherefore when die. conquering Car- 
tbaginiani had laid a clofe fiege to Syracufi, Agathocles 
finding himfelf neither equal to them in ilrengch, nor 
any ways prepared to endure the fury of the fiege,and. 
withal (by reafon of his cruelty and other x)ffences3 that 
he was forfaken of his Confederates,.he rdfblved to. 
carry the War into Africal A wohderfutbbldnefe it was,, 
that he who was inferior to his ^nemy iniiis own Land 
andCides, fhauld.tranflate.the War into tneir Country,, 
aad advance to encounter with them abroad, being not. 
able at home to defend himfelf^and that .being overcome 
he fhould infult over the Conquerours. . The filencc of- 
this counfel was no Ie(s admirable than was the defigm 
he'undercookiprofeffing.only to the pcopje that he had- 
found iliem out. a way to Viftory : He denred them that 
they would arm themfdveswith a refolution patiently for 
a .while to endMre the difficuldes of the fiege voc if the. 
condition of their prefent fortune was grievous to any .of 
themjhe g^ve them freeleave.to depart where they plea- 
fed i when one tlK)urand.and fix hundred of them did" 
go away, he provided the reft with corn and money for. 
the neceflficy of the fiege ^ he only took wih him fifty 
Talents for his prefeBt ufe, being.to fupplyhimfeff wita 
other things racjier from hisEnemy than his companions j 
having then granted freedom to all the farvancs tnat were. 
of age to bear Arms,Jhe did oblige il^em bv Oath to be. 
foichfuJ to .him,, and .afterwards (hipped i^era and the 

. -greateil. 
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greateft j>art of Kis Army T^nd having made equ?! the 
eoodicibn both of bond and frce,he conceived that there 
wov^d be betwixr theih a mutual emulation bf Valour, 
All the reft were left for the defence of his Country. 

*Tn the feventh year of his raign f "none of his Sofdt- 
crs kndwing whither they w<re to oe^tranrpbrted ) hi 
direfted his eourle to Africa^ taking with him his tyvci 
Soqs,who were then of age, Archagathiis and Heradtdas •, 
when«th'ey all bcIieveU that they were imbarked either 
to plunder /w/y or Sardinia^ having landed theni on.the 
Shore oiAjrica^ hedeclared his defign unto thein, and 
inft)r<ned them ih whit coriditidn Syracufe was^to whom 
there wairtootherhilp rcmaihing thafito do untotKeir 
Enemies wh*t tfiey fufKred themfelVds. The War, he 
(aid, was managed otherwife at home than it was abroad i 
Thak were only the aids at home, which the ftrengtH 
and Forces of the Goutftry did adminifter : hut abroad^ 
the Eticmy was often overcome with his own ftrengthi 
their Aflfocntei revolting fro«n ^em, and- in the ?fatrea 
of cotitinuedS^eraignty Idoking after innovation atid 
foreign aids. To this he added^ that the Cities and Ca« 
ftles of ^rica were noc encompaffed with Walls nor 
boilded on the tops of Hills, bat lay open in the Cham* 
paign without any defence^ and tnefe might eafily be 
brottghc to K>in ih ibciety with hitn to prevent their W- 
ter ruine. The War, he faid, would be mbTegt^evoiii 
wtheCarth^tdanf in Africa \t felf than in Sicily p where 
tliey wouldaU )c»n their Forces together agaihft one City 
morefiunousby hername than by her ftrength^and what 
ftrengcli he brought not with him,he would take it there. 
Neither would the fudden fear of the C^rrft^^ni^/- be of 
a fmstll moment to the Yidlory^who undoubtedly would

Hties ; And this terror ot thein would be encrea fed by 
the firing of their Towns, and the phiodering of theii^

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The Three and Twentieth B(i6k of jft;s^/iv: 

A^rathochf King of 5tcf//, havi^iti^flfe p»ce with 
the CarthaginStn'f , fubdaed- pirt of the Cities 
difletitiirg frorri him through confidence of their own 
ftrength. Afcerwi^rds^ as if he had been coiifined tool 
clofcly in thcbouhdfe of one Iflirhd, a |>art where- , 
of in his firft beginfiingis he c6ifld ndt pi^efum^ fi> 
much as to hope for^ he tranfported' hii Armv into , 
Italy y following the example of Hmyfm wh6 (ubdiiea' ' 
many Cities in that l^ation. His firft fenemi€?s were che 
Brmiiy who appeared to him to be the moft valiant and 
the moft rich, and by their ficuation to lie moft open to 
beenjured by their neighbours ; for they had driven 
from Italy the Inhabitants' of matiy Cities, who had been 
Or'jtciaris^ and in War had overcome the iMcamanSj from 
whom: they had derived their Original, add had after- 
wards made peace with them on equal terms .• So great 
was the wildnefs of their nature, tliat they wOutd not 
fpare their own Ori^inal.For the Lueanians were accufto- 
mcd to infiitutc their Children in the fame Laws as die 
LaceeUmonians did .• For when they began to be Strip- 
lings, they were bred up in the wocds amongft the 

Shepherds 
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^Kcpherih without a^ny toactcnd them,and Withotifeariy 
Simictttto put on, or to lie down ib, that lb in thcfr 
Stfk years they might iiiUfe themfelves to hardneftand 
imgauity^ without any accommodations of the City ; 
Their food was what they got by Hunting ^ their drink^ 
honey and milk, and the Cryfhl of the Fountain^ And 
thus by degrees they were hardned to the labours of the 
War. Fffty of their number were firft acdiftomed to 
plundi^ the Fields of the Neighbours-^ the mulcitddeen- 
creaiing, and folicited by the prey, they troubled and 
piilaged all the Countries round about them. 

Therefore Dtt«/J?w the Tyrant of Sicifyj being wea- 
ried with the complaints ot his Confederates, did fend 
fix htindred Afticanf to fupprefs them, whofe CaiUe 
( ic being betrayed to them by a woman called Brutia) 
tliey furprhctd;and planted there a City, the Shepherds 
flockmg thither to behold and inhabit the nciw jCity, 
odled themfehres Birurii^ after the name of the Wcjman. 
Their firft War was with tht Lucanians^ the Authors of 
their Original ; and being elevated with the Vi^ry o- 
rer them, when they had made a Peace on equal terms, 
they fubdned the reft of their Neighbours,and in"a (horc 
time purcha&d lb much wealth, that they feemfcd for- 
midable even untoKings« At UH^ Alexander ^ng of 
EptrWyVihtn he came with a great Army tothealTiftance 
of the Gr^cwa Cities, was ddlroycd by them with all 
his Forces -, wliercupon^ the reiolutions of them being 
inflamed by the fuccefs of their felicity, they became 
terrible to their own Neirfibours, At laft, Agathocles 
being hnplored to invade tltem^n the hope of enlarging 
his Territories, he palTed from StcHy Into Italy. The! 
Brutians being ftartled at the noife of his approach, did 
fend Ambaffadors Into Sicily to him, deiiring his focie- 
tyand right hand of friendthip, "w^ioxa Agathocles de* 
luded *, for having invited them to fupper, he promifed 
tliem audience the next day, and on the mornins fol- 
lowing, he embarked his Army for Italy^ tlie Ambafla- 
dors fufpeftitig no fuch thing : buc the event of the de- 
4:eh: was not fortunate s for not long after, the violence^ 

of 
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of his difeafe did enforce him co recurii into Srnll 
and bein^ taken over all his Body (]che pefliferous hu« 
mour raging in all his Nerves, and every joinc^ he was 
^Ifaulted as ic were with an inward War of every mem* 
ber. By this defperatipn of his Recovery,a War bcgai 
betwixt his Son and his Nephew both cnallenging the 
Kingdom, as if he had been dead \ in this War his Son, 
beuig flain, his Nephew poflcffed .himfelf of the King- 
dom. (Agathocles when tne painfulnefs erf his difeafe, 
and the difficulty of the cure, and the an^uifh of his 
mind did daily encreafe^ and one Malady did grow up- 
on, and ftrive to overtake and exceed the former) dc- 
fpairing of his Life,did by Sea fend back his Wife Theh ' 
gena to Mgyft from whence he fetched her, and two 
fmall Children which He begot of her, with all his mony, 
tamily,aud Princely moveables, in which oone of the i 
Kings then living,did exceed him j fearing left the fury 
of his EnemyjVyhp ufurp'd and plundered his Kingdom, | 
ftiould feiie on them alio. Neverthelefs his Wife would i 
not be a long time plucked from the enibraces of her 
fick Husband,and did befeech hini> that her departure 
might not be added to the cruelty of hisNephew,left ihe 
might feem as unconfcionably to forfake her Husband^as , 
he to have made War againlt his Uncle j (he affirmed, 
'that when fhe married nim, fhe not only undertook to 
be a partaker in his profperities, but m all fortunes 
whaf{oever,and would willingly purchafe with the dan- 
ger 6f her own life the fad happinefs, to receive the laft 
breath of'her Husband,and to perform his funeral Rites, 
in which Qhe being ^one^there was none left to fucceed 
her with that obfequioufnefs of Piety which was due un- 
to hiin.flisIictleChitdren departjng^did hang upon their 
Fat!ier,and embrac'd himwich many dolefulcomplaints. 
On the other parc,his'wife who fhould fee her Husband 
no more,did weary liim with her kiffes *, and no lefs 
niifcrable were the tears of the old man:The mother & 
Children bewailed the dying Father, theFather bewailed ' 
his hanifhed wife arid Children. They at their depar- 
ture Lmcnced the melancholy eftate of die old and fie k 

man 
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man their Father : he lamented the confilitlon ot I>is 
chUdren, and that they (houldbe left in mifery^whom 
he had brought up unto the hope of a Kingdom. A- 
mongfl thefe complaints, all the Ccmrt refound'ed with 
the Lamentations of the Standers by, to behold this Co 
tid a departure -> at length the neceflity of their Jour- 
ney, did impofe an eud to their tears \ and the death 
of ibc King did follow bis travellin(| Family. 

Whiles thefe things were in agitation, the Carthagm- 
OM underilanding how theaffairs were carried in 5*/- 
cf/jf, conceivmg thatao o^xafion was offered them to be- 
come ^^Aer8 of the whole Ifland^ ^they pafTed thither 
'wich.a great Army, and fubduedmaay Cities. At the 
fame time, ByrrhiH made war againd the Rjomans^ and 
being defiredby the Sidlians.tOi aflift them fas hath 
been mentioned heretofore} when liecame to Sjfracufx, 
and had there conq^aered many places, he was called 
as well King oi.Sictijf as of Epirus. In ^hich felicity 
re|oicing, he hefiowed on his Son ^e/enM^ whom be 
bqgat on the Daughter of* AgathocleSy the Kingdom of 
Sicily^ as defcendmg to him by the privilege cf inheri- 
' tance, and gave to his Son Alexandir the^ Kingdom of ' 
Itah : After this, he made many profperous Battels . 
Vfith the Canhagmianti In procefs of time, there came 
Ambaffadours from his Con^derates in Italy ^ reporting 
that they could not refift the ilo;79<iiif, and that they 
muil furrender all unto them,unlers they were rellevM 
with fudden fupplies. Being perplexed with tHi> 
doubtful danger, and uncertain what t^ determine, or 
whom-firft to aflift, he providently confulted for the 
fafety oi;both»For the Cartbagviians prefHng him on this 
iide, and ihe Romans^ en the other, it appeared dange- 
rous ^unco him not to tranfport his Army into Italy y but 
far mpreilangerous to abandon .Sici//, left that the otic 
fliould iH>t appear forfaken, nor the other loft for the 
want of Recruits. In thisTempeftof growine^an^cn, 
the fafeft haven of Counfels did appear, to^ht It Que 
in 5^'cii; with all the powers he could make-, andt'^e 
Curthaffmns being beaten,to carry his conquering arm v^ 
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Inco Mly. Tke Biitels ckereforc being joined, al- 
though he arercame his £ncmies, yet bec^fe he with- 
drew his army from Sicily jhc was interpreted co be over- 
xome, and his ConCederaces revolting from him, he loft 
as rpeedily the Kingdom of Sicily ^zs he eafily did obtaia 
it. But having found no better fortune in Italy^ he re- 
turned into £pirMr; His fortune in both thefe places was 
2IS admirable as exemplary; For as before in las pro(bc* 
rity, the happiheTs d Ms ai!^rs flowing above and be- 
yond his dcnreSyhe added d.e cdmmaoid of /r^fr to Sid* 
jtyy and grew glorious by it^iny Vidories againft the A^> 
.mans : {o now, in his adverlity, lih fortune having de- 
Aroyed what flie had builded, and made him an exam- 
^ple of humane trailty, (he added to the k^s of SkJiy^ 
<hc mine of his Navy ac. Sea j and the di(gracc6il bat- 
tc\ againil the Kmiani. and his difhononrabfe deparcuire 
-sxomltaly, , . 

After bk departure from Sidfy alfo, Hiero was made 
cliief Magjltrate, whofe modet^ion wa& fo great, dhat 
with the apfurobation of all the Cicizens he was created 
General againil the Carthaffnians^ and not long after- 
wards King. His infant-education was a Dhophetefs of 
his future Majefty : for he was the Son of NteroclittH a 
iNobleman, who derived h?s original fromGe/«tf an an- 
iiient Tyrant o^ Siciiy^'bat his birth on the Mothers fide 
was fordirliy ignonittiipus :for he was begotten on a Maid- 
servant, and therefore it was commanded by his Father, 
that hefhould be cxpofed as the difcrace and difhonour 
^ of the Family. But the Bees having laid honey round a- 
bout him where-he was Icfti did nourifli him, being ve- 
ry young, and wanting all humane comfort for nvtny 
4ays \ by reaion of whic;h his Father being admomflicd 
^y th^ Soutliia> ers, who prelag^j in their Songs, that 
theKingdoni was portended tohimjdidcaufelhihi to be 
'brought home, and with ail hts careai^d endeavour did 
inftrudt and bring him up to that hppeof Majefty which 
«vas promifed. Being but a boy at School ainongfl ht« 
companions, a Wolf fuddenly appearing, took his book 
f isQm him > and being a young man^and karning his (irft 
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mdimcncs in die arc of War; an Eagle pearched on his 
buckler, and an Owl on his Spear ; which did prefage, 
that he fliouid be wary in CounfeU high in coun£e,and 
be crowd'd a Ring ac lafL He ofreil fought with chofe 
that challenged him, and always returned a Coiquc* 
ror ; he was rewarded by YAwgYmlm with many Mili- 
tary gifts) he was as admirable for his Arength, as for 
thie l^uty of his body ; pleaiing in dilcourfeyjuft in em- 
ployment, moderate in command, and noting could 
be leen that was wandng in him of a King, but the King- 
dom ohly.

WHile thefe things were thus managed in Acily 
King ?/^e;i|)M[^(irnamedCfr^t^ Axa'Kh 

chm and Anttgrnu^ diiEnting in Greece,and making War 
amongft themfelves,almoft all theCiries of (rreece oeing 
encouraged by it^as if an occaiion were offered them to 
recover their liberty, did fend to one another % and 
by their AmbalTadors having obliged themfelves into a 
League of friendfliipsthey did break forth into an ap- 
parent War ; and that thev might not feem to make War ■ 
with Antigtrnm^ they al&ulted the JSsolians his Confede- 
rates, pretending tteit the caufe of the War wasjbecaufe 
they had by force poifeifed themfelves of the Cyrean 
Fields, which by thtconfencof all Greea^ were dedi- 
cated to Apollo, 

To this War, they nuide choice of Arm for their Ge- 
neral, who with a prepared Army, did fpoil both the 
Ctdes, and Reeks of Com which were laid up in chofe 
Fields,and what they could not takediey didtet on fire: 
Which when the tAtolian Shepherds beheld from the 
tops of theMountains,having drawn themfelves togechec 
into a body <^ five hundred,they purfued their fcaccercd 
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Enemies, not knowing how numerous thev were^ be- 
covfe thcamazemenc of the fudden afiaulc, and the 
fmoke oftheiire had uken.from them the fulldif- 
covery of their Enemies, and having killed 
nine thoii&nd of them, they put the reiidue to 
fli|!hr. 

Afterrthis, the Spartam beginning the War again, ma- 
ny of the Oties denied them aid, conceiving uiat they 
fought not after libeift)r, but the foveraign co.nmiind of 
Greece. In the mean time, the Wars ^mongft the Kings 
were ended', for Ptolemy having beaten away Antigonns^ 
and pofTefTed himfelf of the Kingdom of all Macedonia^ 
did make peace with Antkcbiu^ and joined in affinicy . 
with Pyrrhus ; his dau^ter beii^ given to him in mar- 
riage : and being fafe from all fear of a foreign Ene* 
my, he turned bis unrighteous mind to commit, dome-! 
(lick wickedacfs, and by treaqhery prepared the de-

love, to Court his Sider in> (he way to Marriage j for 
he could not otherwifc than, by the pretence of love. 
find accefs to the Sons of his Sifter, whofe Kingdom . 
he would e()joy« But this kicked* d^iigii ofPieJemy 
was made known unto her :^ cher^eforif be did ' fcBd 
her word ( not giving any belief ufKOthim ) that he 
would come and )oin with bis Sons in dhe feUovvfUp 
of the Kingdom, with whomvhe would notcontead ifl 
Arms to force the Kingdom from theiBj but becaufe. he . 
would more confirm it on them by his prefence, and af> 
fiflance. To this effeft, he deiired jhat flie would fend 
one to be the Atteflator of his oath, before whom he 
.would bblipe himfelf widi Whjit obfeci^icMis fiie would 
dGf]Tc;in the prefence of the gods of lii^* Country. Ar^ 
//noe was uncertain what to refoive Qpon^fcaringi. if JDbe > 
Hiouid fend, fhe ihould<bc deceived by perjury: ao4 
if (he fhould not fend, fhefliQuld pull upon ner the Fury, 
of her brother's cruelty. But more careful for her 

''-v^n than fyt bcrfe^} ^?h9m .(he chougbc fhe 
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fliDuld'be the better able to protcft by her marriage with 
her brother,(he fent Dme one of her friends,who being 
broHght into the mod holy Temple of Jupiter ( st' 
Temple of the ancient Religion of the Afdcedons) 
Fiolen^ having laid his hands on the Altars » and 
couching the Images and Cofliions of the gods, did- 
-fwcar by uii-heard-of, and devoted iraprecati- 

• oas, that he moft fincerely did defire the marriage of ' 
his SiAer, and that he would call her his (^een,^ 
neither would he> ever in the di^ace of her take 
aliji other Wife, or own any other Children but her 
Sons. Arfinoey after fhe was delivered from fear,- and 
became pregnant with hope, and had .conference with 

' her brother, whofe countenance, and flattering eyes^ 

- promifed no leTs belief thandrd his Oath : although Fro- 
lemy his Son did apparently diflvvade her, and informed 
lier of the deceit ^ ]ret (he confented to marry with her 

^ Brother* The Nuptials were celebrated with great for 
leninhy^ and with the publick )oy of the people. And 
ftilemy Having that day called forth the army to an Af- 
lembly, he ctv^re fmpofed a Diadem on the head of his 
Sifter^ and called her his Queen -, with which title Arfi- 
nee being tnuifported with joy ( bocaufefhe had now 
regained that which flic had loft' before by the death 
of hei^ former Husband Lyfimachus ) did of her own 

: accord invite her Husband to her City of Cajfandria ; for 

- the defire <9if which, the deceit was contrived : and go- 
ing before 'to compleat tlie* preparations ^ (he com- 
nandedtliac a Holy^day fhquld be obiervedin theCicy 
for the approach of her Husband, and that the HoufeSi 
Tbmples, and tlie Streets (hould be adorned, and that 

• Akars fhould bet erefted eVery where, and that Sa- 
ev'ificts fhould be in a readiaefs. She alfo comnumded 

' htrtwoSons,£yyi)ifr4Ci&«ft>f Sixteen years of age,andFW- 
iip three years yoanger,being both of ah excellent feature 
and complexion,tameethim withCrowns on theirheads. ^ 
Ptblemy- the better to conceal his deceit, having greedily ' 

• embrac'd them both ( and beyond the meafure of true af- 
' fefti6n)did a k)Og time even fmother them with his kiiTes. 
VI K 3 Whea. 
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when he tpproached to the Gate of the dty, he com- 
manded the Citadel to be feized on, and the two boys 
to be (lain, who when they fied.to their Mother, they 
were kill'd in. her very lap as fhe waski/fing thdn^ Affi^' 
»oe exclaiming that Ptolemy had conimitcedfo abomtiia- 
ble a crime under the pretence of marriage,and oSered 
herfelf to the Executioners for her Children ,and often- 
times with her own Body fhe protefted thb embraced 
Bodies of her Children^and-woUld willingly receive the 
wounds which were intended to thcfm: At die lad 
being denied to be prefent . at the. Funecds of her 
Children, (he was brou^t.oncof the City with two 
Hand -maids only, her C^rments torOiand her Hair di- 
fheverd, to lead a baniflied Life in Samotbracia^ being 
fomuch the more miferabie, that it coold nocbe per- 
niitced her to die with her Children. 

But this wickednefsof Ptokmy was not tinretcnged^ 
for the immortal gods revenging fo many^ner^rier and 
cruel Parricides, he was not lon^ after dilpoikdcof Ms 
Kingdom by the Gauls^ and being taken, he .-loft his 
life by the Sword, as he deferved. For {he Gajis(^tiax 
multitudes abounding, when the Land iQ which chey 
were born, could not conuin them}did fend as it .were 
like Vagabond fojourners, three hundred thoufand men 
to look out new habitations : Part of them fare down la 
Italy^ who took and feton firetheCky of ilMi9e::partof 
themCthroufih the Armies of the Barbarians, wjio.oppo- 
fed them) did cut their way into the CoaAs of Utyria^ 
and idiabited F4imo/i/4,following the aufpication of the 
Birds, in which Art the Gmds excel above all others; a 
hardy, bold, and Warlike Nation^who firil after Mercuks 
C^o whom this attempt gave anadmiratiiHi for his yer- 
tue anda belief of Immortality }did pafs over the uncQa- 
quered Hills of the Alps, and places intraftahle by the 
extremity of cold, whofre having overcome the Pannm* 
anfy they for many years made fundry Wars wjch their 
neighbours. Afterwards by the temptations of fuccels^ha- 
ving divided their ftrength/omeof themadvanc'das fiir 
a$ Cfreec^^bnica^ &i: as:^ce<&ii^^laying al| things wa(|e 
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before thcm.So great wai the terror of their name, that 
Kings HOC provoked by them,woii1d of their own accord^ 
buy their Peace with vaft fums of Money: Only Ptolemy 
King of Macedonia,d\d without fear attend the arrival of • 
the Gaulf^md with a few Soldiers, aBd thofe diforde^ 
* red (as if Wars were managed with 410 more difficulty 
than Parricides were commutedf) he did advance to* 
meet them^beinf^ tormented with the furies of his bloo- 
dy A^. He deipifed aUb the EmbaiiEiige of thcDardam^ 
anf.ofkting him twenty thoufand armed men to aid him' 
adding this to their contumely, diat Macedmia was in z'- 
• fad cofldition,if when they alone overcame all the Eaft,^ 
they fhould now Aand in need of die Dardaniani Citi-^ 
zens to be revenged of their Enemies : He boafted,that 
he had the Sons of thofe in his Army,who being Con- 
querours under Alexander the Great, made all the- 
World tributary to him. 

Which when it was repoitedto King Dardamni he* 
faid, that the renox^ned Kingdom of Mtcedoniay woaI<f 
fhortly (all by the rafhnefs of one htady youn^ Man. 
^ttnt Qakh nnict the command of Behm^ did fend' ^ 
Ambafladours to Ptolemy ^ to try the refdfutions of the * 
Macedons^ offering him Peace if he would purchase 
k with Money •, But Ptolemy vaunted to his Sab- 
jeiH, that the Gauls did fupplicate to him to have' 
Ptacc for fear of the War, and did fpeak as infolently 
tothe Ambaitidoittrs'as to hh Subjeds^ he affured' 
themthathe would i^rant them no Peace, nnlefs they 
fhould give Hiih their Princes, for Ho(lage&) and delt- 
ver updieir Arm^) for he wovild not believe them^' 
unlefs they were difarmed. 

This aniWer being •. returned^ the Gauh laughed-^ 
Out*right^ciryii)g out on every (idc,diat he (hould morc- 
Xy percieive wtether thcyoftred* Peace unto him for' 
his advtfnt^e or their own. Some few da^ys after the . 
battel was fought, and the Macedms being overcome, 
were beaten dovrniPtolemy having received many wounds^ 
was taken, Jiis head was cut off,and being fixed on the 
point of aJance^it was carried all about the Army ip th^ 
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terror of the Macedons : So fatal was the overthrow,and 
lb great the rout, that few of them were prefervcd by 
tiighf, the reft were either all flain or taken Prifoners. 
When this was reported throughout aU Matedpnidy the 
Gates of the Cities were fhut, all f^aces were filled 
with mourning >» fometimes they lamented the lofs of 
their Children, fometimes they feared the deftrn^on of 
their Cities. They called upon the names of Meicatukr 
and Pbtlip^ as if their Kings ha^i been their gods, and 
implored their afliftance •, uoder wh©m they were fafe, 
not only againft their £nemies,but alfo Conqu^roursoi 
. the World ^ they implored them that they would de- 
fend their Country, which by the glory of their at- 
chievementSjthey had made (econd unto Heaven^and to 
relieve thofc now in their diftrefs, whom the fury and 
rarhneisofKingFra/emj', had deftroyed. All men de- 
fpairing, Softrniss otit of the Princes of the MMcedt^m 
thinking that in this extremity they muft ufe deeds as 
well as prayers, having drawn the youth eHxhtAfacedons 
into a body, he both reftrained the G^M/lf. growing info- 
lent vAth their Victory, and defellded the Muedsns 
from the plunderings of their Enemies^or which benefit 
of his eonduA and valour C many of the Noble men of 
Macedma aifeding the Kingdom ) he by his birth ^al- 
though ignoble, was* advanced above them:all s and be- 
ing faluted King by the army, he compelled the Soldi- 
ers to take the Oath of Allegiance^ not in name of the 
Kii%, but of the General. 

Jn the mean time, Brentm under whofe command 
one part of the GmtU had poured themfelves into 
Greece^ having underftpod of the Viftory of hi^ Ailgci- 
ates, whp undef Bel^ had overcome the Macedans^ 
difdaininfl that fo rich a bootjuand laden with the fpoiJs 
6{ the Easl,ihottld fo eafily be abandoned,haviag amaflcd 
a body of one hundred and fifty thouland raot, and 
fifteen thojafand Horfe, did break into M4(edoma -, and 
having nlundredthe Towns, and preyed the Fields, li^o- 
Jlf^enex aid advance ag^iinft him with a gallant Army 
9i the Muedms^ but beiog oot- fi> tnuneroy^ tjiey

were overcome by the multitude, and the weaker by 
"the ftlroriger, Tne MaceJonians being overcome, dijd 
hrdeihemfelves within, the Walls of their Cities, and 
Brennui being Conquerour, did plunder up and down 
the Country of all Macedom^ no man oppofing him ; 
. ^nd as if tboie fpoils were .too unworthy or his avarice, 
he turned«h]S miiid to the temples of the nnmortal gpd$» . 
.prophanely afTerting that oie gods being rich, ought out, 
otwacir abundance to contribute unto the poverty of 
men. He prefently therefore inched to Delphosy pre- . 
fcrring gold, the temptaijipn otRllifcion, above the vi- 
olation of the immortal god$,Vi ho he affirmed did ftand <. 
in no need of riches,, it bemg ; their cuftom to beftoW' 
them upon men. " ^ 

The. Temple of Apo^ is phced at Dilffnts on the 
Hill oi Farvajjiiiy z rock every where h^itiging over it, 
in which place the frequent confluence of men didereft ' 
a City, wno coming j:nither in great numbers, to the 
confirmation of the Ma;efty of the god did inhabit on 
that Rock. The Temple and City is not defended 
by WallSybut* by precipices not made' by hands, but 
niade (Irbng and guarded by fTature -, Co tnat it is hard « 
to 6y, whether the ftrengtn of thfe p[Iace, or the Ma- - 
]tA\ of the god be more to be admired : TJbe middle ^. 
of the Rock doth open it felf into the form of a Theater, 
.by reafon whereof, the clamour of men, and the clangor * 
ot the Trumpets when they are founded ( the hollow- 
' nefsoftheRocksreturninjg; and bandying the found front • 
one to another, and playing with itaAiongft themlelves^ 
the found is fieardhiore multiplied by the rehoation,. 
and appears greater far than when at mil ft was deliver 
red. This is that which ftriketh a greater terror of Ma- 
)efty into thofe who are ignorant- of the cau(e,and add^ 
a reverent amazement to the admiration ; muchkboiit 
tills hollow of the Rock on the middle of the height - 
of the Hill, there is a little plain, and init a deephote . 
out of which the Oracle proceeds,' which being a cold » 
breath driven up as it were by a wind, doth pofTefs the e 
rniods of the Priefts with a madnef$,wbo beingPed with

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the god^ he doth eqforce them to gWe answers to thofe- 
wtio do demand them .• By reafon of this, there were 
€0 be feen many and rich gifts,both of Kings and others^. 
Vflio do manifefl by their Magnificence both the grattr 
•taude of the Givers, and the Anfwcrs of the gods^. 

Bremm when he beheld the Tem'ple,did nriake a halt 
with his Arm]^, debating whether he (hould prelcntly 
aflault it, or gire his weary Soldiers the refpite of one 
night, to refiefli themjTelves; Ewridaim and teffalotm 
two Commanders,, tyhd joined themfelves unto him in 
Ikope of the Booty ,di<f cotfnfei him.to cut off all delays^, 
whiles tbe enemies were unprepared, and his newap* 
proach had (Irucjc a terror into them -, but they aflfirm- 
€;d that if they (hould give them the deliberation of one 
night,the Enemies might put on new refolntions by the 
accefsof new fupplics,ana the ways which now fay o- 
pen might be obftrufted. But the common Soldiers of 
the GaulsQXkt of their long want, when they fband 
the Country to abound with Wines, and all manner 
of Provxfion, did difperfe themfelves about the Fields, 
being iio lefs joyful with the abundance they fodnd^thaQ^ 
with their Victory j and forfaking their Enfigns, they 
did range up and down as Conqvetours- to feize on all. 
tjiingsj which gave fome refpite to the Delphianr 5 for 
QA the (irft report of the coming of the Gaulsythc Coun-. 
try people were prohibited by tnc oracle to bring their. 
Vjntage and . Harveft into their Towns ; which faving 
Counsel was hoc uoderflood until ch^ abundance o^ wine, 
and other provifions being left as a temptation and de- 
lay to the GanlSy the Auxiliaries of the neighbouring 
Countries had the Icifure to draw together j and the 
Uflpbians being^cncreafcd by the arced of their Forces^ 
did forcifie their City, before the G/«ir/>: falling to 
to thcit; fwiljL of Wine as to their Prey, could be caU. 
led CO their Standards.

the (how. With this information the Gmls being as much . 
inflamed as with their laft nights Wine, did begin the 
on fet without refpeit of danger. The Deipbians. on ^ 
the other fide, putting their confidence in their god, 
and not in their own ilrengch» did with concemM op« 
. pofe their Enemies^ and frotp the top .of the HjlBome 
9f tbeih with arms^and tome with (fones did 4)verwheim 
and repel the GauU ia their Scalado.In the heat of tlvis > 
Encounter, on a fudden tlie Prieds of all the Temples, 
and the Prophets themfelves with their hair diiherelled. 
in their mofl folemn habits and fillets did tremble all i 
with indignation,and did run forth mad into the front : 
of the'Arniy;wh€re,the Fight moft violently wa^ main- - 
tained 'y they cried out that their gpd^ was come down> > 
and that they beheld him leaping into theTemple,from^ 
the opened roofs diereofrfor whiles they moft humbly 
implored his help, a young Man as admirable in his - 
beauty as the tall proportion of his Body .with two arm- - 
ed Virgins who were Companions did appear, and did 
meet them out of the iwo adjoining Temples of Diavaj 
and* Minerva. --, neither did they only oehold them 
with their Eyes, but they heard alfothc twang t)f his -- 
B$iw, and the clafhing of his Arnuoar -^ they therefore . 
conjured them by ohe utmofl imprecations, that they 
would not delay to make a thorow difpatch upon their ' 
Enemies, the gods being th^ Leaders , and to join ^ 
themfelves Companions with them in the Vidory, with 
• th^fe. words being inflamed, they did all throw them- - 
felvcsupofi the points of their Enemies Swords,and im- -

wounds. Brenms their General, when he conld not etr- 
dure the aaguifli of his wounds^ cUd end his life with his 
K)^nad6. BtlgiHs the other of their Generals, the Aa- 
liior&of this War bein^pun^hedv departed in a flying 
march out of Greecr with ten thoufand of his Aflbciates: 
But Fortune was not more propitious to them flying y 
ibrfearfal as they were, there was no night Without 
rainpr ooM; nor day without labour and danger, but 
daily^f ms and Snow concrete with Ice, hunger, and 
wearinefs, and above all the great evil of too much 
watching did cdnfume the miferable 'Relicks of the an- 
lia(>pv War< The people alio and Nations through 
whicQ they marched, did purfue them flying before 
them as- a prey j By which means it came to pafs, that 
not one orfo great an i^rmy, who not long before being 
too confident IB their iVrength and_ numbers prefiimed 
to plunder the gods, did now remain to wttneft the re^ 
m^mbranceof fe great an overthrow.

PEace being conchddd betwixt the two Kings, Ami-- 
gmis and At^mbm'-, when Antigams returned into 
Mtcedonia^ a new Enemy did on a fudden arife unto 
him .^ for the Gauls who were left by Bremms to de- 
fend the bounds.of the Natia^ when ne advanced into 
Greece ( that they alone might not feem idle } havings 
arsied fifteen choufatid Foot, and thre8^ thoufaud 
Horfe, did i:rvadethe Q^tes znd Tribals, and having 
overcome them, they did hang like a dark cloud over 
Macedwia^ .and»fent tlieir Amral&dours to Ring AntigP' 
tmf to offer a mercenary Peace, and to difcover his* 
ftri^gth, . AntiifinHtty^ixb royal magnificence did inviie^ . 

t&niL. 
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, them to a (hcely Baoqucc, fee forch in the htghdl man- 
ner that could be devifed. The Gaids admiring the vaft 

* weights of Gold and Silver, which on piurpofe were laid 
open to dieir obfervations, and being provoked by the 
abundance and variety of the booty, returned more 
greedy of War, tlian when they came forth. The Ring 
alfo conmianded that the Elephants (hould be (hewed no* 
to them for a terror, >it being a iight unaccnftomed to 
them, and that they (hould fee the Snips laden with Soh> 
diets, and gallantly equipped, bein? jgnorant that to 

* did hereby tempt them^ by the ridnnds of the4)ooey, . 
ivhom he moui^ to have aflrigbted by the greatneft'of 
Tiispower. ^ 

Uit Ambafladours being' returned, made all thtnes 
greater than they were, and declared booh the wealth 
and the fecurity of the Ring -, his Tents,, they faid, were 
covered with Gold and Silver, and defendM neither by 
works nor ditch^t r and as if their riches were defence e- 
noneh, they negle^ed all ' Military daties^ thinking 
( belike ) chat they needed not the defence of lFon,be- 
C9ufe they abounded with Gold : By this relation the 
deiires of the greedy Nation were the more provoked to 
the prey. The example of Mffm did the more excite 
them, who not long before had overthrown the Army of 
the Macedtms^ and killed the Ring bimfelf. With the ^ 
general conlent of all, they \rs the night did invade the 
Tent of the Ring, who forefeeing this Tempeft, did give 
order the day before to take away all the precious move- 
ables, and privately to hide themfelves in thc4id)oining 
woods, neither was the Camp otherwife preferved> than 
that ft was thus abandoned *, For tne Gauls when they 
fa w*aU things forfaken and not only without Defenders, 
bnt al(b wimont a Guard, conceiving it to be rather an . 
Ambtt(h than a Flight, they did forbear for a while, to . • 
enter into the. Ports thereof. At lad, they pofTeiTed . 
tlKmfelves of them> rather examiniRg and fearch^ 
ing than plundering them, and not long afterwards, 
taking away what t&y found, they did carry it to the 
Shore , There whea too ra(hly they thought to feize upon 

die- 
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the fluids, they were kttled by the Sea-meo, and by a* 
pare ot the Land Army, who; fled thither with their 
Wives and Children fufpe^og no iuchidanger •• And fo 
great was the flauditer of the QaiAi^ that the report and 
opinion of this Yiftory procored pc^e xx>AntiiimiH^ not 
from the Gmih'^ bttt fome other ftiibborn Enemies who^ 
were hii Neighbours* 

The.yoinig.nien of the dmls at that time were fo nu- 
merous that uie y fwarmed all over Afm^ neither did the 
KingSiof the Eait manage anv Wars without the merce- 
nary Army of the GH»ii>,|ieitner did thofe who wereba- 
juflKd or beaten from th(ir Kingdom» addrefe them* 
felves unto any but to the Qauls only. So ereat was the 
terror 6f their name, or the invincible happinefs of 
their Arms, that Kings believed their Majefty was not 
fafe, nor could, they recover it being loft, unlefs they 
were afftfted by the Valour of the QmuIs : Being there- 
fore called by tne Ring of Bithyma to his help, and the 
Vidory obtained , they divided the Kingdom wkh. 
him, and called tiuit Country GaUo^Grdcia* While;! 
tliefe things were performed in AfiayFyrrhw beinc over- 
come by die C^rr^^m^x in a Battel at Sea, Jefired 
aidof i^nfi^MMT King oi Macedonia^ declaring that if he 
affifted him not, he muft be enforced to return into his- 
Kingdom, and feek the advancement pf his. Fortunes 
from the Aamif»f.Which when his Ambafladours brought 
himjvord was denied, (^ having diifembled thereafon, ) 
he. pretended a fudden departure. 

In the mean time, he commanded his ConfedenKCS 
to provide for the War, and delivered the Government 
of the Tovrer of Tarentum to HtUnm his Son and Afib 
his friend. Being returned mxo Efirm^ he immedi- 
ately invaded the bounds oi Macedonia^ yNhtxi Antigwut . 
did meet him with an Army, and being overcome by 
hiin, was put to flighty Fj^rr/^M^Iiereupon did take ihU- 
cedma incohis power, as if he had balanced the lofs of 
Italy and Sicily wich the regaining of the Kingdom of 
Macedonia , he did fend both for . hi^ Son , and for 
hk friend^ which he did .leave at Tarwum* Atai^q- 
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mi with t few Horfemeti the Companions of his flMic^ 
being on a fudden for^en of ali die Ornaments of his 
Dignity, did repair to Thejfaktikar^ behold tHe events 
of his loll kingdom, hiring ^ rterceififrjr »Army of 
tjie<r<iir/i to renew lite Wat;- and! being< agaia «&• 
Wrly overthrown hy Ptotemji thcSwiof #^4«#,«ndili 
his flight attended but with feveti men, he not only loiL 
aJl hope of the recovery of his Kingdom,, but fled into s 
fditary pkces and maile them die bdl procurers of Ms. 
fifcty." ..'.'. > 

F/rrfitu bring iiow advAieed la fo great « height of 
S6vere)gntj^, wai hoc'coi^eitc with'tbit^hich with mth- 
defty he dihil not afptre onto m his hopes, but pro^ 
poundedunto hinii^lr the Empire hoth of Greece and 
Afia ', he toolt afeiidty and prideioMs^Warsasin hisSo- 
vseraignty : for no man coula reiift'htm whitherfoever he. 
turned m power. Bnt^s he.was efteemed inMocit>le in 
adding Kingdom nhto Kin^om v fo having overcome 
th^m and obtained them, he qmdcly loit them, beii^ 
more fortpnate to t>btain than to preftfve. Having after- 
wards tranfported his forccion tne bthcr fide ot Cherfi^ 
nefw^ he was received by the Embaflies of the Atkmans^ 
Achaians, and Mpjfeluant ^ and all Greece^ amazed at 
the glory ofhis name,aDd at the Wonders of his Atchieve- 
ments agai^ft the Romans and Cartbagmans^ did with a.- 
labouring expe^ation attend his arrival. 

His firn ^yar in (Trerrr wasagainft the LacecUmonimr^v^ 
where he was oppofed more by the Valour of the Wo- ^ 
men than the Men : There he loft his Son VtoUmj/y and 
theableft and.choiceftjnen in his army : for fb great, 
a multitude of Women did pre& in throngs upon 
him for the defence ot their Country, as he was be- 
fiegiog Spartay tiiat he^ was enforced. to retreat from^ 
them, being not more valiantly than modefVPy oveir- 
cpme. ^ Moreover, ic is affirmed that his Son Ptolemjt 
was fo able a man of his hands, that he toQk the Cicy 
of Corcyra, being followed only vvich threcfcore men* 
In a Battel at Sea, there being but fcven men with him, . 
hf^, l^pcd.ouc of hi^jbo4C incQ the Ship of hi& Enemies,

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aad did' esiCMrce k cookcdicQce, And at the;afiaulc 
of the Cky o£ Sf»t4^ he gall<^ped hico the middle 
ttf the Cicy, aad .Miai(.cbere killed by the conconrfe of

fl^ a erdic while*Mfer thaa he feared or than hk ra(h-

•Aory with gentleneft> did dirmi& his Son Hekmts. deli- 
.ycced to him with Efkus^^ndffvc him leave to depart 
.to hk own Riogdiomy and delivered him the body ot hk 
unburied Fathor ta it interred in hk own Country. A- 
moogft all Authors the Fame is^conAant and dear e- 
Dou^, that no Kiqg .ekher of that or the former Age, . 
was to be comparea>to P/rrii</ 9 and that not only a*- 
mongft Kings, but other peribnages, there was feldom 
any tobe found of a-more )u(l or a more Religious life. 
So great was his knowledge in Military Affairs, that al- 
though he made War with fo gresic Kings, as Ljjbnaduis, 
VemetrtHSj and Antigmu -, yctnc always remained un- 
conquered. In the War aKoof the Mnans^ztAStczlianSi 
and of the Romans^ and the Carthagimans^ he .was never 
inferiour to them,and oftentimes a Cqnqueroiir: who, ' 
dioufih hk Country was but narrow, and before igUQ- 
Ue*^ by the Fame of his Atchievenients and the up- 
right i^efs of hk Converiai ion, (Ud renown icQyer all tnp. . 
WiQflrld, 
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AFtcrthc Jeaih of PytrhHs^ there were great mo- 
tions and tumults of War, not only in Macedmd 
• but in i4//ii alfo and in Greece:, for the Pehponnefians 
were by Treachery betrayed to AntigimKSj and accord- 
drng to the feverai inclinations of thelnh^tants, par- 
' raking either of )oy or grief^ as the feveral Cities either 
hoped for aid from Pyrrhusy or were afraid of his pow- 
> er 'j fo now thev eitner entered into league With Anti^ 

fonusi or ruflied themfelves upon a War by the mutual 
i4tred am ngft . themlelres. 
In this commotion of the troubled Prortnces, the 
. City alfo offphns was by Tyranny in?acied by Arijh' 
■ thnMs th^ Prince, by whom when many of the Rulers of 
the City wereflain, and more of them driven into ba« 
nifhmenr, the jEto&ms deiirin^ of him by dieir 
Ambafl&dours, that the£an/jr might be pernutted to 
hare thehr Wives and Children come unto them, he 
.ac the fiHl denied ir^ and afterwards as if he had 
repented cf what he bid demed, he^mre all the Ma- 
trons licave '■ to repair unto their banalhed Husbands, 

* and apbointed a day for their defyartnre. They as if 
they {nonld for ever fuffeir Imniflmient with their 
Husbands, taking with them their, richeft moveables, 
when they had met at the gate of the City to travel 
all in one Ttoop, they were apprehended apd com- 

• mitted to prifon,. and plundred of ail their goods, the 
iKtle Children being flain in the laps of their Mo- 
thers, and the Virgius their Daughters ravifhed. All 

' men being amazed at this domineering cruelty, one d 
their Rvictsffdematy by name, an old man^and deAitute 
of Children, and one that feared not in refped of his 
Age,' being no( obliged tq the refpeftof ple^es^ ha- 
ving 
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ving called to his honfc the mol! ftithful of his friciids, 
did exhort them to jthe revenge of their Country. 

They all debating" on a way to conclude the pd)- 
lick with their private Danger, and defiring a 
tinie fop deliberation, he fending for his fervants, m 
command theai to lock the doors, withal to go unto the 
Tyrant, and defire him to fend fome of his Guard 
to apprehend the Confpirators aflembSed in his 
houfe, objeftiog to-cvcry one of them, that becaafe 
he could not be the Author of delivering his Coos- 
try, he would be tfiic.revengcr of it being foHakcn by 
thpra* Hereupon they being furprifed with a doubr- 
ful ganger, chufmg tfie more honourable way of die 
two, f hey confpired to kill the Tyrant ; and Arifltitirm 
by this means was flain in the fifth Month after he had 
ufurpcd the Tyranny. 

In die mean time, Antiganm being ofxprefted wichife- 
/verjri'Wars,. which he-inide agamft KisxgPtotem^i and 
^the^ce^/mnimr, and. irtiew Army of Enemies from 
Galh-(hdteia; having left in his Gaiiip fon»e few Com- 
panies to .defend it s^ainft the other Enemies^ he 
marched with his chief power againft the Gmdi: 
Which which bcinf^ undernood, the better to prepare 
(hemfelves to the Fighc,. they ^d offer facrifices for 
l^he g6Qd^ even of-the Bam! : and a great flai^hter* and 
mer deflrn^n, bdn^ prefaced' to them >hy>che en- 
trails of the Beafts,.diey defperatelyituroiog fcfaeir fear 
into a fury, hoping that the threatntngs and the anger 
of the gods could be expiated by the mughter of their 
Families, they killed their Wives and Childreo, 
b^inntng the aufpications cf the War wi h fiich a 
deteflableiParricide: So great was tjic barbocoalbers of 
their (avage minds, that&ey did BQtfft>ibear clietir l«- 
fants and the tendernefs of that age which ev^en thetir 
Eneoiies would have fpared \ but nuuie a natalid^ 
ous and an intrinfick War with their own bowels their 
Children, and with the Mothers of their Children, 
for whom others are accuflomed to undertake 
"^^ars : Therefore, as if th<?y hadi redeemed the ViAory 
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^^nd their lites by thb bartklttns crttctey, ( Uoddy as

Ver, Btfmc€ when Aie* underwood that Executioneiis 
were >fenc to fake swwy her life, flie (hue up herfelf m 
tier Facbers Dic^n^ \Vtiere'wheii ic was reported to 
the Cidcs 6i AJiicL^ that (he was befieecd witn her lie* ' 
tic chUd, they caUing to their mind the dignity of 
her Father, arid of her Anceftors, and prompted to ^ 
compj^n at the indignity of her Fortune, tney all 
fenc aid iintohcr i Her Brother FtnUwf bein^ alfo 
flartied at thcndanger of his $ifter, haying left his own ' 
Kingdom^ Ad advance to her relief with all the fpeed * 
that cottid be*. But before the arrival of any aid^ 
Beronice when flie could not be taken by force, was killed 
by treachery : It was conceived by all to be a fubjeft 
moil worthv of lamentation. Therefore when all the 
Cities who had revolted from her, had provided a/very 
great Fleet, being amazed at this example of horiid 
cnielcv^^ did offer chemfelves and their Ships to Ptok- 
fFrf,'wNoif he had not been called back into jS^ypt by 
fcmie ifitedine fedicion, had poflefled himfelf ot all the 
Khigdoni oiSeieucus ; This parncidial guilt liad brought 
upon' him to much hatred; or the unworthy death of 
his Sifter had pnrchafed to Ptolemy fo much afieAion, 
After the death of Ptolemy, when Seleucus had fet forth a 
great Navy againft the Cities which revolted .immediate- 
ly a greattenipeft ariiin^, ^s if the gods themfflves 
would revenge this parricide, he loft them all by Tern* 
j>efl:, neither had he any thing left of fo great a prepani' 
tion; but his naked body,^ and fome tew Companions ^ 
of hSsShipwrack, Whom Fortune had preferved alive ; 
a lamentable thing it was, and yet acceptable to him ; 
for the CideSf winch in hatred of him, had revolted to 
Seleucus ([as if the gods were fatisfied in his puniflunent, ' 
themf^lves being tho Arbitrators ^by a fuaden ehan^ 
of .tfarirmlnd^ being touched with companion for his * 
Shipwrack, they did reftore thcmfelves unto the Au- - 
thoricyoihiscoininaud: Revoking therefore in Ms ca* 
latiity, and made morerich ^y iofs, he made War 4ipon 
Fi»to;r,'conoeLviiig himfelf Jiow equal in ftrength unto ^ 

-,r::iVi^jvo him; 
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him : But a$ if \m^u ixvo to be the fport of .Foctiiiic» 
aod had only received hftiKiagdoil tt^n b«c u> lafe k 
a^^ being vaoqixiflied ki B^tctK* aM .od( much more . 
acQompaJiied clia» after biS'Si^pwradc> he Ited ia-grea- * 
ter fear co Amod^ : fiom whence he fear Letters co . 
his Brother Anthchm itt which he did implore his aid, * 
and in recompeoce ther<of,dido(rer toMAiaU dnt part , 
oi4fidy which lieth on the bound of the HiU JmrHi. 

Amocbm bciog but fourteen years of aee^ and greedy 
o{ Soveraignt^ above his years took hold of the occau- 
•n, but not with that pious mind as it was fJbtfA \ but 
deliring like an Opprefbiur, to force all froto his Bro- 
ther, he armed himfelf, beins but a boy,iHth a wicked, i 
but a manly boldnefs. From his ravenous difpofidon he ^ 
was called Hierax, becaufe in fnatching awav the goods 
from other men, he followed not the fife ora maB, but 
ofa Bird of prey* ! 

In. the mean time, Ptokmy^ vAitn he nndcrftood tiiac ] 
Ring Antiocbat did advance to the aid and help off ^« ' 
ieucw^ made Peace with Seleucm for ten years, that he 
might not fight at once againft two : Bat Peace bemg * 
granted by the Enemy, it was reverfed by the Brother, ^ 
who having drawn unto him amercenary Army of the * 
Gauls in the (lead of a Brother, did renider himlclf an ' 
Enemy. In that War by the proweis of: the G4Misy 4pi- ' 
tiochm was Conquerour^ but the Gad$ betieving diat 
ScUhchs was flain in the Battel, did torn their ^vords 
againft ^nthchHt himfelf, believing they fliould plunder 
jyta wich more freedom, if they had deftroyed all the 
Royal Progeny. Which when AntixbiH perceived, he 
ranfomed himfelf from them as from high way-men widi ^ ' 
Gold h and not long after eatred into a league with his ^ 
own Mercenaries. 

In the me^m time, Eumenef King of Eithyma^ his Bro- j 
tbers being difpcrfed and confumed widi chril difaards 
( being as It were to invade theiincecuin podeffion of ' 
Afia) afTaulted the Gauls^zfid the Conqueror ites^for ' 
ac once, who being weary, and many of them wounded 
in the former encounter,, it was not c^fficultfiir him to 

overcome

Hrercomc them* In chat time^ all chc Wars were de« 
ligned for the deftmftioa of Afia \ and as one was more 
jipwerful than another, he always feized upon Afia as a 
M-ey. The cwo Brodicrs, SeUucus and Antiochat did 
wage WzrhrAfta-y Ftoktus/ King of Miypt in pretence to 
evenge his Sifter, did atfo greedil v covet the Empire 
>f Afia^-^ on this fide, Eumenet of Bitoyfday on the other 
ide the Giuf/lf, being always a mcfccnary army,did nu^e 
i prey of Afia } and amongft fo many^oiere was no man 
bttsd to be a Defender of it. Ammhi§thcmg orerccHne, 
ivh^a Emmies h^d pofTcffird the greaieft part thereof, 
lie two Brothers, (the booty b^ng Ml for which they - 
nade War ) could not yet agree anongft themfeltes ; 
mt^ the foreign Enemy neing neglefted, they did drive 
>n a.War, for the mutual ckftriktton of themfelves : 
[n which Antmhus being overcome the tecond time, 
ind wearicd'with Aying, which continued many da^s, 
k at laQ direded his courfe to Arumimts 6is Fatner-m- 
biw, who was King 6i CMffaimia : He having nobly en- 
^rcained hiM at firft, did not lon^ after contrive to 
ake away his life by treachery, whKh Antiocbuf having 
inderftood, did provide for his (afetv by flight. And 
ivhen wandring lipand down, he could nod no place in 
irhich he m%ht refide with fafety, he repaired to Ptole- 
my his Enemy, conceiving his atturance to be more (afe 
fhan his Brothers, being either confcious what he inten- 
' d to him, or what he had deferved of him jhutPtoie* 
being not to be reconciled to him, did command him 
be kept in clofe imprifonment, from whence by the 
badeavours of a woman whom 6imiliarly he knew, he 
bade'an efcape, having deceived his Keeoers ^and fly- 
og way, he was feized upon, and killed by Thieves. 
Much at the fame timc^Seleueiis having loft his Kingdom 
I being dirown from his horfe) did u>(e his life ; And 
Ihns tliefe two Brothers, being Brothers alfo in banifh- 
nettt, after the lofs of their Kingdoms, did fiiffer the 
puniflimenc of tlietr tran%refltons. 



The 
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OLytfijidf the Daughter of Pyrthm Rins; of £firu^ 
having loft Alexander her HusbaiHl, who was alio 
her Brother, when (he tfickvfom her felf the guardT- 
a^flitp of her two Soos, Pjrrms and Pt^lemj, begot- 
teorjby him, and the Governmenc alfo of the King-- 
dom i the J^oUans attemptbg to force from her 
part of. ^r/xnumitf, which her Itosband had purchafed 
with his Sword, (he addreifed her felf to Demetrius 
King of Macedonia 9 who haviDg before efpouled 
the Sifter of Afltiocbm King of Syjfia^j (jfic deuvercd 
him her own Paughtei* Pbyfia in marriage alfo, chacfo 
by the right of. confanguinity, (h^ might obtain that 
aiRftance which fhe tould iK)cpj:;ocore by Comj^dion :, 
The Nuptials therefore were folemnized by which the 
fsivour of the new marriage was confirmed, and the 
offence forgiving diftaft to the old was contrafted : Buc 
the firft Wue ( as if ftie had been divorced ) did d. 
her own accord^epart to her Brother Antiocbusy and did^ 
by importunity infbrce him to make War upon her Hus- 
band. The Acarnamans aifo diftrufting the EpiroteSy did 
implore aid of the Romans againft the j^tolianSy and ob- 
tained of the Senate of Rome, that AmbaiTadoiirs (hould 
be fent who (hould command the ^olians to withdraw 
tlieir Garrifons from the Cities oiAcamania^d permit 
thpfe- to be fre<, who only heretofore refused to aid the 
Grecians Bgjinft the Trijans *, the Authors of their prifiii 
nal. But the Motions returned a pjroud anfwer to the 
AmbafTadpors oiRmef upbraiding fheti^ with the Carl 
thaginians and the Gauls^by whom thev wereopprefled 
with fo many Wars, and u> often abfoiutely overcome^ 
they told them that they muft firft open their Gates 
to hght againft the Carthaginians^ which the fear of th« 

Punxdi 
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Punick War had fliuft, before they could cratiflate their, 
army into Greece : They deiired them jflfo to call to mind 
who they were whdhi they c hreamcd j the J^omans (^they 
faidjlcould not defend their own City againA the Gauls $ 
and it being taken, they did not refcue it by the Sword, 
but redeemed ie with Gold ^ which Nation having in* 
raded^tfr^^cp with a far greater number } they witnout 
any Auxiliaries received from ftrangers, or from their 
own country men^did totally overthrow,and gave them 
chat fea^ for their Sepulchers, which they propounded 
cothemfeives for their Armies and their £m])ire:On tlic 
other fide, the Ihmans trembling at the burning of their 
City, did give the leifure to the Gauls to poflefs thcm- 
felvesofalmoft/all Italy. They declared that the Gauls 
wcr€ firft to be beaten out ot Italy jbcforc they fhould im- 
pofe any command u^n the ^tolians^ and that they 
ihould firft defend their own,bcfore they (hould under- 
take to proted the interefts of others. They proceeded 
further in difdaiitful Interrogatories \ And what men 
arc thcfc Romans ^ Shepherds who'by robbery detained 
the Land from their right Mafter j who through the in- 
&my of their defcent^could not provide themielves widi 
AVives, untefs dicy took them oy violence ; who erc- 
fted their City by parricide,' and mingled their Mor- 
tar of the foundation with Brothers-blood. They de- 
clared, that the /SMians were always Princes oiGreece^ 
' and exceeded others as mudh in dignity as in valour » 
They were the only men who always defpifed the Mact- 
dmms flourifliing with the command and Sovereignty 
of the World, who feared not King F^j///>, who con- 
demned not the Edids of i4/^xW^r the Great, after his 
conqueft of the Fer//dnx and the WW/,wheu theWorld 
trembled under, his Laws. They therefore admoni/hed 
^e Romans to be contented with their preient fortune, 
nor provoke thofe Armies by whom they faw the Gauls 
were overttarown^nd the Mactdens made contemptible*, 
and having thus diftfiATed the R^man Ambairadours,that 
tliey might Hot appear to have fpoken more.coura- 
gioufly than they refolvcd to have performcd,thcy plun- 

L dercd 
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dcred that part qf Acarnama, which bonlerect on Efi-^ 
rw, 

OijfmpMs had now delivered her Rlngdoms to her 
Sons, and Ptokn^ fucceeded in the nlacc of Fyrrbns his 
.deceafed Brother, who whea he advanced againft bis 
Enemies with a pliant Army) being furprized by fick- 
nefs, died in the way : zndViymfias her felf, her hern 
being pierced dtrough and through for the ids of both 
her Children, and her ibui frck wichin her, did not 
long out-live them \ and whei^crfall the fioyal Family, 
there not any remained alive, but only the young Lady 
Nereky with her Siller La$datma^ Herat married Qelm 
the Son of the King o( Sicily^ and LaaJamU fiyii^co the 
A fear oiDlana^ did there lofe l^r life by the vic^CBce 
of the people -, ^^hich tacinorous aft, the Immortal 
godsrevengcd with the ccmtnued flaugliters,aQdalmoft 
tlVe total deft.ruftion, of all the people. For being 
punifhed with barfennefs add hunger, and vexed wkh 
civil difcords, they 'wefe^^ laft almoft uttcrij con- 
fumed by foreign Warsi And iWi/o the Exeoirioner 
t>f Laodamta bemg poflefled with a fury, atremptkig 
fometimes to kill himfelf with a Sword, fometimes to 
beat out his brains with (tones, atthelaii tearing out 
his bowels with his teeth, died <he twel^ di^ atter^ 
Avards. v " • "" - •• ' 

Thefe things being thus managed in EpiriHy King De- 
metrm in the mean time deceafed in MicedmUy leaving 
his Son Fhtlip in his minority, to whom Antigotms being 
Tutor, having married his Mother, did intend to pof- 
fels himfelf of the Kingdom. In the procefsbf time, when 
he was kept a prifoner in his own Court by the threats 
and fedit}on of .the Mac^ons^ he broke forth at laft, and 
advencured Jnto the publick without a Guard*, and havtog 
thrd\Vn hi^ Diadem ahd purple robe amongft the people, 
he conimanded:that they fhould be given to fonte other 
man whp knew better to govern them, or they to obey 
him. For his part, he underftoodlvellenough the ringols 
in that envied Crown, a'Ad the wei^hrof it ; not by his 
plcafures; but by his labours and his dangers. He did 
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tmc them in mind of wbac he had done for chem v how 
ne re^Eoiged cbe revdc of their tflbdaces ; how he fup* 
vteSkd me Dardamans and Tb^atimsyinMrng at tne 
4exh.of Riog Demenim \ and at laft» how he not only 
< trfriulnd( » but ipcroafed the dignity of the I^e^mant* 
iii% a£ wfakh fince tbcy did rcpem, he did la^ down his 
Goiniiuindj'and did recam diean their own gi^r^caofe 
they.iienlaiukdaRiog, onrer whom\b.e^Iiiight com« 
insind* 

'. The feopleheariw this, were rebuked by their own 
flttm^ aiki xommincKd him: tp receive agaiA the Sove« 
raigiicy of Command:^ wittchhe.refufed^ until the Au« 
chtMiS>of die: fe4itiMi wctre delhrered to him- to be pu* . 
liiflied. . 

- . Afiierthisiic made War upoti thiCilaceiUmnhms^ who 
idoac in the Wars of Philip and Alexmdert defpiToi the 
command of the McedtmSyi and the Arms, which were 
f«ared.by 4il the Worid* tBecvtixt fhefe two renowned 
N^tton&,:thc War wascarried qiO> on both fides, with 
fifm^aketk refolntibns : iTHdfe fighting for the ancienc 
g^ory fif tlte MtcedoHS99sid the others not only for their 
iiiiftain€diiberty,bu€fi)r theicoeriain Gifiety* 

The Lai:abunmans being overcome, not themfelves 
only, but thar WWes:arid Children fuftaiaed their mif- 
fortune with theia^ widi an jovigcible courage. In the 
Battel, not any one of the men was indulgent to his own 
(afety, nor any one of the Women did afterwards bewail 
hcrloft Husband: Thcoldmenr extolled the honourable 
death of their Sons,and the Daughters didgratulate their 
Fathers (lain iathe Field*. Tbey all lamented their own 
cotfditibn, that they died not themfelves for the liberty 
of their Country. The Parents did receive into their 
houfes ait due wcce wounded, they Comforted the fick 
ai^ ccfreQied all die weak and the weary. In fo great an 
everdnrow dicn: was no comnlajnt ia the !City,no fign of 
feav at.all^ titty alk lamented rather their publick than 
their private fortunes: pre fently«iponLthisC/e9meffe^ their 
King ( after sl great flaugbter <^ tas Enemies ) being co« 
vered with Jhis own blood, and with the blood of his

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Enemies, retreated to the City,afTd.havh|g emred itito! 
ir,)ie fate not down to demand either meat or drink^noc; 
eafedhimfelfby puttingolFdie burden df his. Armour,') 
but leaning agamil the Wall^hen he beheld tHat thctt) 
vveie but rour thouTand lefcof ail. his Army >hc exhorted 
them toTeferve themfelves to a better opportunity to do 
their Countryfervice^and takii% his Wife andChikhrem 
with him, he departed to Ptoltnf^ in Eppt^y whom he 
was for a long time hofiooc^ly eiQtartained,andT lived in 
the height of regal Ma^dbr: Attdac iaft,aficcr she dcack' 
of n<>/emrf heand all his Fabniyv were flam l>yius:Son. 
ByxtAnti^nm (^ the LaeeiUm^ans bebgJuttecly over- 
thrown) did lament the fortune of fo great a City^ and 
ilri6Uy drd rnhibh his^ Soldiers tO' plunden^ and more- 
over ^ve a free pardon to thpfe wlio remained alive -, 
altedging that he madeWar notwith the Laceddmoniim^ 
l)ut with Cleomenefy ItT^whoie iii^eall hisian^r wasab- 
ipeafed, and It was more for liis own ^lory that £4ce(U- 
/»pfi was preferved by himfelf, than if it were taken .and 
j^undrea by his forces. He therefore fpared the City 
land the foundaoion of the Walls becaufe there werf na 
men left to whom he might fhew indulgent*: Not long 
after he died himfelf, and left: his Kingdom/ to his Son 
FW//f, being above fourteen years of ^e.

Much about the fame time, the Soveraigh Com^ 
mands of the whole World did fu6fer a cfaan^ 
by the fnccetfion of new Kings $ for Antigmtt^ the Tu* 
tor of i'/'iZ/p being dead, PMip reigned aftei-wards 
fourteen years in Mtcedoma ; and Seiencus being in A* 
fia^AntiochHt was made King both of it and 5^^) bcv 
fore he was fifteen years of age : The Kingdom of Cap* 
'^ 14 was delivered by-his Father to the Child Art-- 

atkrcs* 
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' athrrs. Ftolem^ poffeffed himfelf of Egypt ^Jiaving ffaia 
' his FJtchcf aiid Mother, and for this parricidial guiJt'Was 
^furnzmci-n^ljO'ieKofhifrFatbery the clean contrary way. 
J^ The Laced^mmans cpnfticuted Lycurguf to be their 
[' King in the place oiCleomenes. And,that in no pl^cc there 
] ifhould i change be wanting, kamihal^ being not yet of 
* age, was chbfcn Gtvitvzl of xhc Carthaginians -y not for 
the wantof Q)mnianders, but for his Iiatred to thtKo- 
I matisy, which arol^ up from his child-hood with him 5 
, a &cal difeafe he was not only to the Romans^bxit to Afri- 
icfi ii: felf, Thefe ' boys being Kings, although there were 
. fio 'Gbvcirnours of a greater age, yet every one of them 
oeing intent to follow the traces of their Predeceflbrs, 
diere fhined forth a growing light of honour in them 
all. Only Ptolemy as he was nefarious in fiahiing the 
" Kingdom, fo he was llothful in the admimuration of 
._ tlic.Gover'nmen^ of it.. The Dardanians^nd other neieh- 
/bouring ,lSIations, who carried an inveterate and a 
;; .deadly hatred. t(^ the Kings of Macedma^v^ the con- 
j tempt of this yoling mans age, did daily pr6voke him, 
[ On the other fide, his enemies being round about him, 
..and lie not contented only to defend his own Domini- 
'ous, delired to make War.againft the j¥.t9lians\ and 
^ jDcifigfuU of the defign, Demetrius King of the Ilhriansy 
^jl>eitiglately overcome by Paul phc Komar^ Conful, did 
*'. .wich^^pi.J7umblp^l?^titiqnadHrcft'himrelf utt him,com- 
plainii^,oi the^jufv <^the\Roffj^«>,who were not con- 
' tentei with tjie bounds' of /w//, but in an afpirih^ hope^ 
..promlfihg to thcmfelves the Empire of all the World, 
dicl make War upon all Nations. Thus they affefted 
the. Sovereignty of Sicily, Sardima znd Spain -^ and 
^ giyjeidj s^t^AfricOjixj^dc War wich the Carthaghnans^ 
' and' with Hmnibd himfelf. Tiiey alfo, he faid; brought 
. 4 War^i^fjpji Himfelf for no qther caufe, but that he 
. \vas a neigliboiir unto Italy ^ as if it were a . tref- 
'pafs for any King to Reign near the bounds of their Em- 
pire s but above all things, he was to be an ex- 
ample of , Admonition ; whofe Kingdom by how much 
it was vdott noble and more near unco tliem, by .

He faid, he beheld the doud of that fierce afa^'drtiri 
War arifing in Italy^^ ind tV ftorms^alrcady'^bufrcSWig 
and lightning from the Weft;^ffdi^i(tQ^han8e4Tirp^ 
of th?world the Tempeft p£W^'14»*ry%6uM dKve, 
it would pollute all thiftgs whh'a-cifitnfonflliowerof Wood. 

Greece mdced,hc faid,had oftentimes indured Vaft mo- 
tions of the FerJianSy fometimes of the ^««//,-fomctimes 
of the Macedonia but all this would appe^ no more than 
a fport,if that Army' of the Xow^itf which;^SLnow In 
/f^;^ fliould pour it lelf into ario.thcr Lat^d.' ' • '^ • 

He beheld whatcruel and bl6ody Wars ))Oth^thc f4an- 
ons of the Rjmans and Carthagitianf ambfi|il tffeihftlvcs 
did make, being equal in the ftrength of their Forces, 
and in the conduilt of their Generafs, which enmity .cbnid 
never be concluded with the deftruflion of one of the 
pahics only^ without the, ruinc of their neighbours. 

. If 
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It was rrnc indeed, that the fierce iiliods of the Con- 
quercKirs were iefs to be feared by the Macedonians than 
by the Qttcians •, for they were more remote in the 
fitn^tion^ ftnd more ffaroog in the power to excrcife 
theirreveflge ; he was comident moreover that thofcr 
who now fbught in tdy with fo much might, would 
not content tliemfehrcs with that Viftory, and they 
ought even in Maceima, to fear the approach of the 
Conquerours. 

With -this pretence the War being ended with the 
'MfulUns^ PM^ minding nodiing more than, the Warr 
againifl the Romans and Carikafinians^ did weigh with 
fiimfeif th« Orengcff of bodi Ai|aic8« And the Romans: 
themfelves wlio were dee(^ eng^d in the War with 
Nannihal^ were not free from the tear of the Mofedons^ 
by rea(bn of the ancient Valour of the iWjJcerfow^aipd the 
gJory of the Conquered Eaft •, and you,ng R^//ip|5eing 
tnduftrious and prompt to the War, ancl -wic|pl in^ 
4f amed with-an emulation to tread in the Viftor i!nk (lep$ 
Tof Alexander y did firike a new terror ittco chem. 

Therefore FbUrp when he found that the Romans were 
overcome again by the Otnbagmtans in a fecond Battel, 
profefVing himfclf CO be an Enemy openly to th^ Romans, 
he did b^m to build Ships to traniport his Army into 
Ihiiy^, ' He feiJt aferwards an Ambaflidour to Hanni- 
bal 'mth Letters, to e4?ter into a League wich him ; 
who being apprehended bv the Romans, and broughc 
unto the Senate, was difniiffed without any prejudice, 
not in honour to tile King, bttt th« being yet doubtful 
they might not make him an undoubted Enemy. When 
ft was afterwards, declared to. the Romans^ that Fhtlip 
.would paft hisFoFce« inro/r/tfy,.tliey feilt tevinm the 
FYdUor^ with a Fleet well equipaged to hinder him in 
his paffage : who *ihen he arriv^ in Greece^ he enfor- 
ce4 1\\6^ 'Mtohans wicbniauy fromifes to undertake a 
War agaittft FhiOp, 

At the fame time alio PhiHp'dM folicke the Mtolians 
to make War againA the Romam. In the n>ean time, 
the Dardanians b^ao to mala. fpoiL-.oa..the^ borders of

Macedonia^ and having taken thence twenty thoufand 
Captives, they called back Philrp from the Roman War 
to defend his own Kingdom. Whiles thefe things were

' League with KingAttabu did plunder Greece^vfhh which 
the Cicies being difmayed they wearied Pif^i///> with their 
EmbufTics de^ring aid of him -y and the Kings of Jlfyria 
alfo with their daily fuppUcajrions did iniportuce him 
to perform his promiie : but above all, the plundred 
Macedms defired - revenue* He being befi^ed with 
fo great and fo many difficulties^ did deliberate widi 
himfelf what War he fhonld firfl undertake ; and pro- 

^mifed unto all, that he faddeniy would fend aid unto 
them : not that he was able to perform what he pro- 
mtfed, but that having filled them with hope, he might 
ftill keep them obhged in the Indentures of their alfo- 
ciation. Histirft expedition was a^ainA the Dsr damans^ 

' ivho intending to make an advant<^e of i^is abfence did 
threaten to h\l upon 'Macedonia with a great weight of 
War. He made Peace alfo with the RomanSyhcing con- 
tent that they had deferred the Macedotaan War. He 
had a defign upon Philopemenes General of the Aeb^ums^ 
whoTas he had heard^aid privately fotlicite lYitRomansy 
and the tempers of their aftbciaees, which being known 
and avoided, be by his authority qonunanded thei4« 
chiuins to depart from his fervice.

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PHiUp being intent on great A tchievemcnts inMacc' 
. donia^ the manners kA Ptolemy in Egyft were for dif- 
ferent from him y for the Kingdom being obtained 
with the Parricide both of Father and Mother, and 
the Uaughter of his Brother being add<fd to the murder 
of his Parents, as^if he, had done very bravely in it, he 

afterward^ 
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afterwards delivered up llimfelfta. luxury, and die 
whole Country followed the diffolute manners of the 
Ring .'Therefore not only his friends and Lieutenants, 
but all the Army having left off the Arts of War, vvcrc 
corrupted with the Ibofnefs of the Court, and became 
unarmed by (loth and riot.* Whkh being underftood^ 
Amochustht King of Syria ( the ancient hatred betwixt 
both Kingdoms exciting him; in a fudden Wat>^id pof* 
fefs himfelf of many of his Cities, and d'fd invadie Egypt 
It felf. On this, Pfolemy was furprizcd with feat, and by 
hi^ Amba(fadour§, dcfircd Anthchus to forbear, ^htil he 
could jget his Army in a readinefs. V- 

And having drawn very confiderable Forces, from 
Creecey he overcame i4arix^x, and had difpoilcd him 
of his Kmgdom if he had but a little helped Fprtune^ 
and. improved the advantage by his Valour. But con- 
tented with the reftauration of the Cities which he had 
foft,.aTid having made a Peace, he greedily imbraced it 
Subject for flbth, and being fallen mto luxury, halving 
' (lain his Wife Enrydice^ who was his own Sifter, he was 
overcome by ihe allurements of /J^^rioc/M the Harlot', 
and forgetting the ^reat^ef^of his Name and Ma)efty,he 
wafted the nights in wantonnefs, and the dsiys in riot, 
timbrels and Dances were added ( the Inftruments of 
Luxury;}and he was not now lookea upon as a King, but ' 
as a profeifed Mafter of loofnefs •, he delighted himfelf 
withMinftrels and all the prqvocations of luft.This was 
the hidden difeafe, and the fadfymptoms of the falling 
Court. Licentionfnefs afterwards increafing, thcinipt;- 
denccof^he incontinenrwoman could- not be contained 
within the Walls ofthe PaIace,whom the daily and inters ^ 
mingled pollutions of the King with her Brother i4^r/jo-* 
c/e/,(aProftitute of an afpiringcomefinefsjfciid makcmore 
ihf6lent.N6 little aggravation to this was meMother£«rf»- 
' the ^\s\io held more faft theKing inthralleowith the allure- 
meats of both her children : Therefore being jiot cow- 
tented to poffefs the Ring,they did now aifo poffefs the 
Kingdom : now they were feen in publick,ahd faluted & 
uttindcd^AgathocUs theProfticutc beingjoiaed to the fide 
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of the Eing, did gOTcrn the :City, and the Women did 
difbofc of the Seacs of Judicature, of Uemenafic-lhips, 
and places of Command s neither was there any nian of 
lefs power in the Kingdoni tlian the King himlelf. In 
the mean timejiaving left five Sons by his Sifter fjci^iice,. 
he died. This whiles the women feiated u|>on his Ex- 
chequer, and indeavoured to govern the Kingdom, by 
making a League wieh (he deboiftefl and moft diflblute 

Erfons, the bufinefs was a long time concealed \ but it 
ing difcovered %x Uft, Ai4thoclesws killed in the firft* 
place by the concourfe of the niulticude^ and the wo- 
men ( to reveflge. the death of Eurydice ) were failned 
upon croffes. 

The King beiogdead, and theLin&imy of the Kingdom, 
being as it iverc expiated by thfc punifliment of fhe 
Harlots, the Aiexatkirians did fend their Amballadoun 
to Rime intreating them that they would undertake the 
Guai:drhipof the young Prince, and prbteft the King- 
dom oi Egypt whidi (they faid) Fhitip and Ant'iochus bi- 
ving made a League together, had divided amongft 
themfelves. The AmbalTy was grateful to the K<mt0ns at 
that time, feekiag an occasion to make War againil PhU 
lip^ who lay ip wait to entrap them in the time of the 
Cartboi'mm War. To this may be added, that the 
CarthagimansiiTid HanmhalhtiQg overcome, the Romans 
feared clie Arms of no man more -, ConHdering with 
therafclves, how great a cbnamoti<in Pyrrhns with a few. 
Bands of the Macedmims had made ia If^/jS ^nd what 
greac acchievements they had performed in the Eaft :. 
^ Ambalfadours were therefore fent to require Philip and 
* Antixhus to refrain from the KingdoTiS of £^>I>^ Maran 
Lepidffi was alfo fenc into E:^t to be -the proteftor of the 
. Kingdom in the behalf of the young Prince. Wliilcs thefc 
things were in a^^on, the Anibaffadoiirs oiAttalw King. 
g£ Pergmiii and of Rhodes did addrefs themfelves toRome^ 
complaining of the injuries of King F4//^, which com- 
plaint took away all the delay of the War againft Ataceda-- 
n/4.* Immediately in pretence of bringing aiU to their afTo- 
ciates, Waif was denottn.ce4;igainuF&/i/>5 and many

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Legions were fenc with theCouafel into Macedonia: And 
not long afterwards all Greece^h confidence of theR^w^ni 
fuccefsajgaiflft Pbiib (being crefted into a Hbpe of their 
former liberty) did make War upon him j fo that the 
King being urged on every fide was compelled to defire 
Peace^ the conditioni whereof when they. were ex- 
pounded by the RomansX^ttg Mtalus began to redemand * 
nis privileges, the Rbodians demanded theirs, the A- 
€h<eans and Js.tolians theirs, 

^ On the other fide F&i/i/> did grant that he could be 
induced p obey the Romans^ but it would be .an jpwor- 
thy part of him, if he fhould condefcend that thWfrfci- 
ans being overcome by Philip and Akxiod^ his Prede- 
ceffors, and brought under the yoke ofthe Afoce^(?wM« ^ 
Empire, fhould like Conquerqurs impofe Laws of peace, 
on him, who ought rather to give an account of their 
fiibje^ioa than lay a claim to liberty. 

At the lad Phinp being importunate,a Truce was made : 
for 2 months,& the peace which could not be concluded < 
mMacedonia^Y(Z%.io be concludedon by theSenateatilowe. . 

In the &me Year between the two Iflands oilheramt-- 
ties and Tberajia in the midft betwixt both hanks and* 
the Sea, there was a great Earthquake, in which, to the 
wonder of thofe who^ailed by, the waters growing fud- 
denly hot, there art>re an IfLand out of the Deeps, And' 
on the (ame day an Earthquake in Afi'a did (hake pJ)odeS' 
and many other Cities, and bringing a great ruine with 
it, did wholly devour others. All men heing affrighted^ 
at the prodigy, the Prophets prefajged that the rifing 
Empire of the Romans fhould devour the ancient one 
of Greel^ and Macedons. The Senate in the mean time - 
having refufed to make any peace with PhiHp^ he follici- - 
ted the Tyrant Nabis into the fociety of the War v and^^ 
having brought his Army into the field, aiid marfhalled ' 
them to encounter their enemies who were prepared to ' 
receive them, he did exhort them to it by declaring, to » 
the^n, that the Verfians^ BdHtianr^ and the Indians, and ^ 
all Afta^ even to the end of the Eaft, was overcome by/ 
xkatMacedQnsyixA that thi&War ought fo much the more: 

couragiouflyy 
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couragioufly to be fuflained by thcm> as liberty is more 
nobJe tliaa fubjedlion. 

ButFiaminm the Roman Conful'did excite his Sol- 
diers unto battel by the Comniemoration of their late 
atchievements, dcmonftrating that Carthage and Sicily 
on the one fide, and; that Italy ^nd Spain on the other' 
fide were.conquered by the i^mtfirvaIour,and chat Nan^ 
tiibal was not to be ranked below Mexamkr the Great,. 
who being beaten out otltaly^ tlie Romans had fubdaed 
Afrka^ it iclf, the third part o/ tlie World. MoreoYcr the 
Aface^svtcvc not to be efteemed according to dieir an- 
cient tame, but by. their prefent ftrength \ for now they 
waged not War with Alexander the Great, whom per- 
chance they heard:to be invihcible,neither with his Ar- 
my who fubducd the Eaft, but with Philip a boy, not 
yet grown up to maturity of Age, who hardly was able 
to maiot^in the bonds of his own Kingdom y and with 
thofe Mtccdons who not Idng after became a prey to the 
Dardanians -j Tliey did only boaft of the honors of their 
Anceftc/s, but the Romans were renowned (or the pre- 
fent courage of their Soldiers -, for Nannibaly and the 
Carthaginians, z\\d almoft all the Weft were not oter- 
comeby any other Arm^ but by, thofe Soldiers wlio 
were then in tl^ field with Ijim, The Soldiers on both 
fides being ftirred up with thcfc exhortat!ons,thcy join- 
ed in Batteljthe one glorying in the conqueft of the Eaft; 
the othcyT of the Weft •, thefc carrying into the fight the 
ai)cientand abfolute honors of their Anceftors, and the 
others the flower -of their. Chivalry, flburifhing in the 
height of the prefente xampjes; But-the Roman fortune 
overcame the Macedonians : and Philip having loft the 
Battel, defiired Peace of theConful Flaminittfj which be- 
ing obtaiiicd, li^ preferved ftill the name of a King, and 
all the Cities of Thrace being loft (as Pdembcrs that had 
no intereft in the ancient [joflVfTioh ofthe Kingdom^ he 
only referved^he titleofKing of Macedonh\ but the jE- 
t$lran} being offended, becaufe Macedonia was not taken 
from the King, and given to them for a reward of their 
• ibrice> did fe.od AmbaffedOrs to Aiithchit^^ who by flat- 
tering , 
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cering him with his greatnefs, did pcrfwade him to 
make War with;Aowif,promifing him cliac all Greect- 
would, be ready CO affile him. 
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PTolmy furnamedFibi/o^iir^,Kingof.<^^,beiogdead^ 
the tender age of his S6n,who was letc to inherit the 
Kingdom, being defpifed, he became a prey to his own 
Sub;efts ; Moreover, Amkehut King of Syrta had ade* 
iign to difpoflefs him otJEiypt, Therefore when he had< 
invaded Pbotmcia and other Cities of Syria, which be- 
longed to the Principality oiMgypt, the Senate ofKome^ 
did fend Ambaffadors to him to declare unto him thac 
he fhould abftiain from the Kingdom of the younc Prince, 
which was bequeathed- to their truft by the laft Will of 
his Father.Bnt thefe Amball^dors being neglefted by^4n- 
thchHt, not long after there was fent from J^^re another 
AmbaiTy, who making no mention of their Ward at ally 
commanded that the Cities f which by the right of 
War were under the people oi Rome) (hould wholly be 
reftored to them. AfHtmbia rcfiifine ic, War was de- 
nounced agaihft him, which he,as>haitily did undertake ^ 
ias fortunately he did manage. At the^ame tiine Nabk the 
Tyrant did feize upon many Cities of (keece.

The name of Hannibal did-alfo make the v/arofAnthchHf 
nioreterrible,againft whom his adterfarics}\vho envied 
his name in Arms) did in private accuUtions^romplain 
unco the Roman f^ that he had encred into a league with 
i4/}r/oci[F»j,alledging chat he being accudomed to military 
Command^^and the Arbitrary^po^er of the fword,would 

ncycrv 
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ner be contenc to Hyc wider Laws,aisd chat liebeiog wea« 
ry of the.peace of die City, would be always lookiQg after 
new caufes of War ^ which acscu^ions^Ubough they were 
falfly reported^ yetamongil the ifearful they palTed for 
t^ttcL The Senate being (urprifed with the fear of him, 
did fend Servilm Ainbal&dour mto Africa to difcover 
his Defigns, and gave him private inurud^ions, thac if 
poAiSly he Gould^he might deftroy himby.hisemiilacorSy. 
and free the Roman people from the fear of fo hated a 
name. Bat HdimiM was not long igoorant of the def^n, 
being a man cxperieoceciLboch to tore-fee and to prevent 
dafiger^^aiid tapreparc for adverfe fortune k.proTperkyr 
as tomeditacexn profpefOi}6 forcune in advcrntY.There-* 
fore after he had^ the whole day, prefented hiaifelf in. 
publick before the £ice of the S^oaie of Cartba^e^znd of 
the Kiman Ambafladour, the eveniiiig approachingt he 
took horfe aoui repaired to hts.Country-houfe,which he 
had near CO the Sea Coa(l,his fervants not knowing of it, 
and being coiftmanded to aixend him at the gate of the. 
City, he bad there Ships with Mariners in a readinefs, 
vhidi lay hid iaaCreek»aad vaft Turns of inonyithattehen 
occaiion requiredineither want nor inconveniency fhould^ 
dtlay him. With the choiceft youch of his fervancs, 
whofe nnmberthe prifonars which he had uken in Italjfs 
did iflcreale, he emba'<}ped himfelf, and direfted his 
courfeto Mtiocbm. On the next morning the^Cicy ex«- 
pe6U:d their Commander in chief r and at that time. 
Conful in the pbce of their publick Aifembly) Whom 
when they fonnd to be departed, they were po&eiTed 
with as great a fear, as if the City it felf had been taken. ■ 
And the Rjman AmbafTidour, as if a new ^yar already 
was brought by /{annibat upon /r4/)',returned in a private 
nlence unco Rome^ and brought along with him the me- 
lancholy tidings. Jn the mean time Flaminm^ havir^ 
with him Come of the aifociated Cities of Gi^eec^^ did in 
two Battels overcome Nabit the Tyrant, and lefc hi.n, as 
it were,ttn-nerv'd and fainting in his own Kingdom:Buc 
liberty being reAored toGr^ecf ^and the Garrifons drawn ■ 
c^ from the Cities, when the Rman . Army was con* 

mandedii 
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raanded back into Baly^ JV^^k being inccnfed at the no- 
• thingnefs df his empty fortttnes, did in a fuddeii War 
invade again many of i^c Cities5with vrhich^eAcbaiattf 
being affrighted inrhat the neighbourirtg Evil might noc 
crow upon themfelves)they confticated their PnetorFibt^ 
lopemenes to be their General, a man of admirable tndu<» 
ftry, whoCe conrage,and whofe condu^ in that War was 
fo apparent, that in the Judgmatic of all men he might 
be compared to PlannrntH the Kamaii General. 

. At the f^ine time Hannibal came to Ahthcbmi and was 
reCeived.as a gift firom the gods, and by hi& arrival the 
'King was ppffefled with fo great a heatof refohitiQn,that 
he t nought not fo much on the War it felf ason the re- 
wards of the vi^ry. But HannM:vi\K> had experience 
of the Kman valour, affirmed that the Romans could nor 
be fuppreffcd but in Italy it felf. For the performance of 
which fervice he defired dne hundred Snips, ten diou^ 
(and Foot,and*one thoufandHorfejpnmuiiflg with chofe 
unconfiderable'forces to make as.^seara war inZrit^rashe 
did ever heretofore, and bring untothe King (ieting ja 
his throne in 4fiay either a viTOry over die RBmans^ or 
the equal conditions df a peace v^r he faid, diat there 
was wanting only a General to the^Sfaniards inflamed 
with a defirc to conimence the War ^ainfl the Romans^ 
and Italy moreover wa& now more known unto him than 
heretofore-, neither would Catthage be a looker on, but 
wicfiout delay would fend Auiciliaties to hhu. Thefe. 
€ounfeIs being acceptable to the King^ one of the Con- 
fidents oiHnnniM waSrfent w Carthage to eichort them> 
t6 the War, being too covetous of it ; He before repre- 
fented to themthat/f^wiiW would immediately be pre- 
fent with his forces, and did not communicate to either 
of theFaftions any thing at all,bat only that nothing wa&^ 
'wanting to carry on this War but the refolutions of the 
'Carihaginiarts ', for Afta would defray the charges, and. 
lend them men enotigh fot theWar. When thdc things- 
were rcponed to the tarthagmansy the Mellenger him- 
feif was apprehended by the £nemies.of /f^milici/, and 
1>cing brought into the Senate {according to the fubtilty 
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of the C^r«itf|mwa*wit') he made anfwer, that he was 
lent to the whole Senate;for his bufinefs did notMot^ 
:feo this man or that man in particular, but did concerr 
them altogether. Whiles they debated many days in the 
•Senate to fend him to Kwnt to purge the publicK confci- 
«noe, he privately todt (hipping and returned to Ham- 
baby whicn was no fooner difcovered, but the Carthagmt' 
ansicTit prefently an Ambafiador to Kame, The Romans 
alfo Cent Amba({id9rs to Amiochut^ who under ^hatprei> 
fence might dilcover the preparations of the Rin^, and 
either reconcile Hannibal to the Romans fix by their dai- 
Jy converfation with lun)> might render him fufpe^ed 
and hated by the King.The A^ibaiTadors therefore when 
they came unto Antioobus^tEph^y they delivered to 
him thedefires of the Senate ^ and wbiles.they attended 
for an anfwer from him> they milted not a day to give a 
viiication unto /&iiiii^44 and.infonned.him> that unad* 
vifedly he dbparced from his Country when the i^^m^n/ 
with great fidelity dldobferve the peac^, not made fo 
much with the Common-wealth of Ofrf/^^e^s with him- 
felfy for they found that he made War, hot fo much out 
of any hatred unto the/lom^/^as^for the love he did bear 
to his own Country, towhich the beffcof men do owe 
their lives ^ Thefe they faid;were the publick caufes of 
war amongil the peopicbu t not of private ones amongfl 
Commanders. They afterwards be^n to extol his atr 
©hicvementSjby the dlleourfe whereof he being.delight- 
ed,did more ott«n and ntore greedily converfc with tlic 
AmbalTadors^ being ignorant that he fliould procure ha- 
tred widi the King by his familiarity with the Romans : 
itixAnitochm fufpeaing that he had reconciled himfelf to 
the Romans hy his often difcourfe. with them, did. refer 
nothing to him as heretofore he vva&accuflomeci, nor 
nrade him partakerof any of his CQunfels^ but did begin 
tonate him as his Enemy and Betra)»er : This fufpicion 
did corrupt all the preparations for the Wars,-therc ap- 
pearing no General in the field, either to make the Ma- 
fterSjOr to exercife.tlie Soldiers. The fubftance of the 
Roman Embaflfie to Antiocbui.vi^i^xhm he (houId.be con- 
tented, wich the. Borders. and.Efontiers of 4//tf, and not 
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impofe upon the Kfimans si neceifity to enter into Afut 
wim an Arriiy \ whkh Mef&ge bdhg defpired. by Antiif' 
cbm^c Blade anfwer^that it ^came his Royalty and re*' 
iblutbn^aoe to attend a War,but to give it. Tlie Cbunfd 
ofWar btiog often called .afcerwards^nd//'^iwi/^4/ nerer 
/ictingainongfl them, Aruiocbus at lafl commanded thac 
-he fh6uld:be fummohed^ot that* he fhould a^any thing 
which lie pronounced, but that he might not appear to 
have niEg^edhim alrogethervand tiicCounfel of every 
one bctngf asked^t the laft he detnanded hie advice^which^ 
being oblervcd by Hannihal^ he profefled that he fuffid- 
cntly underftood tliat he vvas called by him to theCounfel 
of war,not that he wantedadvice,bat to fill up the number^ 
of the Sentences^ howfoever out of his inveterate hatred 
to the Romans^Tind his love onto theKing,with \¥hom a- 
lone Ire en;oy ed a fafe bani(hment,he was refolved^he faidv: 
CO declare unco him the bed way of making war acainft 
rheJlonidEii/JDeikingthen to be^xcufed: for his boldnefs, 
he pro&ifed that heapproved not ofany thing of the pre-^ 
fentConnfekor£nterprires,neitherdid it feem good ia 
his Judgment that Greece QiovAdhc the feat of tl^ War^ 
when/M(y afforded a far more plentiful fubjeft for it.For 
theRommSy he Ciid, could not oe overcome but by their 
ownarms,norJr4/r be fubdued but by the ItalianForccs^ 
for in them both the maimer of the War,and the people 
did differ much from all othtr fore of men. It was of great 
importance in other Wars to take the fir A advantages of 
place and tkae^to lay waft the fields,and to plunder the 
Cities of the Enemies either-^t with a R^man^if you firft 
have plundred them of their goodv>r overcome thitjn in 
battel,you muftalfowreftle and tug with themwhenthey 
are fubdued and lying on the ground. Wherefore if any 
fhali provoke them in their own €^ntry,tliey may be o- 
vercomeby theirownwealt^by their own ftrength,and 
by theiii own arms,as he himfelt had dbne:But if any (hall, 
dxaw them out of Italy which is the Fountain of their 
Arength,he (hall be as much deceived, as he who would 
dry up the rivjf rs (hould attempt it,not at the h?ad of the 
Fountain, but further off by foaie new woirks and the. 
dams wjiich he (hpuld. make, Tbis» 
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^ This he ftid wis his Jndgafienc, which be Ind a kn% 
-cim^ refervcxl id prime co himfelf, and ftcdy bcCare 
•Hid' offirr it unto tbom, and dad now again refieat ti, 
thac chey might atliaidarftaiid the my <f iaaking War 
with the Aofiwit/, aad diaraichotigh iimiicibie abroad, 
they arc eafie to be conquered actome: For you my 
iboner &id he^deprive them of ihetrC^ than theii£iit- 
pire, and fooner difpoil them oHtafy, than of the Pro- 
vinces: tbey were takeii by the GoMls^znd almpft nttcrly 
overthrdwA by my felfv neither 7«as I,or my Army ercr 
cveroome uinil we departed from them. But when we 
^turned b CMb^,mc fortaoe of theWar was iudden- 
ly changed widi.tlR place. The friends of i^e Ki^g were 
the Costradidors ofthit Couniel) not reflcding on the 
profit of ic, but fcarin| left his ^vice beii^ aoproTcd, 
he ftiottld have the firft place of refpeft wkh tnc King. 
But Atakchm was not ft> madi difpl«ried with theCoun- 
lei as with the Au^r, and feared left the g^ory of die 
^uAory Oouldbe Mmikats and not his own y m dnogs 
therefere were corrupted widi the Tarious infortBations 
of the flatterers : nothing was undertaken cither accor- 
ding to Judgment or to Reafon. The King himfelf be- 
ing fallen into Luxury, was given all the Winter to 
.new Maifiagesw ' 

On the other Mc^/MUm riic Xsman CoqM; who was 
fi»it into this War, did with el^^onitecare and indin 
ftry, mufter the Armies, and provide Arms and other 
necelTaries for the War ^ he confirmed the afTociated 
Cities, he allured the doubtful ones, the event of d^e 
War confifting in the preparations of either (ide. The 
King therefore beholding his men xx> give back at the 
firft charge, did bring no fiiccour to aieih in diftrefs, 
but was thefortnoft in the fl^c,^Rid; left bis Tents full 
of Riches for the Con<]|uer6ttrs ; and the Rammf being 
intent on the phiiidnng of diem, he fled into Afia^ 
where he began to repent of the COunfel he negle^d^ 
and having called back ffamibaiy he promifed to ad all 
^ings according to his CoonfeU

cH^ caufe of the jNirdon beidg knowa tio his father who 
was. pardoned, it beoame an offences, Fbilif^ 4iCdainiiig 
that the perfen of hHSon wa$ of more moment with the 
Senate than the Anthoricy of the FaiheryOt the ^gnity 
6f regal Ma^efty. Pfrfiw thttd^e ^ingo^rvei thie 
iickncfsof hi^ Father^ did brin^dajly oon^piaints uniD9 
him igd\n{\VemetriMf beijRg^bfetr ^aodvar %ft4id.q[u(e 
him ro be hated, and afterwards tc^be iu^jpeded by Yim^ 
(bmetimes he dftlx)b^ft againil htm the tr lendihip of the 
Romans^ and fometimes Tceaibn agaiafl hisf adier. Ac 
the laft he counterfeited (fhat- treacheries were pre- 
pared by liitti agaiftjil lus^fon t9 l^P^ fuddenly in 
Exccutioji, to die tfyal. and proof ^H<«<rf the Ju4g€$ 
■were fimt for^the fuborncSdwun^fr^s e|(iim9ae4and die 
caiarge was* proved which tifil$ ob^fte^t^wft him. By 
thole unitifl proceedings,the Father lining compelled to 
parr!cide,dia make fad tdl theCourt with the execution 
of his iSon. THnmrins being Hain, Peffem |rew not more 
dutiful but naore contuoactou? againft his Father s and 

carried 
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carried himfdf not as an heir of the Kingdom, but^s 
the King himielf, with which ?ht^ being ofFended,did 
daily more impatiently lament the death of Demetritu^ 
and fafpe^ing that he was circumvented by the Trea« 
chery of Fer/ejcj,he caufed the wicnefTes anct the^Judges 
to be tormented, and having by this means difcovercd 
the deceit,he was no lefs afflifted with the wickedncfsoC 
FeK/ei£/,than with the innocent death of Denreniirx, which 
he was refdvedtoliave revenged if he had not been 
prevented bv death *, For not long after, hisdifeaieeh- 
crediing by tne Melancholy and perplexednc& of his fpi* 
irit, he deceafed, having left great preparations of War 
againft the Romansy which Perfeus afterwards made 
ttie of ', For he enforced the GaulSy cilledScordifci, to 
join in league with him, and he had made a greac War 
agaihft the Romans if he had not died. For the Gauls 
( the War againft the Delfbians being unfortunate- 
iy managed, m which they found the power of God to 
lie mc^e great and prelent than the power of their Ene* 
tiiies, having loft Brennuf their General J fome pan of 
them did fly into Afia^ and Ibme part aid wander np 
and down in thrada^ from whence in the (krae path, in 
which they marched forth, they returned to their an- 
cient Ck)untry. Of thefe a conftderable number did (it 
down in th^ Confluence of the River Darnhbts^ and call 
themfelves by the name of ScordifcL But the TeBofoff 
when they arrived at their ancient Country of Tioloufey 
were there vifited by the Peftilcnce, and recovered not 
their health until being admpnifhed by the anfwers 
of the Diviners, they had drowned all tneir Gold and 
Silver which they had got by Sacrilege, in the Lake of 
Tholoitfe^- al) which Oxpw the Roman, Conful ^ long 
time afterwards did take away. There was in all one 
hundred and twenty thouiahd weight of Gold, and five 
millions of Silver, which Sacrilege was the caufe after- 
wards of the deftru(%ion of Cdfio, and all his Army. 

The tumult alfo of the Cambrian War did follow the 
Romansy as the revenge of the violation of the confe- 
crated money. Not a fmall number of the Nation of the

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Teltdfagl did feat chemfeiiE^s in THyricum^ being delighted 
with the fwcctne(sx)f the air,and tlie prey, having fpoil* 
cd the IftrianSy they did inhabit Panmnia, Fame reports 
chat the Nation of the lihians do derive their Original 
from Cokhos^mg by King Aetw fent to the Argonauts to 
purfue the ravifher of his daughter, who as foon as they 
entered into//^er,ouc of Ponfw,having fafled far into tte 
Oanel of the River 5jeif, following the ftcps o{ the Argd^ 
naut Sythcy carried their fhips on their ni:)uWers.Qver the 
difPs of the hills, until they came ro the (hare of thcAdru 
4rr/c^ Sea, having underflood that the Argfmmt^ by reafon 
of tlie length oftheirfhips had done the ^me before them 
whom when the Coicbianr did not receive, they cither 
through fear of thetr King, or the tedioufnefs of their 
long|^avigation,djd (ic down at laA near to ^qHfleia^znd 
-were called Ijhiaris^iiher the Name of the.River,into the 
which from theSea they (ailedLThc Dae'tann alfo are a Ge« 
neratton of the Getes^vm when they fought unfortunatc- 
Jy under Odor their King againll t\itBaHarnians were cOnfr^. 
nianded that when they werein 6ed,they fliould to expi* 
ace their floch, lay their feet were they (hould reft their 
heads,and perform thofe houfhold offices and fervices to 
their wires, which their wives before )yere):|ccuftomed to 
4o to them. Neither was^his^cuftoo) changed, until by 
their courage they had wiped away ttKio|dIg{iomidj 
which they liad received in the War. Peffius when he 
fiicceeded in the Kingdom of PbUip his father^id excite 
all thefe Nations to join in afTiftance with him againft the 
Itjmans.ln the mean time there did arife a War betwixt 
K. Prufia((to whom Hannibal fled after the Peace granted 
XoJntijcbus by the Romans & £iffittc«w)which WarPrufiat 
fitd befan,havjng broken the League throygh the confi- 
dence he had in Hannihah for Hannihal(v/h€n amongft o- < 
ther of the Articles of theTreat^,the/l9w^x did demand 
of Antiochus that he (hould deliver him up unto them} 
being advertifed by Antiochus of it,did fly toCVefe. Where 
having lived for many yearsa quiet life,and found him* 
felf envied by reafon of hisexcefllve wealth,he difpofed 
ifl the Temple of Diana Pitchers filled with Lead» 
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is theCafcguard of Hisforcnne, and :thc,City- being 
no wavs jealous of hiiti, becaufe chey* had his fortdbes 
tvich cnem as hlmfelf,he repaired to King Prkfiai^hsn'rxki 
. melted his Gold which he carried with him,and{)pur- 
ed the lead into the hollow of the Statues Je(l liis riches 
being difcotered fhould be a hindrance to his life. 
Ftu^ashettig orercome by Ring Eumenes by land^and in- 
tending to cry the fortune of a Battel by Scs^jOanmhal by 
a new^iffventloft was the Author of the Victory: ("orhe 
commanded^that aQ kinds of Serpents flowed into ear- 
then Veifels in the'middie of the Battel Ihould be thrown 
into the Ships of their Enemies. It feemed ridiculous to 
the Enemies at firft, chat chey (hould Arm themfdves 
to fight with' Earthen Pots^ who could not encounter 
their Enemies with fwords : But when their Ships be- 
gan to be filled with the Serpents, they were circum- 
veiitild with a doubtful and double danger^ and yielded 
the Viftory tb their Enemies.^ Whe»thefe things were 
cteolared at Rome^ Ambafladors were font by the Senate 
to make a ri^conciliation betwixt both Rings,and to de- 
mand the perfbn o( Hannibal ^ but Hambd having no- 
tice of it« (Hd take poifon^and prevented theEmbafly by 
defttlp; lliis <i|rear^a& remarkable by the death of three 
of ^he Ynoifl famous Geirerais«in the world \ Ifanmkaly 
FhUopemtnef/zn& Stipu Africanus. ^ioft certain it is, 
lAisit'Hanrtthai fihen Italy trembled at die thunder of hb 
Arms, dkl'never (it'down when he did eat, nor did 
ever drink more at one time than one pint of Wine ; 
and fo gi^eat was his chaility amongfl fo many Capdves, 
that who would det^y that he was born in Africa ? It 
>iyas utidoiibcedly i great Ar^umenc of his moderation, 
that whenf'heeothmtfnded iati'Army of divers Nations, 
he wrfs^^ftfever attempted'^ by any treachery of his cwn 
men, nor^ betrayed oy the deceit of Others, when hk 
Xocoues had oftentimles attempted both againft him. 
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1**HE Ro^arif maiiaged the Macedonian War with left 
: noife and trouble than they did the Carthaginian t 
But .with fo much the more honour, as the Maeedons ia 
'feoic did exceed tht Carthaginians s f^r the Macedonians 
^Wc're not only encouraged with the glory of the ton- 
'quered Eaft, but affifled with th^, Auxiliaries of all 
Kings. Therefore the Romans fent more EmbafTles to 
their Affociates, and received Auxiliaries from Maffk^ 
niffa King of the Numidians, and from others of theit . 
Confederates^ and a melTage was fent to Eumenes King 
of the Bithymans to contribute to the War withal! his 
Powers, And ( bcfides tlie opinion that the army of the 
\f4acedons was invincible ) Perfem had Provifidn for tea 
years Warjlaid up by his Father,both in his Exchequer, 
and his Granaries,wich which^being grown infolent, and 
'forgetful of his Fathers fortune, he commanded his Sol- 
'dSers to call to mind the ancient glory of Alexander, The 
jfirft'encounter was of the; Horfeonlyjin which PerfeuihC" 
jng Conquerour, made all men begin to doubt, and to 
incline to his fide. Howfoever he fent Embafladors to 
the Conful to defire that peace which the Romans had gi- 
ven to his Father being overcome, offering to defray 
.the charges of the War, as if he had been overcome 
hiriifelf. But Sulpitks the Conful did give him no other 
conditions than what the conquered were accuflomed 
to .receive. In the mean time, through the fear of fo 
dangerous a War,the Romans made PohIih Mmilius Con^ 
ful, and decreed unto him, jcohtrary to cuftom, the 
Macedonian War,who when he came unto the army, diil 
make no long delay of the Battel \ and the night before^ 
there was anEclipfe of theMoonsall men judged that itwas 
a iad porceDt;&tnac the end oithsMacedotnan Empire was 
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thereby prefaged. In that battel MarcHi Cato the Son of 
Cat9 the Orator, when amongft the tjiickeft of his Ene- 
mies he gave admirabic dcmon ft r a tio ns of his Yaionfcr- 
ving fallen from his Horfe, did fight on foot s for a band 
of the Enemies svicha hoi^rid cry^id ihn4 rott{Ki.9beiic 
•him, falling bn him, as ' if they ^would hafVe killed hfm 
lying on the eronnd. But he having fuddenly recoiled- 
ed himfelf, aid get uponhifi feet» and made a ^eat 
daughter of his Enemies *, the Mace dons did furround 
him on every fide, and did throw themfelves upon hiip 
to takeaway his life, but he ftrikipgat on< of the Com- 
manders,, his Sword flyjn^-'froni hi^ hand, did fifiUinco 
the midft of a Cohort of bis Enemies, to recover which 
(protefting himfelf with his Buckler, both Armies look- 
ing on) he was. covered with the Swords of hisElnemics, 
and having gained his Sword,ahd received mkny wounds, 
he returned with a general acclamation to the army j his 
fellows imitating his Valor, obtained the Viftory. Pcrfim 
the King fled to 5'rfworArtfcw, carrying with him ten 
thoufand Talents. 'And Cwe«/0^.4i/W being fent by the 
Conful to purfue him, did take him prifoner with his 
two Sons, Alexander and PhUif^ and brought them to 
the Conful. Macedonia had from her firft King Caranm to 
Ferjenij thirty Kings 5 but fhe was not famous for Sove- 
raighty above one hundred and ninety three years j 
^Tvhen fhe came into tlie power of the Romans fhe was ' 
'made free, Magiftrates being conftituted through the 
fcveraJ Cities, and (he received thofe Laws from j^mi- 
iim PaulHi which to this day fhe doth Obferve. The 
Senates of all the Cities of the JEnlians (becaufc they 
were untertain in their fidelity were fent with their 
wives and children unto /lame,and}werea long time de- 
tained there, that they might make no innovation in 
their Countries 5 but me City being wearied witlf the 
importunities of many Ambaffadors, they were after 
many years fufiered to return into their Colintries. 
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THeCarthngmMS md-Maedmiatis being iitbdfi^^ 
andichc ftwngitt of the /f-toliau. being wcakpcd 
\>y the Q^HTiEv of their PriacFS , the A:biiiaxnon\y

But the Achaians (ts if it 
nad been no trouble at ail to conquer %hfi Romans) had 
nothing in a readinefs for War,but thinking raorie ot the 
booty than the fight, they brougltt their Carriages into 
thf Field to draw from thence the fpoils of their ene- 
mies, and pliaced their Wive^ a^dChrtdren on the ad- 
jacent Hills to behdld the pitafure of th^; Battel, which 
was no fooner began, but being flain beftHfe'^the eyes 6f

The Ambaffador having found him irt E^t^thQ Kih^ fcif-* 
fed him, for Antiochm above the reft did rcfpd^! ^opMs 
when he was aHoftage ztRome ; Fopilm dewed hith to 
forbear all private friendlhip, when the Mandates and 
the Iritcreib ef his Country mtervthedi ind hatifrg pro- 
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duced the Decree of the Senate, he delivered it to the 
Ring : when he found the King to depfiar upon it, and to 
fey; that he would refer it to the Confultation o€ his 
firiendsV VofUm^vda a rod which he hacl in his- hand 
hating iiiclofed him in a fpaddus^CircIc, that it mighe 
contain his friends with him,did reqaine him to counfel 
with them in the Precinft of that Round,&. not to movd 
otit of it before he had given an anfwer to the Senate,' 
Whether he would have Peace or War widi the Romans. 
This /harp Propofition did fo blunt the mind of the King, 
c1ut.he.anfwered. chat Jhc .would qbey thp Senate. After 
this^Antiochuf returning to his kingdom,died, having left 
behind him a fon very young^tQ whoa* v/hen Guardians 
were amgned by thd' people; his Unde'Demetriui (whb 
was then an Houage at Kome) having underiiood of the 
death of his brother i4rir/od^tf/, addrefied h4m(elf .unto 
the Senate^d ailedged that his Brother being alive^ he 
came toRome asanHofi^e for him',but being* dead,he di4 
not know whofe Hoflage he might he 5 thercfpre he plqa-* 
dcd that it was >uft fA ihoiildrbe dirmiiTed fircnn Rm^ tOi 
be invefled in the Kingdom, which as it wa» due bythe 
LawofNations to his elderbrother,fo it was now due up- 
to himfelfywho muft have the precedeiu:y of the Pupil by 
the privilege of age. When he obferved that the Senate 
(lilently prefuming that the Kingdom would be more fafc 
onto them under the Pupil, than under him) were will- 
ing to grant him leave to depart,having feldreriy departed 
to Nofiia^ under tfie pretence of Hunting, 'he there took 
fhipping with the companions of his Fli^hr,^ and being 
brought into Sym^ he was rccdved with the applaufe 
of all men, and the young Pr'mcc being put codeathjihe 
Kingdom 'by his Guardians \Vas delivered unto him. . 
Much about the fame time;f:F«i^/«f Kingfof Birib>m4 
coritriycd how to put ft) death 'his (bn Nkomedbs^ctdtZ'* 
youring to provide for his younger Scxnswhomhe had by 
Mcbmedi^i's ftep-moth^r^and who were then atAonir,bui; 
the Plot was betrayed by thofe who undertook to 
perform it *, they exhorted the- young man- ( being 
provoked by the cruelty of his father.) to prevent the

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dcceic^iid return the wicked aft upon the author of it-; 
norwas ic hard to perfwade him to it^ thcrcfbfe(1>cing 
fcnt for)whcn he came into the Kingdom of his Father, 
he was faluted as King,aBd ?rkft(is his Father being dif- 
imrefkd of his Kingdom, bccajiceasa private m^n, and 
was forfaken of his own fcrvarits. When he concealed 
himfelf in corners, he was difcovered, and commanded 
to be killed by his Son, with no lefs wickednefs than lie 
commanded his Son to be killed. 
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DEmitrm having po(!ef(ed liimfeif of the Kingdom of 
Syrta^ conceiving that the common hatred by this 
Innovation would prove ruinous to himfelf, he. deter- 
mined to inlarge the bounds of his ISovereignty, and to 
increafe his Revenues by making War upon his Neigh- 
bours. Therefore-being become an Enemy to Ariaratbes 
Ring ofCappadocia^ becanie he refufed to marry his Si- 
fter, he received his fuppltant Brother Hubfcmes unjuft- 
ly driven from the Kingdom \ and rejoicing that he haci 
offred to him an honeft Title of the War, he detei^ 
mined to reflore to him his Kingdom. ^MtHolrfsmes ha- 
ving ungratefully made aXeague with the Antiochians^ 
and growing into enmity with Demetrhf^h^ tookcoan* 
icl to cKpel him from the Kingdoin,by whom he was re- 
ilored to ic s which although Demfrri^^jinderflood, yet 
he fpared his life, that Ariaratbes might not be freed from 
the War which his Brother Demeitm threatned to brinj 
npon him vhowfpever haying apprehended him, hecpm- 
. manded him to be kept bound at Seleucia \ iieverthelers 
the i^/trfoc^ARX being no ways terrefied.at it, did continue 
in their rebellion againfl him \ therefore Ptolemy King of 
Eg}pt^ Att4klHi King of i4/iir, and Ariaratbes King of Cap* 
fajhcia^ being ail provoked "by him to War, they fub- 
ofned,one Ffom^alns a. young man, but of a moAforr 
/ . ' * did 
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did birch and ronditjon to clwllengc the Kingdom p^ 
5jf^i a? M.dcw^d to. him from, his Father ji and if: 

Arjd tliac no- 
thing ihould^ewaq^ini tojflic prcc^nor, he was called, 
by the name o( Alexander^ and reported to be the Son 
of Antixhttf. So general a hatred they did bear to De- ^ 
wrtrmy, that not oniy Kingly powers^bit the NobiKty of 
birth alfo, by the confent of all was beflowed on this 
Copntcrfeic. Alexander th,ercfore forgetting t|ie ba.'er 
tim^oE hii former condition tlu'ough the^ wonderfol 
variety of events, being attended with the forces of all 
ijheEaJl,.dy, make War apon petnetrinr; and having 
liycrcome hiai» did /deprive him at once both of his 
fife and Kingdom. Howfoever Demetrius wanted nei- 
ther care nor courage to provide for the War ^ for in 
the fii^ft.'Etjceuntej he routed. his advcrfary •, and the 
King agaiii 'renewing the .War, be killed afterwards 
in battel many tlioufands of his Enemies, At laft wich 
an inyihcible courage, he fell fighting n»ofl gallantly 
ampngft the thickeft of his Enemies. In the beginning^ 
of the War^ Demetrius commended his two Sons vtitn. 
a vaft fiui), of Cjold to his Gueft Gnidiusy both that they 
fhouldbe exempted from the dangers of the War, and 
if foftiine. fo ordained it, that they fhould beprefer* 
ved'to revenge their' Father's^ death. ^ The Eldeft pi 
th?fc Dcmetfms by Kame> being abopt the fifteenth' 
year of his age (having h^rd of the luxury of A^ex" 
dnder'y whom fuch unlpokcd for poffcflion§, and the 
Royal Ornaments belonging to another did, keep a 
Prifoner. in his own Court, amongft throngs of Con-~ 
cubine^ },the Cretians tiel'pin^ him, did fet upon, hiqi ; ^ 
5^ci\jre,' and, fearing np^Enenpty at all: Xhe Antiichmni',

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)Emetrius hzvitig rccojretdd his Fathers ftixjgdrihi.ani 
("by the fucccft of affairs) being' corrupted himfclf, 
d fell through thevice of his youth into (loth and riot^ 
d contraOed as much contempt by his lloth^as Ws Fa- 
ct had hatred by his pride.Theretore when the Cities 
d every where revolt trqm his coniman3,to wipe away, 
eblemifhof hrs Idl&n^6,i]e made War upon cne P^r-;

He ahp overcame theffdMwho 
under his Father P?w^fri«J in the J^acedonianWKfpire ■ 
had by their arms redeemed themfejvij|w liberty : So - 
great was their j)ower, that after nmi they would 
not endure any Kitig of the Macedonf^ and ufing their 
own Governoursj they infefted 5)rw with continual 
Wars. 

The jrews derive their Original from D^^jc^^, which 
is- the mod noble of the Cities cf Syria \ and tl,ie Syrian, 
Kin^s do boaft their defcent in a direft linefrpm Qucea 
Semiramis. The namcof p^w<r/ci/i-TOS fiiycn to the City.

the Syrians have worfhipped the Sepulcher of his w^fe- 
Arathes as a Temple, and efteemed her a Goiddefs in 
the height of thcirmofl Religious devotions. After IX<-. 
mdfcHS, Abraham^ Mofes and Ifrael were Kings 5 But the 
happy Iflfue often Children made Jlfrael more 6aiQus 
than the rcfl of his anccftors *, he delivered che people r 
to his Sons, being divided intQ Ten T^ibe^ or Kiflg- 
donOiS, and commanded that they .(hould be all called 
Jew5^ after the name of Jfiidahy who died not long* 
after the divifionpf the Kingdoms, whofe memory he 
commanded fhould ^e reverenced by them. His 
portion was diftributed amongft them all, and Jofeph 
was the youngeft of thp ferediren , who fearing his. 
excelknt Wic^ha^^ng privately in^tercegcc^ Mm, they/ 
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moft fagacious in the difcovcry of wonderful evcncs^nd 
was the firft of all who found out the underftanding ot 
Dreams 5 and there (eemed nothing un^cnown unto him 
\«hidi belonged to tne Laws either of God or men^inlb- 
much tliat (many years before it came to pafs^ he forc- 
(awthe barrennefsof the Fields •, and Eg).pt had been dc- 
ftroycd by Famine,, if the King by his admonition had 
not gtven command that the fruits of the Earth (hauld 
for maw years tc^ether be preferved. And fo great was 
^^^ ^ip^^ii^^s t^n^c his anfwers Teemed to be given 
not from a Man^^but God. Mo[es was liis Son, whom bc- 
fides his heriediary knowledge, the excellency of his 
Beauty d5d commend. But when the Egyptitins were 
plagued ^ith itch and fcabs, they were admoniflied by 
the Oracle to expel Jff-i^s witli the fick from the bounds 
cf Eg)tt^ left the contagion of the difeafe fhould fgread 
ever all. Being therefore made Captain pf the Baoifhed 
perfonSjhe tooK away by ftealth the facred things of the 
Egypfians^ which they attempting to recover by arras, 
Were.inforced to return back by Tempefts. Mifes there- 
fdre on hiVreturn to his aticient Country of D^m4/cw,did 
poflcfehimfelf of Mount Sinai, wliere he and his people 
btingaffiiif^ed vyith feven days continued fed in tne de- 
fartyof vJrrfto, when he arrived to his Journeys end, 
lie by afaft confecrated'thefeventh day to all Pofterity, 
and arcording to the Language of his Nation did eati it 
the Sabbath, becaufe that day did put a period both to 
their facing and their travel.

ai^d Religion ■ After the death of Mof^Sy his fon Arvas,

tibe Jeiffs that they had the feme men both for Kiiigs andr 
Priefts, whole Jufticc being mixt with Religion^k is in-

Navigation j for afl things wanting Jife, d6 prefeiitly 
link into the bottom, neither doth it fuftam aity mat- 
ter, unlefs it be waflied over with Roch-Alnm diffolved ' 
Jferace/ King oftheFfr/ztfffx did firft overcome the Tew/ ' 
diey came afterwards with the Terfians the'mfelves into' ' 
the power of Akxander theGrcat, and fo a long time ' 
they continued ill fubjcftionto the: Macedonian Empire ' 
When they revolted from Djmetriu^^nd dcfired the 
Triendfliip of the Ro^ia^s.thcy firft of;ill the Eaft did re- 
ceive their libcrty,the Romans at that time giving freely 
out of other mens poffefTions. In the fame time in which 
the change of Government in Syria was alternately ma- 
naged by the new Kinp^, Attalkt-Kmg of Afta pollured • 
that mofl flpuriftfng Kingdom received from his Uncle 
Emenes wrth the fhughter of his friends,and the puniQi- 
ment of his ncareft kindred ; feigning fometimes 
that t!^ d* woman his Mother, (bmcumcs that his 
Wife Btrmce were flam by thefr treafbnable pra- 
ftices. After the fury of this mofl wicked viDlence: 
he di4-ptte.on. ragged cloches, and made ftort his 

beard, 
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beard, and the hair of his head after the manner of the 
guilty 9 he would not be feen in publick, nor (hew him- 
felf to the people \ he would have no feafts of mirth ac 
home, or any appearance of an orderly man, as if he 
would altogether by taking punifhrnicnton himfelf, give . 
fatisfaftion to the Ghofts of the (lain. Ac the laft having 
forborn the adminidration of his Kingdom, he digged 
in Gardens, /owed feeds, and mingled the fiood with 
the hunful, and having fteeped them all in the juice of 
poifon, he fent th^m as a peculiar gift unto his friends. 
From this ftudy fie gave himfelf to the art of making of 
Eraf^, and in «he ii^vention of tools, and things belong- .

After this heben^^l , 
his endeavours and design to make a iTomb for his Mo- ' 
thcf, at whkh work being too intent, he contraAed a 
d'feafe by the immoderate heat of the Suo^and died the 
fev^ertthday afierwarcls.

K^me were mide HcirsiBut ther^ wascwic^ri/!aaii;^j d^- 
fcended from Eumenejy pot by lawful nurriagc^,bi^t born 
of an Epbefian Strumpet, the Daughter of aFidlera who- 
a^er the deach o^Attalw did invade Afia as hi$ Father's 
Ringdom:& having nudemany happyEncounters againfl 
the Cities, which for fear of the Romans would not deli- 
ver themfelves unto him^he ieemed now to be a King in 
eafn^ft -, wherefore Afia.vfus decreed to LiciwH CraJJ^ 
the Conful, who being more intone to the Attalicl^ booty 
than to the War, when in the end of the year he entred 
into Battel with thelBnerhy with a disordered army^being 
overcome^ he with his own blood fuffered for his incon- 
fiderate avarice,' The Conful Perfennahtmg fent to fup- 
ply his .place, at the firft Encounter did overcome Ariflo^ 
fiicHf^ and brought him under rubjedion,and carried with 
him unto Rome the hereditary treafuresof Attalifi\vih\ch i 
his fucceffor the ContixlMarcfti Aquiliut repining at, did 
make all poffible Jiafte to fnatch away Ariftmcus from 
Perpenna to become the gift and honour of hisTriumph. 
But the death o^ Perpenna di4 end the difference of the 
Confuls;& thus^//^ being made tributary to the Romans^ 
(he fent alfo with her wealth, her vices rxntoRame^ The 
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'^^ki^onictis, b'iiiig tak^en, the Mafllians fenc Ambaffa- 
JL' (idrVipAome, humbly iptreating for the fhocanfians 
tnnf F&dati^^^ Whpfc Qcy, diid, the, tnemory of whjafc 
ffenle!,''t)ctSufe'' th£y;^^crc; always implacable oRemje?. 
ttV 1^ l^eBpic'of kWy both aj'thac.tiixie and beforeOn 
die W;rr *ori4nmc/j«/, the* Senate commanded flroufd 
be utterly extingu!fhed,but a pardon was. granted by the 
importunidjf of the Ambaffadors. After this the rewards. 
were given to thofeKitigs who brought in their Auxiiia- 
ry;forces agaiiifl Arifiomcus, Sjfrm t|ie lefs was.b^ftpwed 
on Mtthr'taates' oi PgntHS'^ Lycaonta and Ci/icw w^rc; 
given to the Sons of Arhrathes^ who fell himlclf in thai; 
War; and the people oiKome Were more faithful to the 
Sons of tfieir Confederate Ariamhe^f than the Mother 
was to her own children *, for they encreafcd t^ie Domi- 
nions of her Spn in his t^Ionage, and (he took' away his 
life from him ': For Laodke having in number fix Sons 
by VAng^Arlatathes^ic^ntig that tjiey growing into year^, 
me fhovild no longer, enjoy' the adminiftration of thq 
Kingdom, d.id dellroy'fiye of them by poifop. Tho 
care of his kindred did pref<^rve the youngeft from the 
violence of the Mother, wn6 after the death of Laodtce 
(for the .people did cut her off by reafon of her cru- 
elty' J'did en)oy the Kingdom alone, Mithr'tdntes alfa 
being /b'ken.kway by a fudden death, did leave hU 
Kingdbftij;© h5§ Son, who was , alfo called ^Wzr^r/^^/e^aj 
wh'ofe.griea:tne(s afterwards wasfuch,that he excelled in, 
Majefty ; not only all the Kings of his tinie, but of the 
former age,and with various vfftory held War with the 
Romans tor the fpace of fix and forty years : whom the 
niodfemous Generals, Sylia. LmuHhs^ and others at the 
iaxiiJkCnem Pomfeius at the lail did fo overcome that he 

arofc 
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arofe always more great and famous In rene^vingof th6: 
War,and Became more^^ewiblcby WsJoflcs \ at bO be* 
ing overcomeby tioftbftile force, he died ;fvolft<icary 
deach in his own Kingdom, being. a very old man, and 
Icaring a Son to fucceed him, many Signs from Heaven 
did preface his greatnefs to come s for botH on chat day 
in which ne was born, ^and on that in- which he began 
hisRcign,at both times there did appear a Comec,whi^> 
for fevehty nights did (hinc fo brjghtly,as alljH^vcn dii 
feem tobeJn a flame; for by the greatne^'df u,ic tooj^ 
upjthe fourth part of He^avjen; and^by its fpterfdpr. it 6- 
vercame the light of th^ Suh ^and when kdid either 
rife or fet, it took up the fpacc of four hours. 

Being in. his minoricy,hc lay ppeq to, and did ensure 
the treachery of his Tutors, for they did put him upoa 
a wild and unmanagrd Horfe,and did command htm noc 
onlv to ride him, but to e^ercife his Hor<emanfhip,and' 
to throw darts fcOm him s but MithrUms deluding their 
deffgnj by governing the Horfe beyond the expeaation 
of his age, they conmired agaihft him by poifo^, wftich 
hefufpefting, did bttentimes drink Antidotes^and widi 
fuchexottifite remedies did fo prepare his body agalnft 
it, that being an old man, he could not die by poifbn, 
though attempting it. Fearing afterwards that hjs ene- 
mies would perform with the fword what they could 
not dfljpatch with poifon^hc' pretended he would folace 
himfelt with the recreation of hunting \ vvherefore for 
the fpace of four years,he neither enrrcd into the City, 
nor came into the Country within rJie roof of an v houle, 
but wandred in th<; Woodfs, and cook up his lodging on 
the tops of feveral Hills, no man knowlM in. what place 
he'was,being accuftomed by his fwiftneS^ffciop, either, 
to purfue wild Bcafts, or to fly from ch^hi> and fome- 
times by niain force to grapple with them.. By which, 
means he boc(i efchewcd all Treafon that was ae(igned 
'againft him, and hardned his body to all endurance of 
virtue. When afterwards he came to the management of 
the Kingdom, he immediately contrived not.fo much; 
how to rule, as how to enlarge ir, and by an incompa- 
rable felicity overcame the Scythians^ whp were befsre 
■^ ' inyin.- 
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invincible, for they liad overthrown Zij^rro the Lieutc- 
nancofi^rxttnj^ff thcGreit, wiith chicty thoufand arm*»> 
cd men, and killed Qfrui King of the Per/i/wr,. with two* 
hundred dtottfand Soldrprs, and rooted P/i//rp fiPtngofi 
the Maced'int, Being increafed in his power, he potfeifed} 
hi nfelf of P(mtiftf and poc lon|| afterwards of Catpadxia ^^ 
and going priiracely out of his Kingdom, he fojoucned 
through all 4/7»« wkh a few friends, and thereby gained, 
a p^rte^ knowledge of all tlieCouncry,andoftheritua-. 
* tion of every City. After that he travciled higher over;. 
Sill Bithyniay andDeingalreacfyiasit w^re Lord: oiAfia^i 
hecpntrivi^d where to Ixy hisbe(lopportumties:for hiv 
following Victories ^ after this he returned into hi&owiiL 
Ringdom,whereit being generally noifed abroad chat he 
was dead, he found a younc child which in his abfence 
L'todice who was both his filter and his wife had brought' 
forth. But after his long travels, amidft the gratulations 
both of his fafe arrival, and ojE the bardh of his Son, he 
was in danger of being poifod^d i for his fifter taxtice 
believing he had been dead,d]d fidl into an incontinent 
life, and attempting to cohccai one fiff by cohsmitttng f^ 
greater,did refelve to welcome him with poifon i which 
when jifubridates underftood by her Maid, he revenged 
the Treafon which .was plotted,and the author of it, AtuL 
Winter drawing on, he fpcht his time not at the Baa-i 
quet,but in the field, not in floth.bat in exert^fe^ not a-t 
mongil his companions,' but 'with Kings equal to him,- 
cither in the Horfci-race, or the Footnnce, or by trying 
the ftrength of body.

Having a&erwands mad^a League with iV^^r:- 
medesy he invaded PaphUgflniay and having^)vercome itx 
he did ftare it with his comjyanion Nicomedes. The S^ri 
Date being informed that FgfUagmia was again in* 
the poflelTion of Kings, they fent Ambailadours to then^ 
both, to conimand them to reftore theNaiion to her for-^ 
mer condition.

■mmelyjtl^riifli under the yoke : And thajt we may not 
(dwell on old Examples, all hafy is now in Arms excited 
tdit^by the 3i^)ic]^War,demandii^nownoc liberty, but 
to be partakers in the Etoipire, and of the freedom of 
•the City cfRme ^ neither is the Citv more opprelTed 
with the neighbouring War of Italy ^ oiaO' with tne Do- 
meftick fiiftion of the Governours, and a War even with 
their own Citizens doth grow upoh them far more dan- 
ger6us than the War with Jtaly^ The Cymhrianf^lfo from 
Oermany like a vaft dduge of wild and utigoverhed peo- 
ple,doat this prefent overwhelm all Zr4/y: And although 
thcRmians peradyenture could maintain the feveral 
Wars one after another, yet they muft needs now fuffer 
fo many Wars coming all at 6nce upon them, tnfomuch 
chat they cannot be at leifare to follow this very War 
that they do make upon us *, we may make nie therefore 
of this prefent occaiion; and pIucK from them the in- 
crcafe oftheir Arength,'and not give them leave to reft 
being fo deeply engaged,leftheireafer they might find us 
snore work, oeing quiet at home, and without another 
enemy*, for the qucftion is not to be put, whether we 
fliottld cake Arms or not, but whether of our felves, or 
provoked by the Romans. But the War,he ratd,was indeed 
begun againft him by them, when in his nonage they took 
the ^TcztcrPhrygta from him,which they granted (hould 
be given tohis t^'ather^s a rewsnrd for the aid he brought 
againft Arifiomcus^tt being the fame Country which Seleu-- 
CHS CaUimacbus gave in I>owry to his Grand^father M^ 
tbridates. And what fhall I fay to the command laid upon 
me to depan from Pafhlagonks was not that another mO'-. 
live of tne War? efpecially iioce PafUt^om came not by^ 
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the power of the fword, but defbended to my Father by 
inheritance,by adoption in Will^and by the death of fuc- 
ceflive Kines $ and in giving obedience to their violent 
Decrees, I nave no ways ifnitigoted them, bnt they have 
Aill deported themfelves more violently againft nie«For 
he faid, what .obrequio\jrner& was not afforded to them 
by himfclf ? Wasnot Phrj^a and Papblagma taken from 
Iiim ? Was not his Son forced from Cappad^icia^ which 
by c;he Lacv^of Nations he feized upon being Conquc- 
ror?Bm his Viftory was ravlfhed from him bv them> who 
have nothing a^aliibat what thty have pufcnafed by the 
fword, Was-not (>e/i>^ the King of Bithpih Q asainft 
whom the Senate had denouncedWar^cut ofPby him to 
4o them a.favQur? yet in vrhaidocrcr Gordius or tiffranes 
had o9ended,it mm be reckoned all on his account. He 
i^lledged alfothatis tfacignominy of him, difc Senate of 
j;heir own dcCiMrd* offered lh;lt: liberty to Cafpadacia^ 
jfrhich they took from other Nations^nd that the people 
inilcad of cheir proffeced libeny, defiring Gordm tobc 
itheirl^ing^ it could not 'be granted becaufe Gyrdiusvm 
hfs friend. fJk^mtiei^iohy tlieir command had made 
War upon him^ndwasaffiftedby them becaufe Mithri- 
dates did pafs unrevenged ^ and now they find the far^e 
x^aufe of War with Mwfndattt^ becaufe he would not 
tamely yield himfelf to be torn in pieces by Njcimcdes 
the Son of a vaulting woman ^fof they did hot fo muc|i 
p^r^ue th^ faults of Rings, as their Power^ and their Mr^ 
^efty,neicher did they with (b much violence exercife ; 
this art on him alone, but on other Kings alfo -, fo his 
Grand-father F^4ni4:e/ was by their arbitration deliver- 
ed up to Eumenes King oipergamus \^o Enmenes again^in 
whofe Ships they, were firft tranfported into 4^41, by 
vvltofe Army rather tlian by their own, they overcame j 
both Antiochus the Great, and the. GauU in Afia % and I 
pot long after J^itig Perfent in Macedonia, was at the laft 
cenfured by them as their £n^my, and forbidden to 
come into Italji \ and becaufe they thought it would 
render them odious to make War with him 
ip his own pfsribn, th^y deferred ic br a. .while to 
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carry ic on with more violence againil his Son Arijlom- 
cm. They profcffcd that no man dcfcrved better of 
them, than Mafmiffa Ringof theiVvmf^^/^ to him they 
imputed the Conoueft of Hannibaly the,Capttvity of 
Sypbax^ and the deuni^ion of Carthage s to him as well 
as unto the two Scipio\ called African^ the title Mvas 
afcribed of Preferver cfthe City •, and yet the War waged 
but the other day in Africa with his Son, was fo inexpi- 
able, that having overcome him, they would give no 
refbedt in him,to the memory of^is Father,but he rauft 
endure both imprifonment, and become the fpeftacle 
of the Triumph. This condition and height of hatred 
was impofed oy them on all Kings, becaufe their own' 
Kings were rucn,at whofe very names they might blu(h, 
being either Shepherds ot the Aborigines ^or South-fayers 
of the Sahines^ or Exuls of the Corinthians^ or flaves and 
varlets of the Tufcans^ or Cvyhofe name is m6ft honoura- 
ble amongft them,and as they themfelvesaffert are their 
founders) thofe who were nouriflied with the Milk of a 
Sbee-Wolf, and accordingly aH their people have the 
minds of Wolves, infatiale of blood, and greedy and 
hungry after riches and fovctaignty.But if he would dc- 
fcend to compare himfelf in his Nobility with them, he 
was far more famous,he faidjthan that litter of mongrels, 
deriving his Anccftors on his Fathers fide, from Cyriu 
and DartM, the founders of the Perfian Empire, and on 
his Mothers fide, froth Alexander the Great, and Kicamr 
Seleucusy the Ele^ors of the Macedonian Empire 5 or if 
he fhould compare his people to theirs, they were of 
thofe Nations who are not only equal to the Roman Em- 
pirejbutwith invincihlcRcfolutionoppoftd the Macedo- 
nian:-, no Nation that is fubjeft unto him, did ever iloop 
to the commands of a foreign Potentate, they obeyed 
none but their ownDomefliclcKings; would they havenim 
to make mention of Cappadocia^ or Paphiagmay oiPontus 
or Btthynit., or of Armenia the greater, or the lefsjnoneof 
which Nations,neicheri4/^x/iR^r the Great,who fubdued 
' all Afta^nor any of his Succeffors or Pofterity ever touch- 
ed.As for Scythia^t is true indecd,that two Kings before 
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him adventiired not fg much to fubdue ic as to invaditit, 
.D<JrW byname, and Vhilif, who had much to do to 
efcape fron^ thence by flight, from whence he fhall re^ 
ccivethe greaccft part of his ftrength againft the Kq- 
anans. He affirmed he undertook the Ponticli^ Wars, with 
far more fear ^nd diffidence than this, he being then 
but a young man, and unexperienced iii the Difcipline 
of War. The 5c>rfei4Hj, howfoever then his. Enenues, 
( befides their Arips, and courage of their minds^ were 
torrificd with the foHtude, and inhofpitablc coldnefs of 
their climate, by which, their great labour in War^nd 
their contempt pf dangers was the more declared 5 a- 
mongft whichdifficukies tl)ere could not Jbe any hope of 
rf^ward expefted fr^m a wanderiqg Enemy, and defti- 
tute not (?Rly <4 money, but of haLatations 3 but he now 
undertook ai^otiier \yay of War j for there is no climate 
more ten^per^te $han the Air oiAfiaytior any place more 
fruitful of,(bil,Tior mor? pleafant in the miikit^dc of Ci- 
ties, and: they (hould confume the greateil part of their 
time, not as ic were }n War, but in keeping of Koly- 
days, and it is Iwd t^iay in aXervice either more eaue 
ocmorc;. abundant, whether they are. to march to the 
neighbouring, poffeifioiis of the Attalicl^ Kingdoms, or 
to the ancicbt Cicies of Lydia and lonta^ which chcjj 
fhould not go to overcome, but to poflefs. And 4fia it 
ielf, defirous of his approach, doth fo muchexpeft him, 
that fbe feeoieth even to court his prefence,aiid loudly to 
call upon him with her voice*, fo hateful had the Remans 
made.th^mfelv;esuntoher,bycheravenous^avarice of their 
Procp\i|fulSj,the exadlioi^ of their P^6/ii:4ni,& the calumny 
of tl^etr cpnnepcipps. Let them therefore (be concluded) 
folloitV him ji'viih vcfokipon, & colled to thenifelves,whad 
fogreatan Anmy might acchieve under hiscoiuinan^ 
whom .without; |:he. aid of any foreign Soldiers they faw 
Avith his own ftr-pngth to have mnftered Cappadocia-yStnd ta 
have flai^ thel^jng thereof, who the fird of all mankkid 
fubdued Pontes apdall ScjtkiayVfh'ich no man before him] 
could wich fiifecy pafsby,much lefs invade.Nor could his 
Soidki . be i jrxraarjhe faid^of hisjuftice and liberality, 
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hayingthprc detnopftrations of ic,chac ak>nc of all Kings, 
iic.pofiejfed not only his Fathers Kingdoms,but had ad- 
ed'otherKibgdoiiisto thcfli^byVcafon of hismunificence, 
^i'CdcijoSf Faphjdgoniay aiid Bojfhorus, Having with this 
Oration excited his Soldiers, in the three and thirtieth 
years of his Reign he defeended to the Wars with/tome. 
At the fame time King Ptolemy being dead in Egypt^ his 
Kingdom and his Sifter Qu. Cleopatra^ who was his Wife 
alfo^jyas by 4iii^(&dors prefented to that Ptolemyy who 
y^stingptf^ene i at which Ftolemy much rejoiced, but 
crpccially th^cvvlthout conteftation he (hould bepofTefTed 
iniusBrother3Kingdom,to which he knew thattheSoa 
of his Brother was appointed both by his Mother C/eo- 
/^4fr4!^ and by the favour of th,e Princes. Not long after 
(all being difpleafed with him)he no fooner entred into 
Mexandnaj But he commanded all the favourers of the 
youhg child to be put to death, and on that very day in 
which he married his Mother,he killed .the young Pnnce 
in thq idiqther^ imbraces of him}iti the midft of the Ban- 
ijuet, and the folemnity of the marriage ; and thus he 
afcended his fillers bed,bloody with theflaughter of her 
, own Son. Afterward he was nopiqre mild unto the peo- 
ple who. called him unto the f^cceffion of the Rtnjgaomj 
for Ifcentioiifnefs. being given tq the foreign Soldi^rs,all 
things did dailv flow with blood,aiid at laft ("having by 
force rayiilied herPaughter, and taken her. afterwards 
into marriage^he divorced himfelf from his fifter. With 
which cruelty the people being affrighted, they Hole a- 
way into feveratpljfces^ and having wilfully banifhed 
thcmfelves, they forfook their Country for the fear of 
dczth, Ptolemy therefore with his own fervants being left 
alone in fo great a Cicy, when he perceived himfelf to 
be a King not of men, biit of empty houfes,did publifh a 
declaration, follicitingallOrangers CO Inhabit the City, 
who coming* in great numbers to l)im, he not long after 
did in his own perfon meet Scipb ^Af^icUnus^SpHxmMum" 
Hrf «y,and Lucius Metellus the Ambafladors of the Romans^ 
who made a vifitation into thofe parts to obfervc the 
condlcion and Kingdoms of their Confederates. 
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Buc he appeared as ridiculous co thtRomanSyZSi bloo- 
dy to all the Citizens *, for he was deformed in counte- 
nance, and low in flature, and by the obefenefs of his 
ftrutten belly, more like unto a Beafl, than tx>a man -, 
which filthinefs, his tiffanies and light garments which 
he had on did increafe, as if thofe parts offered them- 
felves to be feen as thrbueh a veil, which modefty com- 
jmands us with cartiulneS to conceal. 

After the departure'of the AmbafTadors C amongfl 
svhom) while Afrtcams walked forth to behold the City, 
he became a fpeftacle of honour himfelf to the Citizens) 
/'/«/ewy(being hated by the Strangers alfo that were be- 
come Citizens) did filently for fear of treachery, deport 
into banifliment, having taken witli him his Son which 
he had begotten on his Sifter, and his new Wife whom 
\\t had married, having put away her Mother ^ and ha- 
ving with money contraaed a mercenary Army ,he nude 
War at once on his Sifter, and his Country j after this, 
having fent for his eldeftSon iromCyrene^mitxbtAlexan' 
drians {hovld, not make him their STing agaihft.him, be 
put him to death \ whereupon the people pulled down 
iiis Statues an^ Images, winch he conceiving to be done 
in favour of his Sifter,he flew that Son alfo whom he be- 
got on her,and having divided his body into two fevcral 
parts, and put it into 4 Coffin,he fenr it to his Mother on 
that daj whereon (he made yearly a great feaft for die 
Iblcramty of his Birth, which was a fight not only grie- 
yous, and much lamented by the Mother but by alithe 
•City alfo^ and brought fo much grief in the heighc of aH 
their mirch at the banquet ; that all the Court was filled 
with a great and a fudden lamentation. 

The Inclinations of the Prlhces being therefore corned 
from feafting into mourning, they ftiewed to the people 
ihe difmerabred body of the young Prince, and oy the 
murder of his qwq Son did decide what they ou^hc 
rh.emfelyes to expeft of their King. Cleofotra hariog 
'ended the days of her mourning for the death of herSon, 
when fhe perceived that (he was oppreffed by aWar alfo 
.from Jier late Husband her Brother, (he by her Ambaffk- 
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dors demaaded aid of Demetrius Ring of SyriOy whole 
own fortunes were as various, as they were memorable ^ 
Foe when DemetrifHimde War againft the fartbians, as 
mention hath been made before^nd in many encounters 
overcame then, being on a fudden furrounded by an 
Afnbolpido.having leSt his Army, he was taken himfelf. 

ArfacidesKmg of the Farfhiansy in the greatnefs of his 
Royaf fpii:it, having (ent him into Hyrcanra^ did not 
only honour him with the refped due unto a King, but 
gave. him his Daugl^iter alfo in n^rriage, andpromifed 
fordbre^unto him' the Kingdom qiS^ria^ which in his^ 
vbkofitTrjfMit^vcit Mailer of. After his deach^Deme- 
trim de&airing of return, aod, not enduring Captivity,. 
and l(Mithing a private lite,although a fat one,and a^ weal- 
thy ^did contrive with, himfelf how he might efcape irito^ 
his own Kingdom. His friend Qdarnander was both his^ 
CompaniQli-,and hisperfwiider tpundertake this journey,. 
Yh^<a6erhisCa|>ttvijtj in S^r^having hired a guide, did 
brii^ hito difguiitfid jo zFarti^an^ habit through the de- 
farts of i4r/i3M intofi^^y/off^But Phrabartes whofucceeded 
Arfacides did.caufe him to be brought back,having over- 
tafcn him by the fwiftncfs of his horfcs anda nearer com- 
pehdioHJne&of die way .When he was brought unto the 
King Jie not only pardoned C<i/tfjiff4n«ffr,but gave him a re- 
ward for his fidelity tp htsfriendybut having very round- 
ly checked Demtfrms^hc fent him to his wife in ffyrcania^ 
and comiiianded that he Should be obferved by aftrifter . 
guard'} Inprocefsof time,whep the Children which he 
had by his Wife did feem to be a (Ironger oblieacion on 
tnitiior hisifiddity,he did endeavour to make his efcape 
agun, having tlie fame friend to be his Companion *, but 
by the- fiime mfelicity he was uken again near unto the 
bounds ofMsowt) j|if)gdoni^ and being the fecond time 
bcougbt uoipptihe King, he was looked upon as a hated 
siX^n, and npt fuffered to come into his prefence. But 
being then al^ dirmiiTed to his Wife and Children, he 
was^nt ba^k inxo H^cm^ ^d confined to a City, upon 
a penaltv not to go out of it, and in the reproach of his 
childi(h levity yhewa^kden with Qolden (hackles. But n(k 
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compafTion of the Tarthmu nor ref^ft bfaojrtxmte* 
guinity was the occafibn of this vhbir cleineDC|r towards

Not 
long after tlie Battel began, aty\''Anti6chks haying over- 
thrown his Enemies/ in three tei^tKll fleldsi andpoileG- 
fed himfelf of Brt^/d«,he Wis diUed Antiochuf the 
Great ; and the people in all the^fdgllbotlring Nations 
revolting to him, there was hothiugkft to thfc Pkrfhi^ 
ans but tneir own Country, and the Boundaries of it. Ac 
the fame time Phrahartes fent DmemUi''itko Syrht vrtdi 
a coniiderable Army of the Parthians to f6[kk himfelf 
of his own Kingdom, that upon thiit4ttmm'Antkichuf 
fhould be called off from P^fW^ todfefbttdtfe^own In- i 
terefls. And becaufe h^ coul'd nbt^j^erOdWl^ him by j 
ftrength, be did every where attempt upoi! Him t>y ftta- 
tagems. The Army of Antiochfts abon^dtng'with mul- 
titudes, the Winter coming on, he Quarter^ his Army 
in fevcral Cities, which was the caule of Ws deftmftiofi. 
For wh^u die Ocies beheld themfdves oppretfed with 
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the billeciflgs and the injuries of the Soldiers, they re- 
volted to their old Mafters the Parthians^ and on a pre- 
fixed day, by treacheries they did all affault thcdivi-' 
ded Army^ that thereby one might be difabled to bring. 
*affiflancc unto the other. Which when Antiochus un- 
derftood, being refolved to relieve thofe who were 
liexc unto him,he'advanced wicli that party which with 
him had their Winter-quarters. 

In his way he encountred with the King of the Par^ 
thiansy againft whom in his perfon he fought more cou- 
ragioufly than all his Army. At laft when he had over- 
come his Enemies by fine torce^heing abandoned of his 
own Soldiers through the treachery of their fear, he 
was flain. Phrahartes did bellow upon him the Solem- 
nity of magnificent Funerals, after the mariner of Kings, 
gnd Cbeing taken with the Jove of the Virgin) did mar- 
ry the Daughter of Demitrius , which Ant'iQchus had 
-brought along with him, and began to repent that e- 
Vcr he fuffered Demetrius to go away 5 and having fent 
in full fpeed feveral Troops of Horfe to fetch him back, 
they found him in fafecy in his own Kingdom,fearing the 
ikme^efign of Phrahartes^ and liaving in vain attempted 
all things to reduce him, they returned to their owq 
Kin& 
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ANmchus being overthrown in Parthia whh his army, 
his ^xoi\icxDem€tms being delivered from the Cap- 
tivity of the F^rtJ[?w«x, and reftored to his own King- 
dom,when all Syria was in lamentation by reafon of the 
lofs of tlie Army, as if he had happily managed his own 
and his Brothers Wars with Parthia^ in which the one 
of. th,em was taken> and the otlier flain, he was refolved <• 
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to make another War in £^pr, his Mothcr-in-Iaw Cltafd- 

rr4 having promifcfd him that Kingdom, as the reward of 

hisafTiftance againft her Brother. But whiles he affed- 

ed the poffeihons of other men ( as oftenthnes it 

comes to MfsJ he loft his Own by the revolt oiSyria\ for 

^tAnthanans jSrft of all under the command of their 

General Trx^j/ja, having in deteftation the pride of their 

Ring which became intolerable by the exercife of hisPtfr- 

thtan cruelty, and after them the Jpamenians and other 

Cities following their examples, did revolt from Ring 

Demetrm in his abfence. But Ftolemy King oi Egypt ^ Iw- 

ving his Kingdom invaded by him ("when he underftood 

tliat his Sifter Cleopatra^ having taking with her the 

wealth c^ Egypt, was fled unto her Daughter and to De» 

metrius her Son-in-law ) did fuborn a young man of £- 

iypt the Son of Frotarcm a Merchant, who by arms 

ftiould demand the Kingdom of Syria ^ and the Plot was 

laid, as if he had been received into the Ropl Family 

by the adoption of King Antiochw ^ and the Syrians de- 

fpifing not any who was impofed upon ehenvto be their 

King, the name of ihis their King (^that they might qq 

longer endure the arrogance of Demetrim ) was called 

Alexander y and great aids were fent him out of Egypt. Iq 

the mean time, the body of Anti^chus flaih by die King 

of the ParthianSi was brought in a filver Ccmin, being 

fent by him to be buried m Syria, which was received 

with infinite folemnity, both from all the Cities and 

from King Alexander himfelf, to leave a fairer glofs upon 

the fable-, and this procured him the general Svour and 

acclamations cf the people, aU men l>elieving that his 

tears came as much from his heart, as from his eyes. 

But Demetrius, being overcome by Alexander, when he 

was befieged rounawith calamities, he was at laft for- 

Taken by lus own Wife and Children. Being therefore 

left with a few j>oor fervants when he repaired to Tyrus, 

to defend himfelf there by the Religion of the Temple, 

going out of the Ship,he was killed by the commandment 

of the Mafter of 'u. Seleucus, one of his Sons, beamfe 

he aOiimed the Diadem without the Authority of hbMo- 
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thcfv was flnii by her, the other ( whofe Name, by 
rejifoo of the greacnefs of his Nofc was Gryfbus) was Or- 
d^tie4 Rio^- l^y the, Mother^ that the Name 6t the King 
mjgiJK be wu^ tl;e Son, but all the command of 5ove- 
raiggty wich the Mother..^ But Alexander having feized 
ufi^^fhe Kinigd'onoL of Syria^ being puffed up with the 
i^nuy of his prefent fuccefs, did l^cin now by a contu- 
iRelipiiS(arrog^nce to defpife )^/a/emr himfelf by whom he 
was adv«y)^a iiito the Kingdom. Ptolemy therefore ha- 
viaef eo^ilcd iumfelf unto his Sifter, did endeavour 
WKh all ms powet t9 deflroy the Kingdom of Alexanderr 
whicii ip the hatred to DemetriMshc had procured to him 
by his own power^ ^ To which purpofe he fent Auxilia- 
ries into Oreece to Grypbusy and his daughter Gryphtna iq 
be efpottfed to him, that he might follicite the people to 
the aid of his Nephew, not only by his affinity to liim, 
hue by tke fociety of the W^r. Neither was h in vain \' 
for when ail perceived(/r;j>Aii/ recruited with the Eg^ti- 
^n forces, they di^ by degrees begin to revolt from 
Akjifndcrm Not long softer the battel was fought, in 
whiqi>4/^4R^erbeing.conqucred, did fly toAntiochia. 
£e»ng there ddtirmc of moneys he commanded the 
Effngmoiy, ICTO R Y, being all of folid Gold, to be 
takeB- down from ' the ^ Temple of Jupiter ^ laughing 
atJt))e^Sacrilcjge. wuh this icorn of prophaner wit, 
for //<: to R The find was lent htm by Jupiter. Not 
Ipj^'^ftcr wj^i^ep Ke conunanded the tffigics of Jupiter 
hia;^^lf, being alfpi all ,of beaten Gold, and of an in- 
finji^ weight to be taken away,h^ was met with in the 
a^^ of the Sacrilege and enforced to fly, b^ reafon ot 
the concourfe of the muUicude ^ and a great TempefV 
fbJlowing him, he was taken by Tliieves, being forfaKen 
of his own menj.and was by them brought unto Gry- 
fikusi, who did put liim to ^eath. Grypbus, having reco- 
vered his Feathers Kingdom, and being delivered from 
%\l foreign dangers, was invaded by the Son of his 
own Mother, v^o in her immoderate defire of Sove- 
Ecjjgnty, having betrayed her HusbaiTd Demetrius^ and 
killed one of her Sons, and complaining that her Dignity

Cjnric^tnw being now 
equal to him m (Irength, the Battel was fought, and 
Cyrtc^tms being overcome was put to flight and came 
to Anriocb^ whidh was prefcwly bcfieged by Gryphus^ 
in which City wasalfo Cleopatra the wife of Cyricduius^ 
the Ctty being taken, Gr/phina the wife of Gryphus com- - 
manded nothing more earnefUy, than that her fifler 
Ckopatra (hould be fought out, not to aiHd her in her 
Captivity, but to be fure that fiie might not efcape th^ 
calamity of it, becaufe that in the emuIatioo^Lher (he 
did come into. that Kingdom, apd by marrjjHR ene- 
my of her, fifter, did make her felf anene^i^ unto, 
hen She accttfcd her for drawing foreign enemies into 
the cooteftation of the Brothers, and that it was not for 
nothing that (he was divorced from her Brother, and 
that fhe married another without the Kingdom o£ 
^gypt^ agaiiift the will of- her. Mother. On the other 
fuit^ Gryphus didddire her that fhe would not^Ofn- 
pel. iTcirtoi commit fat fcml 4 crim^, and that never at]]}: 
of hi^ Anceilbrs, after* Co many. Wars both qt hoipe;-^ 
and abroad, having overcome their enemies, did offer, 
any violence to the Women, whom their fex did exr 
enrpt from the danger of tlie War, and from the cru- 
elty of the Conqueroor 5 but to plead for her befides 
the Laws of War, there was alio the contiguity of 
blood, (he bcirig her own Mef, againft whom fo bloo- 
(Ky. fhe raged, and his own Coufln German, and the 
Mother of Children . betwixt them ^ t^ thi§ near rela- 
te of Cofifttt^inicy , he added the fuper Aitioq of 
the Temple to whicli (he fled to proteft her felf, aod : 
that the gods we^e . fb much the more religioufly to 
be worfhipped, as they were more propitioos and fa- 
vourable to him. iff JiiSiConqueft •,. befides, fhe being, 
fla!h,TiothiDg was diminifhed of theflrengch afn4 power ; 
Q{Cyrw£nw. But by liow much Grjpbw was the more ; 
uiiwiliing, by fo mudi Jier-ljfl^r was .inflamed.. \viCih z* 
Female pertinacioiifnefsj conceiving tliofei wprdsof :his 
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proceeded from love uA not from pity. Thereforejia* 
ving called the Soldiers to her, (he fent them her felf 
to kill her Sider, who entring into the Temple, when 
they could not drag her €aft oat of it, they cat off her 
hands, holding on the Image of the Goddess, and in her 
laft words curfmg the Author of the Parricide, the 
gods befides being violated *, (he died, but to revenge 
herfelf ; for not long afcer,another Battel being ftn^ht , 
andCyricinw Conquerour,he took Gryphtna the Wife o£ 
Orythks pritbncr) who killed her Sifter, and by her 
death ^jj^t^^utc to the Ghods of his Wife. But Cleo- 
patra i^lfllf^vfhcn n^ was 'offended that her Son 
PukmyysTk her companion in the Kingdom, (he exciced 
the people agaiuil him, and having taken from him his 
Wife Seleuceyznd fo much th^more unworthily becau(e 
he had two Children by her, (he compelled ^im to live 
a baniftied life, having fent for her younger Son Aiexath 
der^ and crowned him Rinfl in the place of his Brother » 
and being not content to hav^ banifhed him out of the 
Kingdom, fbe profecuted a War againft him in Cyprus^ 
a^d havin|[ driven him from thence alfo, (he killed the 
General of her own Army, becaufe he permitted him 
to efcape alive ou& of her hands : although Ptolemy being 
no ways inferior to him in flrength^did willingly depart 
out of the Ifland,that he might not be ingaged in a War 
againft his own Mother. 

Alexander being terrified with this cruelty of his Mo- 
ther, did alfo himfelf forfake her, preferring a: fafe and 
quiet life above a dangerous Kingdom. 

But Cleopatra fearing that her eldeft Son Ptolemy (hould 
be affifted by Cyrrcanus to be by hi n reftored into E^ypt^ 
did fend great aide to Gryphus^ and Seleuce to be his 
Wife, who muft now be efpoufed to the Enemy of her 
former Husband, andby AmbalTadors called back Alex"^ 
ander her Son into the Kingdom, whofe life when by 
treachery (he contrived to take away, being prevented 
by him,ine was killed herielf,and yielded up her fpiric 
not by fa^e^ bxrt parricide. Worthy (he was of this in- 
famy of death, who drove her owji mother from the Bed 
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of her Hufsband, and pofielfed her room in ic, and fuc* 
ccflively made her Daughters Widows after their alter- 
nate marriage with their own- Brothers, who banifhcd 
one of them, and afterwards made War againft him^ 
and having taken the Kingdom alfo from the other, ^id- 
endeavour to put him to death by treachery. 
, But Alexandtr had the kifure to repent of this horrible 
aft ;for when ever it was known that the Mother was 
flain by the violence of the Son, he was forced into ba* 
niflimeRt!:^ die people, and Ptolemy being called back, 
the Kingdom was reftored to him, who would neither 
make War with his Mother, near take away by Arms 
from his Brother what he hlmfelf did^firft poffefs. Whiles 
thefe things were thus carried, htsBrodier begotten on 
a Concubine,^o whom his Father in his Will did leave 
the Kingdom of Cyreney did deceafe, having made the 
people o^Rme hisHeir^for now the fortune of Rme be^ 
ing not content with the bounds of 1^4(r, did begin to 
extend' it felf totheRtnfidom&^f die Eail: Thelnefore 
that fmxofljbya was made a Province, and afterwards 
Crete and Cii/rf^ being Abdned in the Fir4rjc/^War*^were 
reduced into the form of a Province, bv which means- 
the Kingdoms of .Synf/i and Egypt being itraitned by the 
^man neighbourhood, and accuftomed heretofore to 
raife advantages to themfelves by Wars, with thofe who 
were next unto them; the .power of wandring abroad 
being taken away, they turned their owivftrength inio 
their own bowels, infomuch that confuming themfelves 
with daily encounters; they grew into contempt with' 
their nerghbours, and became a prev to the Nation of 
the Araiians but weak, and contemptible bdore *, whofe 
King Merotimi44 in the confidence of fix hupdred-^ Sons 
begotten on diveriConcubine$,wich divided Armies did 
fomecimes invade and plunder. E^pt^ and fometimcs. 
5yr/^, and advanced the name of the Arabians^ making 
icgreat^atid Potent by the weaknjcfsof the neighbouring- 
Princes. 
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TH £ mittual hatreds of the Br6chers« aod noe long 
afterwards ^e ennihy of the Sons fucceeding the 
hatred of Paretits,when both the Kinesaad Rili|dom of 
Spia wad confunied .by an inexpiable War, the peo- 
ple were enfoicetl to leek fin-eign aid, and began to 
look upon the Kihgs that wer^fttaiae^ co them:Thefc- 
fore^hen one ptrr^dien^ wereof opmion thatM^^^i- 
dates fhould be fent fer out cfPtmnuy end ttnother pare 
thought' that Ptolemy (hooldfoe fent for out of ^yptj 
it being advertifed that Mkbriiat€S'yn& involited in the 
Rmsn War,and'that Fnkmjt nas an Enemy uneo Sj/ria^ 
they all agreed ttpon T^rmuxKing ofArmtnUy who: wa 
fupplred ^beffdeshisown ftrengm) wieh the Society ofi 
the F^to^/yand dw afffaity ^iJUithridatej^ JUffinerf 
beitr^ thereforefencfor iiko the Kingdom of 5>rf^> for. 
the (pace of eighteen years m6tt peac^ldy enjoyed die* 
Kiligdom, neither did he provoke an j by War, nei* 
ther being provoked- did ho conceive it neceflary to 
ilisake Wai^ againft alnjr other. 'But as Syria was fafeironi' 
rh^ ih^fionjdf Enemies; ib it was made ddfolate by an 
Earifhquake, hiivhioh aad hdndred and feventy thoa«- 
fand ptrUm^y and many Cities were deftroyed : The 
Sbuth-faycrs being cotifulted, did irake anfwer,that this 
Prodi^ did fyortend the change of affairs in tli^ King- 
dom of the Eaf>.

much pcrfeverance in the fight, as impctuoufneis in the 
firft fhock of the charge.Often times in the very heat of the 
firft charge they foriake their battel,and after their fight 
they will immediatcly^:ally and renew the fight again, 
and when you think you are moft fure of Conqucft, the 
greateft difficulty and danger of the Battel is to come j 
their defence for thcmfelvcs and for their Horfes, arc 
plumed Coats of Mail on which are fuch waving Plumes 
that they do cover all the bodies of both. They have no 
ufe either of Gold or Silver, but only on their Armoury 
through the delight of various luft, tney have every one 
^ feveral wives j neither is tliere any crime amongft them 
" which is profecuted with a greater punifhment dian adul- 
tery*, Wherefore they forbid their women not only the . 
company of men at their Banquets, but alfo the iicht of 
them y they eat no fiefh but what they procure by Ibunt- 
ing ; they are always tarried on Horfes $ on thole they 
manage their Wars,on thofe they celebrate their Feafts 
and pe.rform,all publick and private Oflfices^on diofe they 
ever move,or ftand {liIl,on thofe theyconftantlytrade and 
difcottrie. This is the greateft diflference betwixt their 
flaves and tlieir Free-born, that the Servants in times of 
no War do go on foot, the Free-men do always ride on 
Norfe-baci^ i their common burial is no other than tQ 
be devoured by birds or dogs v their bones being all thacv 
is left, are covered with the earth.' As for their ReligioOi 
they are moft devout in the worfhip of their gods ^ the 
difpofitions of theNation are lofty,f6ditious,deceitful,pe* 
tutant,they command boldne(s in men, and courtefie in 
Women ^ they are always apt to rife at ai>y commotion 
either Foreign or Domeftick, they are more fNrompt to 
a^ than fpeak-,therefore they cover all things with filence 
whether good or bad; ^ey are prone unto lttft,frugal ki

their dice, and wkhopt Aitb either in their words or 
proniifes, unlefs it complies with eheir advantage ; they 
obey their Princes, not for reverence, but for fear. 
' After the death oi Alexander the Great when the King- 
aoms of the Eaft were divided aniongft his SuccefTors^ 
none of the Mtced^ns vouchfafing to command over fo 
poor a Nation as they were, it was delivered to Strata^ 
gener^ one of their Aflbciates in their Wars. The Par- 
thians therefore, t\it Macedonians being divided aodl ex- 
ercifed in Civil Wars, did follow Eumenes with the other 
Nations of Upper 4/m ^ivho being overcome, they came 
unt;6 Antigomis : Afterwards they followed the Enugns of 
Wcanor Seleucusj and ( he being dead ) of Antmhus and 
his Succeflbrs, , from whofe Nephevys Son Seleucus^ they 
firft of all revolted. In the firft Carthaginian War, Lucius 
Manlius Pijo ancj AttUiUs Regulus being Confuls, the dif- 
cord of the two Brothers Sefeucus ana Antiochtfis did give - 
them an impunity for this defertion ; for the two Bro- 
thers contending to pluck the Kingdom from one ano- 
ther, they did forbear to.profecuteagatnft theRey<^ 
ters. At the fame timp theodms'tiic Lieutenant of the 
thouiand Cities of the BaBrians revoked alfo, and com* 
manded hlmfelf to be called King, whofe Example ail 
the people of the Eafl fdlowing, there was a general 
revolt from th^ Macedons^ 

Thj^re was in thofe times a man ca^td4rfades of an uii^ 
certain burth but of an undoubted G9urage,who beiqg acr 
cuflomed to live by thefc,and upon the fpoil, having un^^ 
derflood that Sekucus was overcome by the 6auls being 
delivered from the fear and the danger of him, having 
invaded thtParthims with a company of Thievcs,he fup- 

E relied Andrageras their Lieutenant^ .and ^ot long after 
aving killed him^ufurped the EQipir^of that Nation^ 
After that he ppffcffed himfelf pfcheKingctemof jheiStyr- 
canians \ and, hayiiig thus inveiled hinifelf with, the com- 
mand of twoCitie$^e prepared a great^jirmy for the iax 
oiSelekciii and ThcQdotm King of the BaBrims^ but being 
quickly delivered from his fear by the death of Theodotus, 
he entredinco aLeagueandCorenafit wicb.liisSon,whQ(e 

name 
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name was Tl^M^iMyialfo, and not long after etcotincring 
lyich^io^e^^i^^^wbt) advanced M;id> his Army to make 
War^g^lQAiehe Reifie^rs^he overdame hiDti the day. of 
tvhkh Conq^ieft tifKFarthims obferve^in their Almaoacks 
gS; 89!

Pampatinp vf^ the third Ring of the Fturtbians^ and he 
alfo^ was czWt^Arfines"-', for as I have, mentioned hereto* 
fore, the PurHiimhbyMkmt Danie\caUed aii thetr Kingi^ 
ascli^itBm^rddcaiiev«rj(Emperor, (kfdr'^Xid'Augii^s^ 
Hehaidng reigned cwelionpsears deceared,hayfng left be* 
hind'him two&ms, Mthrttlaies andPhamates.^ Pbarna* 
ces being die elder did inherit the Kingdom^^ after the 
Cuftom of ritel^ation; and having overcome i^e valiant 
Ivlation of theiMur^ he not long aftki died, having

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Icfc behind him many Sons who bring all rciefted' b^ 
him, he left the Kingdom to his Brother Mtkrid^esy a 
man admiraUe ibr his Venue, thinking drat he owed 
mote to his Ringdom^than to the name of a Fatherjand 
was more obliged to provide for his Country tha» his 
Children. 

At the fame time, almoft as Mtbridates be^ his 
Reign inPartbia^Eucratidef was invefted in the Kingdom 
of BaBriay being both of them men of excellent Sjpirits. 
But the fortune of thci^arfbians being more happy,thac 
Nation was adranccd under the Reign oiMttrtaates to 
die height of all their glory^ but the BaUtiunt beings di- 
ftrefledby feveral Wacs^id at the lail not Olily lofe ^ir 
kingdom, but their liberty: For being wearied with the 
Wars of the Sogdians, the Drangamts^ and the JmUdns, 
they' were at laft ^s men without fpirit or blood, Tup« 
preiTed by an inconfiderable number of the-Panbiam, 
Howfoever Eifcratidcs managed many 'Wars ^di great 
refoltttion, with which being much wafled, ;pdien he 
wasat Taft beleaguered byDrmemndting of the J^u^ansijhe 
by daily fellies with three thoufand men did overcome 
threefcore thoufand of his Enemies r aiid having raifcd 
the fieje in the fifth Month after it was begun, he made 
Jn£a itoop in obedience to him:, from whence iiriieahe 
mthdrew his Army, he was Ulled in the marah honci* 
wards byliis own &ia;whM he nnkde partner^ with him 
in the Ringdom,who not diflembHng memurderof hfc 
Father fas if he liid kiUlcd an Enemy ,ra^er dian a Fa« 
ther } caufed his Chariot to be hurried over the place 
where his blood was fp9t,and commanded that lib body 
fliould be thrown away,as unworthy to be buried.Whiles 
thefe things thus pafled amongft the Ba&rfans^ a new war 
did arife amongft the Bar^jitmtzvA liie MedesyBX^A die 
jfortune of both Naeions being a long thaiie variobs, the 
Ba^rians were at laft overcome bv At FarthiaKTfA6M' 
dsnes being more formidable by tnis accels of new pow- 
er, did makt'Bncafm his Lieutenant, in the Kingdom of

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AFter th^ death oiMtbriAtes King of the Parthiansj 
Phrahartes his^Sofl was madeRitlg;ttho when he de- 
termined to make War on Syria, to be ret«ttted on 
AnmcMsy wh6 atte^ijMied the FdrM^^m KingdoRH he 
was called back by'tneconimmofa of ck&Si^r^ifi^ 
defehd his own pcmfYions ^ fmr the Scythmi bdog) ibi- 
licitedwithtlk promifeof great^ewsrds toheUpche 
Fartbtans ^inft King Anttocbus^ «hey came wich their 
AttKiliarie^ juft when the War was ended ; and being 
denied their pay, (^ to reproach them for dieir aiftftaiice 
which came 10 rate^.tne^cj'f^/^ni grieving that.' they 
liad'made fb' great a marclt;to &«<litde purpo& » 
wheili they defired that either thetrt pay ihoiijd be gt« 
' ven them for -their travel^ Qr.aQ Enemy with whom 
they inight encounter, they had * proud anfwer re- 
turned triem, whereat bemg incchfed^ they began 
to , plunder the Borders of the Partbians* Pbrabartes 
therefore advancing againft :the Scuthians, did leave 
one Hyfnerus for the defence of his Kingdom, having 
obliged him by his love from the flower of his youth, 
who unmindful of the courtefies received, and whofe 
fubftitute he vras,did afflift thi^Babykmdiu and many o- 
ther Cities with tyrannical cruelty. Phrahartes himfeff in 
this war did proudly & infoleotly deport hiixlfelf towards 
the Army of the GreciofUi whom he had then with him 
. /having takenthemprifoners in the war which he mad^ 
^ainft Anthfbus} being altogether unmindful that no

" great force beaten from theffaly by the Sofiis of Velias : 
Jafin therefore with a great multitude Twho on the re- 
[ port of his glory fame daily oUt of j* all Nktiods cp him ) 
' nis Wife Medea being his compauiph (whom having re- 
pudiated, he again in the commiferatiofi of her barf?fh- 
ment did take into the participation of his Bed ) arid 
Afedius his Step^fon becotten hyJEieusK\ngo(theAtb€' 
tjiansdid return to Cokhos^nd reftored there his Father- 
in-law npt long before dci^fen from his Kingdom. 

After that, he iiiadc great Wars againft the Neigh* 
hours, and added t;o the Kingdom of his Father-in-la^, 
divers Cities that, were, taken, to take away the injury 
of the former War^ in which, he both took by fofce his 
Daughter; MedeOr ^nd killed Mgialus the Son of j^tas^ 
and partof thcCitieshediftributcdto the people vVhom 
he had brought with him to fcrve him in. the Wars. He 
was the firft of all men who fubdiied that, part of the 
World, Hercules and Bacchus excepted, whp were faid 
to be the Conquerors, and the Swings of all'the Eaft. To 
fome of the people he aftignedP^rj'^iKJ and Anjjftram to 
be their General, who were drivers of the Chariot of Ca* 
Jfor and PoUux •, he made a League alfo with the Albanians 
who having followed Hercules out of Mount Albania in 
July after he had flain Gerpny did drive his Catcel fior 
him through ir<a/y,and boing mindful from whence they 
derived their Qrlginal, did in thf War of Mthridates 
falute the Array ot Cnem\Fompem by, the name of Bre- 
thren. All the Eaft therefore did erefl: Temples and con- 
ftitute Divine honours to him, which many years after- 
wardSjP^rwe/iio Lieutenanc-General under Alexander the 
. Great did command to be pulled down and aboliflied, 
that no name in the Eaft fhould be of more' veneration^ 
than the name of Alsxarder himfelf. 

^ After 
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Afccrthc death of Jafin^ Meius^ w^s the emulator of 
Usvertues, who in honour of his Mother iWe^/e^' did 
.build a. City, and called it after her name, and founded 
the Kingdom of the Medes after his own name, in ,the 
Majeftv whereof the Empire afterwards did a longtime 
flourifn. Tho jimaxpmans ;are near unto the Albanians^ 
whofe (^een Tialefiris defired, for generation, to have 
the carnal knowledge o^ Alexander the Great, as we find 
it aflerced by fereral Authors. Armenius alfo being him- 
felf a TheJJaftan^ and one in the number of Jafins Cap-i 
t^ns, having recoljefted a cbnfiderable party that wan- 1 
~.dred up and down after the death of Jafins^did plant 
Armenia from whofe Hills tlie River Tigris doth firft flow 
but with fmall beginnings,and after fomefpacefhe hides 
herfelf under Earth, through which running undifcove- 
^ red for the fpace of five and twenty miles, The fhewerh 
' again herlelr, and appears a great and violent River in 
the Country oiSafh^ne^ from whence falling down, (he 
is received into the waters ol Euphrates. 

But Mthridates King of the Parthians^ after the War 
of Armenia^ was expelled by the Senate* from the Farthi- 
an Kingdom, by reafon of his cruelty : His Brother Hero- 
deshzy'wg poiTefled himfelf of the^cant Kingdom, did 
for a longtime befiec^B/tty/on^ whither Mithtidates fled, 
and at lalt compelled the.Inhabitants, being t>pprefled 
by famine, to lurrender themfelves j and Atnmdates 
bt his own accord^ in confidence of the contiguity of his 
blood, did deliver himfelf into the Power of Horodes. 
But Horodes taking him to be rather an enemy than his 
Brother, did in his own prefence command him to be 
(lain. ACter this he made Vizt upon the Rmans^ and o- 
verthrew Craffus the Kwif4«Gtncrai,with hisSon and all 
the Roman Army. His Son Pacorus having performed 
great atchievements in Sjriay and being fent to purfue 
the relidh of the /(om^n Army, was called back into Par' 
thia being fufpedted by his Father, in whofe abfence, the 
army of the Partbians being left in Syriay were (lain by 
Caffius the Quxftor of Craftus with all their dp- 
tains. 

This 
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ThJs being pcrfdMiied, not long after there dii arifc 
jtlie Civil Wars of the Romans betwixt Cafar and Pompeyy 
5 n which the Parthtans took the part of Pompey^ both by 
jreafon of their aflbciatiofi with him in the War witn 
Jhtithridatesy and by reafon of the death oiCraffut^ whofe 
Son they heard did fide with C^r/irjand who they doubt- 
ed not but would throughly revenge his Father death, 
if Ce/kr were the Conqueror ; Therefore J^o/wf jf^and all 
liis party being overcome, they afterwards fent their 
Auxiliaries to Caffim zni Brum againfl Augufint and M' 
tontHi ; dnd afcer the end of that wai^, having entred in- 
to a league with Labknw^they made defolate with their 
Armies both Syria znd fifiay and being as high in their 
refolutions, as their numbers, they afiaulted the Cam^ 
of Ventidiks s who after CaffitHy in the abfence oiPacoruu 
did overthrow the Parthian Amy j but Ventidius having 
difTembleid a fear, did a long time contain himfelf with- 
in the Camp, and permitted the Parthian far a while td 
inrult,whob^itig confident and recare,he at the lad did 
fend forth bne pirtof the legions againfl them, who 
charging upon them with great courage did utterly root 
them',PacorHi conceiving that his flying men had drawn 
along after them the Komah legions to purfue them, did 
fct upon the Canlp of VetaidiWy fuppofing it to be'defli- 
tute of defenders ; whereupon Ventidius Tallying forth 
with the otherjpart of the legions, did cut ofFthc whbid 
Army of the Parthiansy with the King Pacarm himfelf 5 
neither did the Parthians iii any War receive a greater 
wound than in that'Battel. 

When thefe things }j(fcic reported in ParthUi Iferddes, 
the Father of Pacorus^ who ndt long before had under- 
flood that all Syria was plundred, and Afia feized upoti 
by the Parthians^ and who did glory that his Son Paco" 
Yt44 was a Conqueror of thejR^w^>,being on a fudden in- 
formed both of the death of his Son, and the total de- 
flruftion of thearmy,hiE^ricf washcightned into a' Fren- 
zy. For the ipace df many days he woilild not fpeak to 
any one, nor take any fuflenanccjnor utter any word ac 
allj infoitiuch that he feemed to be a dumb man, and 

•' O when 
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when grief had afterwards opened the pailage of his 
voice,he called upon nothing oucF^corMf-, he feemed as 
if he both faw, and heard Pacori^^ and would Hand ftill 
a while and fpeak as if he had difcourled with him, and 
by and by again he would lamentably condole him, be- 
ing flain. 

After, a long timt of forrow, another afflidHon did 
invade the miferable old man, which was to deter- 
mine with himfelf, which of his thirty Sons he fhovld 
make King in the place oiPacorns, 

He had many Concubines, on whom fo great a num- 
ber of Children were begottenjand every one of them was 
importunate with him to make choice of her own Son , 
bpt the fete of Farthia did fo ordain>(it being there a fo- 
lemn cuilom to have Kings to be parjicides ) that the 
mod wicked of them all, Vhrabartes by nanie, fliould be 
clewed King,who no fooner was inveded in his royality, 
but^as if he had no mind to die a natural death himfelf) 
did kilb his Father, and afterwards did put to death his 
thirty Brothers 5 neither did his guilt ceafe here : for 
perceiving that the Peers of the Kingdom were oiuch 
mcenfed againil him for his daily cruelties, he com- 
manded his own Son, being almod of age, to be killed, 
that there (hould not one remain who might bear the 
name of a King. 

Afarl^Antbony made War upon him with.fixteen gal- 
lant Legions, becaufe he brought aid to Pompey and his 
party, againft Cd^far and himfelf j but his Army beitig 
lorely weakned by many encounters, he retreated from 
Parthia^ by which Viftory, Phrahartes being grown 
more jnfolent, when he determined mahy things cruel- 
ly againft the people, he was driven into bani(hment by 
them : and having with repeated importunities for a 
long time wearied the neighbouring Cities, and laft of 
all the Scythians^ he was by their great affiflance reftor- 
cd unto his Kingdom. 

In his abfence the Farthians had conftituted one Tm- 
dates to be their King,who ui-iderftandingofthe advance 
of the Scythians^ did fly with a great number of his 

friends 
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friends to Ciefar, making War at the fame time in Span^ 
carrying with him as a pledge to Cdtfar^ the youngedSon 
of Phrahartesy whom he took away by force, being too 
negligently guarded. Which being undcrAood^ hrahartes 
fent prefervtly Amba(fadorstoCje/Iir, demanding that his 
{crvmtTtridates and his Soif (hould be reftored to him. 

Cafar having underftood the Ambaffy of Phrabartes^ 
and the defires oiTirtdates^ C for he defired alfo to be 
reftored to the Kingdom ) conceiving that the Romant 
would have a right to Parth'uty if the Kingdom therefore 
(hould be at his difpofing, did make anfwer, That he 
would neither deliver Tiridates to the Parthians^ntvCtktt 
would he aid Tiridates againft them. 

And that it might appear that Cafarvfzs not of that 
fttllen temper, that they could prevail nothing at all 
upon him, he fent Phrabartes his Son withoiit ranfom, 
and allowed Tiridates a large exhibition, as long as he 
would continue with the Romans. 

After this, the War in Spain being ended, when he 
came into Syria to compofe the State of th^ Eaft, Phra^ 
hartes was pofTeired with a great fear that he would make 
War againft him. 

Therefore the Captains over all Parthid^ that were 
taken Prifoners in the Armies of Craffm^ or of Anthony^ 
were recollected, and the Enftgns that were taken,were 
alio fent back to Auguft/H ^ with them the Sons ani 
Nephews alfo oi Phrabartes were given as pledges to 
Auguflus'y and Cxfar prevailed more with the greatnefft 
of his Name, than another Emperor could hare done by 
Arms* 
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THe af&irs of Parthia^ and the Eaft, and almoft of 
all the World, being defcribed ^ Trogus^^ as after 1 
a long Pilgrimage, doth .return home, thinking ic 
the part of an ungrateful Citizen, if hiring ijlluftrated 

O 2 the 
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the Aftiopsof all Nations, be fhould conceal the Affairs 
only of his own Country. He briefly therefore touched 
upon the beginning of the Asw^n Empire,that he might 
not exceed the meafure of his propounded work, and 
not in filence pafs by the Original of that City, which is 
now the Miftrefs of the whole world. 

The Inhabitants oUtaly were firft t\ieAbmgines^viho(e, 
King Samn was reported to be, of fo great Juflice, that 
no man ferved under him, neither had he any thing 
private to himfelf, but all things were undivided and 
common unto all as one patrimony to theni. In the me- 
mory of which example, it was provided that in the 
Saturnaliaythc Intereits of every one being made equal, 
the fervahtsdid every where in their banquets iJedown. 
along in the fame pofture as their Mafters. Therefore 
Italy was called Saturnia^ after the Name of the King ; 
and the Hill vihctt Saturn did inhabit, being by Jupiter 
driven fron» his own Seat, is called the Capitol, 

The third King who Reigned in Italy after him, was 
Faurmsy in whofe time Evander came into Italy from Pal' 
lanthcum^ a City of Arcadia^ with a fmall retinue, to 
whom F^«ww aid bountifully affign certain fields, and a 
Hill, which afterward? he called the Hill Palatine. Ac 
the foot of this Hill he ercftcd a Temple to iLrc^gw, whom 
the Greeks call P^n,and the Romam-lMpercHi. The Effigies 
of the god is cloathed with the skin of a Goat, in which 
habit they run up and down in Rome at the Lupercah* 
'Famus had a Wife whofe name was Fatua^ who being 
daily filled witli a divine Spirit,did as it were in a phren- 
zy prefage of things to come, from whence thofe that ac 
this day are infpircd,are faid to Fatuate^ox toforetel the 
events of the Fates to come. Z^i/iw begotten in whore- 
dom, was the Son of the Daughter of Faumtfy^ and of 
Hercules ^\sh.ozt that time having killed Grerypn, did drive 
his Cattle througli/w//, the rewards of Ms Viftory, In 
the Reign oiLatinm^ JEneas came from Ilium into Italy^ 
Troy being Tacked anddfeilroyed by the Greeks, He was 
immediately entertained with War, and Marfhalling his 
Array to the B2ttd, Latinus fending a Trumpet to parliey

mtk him, was pofleffed with fuch an admiration (f 
liim^that he received him into the fociety of the King- 
dom, and Ldvinia being given him in Hvarriage he was 
the Son-in-law to Latinus. After this, tliey had both 
W them war with Turms King of the Rmluns^ becaufc 
. Lavinia who before the arrival of jEneas was betrothed 
to him, was denied him in Marriage. In this War 
iJoth Turms and Latimsfcnthtd j therefore when ^n^- 
as by the Law of Arms commanded over the two Na.- 
dons, he builded a City aftqr the name of lus wife 
Lavinial He afterwards made War againil Mezentius 
iing of the Tufcans^ in which dying himfelf, his Son 
.^fcanius did fucceed him, who having abandoned 
the City Lavimum^ did build long Mha^ which for 
three hundred years was the Metropolis of the King- 
dom. Aftef the Reign, of many Kings of that -City, 
at th^ 19ft Numitor and Amulius did enjoy the King- 
dom: but when Atmltus had difinthroned Ar«mi/<7r , 
^ho was the mQTjP refpefted by reafon of his age, he 
politickly devoted his Daughter Rhea to a perpetual 
Virginity, that there fhould be no more children of 
the race of Uumitor^o take revenge on him for the ufur^ 
pation of the Kingdpm. And the better to conceal hre 
defign, a pretence of , honour was added to the inju^ 
ry, and fhe feemed not fo much to be a perfon con* 
demned, as a Votrefs elefted. Therefore being fhut 
j^p in a Wood facred to A/^r/, fhe bi'ought forth two 
Cmldren at one Birth ; It is uncertaia whether begot- 
ten by MarSy or by incontinence with another. Amulius 
his fear being multiplied by the birth of the two Boys, 
4^id conimand them to he expofed, and laded R^e^ with 
chains, by the injury and burden whereof (he not long 
after died. But fortune profpicient to the Original of 
RomCy did provide a Wolf to give fuck to the Chil- 
dren, who having loft her Whelps, and defiring to 
empty her teats, did offer her felf as a Nurfe to the 
Inrants, and returning often to the Children, as if they 
were her young ones, Fauftulus the Shepherd obferved 
it, and haying taken them from the Wolf, he brought 
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them up amoncil the flocks in a rupal life.lc is by mani« 
fcft arguments belicved,that the Boys were begotten by 
Mar 5^ both bccaufe they were born in his Grove, and 
were nurfed alfo by a Wolf, which is a creature under 
the proteftion of Mars. One of the Boys was called Re- 
mfif ,and the other Kmadms being at mans eftate,in their 
daily exercife amongfl the Shepnerds,they did encreafe 
their ilrength and fwiftnefs, and did oftentimes with 
-prompt induftry drive away the Thieves that came to 
ileal the Cattel. It fo fell out,that/lemw at lafl was taken 
by them>and as if he was himfelf the fame which he did 
forbid in another, he was brought unto the King, and 
accufed to have been accnllomed to rob the flocks olJUu" 
ntitofy wherefore the King did deliver him to Numitor lo 
be revenged on him. But Numitor being moved with the 
iiourifli of the youth,and hisfufpicion calling to his mind 
his Nephew expofed, when the fimilitude of the favour 
of his baughter,and the time at which he was expofed, 
did agree with his age, and held him very doubtful,be- 
hold where Fauhlus came unexpcftedly with RmtuUtf^ 
by whom the Original of the boys being underftood^the 
defign immediately was contrived 5 the young men were 
armed for the revenge of their Mothers death,and^Hmi- 
tor for his Kingdom taken from him. Amulm being flain, 
the Kingdom was reftqred to Nkmtor^ and the City of 
Kcme was builded by the young men j the Senate then 
was conilituted, confifling of one hundred Stfdors^ who 
were called Fathers.The Neighbours alfo difdaining that 
their daughters fhoold be married unto Shepherds, the 
Sahin Virgins were taken away by violence, and the Na- 
tions about them being overcome by Arms, they firft 
obtained the Empire of Italyy and afterwards of the 
World. 

In thofe times it was the cuftom of Kings, indead of 
DiademSy to u(e Spear SyV/hxch the Greeks cMScepterSj for 
in the beginning of cimes,theAntientswodhipped Spears 
for the immortal gods 5 in the memory whereof, *^ears 
at this day are added to the Images of the gods. In the 
times of King Tarquin^thc youth oi the PhocenfiofiSy being 
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brought tnto the mouth of 2>3eK, did enter into friend- 
ftip with the Romans , and failing from thence into the 
furthcft parts of France^ they builded Maffilia betwixt 
the Ugurtans and other fierce Nations of the GauU^ and 
performed great atchievements, while by Arms ihey 
either proteSed themfelvesagainft their barbarous info- 
lence, or whiles of their own accord they did provoke 
diem, of whom tliey were provoked heretofore. 

For the Phocenfmns (being compelled to it by thebar- 
renncfs of their foil)'did live with more induftry and a- 
lacrity on the Scas,than on the Land,anddid lead their 
lives fometimes by fifhing/omctimes by tradihg, but for 
the moft part by Piracy,which at that time was account;- 
ed honourable. Therefore having failed into the fartheft 
Coafts of all the Ocean, they came into a Harbor at the 
mouth of the ^ivcr oi Rhone^ and being delighted with 
the pleafure of the place, on their return to their own 
Country jdifcovering to others what they had feen them- 
felveSjtney ftirred up inany men to undertake that voy- 
age. Fwrm^ and Peranw were the Admiral and Vice- 
Admiral of their Fleet. They came to the King of the 
Segoregians^ Senatm by name, in whofe Territories they 
defired to build their City, defiring his friendfhip. Ic 
fo fell out, that the King on that day was eipployed in 
the preparations for the marriage of his Daughter G;j>f^ ; 
for whom accprding to the cuftom of that Nation, he 
intended to provide a Husband, who was to be chofeii 
by herfelf, at the great and folemn feaft prepared for 
that purpofe. Therefore all the Suitors being invited to 
' the Dinner, the Grecian Guefts were alfo intreated to be 
prefenc at it. The Virgin then according to the cuAom 
being brought iii, and being commanded by her Father 
to give water unto him,whom (he would make choice g€ 
. to be her Husband, flie pafling by all the Gr^»//,did turn 
towards the Greeks^ and gave the water to Peranui^ who 
being niadeof a Guefl a Son-in-law, had a place afTigned 
to him wherein to build his City. Manilla therefore was 
builded near unto the mouth of ijheRiver pfRAow on a 
remote Bay, as it w^c an Angle of the Sea. But the 
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tigitrians envying the profpcricy and increafe of ehc Ci- 
ty,did weary the Grecians with daily Wars,who in beat- 
ing back the dan^^ers from themfejvesbecame fo glorious, 
^t their enemies being overthrown, they fent forth 
many Colonies into the neiehbouring Country. By thefe, 
the Gauls being inArodted f their barbarous manners be- 
ing either quite laid afide, or more civilized^they lear- 
ned the ufe of a more refined courfe of life ^ as to exer- 
cife and cultivate the fields with ploughs,and to environ 
^n^ defend their Cities with Walk. They then began to 
live not only by Arms, but Laws -, they learned to prune 
the Vine, and to plant the Olive. And fo great a beauty 
and order was obfenred both in difpofing of the things 
and men, that Greece did not feem to come into GalSa^ 
but GalKa to be tranllated into Greece. Senatus Kfng of 
fAAcSegaregians being dead, from whom the place was 
received to build the City,his$on Commama did fucceed 
him in the Kingdom, and a certain King affirming that 
the time would come, when Afafiiia fhould be the de- 
jdrudlion of the neighboviring people \ did advife that it 
might be opprelfed m the Or]giDaI,lefl growing ftrong by 
degrees, it might at laft fupprefs him, who gave both an 
Original and an encreafe unto it ^ to the performance 
whereof he inferted this following pable. 

A Bitch great with Whelp, did petition to a Shep^v 
herd to give her room in which to bring forth her 
young ones ^ which being obtained, ftie petitioned to 
pim again to grant her the fame room to prin^ up her 
young ones ^ at the lafl her Whelps growing into age;, 
and (he being fupported with her Domeflick number^, 
did challenge the propriety of the place unto herfelf. 

So the Mijjilians wno do now appear to be but'ftran- 
^ gers, may in a f)iort tinae become Lords of the Country, 

The King being incited by the application of this ftory, 
flid attempt by deceits to deftrpy the MnjfUians, There- 
fore on the Hply-dajr dedicated to FioM, he fent many 
lufty and able men into the City, to be entertained as 
gueus, & gave order that many raof^ fhould be brought 
in Carts, in whjch they fhould bjc coyere4 vyith green 
eaves, whiles he himlelf with his Army lay hid under 
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the next hills, that they might be prefcnt when the op- 
portunity fcrved for tneir Ambulh, and the Gates in 
the night being opened to receive their Carts, they 
might with their Armed men invade the City drovvned 
in wine and fleep. 

But aWoman,who by the contiguity of blood had near 
relation to theKing,beingaccuftomed to play thewantoif 
with oneof thcGreri/wxjpitying the lovelinefs of theyoung 
man in her embraces of him, did betray the deceit unto 
him,^ defired him to decline the dangenHe immediately 
informed theMagiftrates with if, & the prepared treach^ 
cries being difcovered,the Uffirians were apprehended, 
and lying hid were drawn out of the Carts,and being all 
put to death^deceics were prepared for the decei tfulKmg. 
& 70C0 of the Uiurians werellain with theKing bimfelf. 

After this, the Mtjjiltans did always upon their holy- 
days keep their Gates fhut, & obferved a ilridt watch, & 
had Centinels to walk their Rounds on the walls, and ta 
takenbtice of ftrangers,& to demand the word 5 & thus^ 
as if they were invironed with war^they managed their 
City in the times of peace j (b punctually good inftru- 
ftions were obfervecl there, not fo much by the necef- 
iity of the times, as by the cuftom of doing well. 

After this the Majilians had for many years great 

wars with the Ugwrtans and the Gaulsy which both in-? 

xreafed the glory of their City, and amongft the neighs ■ 

bouring Countries made famous the valour of the Greeks 

by their multiplied Viftories. • 

And when a new war arofe ftotnCarthage havjne furpriz- 

jed theBuflcs of theirFiihermen,they often ovcrtnrew the 

Army of the Carthaginians ^ixid gave peace unto them^be- 

ing conquered. They entred into a league with the Spa^ 

niards'j and almoft from the firft foundation of their City, 

they obftrved their friendfliip with thtKomans with greac 

fidelity, and in all their Wars induftrioufly affifted their 

'^(Tociates, which both encrcafed the confidence of their 

ftrengthjand purchafed them peace from their Enemies, 

When Maffilia flourifhed therefore with the fame* of 
fheir atchievcmiepts,the abundance of their wcalth,and 
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the glory of thejr ftrcngth, the neighbouring people, in 
confpiring multitudeSjdid gather themfclves together to 
Tpot out th^ name of the Majfilians as to extinguifh a 
common fire* By the confent of all, Caramandsit was 
chofen General, who when he befieged the City with a 
powerful Army of chofen men, being affrighted Jn his 
lleep with a vinon of a hard favoured Woman, who cal- 
led herfelf a godde(s,he offered peace of his own accord 
to the Majfilianf ^znd having defired he might be allowed 
the liberty to enter into their City,and to worfhip their 
gods,when he came unto the Temple of ;W/nen;4,having 
beheld in the portal of it,the image of the goddefs which 
he beheld before in his fleep, he immediately cryed 
put,that that was (he who did affrkht him in the night, 
and commanded him to raife the {^ges,and having gra* 
tulated the Maffiliansy that the immortal gods had care 
of them^ he entred into a perpetual league with them, 
having recompenfed the goddefs with a chain of Gold. 
Peace being obtained, and their fecurity eflablifhed, 
the Ambaffadors of the Majfilians having returned from 
Velphosy to which place being fent, they had brought 
gifts unto i4pd//o,did inform them that they heard in the 
way that theCity oiKome was taken by th^auls and fee 
on fire 5 they feemed to be much affeded at their lofs, 
and did prolecute it with a publick mourning, and fent 
unto them Gold,both what they had in private as well as 
publick to make up the fum,having underdood thatthey 
had redeemed their City and their peaqe with money 
from the Gauls, For which benefit, it was decreed by 
the Senate, that they fhould be made free of Awwe, and 
a place allowed them in the publick Spe{tac]e8,and a fo- 
lemn league was again confirmed perpetually to be ob- 

ferved with equal Interefts on both fides. In bis laft book Trtgms a& 
iirms that his Anceftors derircd their Original frona the r«/^'4ifi, that 
his Grand-father Trogus f$mpeiut was made free of the City, at what 
time Cneim Pompeius made War againft Seriorius in Spain j he declar- 
cih aUb, that his Uncle under thk fame Pompej, was O)lonel of a 
Kegimeut of Horfe in the War againft Mithridates, and that his Father 
ierved in the Wars under C^tius CAf^n and that he was both his Sccre- 
taiy, the Mafter of the Conaplcmeots, and had the Office of the Seal. 

THE 
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Spain as flic doth fliut up the limits ofEuropey (6 it is 
here the conclufion of thfs Work. The Ancients cal- 
led it firft f/yberiayirom the River Hiberus^nd after Spain 
from Hifpottus. It is iituated betwixt Africk^znd France^ 
and inclofed with the main Ocean and the Pj/renxan 
mountains -j and as it is lefs than either Ajrick or France^ 
fo it is more fruitful than either, for it is not fcorched 
with the violence of the Sun as 4/rictf,neitlier is it trou- 
bled with daily winds as France, but enjoys a mean be- 
twixt bothyina by its temperate heat,and feafonable and 
pregnant fhowers, it procluceth all variety of fruits, in- 
lomuch that it fufficeth not only the Inhabitants, but 
fendeth forth abundance of all things into J/<i/^ and the 
City of Rome •, neither is there in it only great ftorc of 
Corn, but alfo of Wine, Honey and Oil. There is alfo 
an abundance of Steel, and of Iwift Horfes y and it is not 
only to be praifed for the qutward gopds of the earth, 
and which are on the fuperfiries of it, but for the many 
Mines, and richnefs of the Metals in the bowels of it. 
There is alfo abundance of Flax and Whins, and no 
Country in the World undoubtedly is more full of Ver- 
milion. 

In this Kingdom, the courfes of the Rivers are not fo, 
violent as to, bring any hurt by their fwifrncfs, but^ 
fmooth and gentle, and do water both the Fields and 
Vineyards -, and the Marflies overflown by high tides 
from the Ocean are very full of fifh. 

Many of their Rivers are rfch in Gold,wl]ich are cele- 
brated by the praifes of many writers ; it only joins to 
France by one ridge of the Pyrenaan Hills 5 on all other 
parts of It, like to a circle, it is furrounded by the Sea. 
The form of the Country is almdfl four fquare, unlefs 
when it is fhut in by the Fyren^an HillSjtfie Sea fho^es be-' 
ing there more ilreight and narrow. The 
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The (pace of tlie Tyrendan Hills doth contain fix hun- 
dred roiles. The falubrity of the Air,and the equal tem- 
per of it throughout allS'/irfw is not infefted with any hea- 
vy mifts from the Marfhes j to this may be added the cool 
Airs from the Sea, and the gentle and daily whifperings 
of the winds, wliich piercing through all the Country, 
is an occafion of a great and general health to all. 

Thebodies of the men are prepared for hunger and 
labour, and with refolutions for death. They are ail and 
altogether given to frugality,and covet War rather than 
flothj if they want an enemy abroad,they will feek him 
at home. They have been oftentimes tormented to 
death, for the concealing of things committed to their 
truft, fo much ftronger is the cure of their taciturnity, 
than oif their life. 

The patience of that fervant is made famous in the 
Carthaginian War, who having revenged his Mafter, did 
infult with loud laughter on the Rack, and in an un- 
clouded and pure joy overcame the horrour of death, 
and the cruelty of his tormentors. 

The Nation are fwift of foot, they have for the moft 
part active fpirits 5 Horfes for fervice in War, and good 
Iwords are more unto them than their own blood.They 
have no feafts there but on holy-days. 

After the fecond CmhagmiarCNzx^^t^ learned of ^he 
Romans to be bathed in hot water. In a long coijrfi: of 
time they had never any famous General befides Kerw- 
tiify who for the fpace often years, wearied the B^omans 
with various vidory, ^fo mupn the more near to unruly 
beafts than unto men are their difpofiiions)Neither was 
he elefted by the fufFrages of the people, but they fol- 
lowed him as a wary raan,and expert to decline dangers j 
and fo great was his valour, and his continence, that 
though oftentimes he overthrew the Armies of the Con- 
fuls,and was renowned for great atchievements, yet he 
never changed his Arms nor his habit, no not fo much 
as his diet, and continued in the fame fefhion of Cloaths 
and Arms in which at firll he began to fight, infomuch 
that every common Soldier did (ecm more gallgnt than 
the General himfelf. . «? ^^ 
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In Portugal^ near unto the River oitagus.k is affirmed: 
by divers Author^, that Mares do conceive by the wind y 
which fiables received ^efr Original by the fruitfuinefs 
and the abundance of them,\vho are found to be fo fwifc 
in Galkia^ and in Portugal^ rhac not undefervedly chey 
fcem to hie conceived by the wind. 

The Galicians do derive their pedigree from the Ore-' 
cians ; for after the end of the Tryan War, Teucer being 
hated by his Father Telamon^ and not received into the 
Kingdom by reafon of the death of his Brother Ajaxy 
failed unto Cyprt^^nd builded there the City Salamina^ 
alter the name of his ancient Country ; to which place 
( having underdood of the death of his father ) he not: 
long afterwards returned : But when Eurix the Son of 
i4>ix, would not fuffer him to land,he Ianched|orth into 
the Beeps again, and by rpugh winds was driven on 
the Coaus cSspain^ where he poffelTed himfelf of that 
place on which new Carthage now doth ftand 5 from 
thence he failed to Galicia^ and haHng planted diere a 
Colony, he gave a name unto that Nation. Howfoever 
Galicia^ is faid to be the portion o{ Amphilochm. 

The Country doth abound with Lead, and Brafs, and 
with Vermillion alft), vvhich giveth a name to the neigh- 
bouring River. And it is fo rich in Gold, that oftentimes 
in plou|ghing the ground, they do turn up the Oar of 
Gold with it. 

On the bounds of this Nation, is a confecrated Hilf, 
which it is accounted a great fin to violate with Iron : 
bwt when the Earth is cleaved with thunder-Botts, 
which is ufual in thofe places, it is permitted to any to 
colled the detefted Oar as the gift of God. 

The Women do exercife themfelves in houfhold af- 
fairs, and in manuring of the ground j the men do live 
by their fwords and by their plunder. Steel with them 
is a principal commodity, but their water is more vio- 
lent than Steel it felf •, for the Steel being extinguifhed 
ill it, is made more (harp and hard 5 neither do they 
approveof any weapon which is not dipped in the River 
of Bilboy cr in Ckal/bs^ from whence the Inhabitants who 

live 
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live near unto this River are caXWdXlhalyhes^znA are laid 
to excel all others in the conunodity of Steel. But the 
Curettans do inhabit the Forefts of the Tertefians^ in 
which ic is reported that the Titanian Gyants made 
War againft the gods. 

The mod ancient of their Kings, was Gargorky who 
did firft find out the ufe of honey. He, when a Nephew 
was born unto him by the incontinence of his ownDaugh-* 
ter,being afliamed at the diftionour of the a^ command* 
ed that the little one^by feveral varieties of death (hould 
be deftroyed •, but being preferved by fort'une, through 
fo many chances, lie at the laft, even by the cotnpaffion 
of the dangers themfelves,did arrive^into the Kingdom. 
In the firil placewhen he commanded him to beexpoled, 
after certain days he did fend to enquire after his body, 
and found that he was wonderfully preferved, and 
nouridied by the milk of feveral wild beads ^ Being 
brought home, he 'commanded him to be cad into a 
narrow path, in which the droves and herds of Cattei 
were accudomed to pafs ^ too cruel he was in this to 
have the young child rather to be trod unon by the mul- 
titude of heads, than to perifh by a fingle death ^ who 
dill remaining avouched by them, and not, wanting 
nourifhment, he gommanded that he fliould be cad un- 
to fierce bandogs, ravenous by the abdinence of many 
days ", and they alfo forbearing him, he not long after- 
wards commanded that he diould be thrown unto the 
hogs, who did not only not hurt him, but fome of the 
Sows did nourifh him, with their milk j whereupon ac 
the lad he commanded that he fhould be cad into the 
Ocean. Then by the prefent power of Providence, as if 
he was carried rather in a Ship than on the waves, by a 
jgentle tide,he was brought to the land fafe,betwixt the 
raging fands and the tumults of the Billows : And not 
long after there did appear a Hind, who did offer her 
drutting udder unto the little one,who by his daily ten- 
Verfation with his nurfe, became of a wonderful fwift- 
nefs of body, and a long time wandred on the Moun- 
ums and the Vally amongdthe herds of the Dcer;^ be- 
ing 
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ing no way,inferior in his fwiftnefs to thein;At the laft, 
he was taken in a fnare, and given as a great prefent to 
the King, and being difcovered to be his Nephew by 
the fimifitude of his lineaments,and by the marks of his 
body, which prefently after his birth were burned on 
it 'j m the admiration of the deliverances from fo many 
chances and dangers,he was ordained by the King to be 
his Sdtceflbr in the Kingdom^ his name was called ffabisy 
and no fooner was he invefted m the Kingdom, bqt he 
(hewed fuch proofs of noblenefs and greatnefs, that ic 
appeared he was not in vain delivered from fo many 
dangers by the Majefty of God*, for by Laws he did unite 
the barbarous people, and taught them how to voak 
their Oxen^ and to plough and low die ground,ana en- 
forced them to feed on better nourifhment than what 
the trees or Plants provided,belike in thediftaft of thofe 
things which he himfelf had endured. The education of 
this Prince would feem fabulous, but that it is recorded^ 
that the builders of Romevfcvc nourifhed by a Wolf,and 
that a Bitch did give fuck unto Cyrns King o(Perfia:Thc^ 
people wer^ b^ him forbidden to exercife any fervile la- 
Dpur,and by him they were diftributed into (even Cities. 
Nabis being dead, the Kingdom for many Generati- 
ons continued amongflihis SuccefTors. But in another 
part of Spain which ^onfiAeth mofl of inands,the King- 
dom was in the power oiGeryen. In this place there is 
fuch abundance of grafs, and withal fo pleafant, that if 
by the providence of the Herdfmen theCattel were not 
enforced to, difcontinue feeding, their bodies would 
break by the excefs. From hence the Droves of Gerym 
Cin thofe times accounted the only wealth'of the world}^ 
were of that fame amongft the Nations, that by the 
greatnefs of the booty ,they allured Hercules out of Afta. 
It is recorded in Story, that Geryon was not a Gyant of 
three bodies, as the Fables do make mention, but that 
there were three Brothers of fo fafl a concord, that all 
three Teemed to be governed by one mind, and that of 
their own accord they did not make War upon Merculesy 
but having obfcrved that their own Droves of Cattle 
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were forced from them, they indeavoiired to reg^n 
vrhat thev had loft by the fword. 

After tne Sflcceflion of many Kings in Spain, the Cot'^ 
tbagimans 6r{i of all poifeffcd ^hemfelvcs of it ; for when 
the Inhabitants of the Gades being obedient to the Vifion^ 
had trandated into Spain the holy things oi Hercules from 
Tyrcy from which place the Carthaginians alfo do derirc 
their Original, and had builded them there a City, the 
neighbouring people oi Spain envying the growing hap^ 
pinefs of the new City,and upon that account provokiog 
them to war, the Carthaginians being of the fame kindred, 
did fend relief unto them, and by a hapt>y expedition 
they both vindicated the Gaditanei from injury ,and add- 
ed the grQjiteft part oiSpain to the Empire of their com- 
mand : And afterguards being incited by the fortune of 
their firft expedition, they fent Amilcar their General, 
with a great Army to make themfclves Matters of all the 
Province, who havjng performed great atchievemefits^ 
whiles he followed his fbrtunf^ too inconiiderately, he' 
was betrayed into an AmbuHi and flaih. Afdmbal his 
Son-in-law was fent to fupply his place, wh^ was flain 
himfelf by the Servant of a Spaniardy in the revenge of 
the unjuft death of his Mafter. 
' Annibal the Son of AmiUar didjiicceed him, and was 
a greater General than them both ^ ^r having excelled 
them in hisatchievements^hefubdued all^/^/tZRjand ha* 
ving afterwards made War on the Romansy he afflifted 
Italy with feveral loffes and overthrows for the fpace of 
id years. The Romans in the mean time having fent the 
Scipio'sinto Spain, did firft of all drive the Carthaginians 
out of that Province j afterwards they had great Wars 
» with the Spaniards themfclves^neither could they be con- 
quered to an abfolute obedience,until AuguliHs Cdtfar^asn^ 
ing fubdued all the World, did carry thither his con- 
quering fwords,and having by Laws brought the barba* 
rous and rude people into a more civil courfe of life, he 
reduced all Spain into the form of a Province.
